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HEALTH  OF  LONDON  DURING  THE  WEEK. 

In  the  week  that  ended  last  Saturday  1308  deaths  were  registered  in  London. 
In  the  ten  corresponding  weeks  of  the  years  1843-52  the  average  number  was 
1218,  which,  with  a  correction  for  increase  of  population,  becomes  1340.  The 
deaths  returned  for  last  week  differ  little  therefore  from  the  estimated  amount. 

At  the  end  of  a  quarter,  as  has  been  shown  on  former  occasions,  the  weekly 
account  is  swelled  by  more  than  the  just  proportion  of  Coroners’  cases,  a  number 
of  which  occurred  at  prior  dates,  but  were  not  formally  registered  till  last  week. 
These  consist  principally  of  deaths  by  poison,  burns  and  scalds,  hanging  and 
suffocation,  drowning,  fractures  and  wounds  ;  and  in  this  class  155  cases  arc 
enumerated  in  the  present  return.  Sudden  deaths  also,  comprising  cases  in  which 
persons  have  been  “  found  dead,”  where  Coroners’  juries  have  been  unable  to 
ascertain  the  cause  of  death,  or  where  it  has  been  improperly  omitted  to  be 
recorded,  amount  this  week  to  43. 

There  was  an  increase  last  week  in  the  mortality  both  of  epidemic  diseases  and 
of  diseases  of  the  respiratory  organs.  Fatal  cases  of  scarlatina  rose  again  to 
67,  and  those  of  typhus  to  5L  The  following  three  cases  of  cholera  occurred  in 
the  week  : — 

On  27th  December,  in  the  Workhouse,  Islington,  a  needlewoman,  aged  70  years, 
died  of  “  cholera  Anglica,  exhaustion.” 

On  same  day,  at  1 1  Type-court,  Finsbury,  a  female  servant,  aged  33  years, 
“  cholera  (14  days).”  This  court  is  thickly  populated  by  poor  families. 

On  25th  December,  in  Ilales-street  (St.  Paul’s,  Deptford),  the  son  of  a  labourer, 
aged  one  year  and  9  months,  “  cholera  (12  hours).” 

On  29th  December,  at  3  Printing-house-lane,  in  the  South-west  sub-district  of 
City  of  London,  the  daughter  of  a  coachman,  aged  3  years,  died  of  small-pox. 
Mr.  Arnott,  the  Registrar,  states  that  “of  five  children  in  the  family,  two  that  had 
been  vaccinated  have  escaped  the  small-pox,  but  the  three  others,  not  vaccinated, 
have  had  it  severely,  and  one,  as  is  seen  above,  fatally.”  Another  child,  aired 
5  weeks,  died  on  26th  December  at  No.  12,  in  the  same  lane,  of  the  same  disease. 

At  3  Albany-road,  Camberwell,  on  24th  December,  the  daughter  of  a  gas-fitter, 
aged  2  years,  died  of  “  scarlatina  (6  days).”  Mr.  Stevens  says : — “  This  is  the 
third  death  that  has  occurred  in  this  family  by  the  same  disease  within  the  space 
of  6  days.  Reference  was  made  to  the  previous  cases  in  last  week’s  return.  The 
house  is  very  small  but  thickly  inhabited.  At  the  back  of  the  house  is  situated  a 
row  of  stables.  The  medical  attendant  has  recommended  the  survivors  to  quit 
the  premises  as  soon  as  possible.” 
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In  Clapliam,  at  Little  Manor-street,  on  26th  December,  a  sailor,  aged  20  years, 
died  of  “  debility  after  fever.”  Mr.  Frost,  the  Registrar,  was  informed  that  “  the 
deceased  was  taken  ill  with  fever  and  left  by  his  captain  in  the  hospital  at 
Constantinople  ;  as  soon  as  he  was  a  little  recovered  he  procured  a  passage  home 
by  another  ship.  The  place  allotted  him  was  so  close,  confined,  and  dirty  that 
he  was  obliged  to  sleep  on  deck  the  greater  part  of  the  way  home.  He  was  only 
allowed  one  meal  per  day.  He  arrived  at  home  on  the  24th  at  night  in  quite  an 
exhausted  state,  and  died  on  the  26th.  The  medical  attendant  states  that  when  he 
first  visited  his  patient  he  found  him  in  a  most  wretched  state  of  dirt  and 
vermin.” 

In  Hoxton  New  Town,  at  11  Parr-street,  on  23d  December,  the  daughter  of  a 
jeweller,  aged  10  years,  died  of  “  influenza,  typhoid  fever  (14  days).”  Mr.  Ansell, 
the  Registrar,  says  : — “  I  had  occasion  to  remark  a  previous  death  in  this  house 
last  week  from  typhoid  fever.  The  cesspool  is  out  of  order,  and  its  contents  have 
penetrated  into  the  area.” 

In  the  sub-district  of  Hackney-road,  at  1  Ilepworth-place,  on  22d  December,  the 
daughter  of  a  cordwainer,  aged  2  years,  died  of  “  typhus.”  ( Inquest .)  Mr.  Murray, 
the  Registrar,  says  : — “  This  is  the  third  death  from  typhus  in  the  same  house, 
originating  in  putrid  wood  taken  from  a  cesspool,  and  piled  against  the  house,  but 
now  removed.  A  fourth  occurred  from  peritonitis  in  an  adjoining  house,  across  a 
narrow  court ;  and  a  fifth  child  is  ill  with  typhus,  but  with  the  rest  of  the  family 
it  has  been  removed  by  order  of  the  coroner,  at  the  request  of  the  Jury.” 

In  the  sub-district  of  Camden  Town,  at  2  Georgiana-street,  on  22d  December,  a 
woman,  aged  24  years,  died  of  phthisis.  Mr.  Holl,  the  Registrar,  mentions  that 
“  at  the  back  of  this  and  3  or  4  adjoining  houses  there  is  a  yard  which  appears  to 
be  a  receptacle  for  filth.  It  lies  completely  in  a  hole  containing  a  stable  or  two, 
the  dung,  &c.  from  which  creates  an  offensive  effluvium.”  Suffolk-street,  King’s- 
cross,  in  the  same  sub-district,  where  a  child  died  of  “fever  (14  hours),  convulsions 
(2  hours),”  is  described  as  “  a  crowded  and  unhealthy  neighbourhood.”  Cambridge- 
place,  where  a  child  died  of  hooping-cough,  which  is  said  to  be  prevalent  there, 
is  described  as  “  very  damp  and  unhealthy.” 

Mr.  Faulkner,  Registrar  of  the  South  sub-district,  St.  Giles,  makes  the  following 
statement :  — “I  went  on  the  18th  December  to  2  Lincoln-court  to  register  a  birth. 
On  opening  the  door  of  the  room  I  was  quite  overpowered  by  the  fearfully  sicken¬ 
ing  and  disgusting  odour,  which  surpassed  anything  I  have  experienced,  although 
this  sort  of  thing  is  too  frequent.  I  was  obliged  to  leave  the  room,  and  register  on 
an  open  window-sill.  If  cholera  makes  its  appearance  it  will  be  undoubtedly  in 
that  room,  for  it  is  utterly  impossible  for  human  beings  to  live  in  such  an 
atmosphere,  as  I  felt  the  ill  effects  of  it  for  the  whole  day.  I  believe  whitewashing- 
combined  with  a  powerful  deodorizer  would  be  of  great  service  here.” 

On  28th  December  a  boy,  aged  5  years,  died  of  “  inflammation  of  the  mem¬ 
branes  of  the  brain  (8  days).”  In  the  opinion  of  the  medical  man  the  disease  was 
caused  by  a  frequent  habit  which  the  child  had  of  supporting  himself  on  his  head. 
A  woman,  aged  65  years,  died  on  23d  December  of  “  phlegmonous  boil  of  lower 
lip  (6  days),  typhoid  prostration  (4  days).”  A  surgeon’s  assistant,  aged  45  years, 
“  poisoned  himself  (on  loth  December)  by  taking  chloroform  (4  hours)  ;  temporary 
insanity.”  Two  deaths  are  ascribed  to  privation,  4  to  intemperance.  Between  the 
23d  and  30th  December  the  deaths  of  8  men  in  the  Royal  Hospital,  Greenwich, 
were  registered,  whose  ages  averaged  nearly  77  years. 
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Last  week  the  births  of  987  boys  and  924  gms,  in  all  1911  children,  were  registered 
in  London.  In  the  corresponding  weeks  of  the  eight  years  1845-52  the  average 
number  was  1522. 


At  the  Royal  Observatory,  Greenwich,  the  mean  reading  of  the  barometer  on 
Friday  was  30 ‘027  in. ;  the  mean  of  the  week  was  29 '643  in.  The  mean  tempe¬ 
rature  of  the  week  was  47 ’5°,  which  is  10 ‘1°  above  the  average  of  the  same  week 
in  ten  years.  The  mean  daily  temperature  was  above  the  average  throughout  the 
Aveek,  and  this  excess  on  Sunday  was  11 '2°,  on  Monday  12'5°,  on  Tuesday  5'7°, 
on  Wednesday  8‘1°,  on  Thursday  12°,  on  Friday  9'2°,  and  on  Saturday  12’2°. 
The  wind  blew  generally  from  the  south-west.  The  mean  difference  between  the 
dew  point  temperature  and  air  temperature  was  7  '4°.

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HEALTH  OF  LONDON  DURING  THE  WEEK. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  registered  in  the  metropolitan  districts  in  the  week 
that  ended  last  Saturday  was  965.  In  the  ten  corresponding  weeks  of  the  years 
1843-52  the  average  number  was  1145,  which,  if  raised  in  proportion  to  the 
increase  of  population  during  these  years,  gives  a  mortality  of  1260  for  the  present 
time.  Therefore  the  deaths  returned  last  week  exhibit  a  reduction  of  295  on  the 
estimated  amount. 

The  present  Return  shows  that  487  males  and  478  females  died  last  week,  and 
of  these  deaths  432  occurred  under  15  years  of  age,  319  at  15  and  under  60  years, 
and  209  at  60  years  and  upwards.  As  regards  the  causes  to  which  the  965  cases 
are  assigned,  the  epidemic  class  numbers  the  largest  proportion,  namely  206,  though 
this  falls  below  the  average  of  corresponding  weeks  ;  and  the  next  in  numerical 
results  are  “  diseases  of  the  organs  of  respiration,”  to  which  only  174  deaths 
were  referred  last  week.  The  mortality  of  the  latter  class  is  lower  than  in  any 
corresponding  week  since  1840,  the  numbers  in  this  period  ranging  from  183  to 
429,  and  is  less  than  the  corrected  average  of  the  ten  corresponding  weeks  by 
124.  The  174  deaths  are  thus  distributed  :  to  laryngitis  4,  bronchitis  93,  pleurisy 
5,  pneumonia  52,  asthma  11,  other  diseases  of  the  respiratory  organs  9.  Phthisis, 
which  stands  in  the  tubercular  class,  also  exhibits  a  comparatively  low  mortality, 
there  being  104  deaths  ascribed  to  it  (all  of  which,  except  9,  occurred  between  15 
and  60  years),  while  the  corrected  average  for  the  week  is  147. 

Of  the  fatal  cases  of  epidemics,  2  were  caused  by  small-pox,  1 1  by  measles,  66  by 
scarlatina,  35  by  hooping-cough,  7  by  croup,  one  by  thrush,  18  by  diarrhoea,  2  by 
dysentery,  4  by  influenza,  3  by  infantile  and  remittent  fever,  43  by  typhus,  4  by 
puerperal  fever  (besides  3  others  from  diseases  incidental  to  childbearing),  one 
by  rheumatic  fever,  7  by  erysipelas,  and  2  by  syphilis.

In  tlie  East  sub-district  of  Islington,  at  4  City-gardens,  on  3d  January,  the  son 
of  a  bird-dealer,  aged  one  year,  died  of  “  scarlatina  ;  exhaustion.”  This  house 
(says  Mr.  Butterfield,  the  Registrar) is  never  free  from  disease;  for  the  last  twelve 
months  scarlatina  and  small-pox  have  existed  without  interruption.  The  drains 
are  bad. 

In  Brompton,  at  1  Farmer’s-place,  on  6th  January,  the  daughter  of  an  ostler, 
aged  5  months,  died  of  “  dentition  (3  weeks),  hydrocephalus,  pertussis.”  Mr.  Stone, 
the  Registrar,  says  : — “  The  informant  complained  much  of  the  bad  smell  pervading 
the  house  from  defective  drainage.  This  is  the  fourth  child  that  has  died  in 
Farmer’s-place  since  March  last.  The  row  consists  of  only  six  houses,  the  whole 
of  which  are  in  a  state  highly  prejudicial  to  the  health  of  the  poor  occupants.” 

In  the  Camden  Town  sub-district,  at  1  Paradise-row,  Pancras-road,  on  3d  Ja¬ 
nuary,  a  general  dealer,  aged  50  years,  died  of  “  dyspepsia,  atrophy  (6  months), 
diarrhoea,  peritonitis  (7  days).”  Mr.  Holl,  the  Registrar,  writes  as  follows: — “This 
place  is  one  of  the  most  disgusting  in  my  district.  It  is  inhabited  by  costermongers 
and  persons  of  that  class  who  are  very  dirty  in  their  habits,  and  increase  the 
filth  which  naturally  attaches  to  their  various  callings  by  their  carelessness.  The 
open  space  in  front  of  their  dwellings  is  strewed  with  ashes,  oyster  shells,  stinking 
fish,  decayed  vegetables,  dung,  and  every  description  of  matter  injurious  to  health. 
Mr.  Sutherin,  the  district  surgeon,  has  done  all  he  can  by  advice  and  remonstrance 
to  remedy  the  evil,  but  without  effect.  It  was  here  the  cholera  broke  out,  and 
if  it  should  again  make  its  appearance  there  is  no  doubt  it  would  produce  very 
serious  effects  in  the  neighbourhood.  It  is  much  to  be  lamented  there  is  no 
Sanatory  Board  in  the  parish.” 

On  6tli  January  a  merchant,  aged  46  years,  died  of  “carbuncle.”  On  4th  Ja¬ 
nuary  a  pensioner  at  Greenwich,  aged  75  years,  died  of  “old  age;  anthrax  (2 
months),  diarrhoea  (12  days).”  At  the  Royal  Hospital,  Greenwich,  seven  pensioners 
died  between  the  2d  and  5th  January  inclusive  at  the  average  age  of  74  years. 

Last  week  the  births  of  724  boys  and  715  girls,  in  all  1439  children,  were 
registered  in  London.  The  average  number  in  eight  corresponding  weeks  of  the 
years  1845-52  was  1407. 

At  the  Royal  Observatory,  Greenwich,  the  mean  height  of  the  barometer  in  the 
week  was  29 ‘485  in.  The  mean  temperature  of  the  week  was  45 ‘3°,  which  is  9 '7° 
above  the  average  of  the  same  week  in  38  years.  The  mean  daily  temperature  was 
much  above  the  average  on  every  day  of  the  week.  It  was  highest  on  Sunday, 
when  it  was  48 ‘9°,  or  12 ‘6°  above  the  average,  and  on  the  following  days  the 
excess  was  successively  7 ‘7°,  11 ‘3°,  9 '7°,  7 -2°,  11  ‘4°,  and  8 ‘3°.  The  wind  blew 
from  the  south  or  south-west.  The  amount  of  rain  that  fell  in  the  week  was 
0*71  in.  The  difference  between  the  dewpoint  temperature  and  air  temperature 
was  5  ‘  8°.

Meteorological  Observations  taken  at  the  Royal  Observatory,  Greenwich,  during  the  Week  ending  Saturday,  8th  January  1853.  Under  the  Superintendence  of 

the  Astronomer  Royal. 
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HEALTH  OF  LONDON  DURING  THE  WEEK. 

A  thousand  and  one  deaths  were  registered  in  London  in  the  week  that  ended 
last  Saturday.  In  the  ten  Corresponding  weeks  of  the  years  1843-52  the  average 
number  was  1138,  which,  if  raised  in  proportion  to  the  increase  of  population  during 
these  years,  gives  a  mortality  of  1252  for  the  present  time.  The  comparison,  which 
shows  a  reduction  in  last  week  of  251  below  the  estimated  amount,  proves  the  con¬ 
tinuance  of  that  favourable  state  of  the  public  health  that  has  for  some  time  been 
remarked. 

The  present  Return,  as  compared  with  that  of  the  former  week,  exhibits  a  trifling 
increase  in  epidemics,  arising  chiefly  from  measles  and  fever  ;  the  former  disease  has 
risen  from  11  to  20  fatal  cases,  the  latter  from  43  to  52.  Small-pox  numbered  last 
week  6  deaths,  scarlatina  63,  hooping-cough  39.  There  were  only  13  from  diarrhcea  ; 
and  none  have  been  registered  from  cholera  in  the  last  two  weeks.  Amongst 
diseases  that  affect  the  respiratory  organs,  bronchitis  has  declined  in  the  last  two 
weeks  from  93  to  67  ;  pneumonia  shows  little  fluctuation,  having  been  fatal  in 
52  and  58  cases ;  while  phthisis  rose  in  the  same  period  from  104  to  125. 

In  the  sub-district  of  Camden-town,  at  30  Lower  Cambridge-street,  on  9th  Ja¬ 
nuary,  the  daughter  of  a  labourer,  aged  8  months,  died  of  “  pneumonia  (17  days), 
hooping-cough,  cynanche  trachealis  (4  days).”  Mr.  Holl,  the  Registrar,  observes : — 
“  This  street  is  in  a  very  deplorable  state,  unlighted,  unpaved,  and  uncleansed. 
The  slush  is  above  6  inches  deep  throughout  the  whole  extent  which  is  considerable. 
It  is  distressing  to  visit  such  dwellings  as  I  am  occasionally  obliged  to  do,  and  to 
witness  the  wretchedness  that  surrounds  the  inmates  within,  which  is  in  perfect 
keeping  with  the  scene  without.” 

Mr,  Hems,  Registrar  of  the  sub-district  of  Whitechapel  Church,  says  ; — “  The 
low  rate  of  mortality  still  continues  here ;  only  one  death,  exclusive  of  those  in  the 
London  Hospital,  has  been  registered  in  the  last  two  weeks,  and  that  occurred  on 
Christmas-day.”

In  some  instances  tlie  metropolitan  Registrars  in  their  quarterly  reports  review 
the  condition  of  their  districts  in  reference  to  mortality  and  other  particulars  during 
the  last  three  months  of  1852.  Mr.  Daws,  the  Registrar  of  Lambeth,  Waterloo 
sub-district  (second  part),  reports  as  follows  : — “  The  deaths  are  very  few,  being 
only  84,  whereas  in  the  corresponding  quarter  of  1851,  138  were  registered,  and  I 
have  never  in  any  previous  quarter  registered  less  than  91.  It  may  be  remarked 
that  several  ditches  have  been  covered,  and  the  drainage  of  Lambeth-square  is 
much  improved.  In  this  square  the  mortality  has  been  only  a  sixth  of  that  which 
occurred  in  the  last  three  months  of  1851  ;  the  deaths  from  small-pox,  measles, 
scarlatina,  hooping-cough  were  then  30,  while  in  the  quarter  just  elapsed  the 
fatal  cases  of  these  diseases  were  only  9.  The  weather  however  has  been  very 
favourable.” 

Mr.  Ansell,  the  Registrar  of  Hoxton,  New  Town,  observes  :  — “  This  district  has 
been  remarkably  healthy  during  the  last  quarter.  Some  few  cases  of  typhus  and 
scarlatina  have  occurred,  and  these  have  mostly  arisen  from  bad  drainage,  and  from 
the  bad  state  of  streets,  some  of  which  are  not  kept  in  proper  order.  It  will  be 
seen  that  the  deaths  are  127,  and  that  the  births  are  in  excess  of  them  by  130.” 

Mr.  Bowring,  the  Registrar  of  Ilaggc-rstone,  West  sub-district,  writes  : — “  The 
deaths  for  the  quarter  (180)  in  my  sub-district  are  rather  above  the  average,  which 
I  can  only  attribute  to  the  constant  wet  weather  for  the  last  three  months.  The 
majority  of  cases  occurred  in  those  parts  where  there  is  no  drainage,  or  where  it  is 
very  defective.  For  the  last  two  months  the  water  has  been  standing  under  the 
floors  on  the  basement  three  or  four  inches  deep,  and  those  who  have  cellars  have 
been  frequently  obliged  to  pump  it  out.  The  houses  being  built  of  inferior  bricks, 
the  damp  in  many  that  I  have  visited  reaches  four  and  in  some  five  feet  up  the 
walls.” 

Mr.  Briggs,  the  Registrar  of  Church  sub-district,  Bethnal-green,  states  that 
“  typhus  has  prevailed  to  a  serious  extent,  but  not  so  fatally  as,  considering  the 
bad  drainage  and  want  of  cleanliness,  might  have  been  expected.  The  deaths  (98) 
in  the  quarter  are  under  the  average ;  probably  the  continued  rain  has  been 
favourable  to  health.  The  births  were  185.” 

Last  week  the  births  of  755  boys  and  841  girls,  in  all  1596  children,  were  registered 
in  London.  The  average  number  in  eight  corresponding  weeks  of  the  years 
1845-52  was  1432. 

At  the  Royal  Observatory,  Greenwich,  the  mean  height  of  the  barometer  in 
the  week  was  29 '443  in.  The  mean  temperature  of  the  week  was  45°,  which  is 
9 -6°  above  the  average  of  the  same  week  in  thirty-eight  years.  The  mean  daily 
temperature  was  much  above  the  average  on  every  day  of  the  week  ;  and  on  Monday, 
Tuesday,  and  Wednesday,  when  it  was  highest,  the  excess  above  the  average  was 
11 '9°,  10 '3°,  and  1 4 * -4°.  The  wind  blew  on  six  days  from  the  south-west.  The 
mean  dew  point  temperature  was  38°.

24  Meteorological  Observations. 
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HEALTH  OF  LONDON  DURING  THE  WEEK. 

The  number  of  deaths  registered  in  the  metropolitan  districts  in  the  week  that 
ended  last  Saturday  is  nearly  the  same  as  in  the  week  preceding,  being  994.  In 
the  ten  corresponding  weeks  of  the  years  1843-52  the  average  number  was  1084, 
which,  if  corrected  for  increase  of  population  during  these  years,  gives  a  mortality 
of  1192  for  the  present  time.  Last  week’s  Return,  therefore,  exhibits  a  reduction 
of  198  on  the  estimated  amount. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  observations  of  Registrars  that  cases  of  fever,  both 
typhus  and  scarlatina,  have  been  numerous  and  fatal  in  particular  parts,  but  it  is 
satisfactory  to  find  that,  taking  the  whole  of  London,  the  mortality  of  the  epidemic 
class  of  diseases  shows  some  diminution  when  compared  with  that  of  the  previous 
week,  and  that  it  is  also  less  than  the  average  of  corresponding  weeks  in 
former  years.  In  the  last  four  weeks  scarlatina  destroyed  successively  67,  66,  63, 
and  38  lives;  typhus,  which  has  been  more  uniform  in  its  results,  was  fatal  in  51, 
43,  52,  and  48  cases.  Judging  from  the  mortality,  diarrhoea  shows  no  disposition 
to  prevail,  and  no  deaths  have  been  recorded  from  English  or  other  cholera  during 
the  last  three  weeks.  But  hooping-cough  rose  from  39  deaths  in  the  previous 
week  to  49  in  the  last ;  bronchitis  from  67  to  82  ;  phthisis  was  fatal  in  the  last 
three  weeks  in  104,  125,  and  134  cases.  In  connexion  with  this  increase  in  affec¬ 
tions  of  the  respiratory  organs  it  may  be  noticed  that  the  mean  weekly  temperature, 
which  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  was  so  high  as  47 ’5°,  and  was  afterwards  45°, 
fell  last  week  to  41  '9°. 

In  the  sub-district  of  Woolwich  Dockyard,  at  7  Artillery-place,  the  son  of  a 
tailor,  aged  4  years,  and  the  son  of  a  gunner  and  driver,  aged  2  years,  died,  the 
former  of  “  confluent  small-pox  (14  days),”  the  latter  of  “  variola  (5  days),”  and 
at  8  Artillery-place  the  son  of  a  gunner  and  driver,  aged  3  years,  died  of  “  variola 
(8  days).”  Two  of  these  children  had  not  been  vaccinated. 

In  the  south  sub-district  of  St.  Giles,  at  17  Little  Wild-street,  the  son  of  a 
printer,  aged  2  years,  died  of  scarlatina,  and  iu  the  workhouse  a  girl,  aged 
[4-]  E 
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2  years,  died  of  the  same  disease.  Mr.  Faulkner,  the  Registrar,  states  that  “  scar¬ 
latina  is  still  very  prevalent  in  his  sub-district ;  the  informant  of  the  death  in 
Little  Wild-street  had  five  other  children  suffering  from  this  complaint.” 

In  the  Church  sub-district  of  Bethnal-green,  at  5  Garden-place,  on  20th  January, 
the  son  of  a  hawker,  aged  2  years,  died  of  fever  ;  an  inquest  was  held,  and  the 
following  verdict  returned  :  “  Natural  death  from  typhus  fever,  caused  by  a  nuisance 
from  a  cesspool  on  the  premises,  and  the  coroner  is  requested  to  write  to  Her 
Majesty’s  Commissioners  of  Sewers  to  direct  their  immediate  attention  to  the 
erection  of  a  sewer  to  relieve  the  place  from  future  danger.”  Mr.  Briggs,  the 
Registrar,  adds  : — “  The  want  of  sewerage  is  severely  felt  in  this  part  of  my 
district.  Another  child  lies  ill  of  the  same  complaint  at  the  above-mentioned 
house,  and  is  not  expected  to  live.” 

In  the  Amwell  sub-district  of  Clerkcnwell,  at  8  Red  Lion-yard,  Great  Warner- 
street,  on  14th  January,  the  son  of  a  farrier  (deceased),  aged  14  years,  died  of 
“  typhus  (3  weeks).”  Mr.  Squire,  the  Registrar,  was  informed  by  the  mother  of 
deceased  that  “  she  has  four  other  children  who  have  lately  suffered  from  the  same 
disease ;  that  the  room  in  which  they  live  is  built  over  a  stable  in  which  several 
pigs  are  kept ;  also  that  the  effluvia  from  the  drains  are  most  offensive,  and  in  her 
opinion  the  cause  of  the  illness  of  her  family.” 

In  the  sub-district  of  Kentish  Town,  at  5  Sussex-place,  Prince  of  Wales’-road, 
on  19th  January,  the  son  of  a  plasterer,  aged  3  years,  died  of  “typhus  (6  days).” 
Mr.  Hacker  was  informed  that  “  the  drains  of  this  house  were  very  offensive.” 
Three  deaths  occurred  from  scarlatina,  and  one  from  remittent  fever,  atPlumstead. 

In  Hoxton  Old  Town,  at  3  North-port-street,  on  16th  January7,  the  wife  of  a 
banker’s  clerk,  aged  56  years,  died  of  “  chronic  bronchitis  (3  or  4  years).” 
Mr.  Pearce,  the  Registrar,  says  :  — “This  street,  and  a  main  street  adjoining  called 
Mintern-street,  have  been  in  a  neglected  and  unhealthy  state  for  a  long  period. 
The  mud  and  slush  are  in  some  parts  twelve  inches  deep,  occasioning  stagnant 
water,  which  I  believe  to  be  an  accelerating  cause  of  bronchial  affections,  and  other 
diseases  now  in  the  neighbourhood.  I  hear  that  the  authorities  of  the  parish  are 
waiting  for  sew7er  gulleys.” 

At  2  York-place,  City-road,  on  11th  January,  the  widow7  of  a  dyer  died  of 
“  influenza  (one  week)  ”  at  the  age  (as  reported)  of  101  years.  She  was  in  posses¬ 
sion  of  all  her  faculties  to  the  last,  and  w7as  out  of  doors  1 4  days  before  her  decease. 
The  son  of  a  labourer,  aged  2  years,  died  of  “  sea-sickness  with  continual  vomiting 
(5  days),  convulsions  (8  hours).”  At  St.  George’s  Hospital,  on  14th  January,  a 
man  cook,  aged  39  years,  died  of  “  carbuncular  abscess  of  thigh  (one  month).” 

Last  week  the  births  of  790  boys  and  787  girls,  in  all  1577  children,  were 
registered  in  London.  In  the  eight  corresponding  weeks  of  the  years  1845-52  the 
average  number  was  1427. 


Births  and  Deaths  registered  last  Week. 
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At  the  Royal  Observatory,  Greenwich,  the  mean  height  of  the  barometer  in  the 
week  was  29 ’468  in.  The  mean  temperature  was  on  every  day  above  the  average 
of  38  years,  but  it  showed  much  variation,  having  fallen  on  Tuesday  to  37 '5°,  or 
only  1'1°  above  the  average,  and  thereafter  having  risen  on  Thursday  to  49’ 6", 
which  is  12  ’9°  above  the  average  of  that  day.  On  Saturday  it  fell  again  to  38  ‘9°,  and 
the  mean  of  the  week  was  41 '9°,  which  is  5-4°  above  the  average.  On  Monday, 
Tuesday,  and  Saturday  the  wind  blew  from  the  north-west ;  on  Wednesday  from 
the  south  ;  at  other  times  from  the  south-west.  The  mean  dew  point  temperature 
was  35  '4°.

The  corrected  average  for  small-pox,  or  other  diseases,  except  those  marked  by 
asterisks  as  having  undergone  changes  in  the  classification,  may  be  obtained  in  the  same  manner.  The 
deaths  from  small-pox  were  208  in  10  weeks;  the  average  was  21  ;  ihe  corrected  average  23.  London  increased 
at  the  rate  of  1-551  per  cent,  annually  in  the  ten  years,  June  1831-41  ;  1-998  per  cent,  annually  in  the  ten  years, 
1841-51 ;  and  1  -778  per  cent,  annually  in  the  fifty  years,  1S01-51.  The  last  number  may  be  taken  to  express 
the  existing  rate  of  increase ;  and  as  the  interval  from  the  middle  of  the  time,  first  week  (1S43-52)  to  the 

first  week  1853,  was  5'5  years,  and  r=  1-01778;  so  r',*5=  1-1018=  1  +  /

Meteorological  Observations  taken  at  the  Royal  Observatory,  Greenwich,  during  the  Week  ending  Saturday,  22d  January  1853.  Under  the  Superintendence 
_ the  Astronomer  Royal. _ 
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HEALTH  OF  LONDON  DURING  THE  WEEK. 

A  thousand  and  eleven  deaths  were  registered  in  London  in  the  week  that 
ended  last  Saturday.  This  Return  exhibits  a  very  inconsiderable  increase  on  the 
previous  three  weeks.  In  the  ten  corresponding  weeks  of  the  years  1843-52  the 
average  number  was  1068,  which,  if  raised  in  proportion  to  increase  of  population, 
would  give  a  mortality  for  the  present  time  of  1175.  The  deaths  of  last  week  are 
therefore  less  than  the  estimated  amount  by  164.  During  the  month  of  January 
the  mortality  has  been  low  for  the  season,  965  deaths  having  been  registered  in 
the  first  week,  and  in  the  subsequent  weeks  the  number  not  having  attained  or 
having  scarcely  exceeded  1000. 

In  the  Table  of  Fatal  Causes  the  results  of  last  week  correspond  nearly  with 
those  of  the  preceding,  the  chief  difference  being  in  diseases  of  the  respiratory 
organs,  the  cases  of  which,  terminating  fatally,  become  more  frequent.  These 
rose  in  the  two  weeks  from  171  to  199,  and  in  the  present  return  are  thus  dis¬ 
tributed  : — 5  to  laryngitis,  91  to  bronchitis,  7  to  pleurisy,  71  to  pneumonia,  18  to 
asthma,  and  7  to  pulmonary  complaints,  not  specifically  designated.  The  corrected 
average  for  this  class  in  the  ten  corresponding  weeks  is  244.  Phthisis,  which  carried 
off  138  persons  last  week,  exhibits  a  mortality  very  near  the  ordinary  amount. 

Epidemic  diseases  do  not  discover  any  remarkable  feature.  Typhus  numbers  50 
deaths,  the  largest  contribution  to  the  mortality  of  this  class ;  scarlatina  43, 
hooping-cough  40,  measles  12,  small-pox  4,  diarrhoea  21,  rheumatic  fever  4, 
infantile  remittent  fever  2,  purpura  2,  influenza  1. 

In  the  sub-district  of  Brompton,  at  1  Farmer’s-place,  on  25th  January,  the 
daughter  of  an  ostler,  aged  2  years,  died  of  “  hydrocephalus,  dentition,  pertussis.” 
Mr.  Stone  says : — “  This  is  the  second  death  in  one  family  in  less  than  3  weeks  ; 
the  former  occurred  on  6th  January,  on  which  occasion  I  stated  that  the  houses 
in  Farmer’s-place  were  in  a  state  highly  prejudicial  to  the  health  of  the 
occupants.”

In  the  Town  sub-district  of  Bethnal-green,  at  17  Selby-street  East,  on  27th  Ja¬ 
nuary,  the  wife  of  a  labourer,  aged  23  years,  died  of  “  typhus  (7  days).”  The 
medical  attendant  subjoins  the  following  note  to  his  certificate : — “  The  drainage  in 
this  locality  is  very  bad  and  offensive,  and  others  have  lately  died  of  typhus.” 
Mr.  Gregory,  the  Registrar,  states  that  “  from  the  beginning  of  October  to  the 
present  time  in  this  immediate  locality  he  has  had  only  2  cases  of  typhus,  and 
one  of  fever  and  bronchitis,  and  in  a  circle  of  about  half  a  mile  (including  this 
place)  4  other  cases  of  fever.  There  is  a  sewer  in  Wellington -street  which  runs 
by  the  end  of  Selby-street  East.” 

In  Kennington  sub-district  (2d  part),  at  Denmark-road,  Lambeth,  on  26th  Ja¬ 
nuary,  the  son  of  a  carpenter,  aged  1  year,  died  of  scarlatina.  Mr.  Boult,  the 
Registrar,  remarks  that  “  the  house  has  no  drainage,  and  the  yard  is  entirely  under 
water  from  the  cesspool  having  overflowed.”  In  this  sub-district,  out  of  9  deaths 
registered  in  the  week,  3  were  caused  by  scarlatina,  and  2  by  hooping-cough. 

Seven  deaths  were  registered  in  the  week  in  the  sub-district  of  Saint  James, 
Bermondsey;  one  of  these  from  scarlatina,  at  2  Napoleon-court,  and  two  on  21st 
and  23d  January  respectively  in  one  house,  38  Salisbury-street,  from  “  cynanche 
maligna,”  the  deceased  children  having  been  the  daughters  of  a  bricklayer,  aged 
10  months  and  5  months.  In  the  sub-district  of  Saint  Peter,  Walworth,  at  3  Mount- 
street,  on  21st  January,  a  lady,  aged  40  years,  died  of  “  fever  with  cerebral  con¬ 
gestion.”  She  had  come  from  Croydon  on  a  visit,  and  had  been  in  Walworth  but 
a  few  days. 

The  following  occurred  in  the  London  Fever  Hospital,  Islington  : — 

On  23d  January  a  stonemason,  aged  36  years,  from  Bury-street,  Clerkenwell, 
from  “  typhus  (9  days).”  In  hospital  2  days. 

On  24th  a  man,  aged  72  years,  from  Lambeth  Workhouse,  “  typhus  (duration 
unknown).”  In  hospital  2  days. 

On  25th  a  man,  aged  60  years,  from  Lambeth  Workhouse,  “  typhus  (moribund 
on  admission).”  In  hospital  one  day. 

On  26th  a  female,  aged  28  years,  from  Middlesex-place,  Somers  Town,  “  typhoid 
fever  (6  weeks).”  In  hospital  4  days. 

On  26th  a  man,  aged  18  years,  from  Rhodcs-cottages,  Islington,  “typhoid  fever 
(22  days).”  In  hospital  one  day. 

On  28th  a  baker,  aged  76  years,  from  Lambeth  Workhouse,  “typhus  (duration 
unknown).”  In  hospital  one  day. 

Three  deaths  from  carbuncle  were  registered  in  the  week  :  a  lady,  aged  39  years, 
died  of  “  carbuncles  (5  months),  abscesses,  whitlows  (5  weeks) a  widow,  aged  80 
years,  died  of  “carbuncle  (6  weeks);”  and  a  woman,  aged  51  years,  died  of  the 
same  disease.  A  woman,  aged  40  years,  died  of  rupia  ;  a  woman,  aged  81,  of 
lupus  ;  a  girl,  aged  one  year,  of  pemphigus  ;  a  boy,  aged  7  months,  of  chickenpox. 
One  person  was  the  victim  of  intemperance  ;  7  children  died  from  want  of  breast- 
milk  ;  2  children  from  malformation  of  the  palate. 


Births  and  Deaths  registered  last  Week, 
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Last  week  the  births  of  902  boys  and  810  girls,  in  all  1712  children,  were  registered 
in  London.  In  the  eight  corresponding  weeks  of  the  years  1845-52  the  average 
number  was  1440. 

At  the  Royal  Observatory,  Greenwich,  the  mean  height  of  the  barometer  in 
the  week  was  29 '750  in. ;  the  mean  daily  reading  on  Monday  was  30 '022  in. 
The  mean  temperature  of  the  week  was  37 ’7°,  which  is  about  the  average  of  the 
same  week  in  thirty-eight  years.  The  mean  daily  temperature  was  on  Sunday 
38 '6°,  after  which  it  steadily  declined  till  Thursday,  when  it  was  36°,  or  1‘3° 
below  the  average.  It  rose  on  the  two  following  days  to  39  "2°  and  38 '4°.  The 
wind  blew  generally  from  the  north-east.  The  mean  dew  point  temperature  was 
31-8°.

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Meteorological  Observations. 
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HEALTH  OF  LONDON  DURING  THE  WEEK. 

Change  of  temperature  has  produced  a  great  increase  in  the  mortality.  The 
present  Return  shows  that  the  deaths  in  London,  which  scarcely  exceeded  1000  in 
any  of  the  four  weeks  of  January,  rose  in  the  week  that  ended  5th  February  to 
1220.  The  mean  weekly  temperature  in  December  of  last  year  was  about  48°,  in 
the  two  following  weeks  of  January  it  was  45°,  it  then  fell  to  41  ‘9°,  and  in  the  last 
two  weeks  it  declined  to  37 '7°  and  36 '5°.  On  Tuesday  last  week  the  mean 
temperature  was  only  31 '6°. 

In  the  ten  corresponding  weeks  of  the  years  1843-52  the  average  number  of 
deaths  was  1058,  which,  if  raised  in  proportion  to  increase  of  population,  would 
give  a  mortality  of  1164  for  last  week.  Hence  it  appears  that  the  mortality, 
which  for  many  weeks  has  been  below  the  estimated  amount,  now  exceeds  it. 

The  increase  arises  chiefly  from  diseases  of  the  respiratory  organs  (principally 
bronchitis  and  pneumonia),  which  having  been  fatal  in  the  two  preceding  weeks  in 
171  and  199  cases  have  now  risen  to  250.  Phthisis  in  the  same  periods  carried  off 
134,  138,  and  151  persons  ;  and  49,  40,  and  64  children  died  of  hooping-cough. 

The  following  cases  were  registered  in  the  week  : — At  47  Church-street,  Bethnal- 
green,  a  woman,  aged  68  years,  died  on  1st  February  of  “  summer  cholera  and 
chronic  diarrhoea  (18  weeks)  ;  disease  of  intestinal  canal,  atrophy,  and  exhaustion 
(10  weeks).”  And  at  1  Summer-street,  Beckham,  on  1st  February,  the  son  of  an 
omnibus  driver,  aged  3  years,  died  of  “  cholera,  diarrhoea  (30  hours).” 

In  the  Church  sub-district  of  Bethnal-green,  at  15  Wolverly-street,  the  son  of 
a  weaver,  aged  one  year,  died  on  28th  January  of  “variola  (12  days),  unvaccinated.” 
Mr.  Briggs  states  that  the  father  and  another  child  are  very  ill  with  the  disease, 
and  neither  of  them  has  been  vaccinated.  At  1  Regent-street,  Mile-end  Old  Town 
Lower,  the  son  of  a  fishmonger,  aged  15  weeks,  died  on  31st  January  of  “variola 
(10  days),  not  vaccinated.”  Mr.  Castleden  mentions  that  4  other  children  in  this 
family  have  been  severely  attacked  with  small-pox  after  vaccination,  but  that  they 
are  all  recovering.  Of  1 1  persons  who  died  of  this  disease  3  were  adults  and  one 
was  a  woman  who  had  been  vaccinated. 

At  9  Ilenry-street,  Hampste&d-road,  on  the  2d  and  4th  February,  the  daughter 
of  a  carter,  aged  6  years,  and  his  son,  aged  10  years,  died  of  “  scarlatina 
maligna,  with  putrid  sore  throat.”  Mr.  Day,  the  medical  attendant  on  these  cases, 
makes  the  following  report: — “  At  the  rear  of  the  premises,  9  Henry-street,  stand 
some  cottages,  in  one  of  which  the  two  deaths  occurred.  The  room  is  a  small 
one,  and,  I  believe,  was  occupied  by  five  individuals ;  all  its  inmates  have  been 
more  or  less  affected  with  sore  throat  produced  by  effluvia  emanating  from  the 
[6-]  o 
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dying  and  dead,  for  no  perfect  ventilation  could  be  obtained  owing  to  the  back 
room  being  occupied  by  other  persons.  I  have  suffered  from  sore  throat  myself, 
and  also  a  young  man  who  visited  there.  I  should  have  made  a  more  accurate 
survey  of  the  dwelling,  but  was  deterred  by  a  ferocious  dog  kept  by  the  occupier 
of  the  adjoining  apartment  to  the  terror  and  annoyance  of  the  neighbours.” 

In  the  sub-district  of  Waterloo  (2d  part),  Lambeth,  at  13  Cheltenliam-place,  on 
2d  February,  the  wife  of  a  tailor,  aged  20  years,  died  of  “  typhus  (about  14  days  ”). 
The  informant  of  this  death  was  requested  by  the  medical  attendant  to  state  that 
it  is  to  be  attributed  to  the  umvholesome  smells  that  pervade  the  house.  Whence 
these  arise  is  at  present  unknown.  The  deceased  had  twice  suffered  previously 
from  the  same  disease. 

In  Dover-road,  Charlton,  the  son  of  a  labourer,  aged  1^  years,  died  on  30th  Ja¬ 
nuary  of  “malignant  scarlatina  (5  days).”  The  medical  attendant  remarks  : — “  The 
house  in  which  this  child  died  is  wholly  unfit  for  human  habitation.  About  a  year 
and  a  half  ago  three  children  died  from  malignant  disease  of  the  throat  in  a  cottage 
adjoining.”  Mr.  Clark,  the  deputy  registrar  of  Peckham,  states  that  scarlatina  is 
very  severe  at  present  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Eye-lane,  where  also  a  fatal  case 
occurred  on  30th  January. 

In  St.  Giles,  Cripplegate,  at  7  Garter-court,  a  brewer’s  workman,  aged  39  years, 
died  of  “bronchitis,  pneumonia.”  (Lost  mort.)  The  deputy  registrar  observes  that 
•“  this  is  the  fourth  death  that  has  occurred  in  the  same  family  since  March  1852; 
the  only  sleeping  apartment  is  a  small  room,  damp,  and  without  chimney  or  other 
means  of  ventilation.” 

The  following  deaths  occurred  in  the  London  Fever  Hospital  in  the  week  : — 

On  31st  January  a  woman,  aged  64  years,  from  Half-moon-court,  Ilolborn, 
“  typhus.  In  hospital  3  days.” 

On  3d  February  a  female  servant,  aged  17  years,  from  Lumley-court,  St.  Martin’s, 
“  bronchitis.  In  hospital  9  days.” 

On  3d  February  a  female,  about  30  years,  from  the  Ilolborn  Workhouse,  “  typhus. 
In  hospital  one  day.” 

On  5tli  February  a  nurse,  aged  44  years,  from  Sydney-grove,  City-road,  “  typhus. 
In  hospital  18  days.” 

Mr.  Joseph,  Registrar  of  the  Rectory  sub-district,  Mai-ylebone,  makes  the 
following  observations : — “  The  Return  for  the  past  week  will  probably  show  a 
large  increase  in  the  number  of  deaths ;  at  all  events  there  has  been  an  increase  so 
far  as  my  district  is  concerned.  The  deaths  in  Marylebone  Workhouse  during  the 
winter  have  averaged  from  7  to  10  weekly,  a  low  rate  in  comparison  of  the 
deaths  of  former  years.  This  week  however  has  produced  24,  and  the  majority 
of  these  were  from  diseases  of  the  respiratory  organs,  clearly  showing  that  the 
recent  sudden  and  severe  alternations  of  temperature  have  proved  especially 
disastrous  to  persons  suffering  from  such  diseases.  These  deaths  have  been  at  all 
ages,  from  the  infant  of  7  days  to  the  old  man  of  90.  In  the  wards  where  these 
cases  have  been  treated  warmth  as  well  as  ventilation  has  been  especially  cared 
for.”  In  the  sub-district  40  deaths  were  registered  in  the  week. 

Mr.  Rixon,  the  Registrar  of  the  sub-district  of  Woolwich  Arsenal,  says : — 
“  Between  the  19th  and  24th  January  inclusive  6  deaths  occurred  in  the  Royal 
Ordnance  Hospital.  I  do  not  remember  that  so  great  a  mortality  ever  occurred 
before  in  a  single  week  amongst  the  military  since  the  commencement  of  the  regis¬ 
tration.  Three  or  4  deaths  have  taken  place  in  a  week,  but  the  number  seldom 
exceeds  4  or  5  in  a  month.” 
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Last  week  tlie  births  of  827  boys  and  732  girls,  in  all  1559  children,  were 
registered  in  London.  In  the  eight  corresponding  weeks  of  the  years  1845-52  the 
average  number  was  1507. 

At  the  Royal  Observatory,  Greenwich,  the  mean  height  of  the  barometer  in  the 
week  was  29*782  in. ;  the  mean  daily  reading  on  Monday  and  Tuesday  was  above 
30  in.  The  mean  temperature  of  the  week  was  36*5°,  which  is  1' 3°  below  the 
average  of  the  same  week  in  38  years.  The  mean  daily  temperature  fell  from  39  •  1° 
on  Sunday  to  31*6°  on  Tuesday,  or  6'1°  below  the  average  of  the  same  day;  and 
it  continued,  though  not  to  the  same  extent,  below  the  average  during  the  rest  of 
the  week.  The  wind  blew  from  the  north-east  at  the  end  of  the  week,  but  the 
air  was  for  the  most  part  calm.  The  mean  dew  point  temperature  was  31  '5°.

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Meteorological  Observations. 
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HEALTH  OF  LONDON  DURING  THE  WEEK. 

The  increase  of  mortality  announced  in  the  previous  Return  appears  to  have 
been  fully  maintained  last  week.  In  the  week  that  ended  Saturday,  5th  February, 
the  deaths  registered  were  1220  ;  in  the  week  ending  12th  February  they  were 
1235.  The  effect  of  the  cold  weather  has  been  to  shorten  the  lives  of  more  than 
450  persons  in  a  fortnight  ;  the  number  who  died  in  January,  weekly,  having  been 
less  on  the  average  than  1000. 

In  the  ten  corresponding  weeks  of  the  years  1843-52  the  average  number  of 
deaths  was  1054,  which,  if  raised  in  proportion  to  increase  of  population,  would 
give  1159  for  the  last  week.  The  present  Return  shows,  therefore,  that  the  deaths 
of  last  week  exceed  the  estimated  amount  by  76. 

In  comparing  the  results  of  the  last  two  weeks  it  appears  that  while  cases 
enumerated  under  “zymotic  diseases”  have  declined  from  231  to  212,  those  under 
“  diseases  of  the  respiratory  organs  ”  have  further  increased  from  250  to  312.  It 
is  worthy  of  notice,  however,  that  under  one  of  the  heads  in  this  latter  class,  viz., 
pneumonia,  there  is  a  decrease.  The  following  figures  show  the  progress  of  par¬ 
ticular  diseases  during  the  last  five  weeks: — Bronchitis  was  fatal  in  67,82,91, 
110,  and  168  cases  ;  asthma  in  16,  17,  18,  23,  and  42  ;  pneumonia  (or  inflammation 
of  the  lungs)  in  58,  58,  71,  95,  and  87  ;  consumption  (in  the  tubercular  class)  in 
125,  134,  138,  151,  and  142  ;  hooping-cough  in  39,  49,  40,  64,  and  53  cases.  Measles, 
which  destroyed  only  3  children  in  the  previous  week,  has  suddenly  increased,  and 
last  week  carried  off  21.  While  last  week  was  less  fatal  to  children  than  the 
previous  week,  it  was  more  fatal  to  persons  of  riper  age. 

In  the  Green  sub-district  of  Bethnal-green,  at  3  Paradise-place,  on  the  4th  and 
5th  February,  the  daughter  and  son  of  a  stationer,  aged  respectively  5  years  and 
3  months,  died  of  “measles,  pneumonia,”  the  former  after  17  days’,  the  latter 
after  7  days’  illness.  Mr.  Lane,  the  medical  attendant,  states  on  his  certificates, 
that  “  the  house  in  which  those  deaths  occurred  is  surrounded  by  cesspools  and  an 
open  drain,  and  at  the  back  of  the  premises  stands  an  offensive  oil  factory,  and  that 
to  the  poisonous  effluvia  arising  from  these  the  deaths  are  no  doubt  attributable.” 
And  in  the  same  street  (No.  2,  Paradise-place)  on  the  7th  and  10th  February  the 
two  sons  of  a  labourer,  aged  respectively  6  months  and  6  years,  died,  the  former 
of  “  dentition,  pneumonia  (13  days),  convulsions  (24  hours),”  and  the  latter  of 
“  scarlatina  maligna  (21  days),  congestion  of  brain  (6  days).”  Mr.  Lillie,  medical 
attendant  of  the  latter  cases,  refers  to  the  same  factory,  observing  that  it  is  much 
complained  of  by  the  neighbours,  and  that  it  throws  off  very  offensive  effluvia, 
which  “  no  doubt  give  rise  to  serious  diseases.” 

[7.] 
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In  the  same  sub-district  of  Bethnal-green,  at  12  North-side,  there  was  registered 
in  the  previous  week  (1st  February)  the  death  of  the  widow  of  a  veterinary 
surgeon,  aged  41  years,  from  “continent  small-pox  (3  weeks)  after  vaccination.” 
Mr.  Byles,  medical  attendant  of  this  case,  has  addressed  the  following  letter  to  the 
Registrar: — “  On  the  1st  instant  I  forwarded  to  you  a  certificate  of  the  death  of  a 
lady  from  confluent  small-pox  in  Bethnal-green,  in  which  I  alluded  to  a  gross  and 
dangerous  nuisance  existing  in  that  locality.  It  is,  as  I  am  led  to  understand,  a 
factory  for  the  production  of  a  factitious  cod  liver  oil,  and  the  nuisance  appears  to  me 
to  be  threefold;  1st,  to  arise  from  accumulations  of  putrid  fish  and  fish  garbage; 
2dly,  from  effluvia  arising  during  the  extraction  of  oil  from  these  substances ;  and 
3dly,  from  the  most  oppressive  fetor  arising,  I  judge,  from  burning  the  bones  and 
fibre  of  the  fish  to  obtain  an  animal  charcoal  for  the  depuration  of  the  oil.  The 
premises  being  private  and  not  easily  accessible,  of  course  what  I  state  is  in  some 
measure  conjectural.  I  can  vouch,  however,  for  the  extremely  offensive  and 
dangerous  fetor  arising  from  these  works  when  in  operation,  which  is  not  constantly 
the  case ;  also  for  the  existence  of  many  cases  of  fever  with  various  complications 
in  houses  adjacent  to  the  works,  and  the  greater  or  less  disposition  to  illness 
according  to  the  quarter  from  which  the  wind  blows  when  these  processes  are 
going  forward.” 

In  the  Borough-road  sub-district,  at  8^  Bean-street,  Friar-street,  on  5th  February, 
the  son  of  a  journeyman  carpenter,  aged  3  years,  died  of  “scarlatina.”  Mr.  Elliott, 
the  Registrar,  says  : — “  I  beg  to  forward  a  statement  made  by  the  mother  of  this  child 
when  giving  information  concerning  its  death  ;  it  was  to  the  following  effect  : 
‘Six  of  my  children  have  suffered  from  this  disease;  four  of  them  have  partially 
recovered,  but  my  infant,  aged  14  months,  is  now  lying  in  a  very  dangerous  state. 
The  smell  from  the  drain  in  the  back  yard  is  most  offensive,  and  at  times  is  so  bad 
that  it  makes  me  faint,  and  I  feel  a  choking  sensation.  My  husband  complained 
of  it  to  the  rent  collector  about  a  month  ago  before  any  of  the  children  had  fever, 
but  he  said  the  rats  had  got  under  the  floor  of  the  kitchen,  and  advised  us  to  take 
a  floor  board  up  and  put  a  cat  down.  Nothing  has  been  done  to  the  drain.’  Now 
if  this  statement  be  true,  and  I  have  no  reason  to  disbelieve  it,  here  we  have  a 
family  prostrated  by  disease,  at  least  one  life  sacrificed,  and  the  health  of  the 
neighbourhood  endangered  by  the  neglect  either  of  the  landlord  or  his  agent.  The 
man  who  knowingly  administers  poison  to  one  person  renders  himself  amenable  to 
the  law  of  his  country,  but  not  less  culpable  is  he  who  wilfully  allows  poison  to 
disseminate  itself  through  a  whole  household.” 

The  following  deaths  were  registered  last  week  in  the  London  Fever  Hospital : — 

On  the  6th  February  a  tailor  from  Lambeth  Workhouse,  aged  58  years,  “typhus 
(duration  unknown).  In  hospital  10  days.” 

On  the  7th  a  labourer,  houseless,  from  West  London,  aged  26  years,  “  typhus 
(duration  unknown).  In  hospital  17  days.” 

On  the  9th  a  whitesmith  from  Brownlow-street,  Ilolborn,  aged  21  years,  “acute 
rheumatism  ;  endocarditis  (40  days).  In  hospital  9  days.” 

On  the  9th  a  messenger  from  West  London  Union,  aged  52  years,  “  typhus  (7 
days).  In  hospital  7  days.” 

On  the  9th  a  woman  from  St.  George-in-the-East,  aged  16  years,  “  fever  (8  days). 
In  hospital  one  day.” 

On  the  12th  a  labourer  from  Lambeth  Workhouse,  aged  60  years,  “  typhus 
(19  days).  In  hospital  16  days.” 

Sixteen  deaths  occurred  between  the  31st  January  and  9th  February  inclusive 
in  the  Lambeth  Workhouse  (Lambeth  Church  sub-district,  2d  part);  5  of  thete 
occurred  from  measles  to  children,  4  of  whom  had  been  deserted.  In  the  Shore¬ 
ditch  Workhouse,  on  10th  February,  a  man,  aged  47  years,  died  of  “carbuncle, 
paralysis.”  On  the  9th  February  a  woman,  aged  41  years,  died  of  “  exhaustion 
after  the  Caesarian  operation.”  Ac  2,  MarshaH’s-plaee,  Paul-street,  Shoreditch,  a 
bootcloscr,  aged  67  years,  died,  on  4th  February,  of  “  general  decay  accelerated  by 
want  and  cold.”  And  at  14  Mermaid-yard,  Chelsea,  on  5th  February,  an  out- 
pensioner  is  stated  to  have  died  of  apoplexy  at  the  advanced  age  of  100  years. 


Births  and  Deaths  registered  last  Week. 
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Last  week  the  births  of  849  boys  and  804  girls,  in  all  1653  children,  were  registered 
in  London.  In  the  eight  corresponding  weeks  of  the  years  1845-52  the  average 
number  was  1427. 

At  the  Royal  Observatory,  Greenwich,  the  mean  height  of  the  barometer  in 
the  week  was  29 '225  in.  The  mean  daily  temperature  was  below  the  average 
on  every  day  of  the  week,  except  Monday,  when  it  scarcely  exceeded  the  average. 
On  Friday  and  Saturday  it  was  less  than  the  average  by  6°  and  8°.  The  mean  of  the 
week  was  34 ‘8°,  which  is  less  by  3-6°  than  the  average  of  the  same  week  in 
thirty-eight  years.  The  mean  daily  temperature  which  was  38’8’  on  Monday  fell 
to  30 '7°  on  Saturday.  The  wind  which  blew  from  the  south  at  the  beginning 
of  the  week  blew  from  the  north  or  nortli-east  on  the  last  four  days.  The  mean 
dew  point  temperature  was  29 ’2°.

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Meteorological  Observations. 
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HEALTH  OF  LONDON  DURING  THE  WEEK. 

The  effect  of  increased  coldness  of  the  weather  is  visible  in  an  increased 
mortality  amongst  old  and  young.  The  mean  temperature  of  the  air  in  the  second 
week  of  January  was  45°,  and  the  deaths  of  London  were  1001  ;  in  the  week  that 
ended  last  Saturday  the  mean  temperature  was  only  29 '8°,  and  the  deaths  re¬ 
gistered  rose  to  1328.  Since  the  former  week  the  weekly  temperature  has  declined 
according  to  the  following  series:  41  ’9°,  37 '7°,  36'5°,  34‘8°,  and  29’8°;  and  the 
mortality  has  concurrently  risen  according  to  the  following  numbers:  994,  1011, 
1220,  1235,  and  1328. 

In  the  ten  corresponding  weeks  of  the  years  1843-52  the  average  number  of 
deaths  was  1098,  which,  with  a  correction  for  increase  of  population,  becomes  1208. 
The  deaths  of  last  week  therefore  exceed  the  estimated  amount  by  120.

Hence  it  appears  that  while  persons  of  all  ages  have  suffered,  the  severity  of  the 
weather  has  been  most  fatal  to  persons  in  advanced  life.  Well-heated  apartments, 
warm  clothing,  and  comfortable  lodging  at  night,  at  all  times  necessary  in  this 
climate,  are  indispensable  at  this  season  to  the  aged,  who  find  it  difficult  to  support 
life  when  the  temperature  has  fallen  below  a  certain  point.  The  deaths  from  bron¬ 
chitis  in  the  last  five  weeks  have  been  82,  91,  110,  168,  184  ;  those  from  hooping- 
cough  rose  last  week  to  66  ;  those  from  consumption  to  167.  Taking  the  last  six 
weeks,  and  comparing  the  facts  of  the  former  half  of  this  period  with  those  of  the 
latter  half,  it  is  observed  that  the  mortality  in  the  West  Districts  has  increased  36 
per  cent.  ;  in  the  North  31  per  cent.;  in  the  Central  17  per  cent.  ;  in  the  East  30 
per  cent.  ;  and  in  the  districts  south  of  the  Thames  19  per  cent.

Mr.  Clark,  Deputy  Registrar  of  Peckham,  says : — “  I  feel  it  my  duty  to  state  with 
reference  to  Hill-street,  Peckham,  that  I  am  informed  on  the  authority  of  a  gentle¬ 
man  who  lives  there,  and  is  professionally  qualified  to  give  an  opinion,  that  from 
the  want  of  proper  drainage,  the  bad  state  of  cesspools,  &c.,  fever  is  never  absent 
from  that  street  and  the  surrounding  neighbourhood.” 

In  the  Green  sub-district  of  Bethnal-green,  at  2  Paradise-place,  the  daughter 
and  son  of  a  labourer,  aged  respectively  6  months  and  2  years,  died  on  15tli  Feb¬ 
ruary  of  “  rubeola,  pneumonia,  convulsions,  the  former  after  8  days’,  the  latter 
after  21  days’  illness.  Mr.  Howard,  the  Registrar,  observes  that  “on  reference  to 
the  previous  Aveekly  Return  it  -will  be  seen  that,  including  those  now  registered, 
four  deaths  have  occurred  in  the  same  house  in  the  short  space  of  11  days.”  The 
bad  sanitary  condition  of  this  place  has  been  already  described. 

In  the  West  sub-district  of  Islington,  at  29  Clayton-street,  on  the  11th  and  13th 
February,  the  daughter  and  son  of  a  plasterer,  aged  2  years  and  9  months,  died 
of  “  influenza,  bronchitis,”  the  former  after  9  days’,  the  latter  after  8  days’  illness. 
In  Saint  James,  Clerkenwell,  at  14  Alien-street,  on  13th  and  15th  February,  the 
daughter  and  wife  of  an  awl-blade-maker,  the  former  aged  3  years,  the  latter  24 
years,  died  of  “scarlatina  maligna,”  the  disease  in  the  latter  case  preceded  by 
pneumonia.  In  the  sub-district  of  Pentonville,  at  20  White  Lion-street,  on  16th 
and  19th  February,  the  daughter  and  son  of  a  watch-smith,  aged  respectively 
7  months  and  2  years,  died,  the  former  of  pneumonia,  the  latter  of  “hooping- 
cough  (2  days),  pneumonia.”  Mr.  Upjohn,  the  Deputy  Registrar,  states  that  “  the 
death  of  the  boy  makes  the  third  fatal  case  of  hooping-cough  that  has  occurred  in 
the  same  house  within  a  fortnight.”  He  was  informed  that  “  five  other  children  in 
the  same  house  are  all  suffering  from  the  same  disease,  and  two  are  not  expected 
to  recover.” 

Last  -week  was  fatal  to  two  centenarians: — On  the  15th  February,  at  the  work- 
house,  Chelsea,  an  army  pensioner  died  of  “natural  decay  ”  at  the  age  (as  stated)  of 
102  years.  Mr.  Larner,  Registrar,  mentions  that  “  this  was  a  man  of  colour,  who 
had  been  for  many  years  cymbal  player  in  one  of  the  regimental  bands  ;  he  was 
admitted  into  the  workhouse  from  Mermaid-yard  about  three  months  before  his 
death  ;  it  is  stated  that  he  was  married  only  six  years  ago.”  At  24  Duke-street, 
Aldgate,  on  19th  February,  the  widow  of  a  fruiterer  died  from  “  decay  of  nature  ” 
at  the  great  age  of  104  years.  Mr.  Spencer  says  :  “  She  came  from  Mentz  in 
Germany  to  England  in  the  year  1770  at  the  age  of  21  years.  She  retained  her 
faculties  till  the  last,  and  never  had  medical  advice  previous  to  her  last  illness.”  At 
the  Royal  Hospital,  Greenwich,  six  pensioners  died,  three  on  the  12th  instant,  two 
on  the  14th,  and  one  on  the  16th,  whose  ages  averaged  78  years.  The  oldest  was 
a  man  of  93  years,  who,  according  to  Mr.  Waller,  the  Registrar,  “  was  formerly  a 
messenger  in  the  cashier’s  office  at  the  hospital,  a  situation  which  he  held  for  many 
years ;  of  late  he  was  in  the  habit  of  walking  straight  up  the  Holiday-hill  to  the 
Observatory  daily,  and  continued  this  practice  till  a  very  short  time  before  his 
death.” 

At  the  workhouse  in  Prince’s-road,  Lambeth,  on  13th  February,  a  woman,  about 
60  years  of  age,  died  from  “  voluntary  exposure  to  cold  in  Thomas-yard,  Regent- 
street.”  ( Inquest .)  She  was  found  naked  under  an  open  shed,  and  taken  by  the 
police  to  the  workhouse,  where  she  died  in  two  or  three  minutes  after  admission. 
A  child  also  died  last  week  from  cold. 

As  may  be  supposed  from  the  generally  advanced  age  of  the  persons  who 
inhabit  them,  the  mortality  in  workhouses  has  been  great ;  the  number  of  deaths 
amongst  their  inmates  rose  last  week  to  164,  though  it  has  been  frequently  not 
more  than  half  of  that  amount.  In  military  and  naval  asylums  the  deaths  were 
9,  in  general  hospitals  51,  in  hospitals  for  special  diseases  3,  in  lunatic  asylums 
12,  in  military  and  naval  hospitals  3. 
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Last  week  the  births  of  8o0  boys  and  731  girls,  in  all  1581  children,  were 
registered  in  London.  The  average  number  in  eight  corresponding  weeks  of 
1845-52  was  1464. 

At  the  Royal  Observatory,  Greenwich,  the  mean  height  of  the  barometer  in  the 
week  was  29 ‘585  in.  The  mean  temperature  of  the  week  was  only  29 '8°,  which 
is  9'1°  below  the  average  of  the  same  week  in  38  years.  The  mean  daily  tempe¬ 
rature  was  lowest  on  Tuesday,  Friday,  and  Saturday,  when  it  was  about  28 '7°,  or 
about  10°  below  the  average.  On  all  other  days  it  was  7°  and  8°  below  the  average. 
On  Saturday  the  highest  temperature  was  36 '2°,  and  the  lowest  only  20 ‘5°.  The 
mean  dew  point  temperature  was  22 '9°.  The  wind  blew  from  the  north  or  north¬ 
east  throughout  the  week.

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Meteorological  Observations. 
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HEALTH  OF  LONDON  DURING  THE  WEEK. 

The  Return  for  week  ending  last  Saturday  exhibits  an  increase,  though  not 
considerable,  on  the  high  mortality  of  the  preceding  week.  The  deaths  regis¬ 
tered  last  week  amounted  to  1344,  of  which  541  occurred  from  birth  to  15 
years  of  age,  427  at  15  and  under  60  years,  and  359  at  60  years  and  upwards. 
The  proportions  at  these  three  periods  of  life  vary  in  very  trifling  degrees  from 
those  of  the  preceding  week  ;  but  it  may  be  mentioned  that  among  persons  dying 
under  60  years  there  is  a  slight  increase,  while  the  number  of  those  who  died  at 
that  age  and  upwards  is  diminished. 

In  the  ten  corresponding  weeks  of  the  years  1843-52  the  average  number  of 
deaths  was  1053,  which,  if  a  correction  is  applied  for  increase  of  population,  gives 
a  mortality  for  last  week  amounting  to  1158.  The  actual  number  of  deaths  in  last 
week,  therefore,  exceeds  the  estimated  sum  by  186. 

While  epidemic  diseases  become  less  fatal,  those  which  affect  the  respiratory 
organs  manifest  a  great  tendency  to  increase.  In  the  last  five  weeks  the  cases 
falling  under  the  latter  head  have  been  199,  250,  312,  331,  and  371.  The  increase 
is  discovered  under  bronchitis,  which  carries  off  the  old  ;  the  cases  assigned  to  this 
complaint  were  in  the  same  weeks  91,  110,  168,  184,  and  212.  These  212  deaths  are 
thus  distributed  :  44  amongst  the  young,  65  amongst  the  middle-aged,  103  amongst 
persons  who  have  turned  their  sixtieth  year.  Pneumonia  (inflammation  of  the 
lungs),  which  produces  more  uniform  results,  was  fatal  in  71,  95,87,90,  and  93 
cases.  Phthisis  destroyed  in  the  last  five  weeks  138,  151,  142,  167,  and  147; 
influenza  1,  3,  7,  4,  6  lives. 

Of  3  cases  in  which  small-pox  was  fatal  last  week,  one  occurred  to  a  gentleman 
aged  29  years  ;  the  deceased  who  was  a  solicitor  had  been  vaccinated.  The  son  of 
a  hawker,  aged  5  weeks,  died  on  lltli  February  at  4  Edgar-place,  Mile-end  Old 
Town,  of  “  variola  (not  vaccinated),  convulsions.”  Mr.  Castleden  states  that  the 
child  was  not  buried  till  the  27th,  as  it  was  not  convenient  to  inter  on  an  earlier 
day  The  body  of  an  infant  that  had  died  from  this  infectious  disease  was  kept 
among  the  living  16  days. 

In  the  South  sub-district  of  West  London,  at  3  Johnson ’s-court,  Saint  Dun, staffs, 
the  daughter  of  a  mason,  aged  2  years,  died  of  “  scarlatina  (4  days).”  Mr.  Nason, 
the  Registrar,  reports  that  “  two  deaths  have  occurred  in  this  family  from  scar- 
[9.]  K 
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latina,  one  after  3  days’,  the  other  after  4  days’  illness.  The  house  is  well  supplied 
with  water,  well  drained,  and  ventilated.”  Another  death  from  the  same  disease 
occurred  in  the  same  sub-district  at  169  Fleet-street. 

In  the  East  sub-district  of  Islington,  at  2  Myrtle-street,  Highbury-vale,  the 
daughter  of  a  gardener,  aged  12  years,  died  of  “  acute  rheumatism,  endocarditis.” 
Mr.  Butterfield,  the  Registrar,  says  : — “  I  have  received  a  note  from  the  medical 
attendant  fully  corroborating  the  many  reports  I  have  made  respecting  this  street. 
It  states  that  this  is  the  fourth  case  of  acute  rheumatic  endocarditis  that  has 
occurred  in  Myrtle-street,  Highbury-vale,  within  a  short  period.  These  most  severe 
affections  were  all  produced,  in  his  opinion,  by  wrant  of  drainage  of  the  street,  and 
by  the  open  sewer  at  the  back.  South-street  and  Prebend-street,  both  in  my 
district,  are  in  a  disgraceful  state,  owing  to  the  unfinished  state  of  the  roads.  The 
late  frost  has  saved  that  neighbourhood  from  fever.” 

In  the  sub-district  of  Hackney-road,  at  5  James-street,  on  the  19th  and  22d 
February  respectively,  the  son  of  a  coachman  and  daughter  of  a  chairmaker,  aged 

8  months  and  one  jrear,  died,  the  former  of  “  chronic  hydrocephalus  ;  acute  (5  days),” 
the  latter  of  “pertussis  (2  weeks),  pneumonia  (4  days).”  Mr.  Murray,  the  Regis¬ 
trar,  states  that  “3  deaths  have  occurred  in  this  house  within  a  week  ;  it  is  airy, 
but  low  and  damp,  and  has  only  cesspool  drainage,  which  disadvantages  are 
aggravated  by  a  long  continuance  of  wet  weather.” 

The  following  deaths  attributed  to  privation  and  cold  were  registered  in  the 
week : — A  watchman,  aged  46  years,  was  found  dead  on  the  24th  February  in  a 
litter  in  the  Liverpool  Road  from  “  disease  of  the  lungs  (chronic  bronchitis),  and 
temporary  exposure  to  cold.”  (Post  mort.  Inquest.)  The  son  of  a  labourer,  aged 

9  months,  died  in  the  -workhouse,  Gray’s-inn-lane,  on  22d  February,  of  “  inflam¬ 
mation  of  the  lungs  from  cold  and  starvation.”  The  wife  of  a  labourer,  aged  43 
years,  died  at  1  Cow-lane,  Shadwell,  on  1st  February,  “  a  natural  death,  accelerated 
by  want  and  destitution.”  (Inquest.)  A  tailor,  aged  40  years,  died  on  21st 
February  in  the  Marylebone  AVorkhouse  of  “  destitution ;  low  fever.”  Three 
deaths  are  ascribed  to  intemperance. 

On  22d  February,  in  the  Marylebone  AVorkhouse,  a  servant  (male),  aged  75 
years,  died  of  “anthrax;  debility.”  On  19th  February,  at  1  AVarwdck-terrace, 
Bermondsey,  a  wine-merchant,  aged  69  years,  died  of  “  carbuncle ;  low  fever 
(6  weeks).”  A  boy,  aged  3  years,  died  of  “parotitis  (14  days),  convulsions 
(2  days).”  On  1st  February,  at  Adam’s  Tile-kilns,  Maiden-lane,  a  labourer,  about 
30  years,  was  “  found  suffocated  under  the  roof  of  a  tile-kiln.”  (Post  itiQrt.  Inquest.) 
The  widow  of  an  auctioneer,  aged  77  years,  was  found  dead  at  1 1  Palace-row, 
Somers  Town,  “  from  suffocation  produced  by  diseased  heart ;  and  obstruction  to 
breathing  caused  by  her  head  being  wrapped  up  in  flannel.”  (Post  mort.  Inquest.) 
On  20th  February,  at  6  Jonathan -street,  Lambeth,  a  labourer,  about  44  years,  died 
from  “  accidental  asphyxia  by  inhaling  carbonic  acid  gas,  having  placed  lighted 
coke  in  his  bedroom,  without  ventilation.”  On  20th  February,  in  Sir  George 
Duckett’s  Canal,  Bethnal -green,  two  boys  and  a  man,  aged  12,  14,  and  20  years, 
v'ere  “  accidentally  drowned  in  consequence  of  the  ice  giving  way.”  (Inquest.)  A 
man,  aged  22  years,  was  also  drowned  on  18th  February  vdien  skating  on  the  ice 
in  St.  James’s  Park.  Three  children  were  burnt  by  their  clothes  taking  fire;  Eight 
persons  died  from  suffocation,  5  of  which  cases  occurred  to  children  in  bed. 


Births  and  Deaths  registered  last  Week. 
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Last  week  the  births  of  846  boys  and  816  girls,  in  all  1662  children,  were  registered 
in  London.  The  average  number  in  eight  corresponding  weeks  of  the  years 
1845-52  was  1513. 

At  the  Royal  Observatory,  Greenwich,  the  mean  height  of  the  barometer  in 
the  week  was  29 '579  in.  The  mean  temperature  of  the  week  was  33  •  8°,  which  is 
5 -7°  below  the  average  of  the  same  week  in  thirty-eight  years.  The  mean  daily 
temperature  on  Sunday,  when  it  was  lowest,  was  30' 2°,  or  9'1°  below  the  average 
of  the  same  day ;  it  rose  by  nearly  constant  progression  till  Saturday,  when  it  was 
37*2°,  or  2  "6°  below  the  average.  The  wind  blew  generally  from  the  north, 
sometimes  from  the  south-west.  The  mean  dew  point  temperature  was  27°.

rological  Observations  taken  at  the  Royal  Observatory,  Greenwich,  during  the  Week  ending  Saturday,  26th  February  1853.  Under  the  Superin 
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HEALTH  OF  LONDON  DURING  THE  WEEK. 

Though  the  weather  has  lately  assumed  a  milder  character,  the  high  mortality 
that  prevailed  throughout  last  month  discovers  no  abatement ;  on  the  contrary,  it 
exhibits  a  great  increase.  The  deaths  in  London  were  1011  in  the  last  week  of 
January  ;  since  that  time  they  have  steadily  increased  till  the  number  registered 
in  the  week  ending  last  Saturday  amounts  to  1427.  The  present  Return  shows 
an  increase  of  83  above  that  of  the  week  immediately  preceding.  Persons  of  all 
ages  have  suffered  ;  of  the  1427  who  died,  573  were  children  under  15  years, 
460  had  attained  that  age,  but  were  under  60,  and  379  were  60  years  old  and 
upwards. 

In  the  ten  corresponding  weeks  of  the  years  1843-52  the  average  number  of 
deaths  was  1045,  which,  if  raised  in  proportion  to  increase  of  population,  gives  a 
mortality  of  1 150  for  last  week.  The  actual  number  therefore  exceeds  the  estimated 
amount  by  277.  Taking  the  same  three  periods  of  life  as  above,  it  appears  that 
the  mortality  of  the  young  is  13  per  cent.,  of  the  middle-aged  22  per  cent.,  and  of 
the  old  44  per  cent.,  above  the  corrected  average. 

In  comparing  the  present  results  with  those  of  the  previous  week,  an  increase  is 
apparent  both  in  zymotic  diseases  and  those  of  the  respiratory  organs,  but  prin¬ 
cipally  in  the  former.  Fatal  cases  of  typhus  rose  from  46  to  69,  of  measles  from 
8  to  16,  of  pneumonia  from  93  to  108,  of  phthisis  (or  consumption)  from  147  to 
160,  while  the  number  of  persons  carried  off  by  bronchitis  was  in  both  weeks  the 
same,  namely  212.  Twenty-two  cases  occurred  from  diarrhoea  in  the  week,  which 
is  more  than  usual  at  this  period,  and  one,  that  of  a  boy,  aged  10  months,  at 
10  Arbour-street  West,  Mile-end,  is  returned  as  “  choleraic  diarrhoea  (6  hours).” 

In  the  sub-district  of  Saint  Clement  Danes,  at  9  Rolls-buildings,  on  1st  March, 
the  daughter  of  a  licensed  victualler,  aged  14  days,  died  of  “  erysipelas  (3  days).” 
The  following  note  is  appended  to  the  medical  certificate  : — “  Defective  drainage, 
and  most  offensive  effluvia  all  through  the  house.”  The  parents  (says  Mr.  Fitch, 
the  Registrar,)  attribute  the  death  of  the  child  to  this  cause. 

In  the  sub-district  of  Ilaggerstone  West,  at  2  Camel-place,  Mill-row,  on  20th 
February,  the  daughter  of  a  labourer,  aged  9  years,  died  of  “  typhoid  fever 

[10.]  L 
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(9  days).”  Mr.  Bowring,  the  Registrar,  remarks  : — “  This  is  a  close  confined  place, 
consisting  of  2  small  houses,  having  2  rooms  each  in  a  court  without  drainage  or 
space  for  the  free  circulation  of  air.  Here  the  corpse  has  been  kept  to  this  time, 
and  is  to  be  buried  to-morrow  (6th  March).  Thus  an  interval  of  14  days  has 
•elapsed  between  death  and  interment.” 

In  the  sub-district  of  Pentonville,  at  20  White  Lion-street,  on  28th  February, 
the  son  of  a  watchsmith,  aged  3  years,  died  of  “  hooping-cough  (3  weeks), 
pneumonia.”  Mr.  Upjohn,  Deputy  Registrar,  observes  that  “  this  is  the  -same 
case  to  which  reference  was  made  a  fortnight  ago,  and  now  4  children,  3  in  one 
family,  aged  respectively  one  year,  7  months,  2  jrears,  and  3  years,  have  died  in 
the  same  house  of  hooping-cough  in  the  short  space  of  3  weeks,  and  4  children  are 
at  present  suffering  from  the  same  disease.  Ilooping-cougli  is  very  prevalent  in 
this  district.” 

On  4th  March,  in  the  sub-district  of  Ilanover-square,  a  doctor  of  medicine,  aged 
31  years,  died  of  “erysipelas  consequent  on  inoculation  of  poisonous  matter  con¬ 
tracted  in  performance  of  his  duties  as  physician  accoucheur  of  the  Royal  Pimlico 
Dispensary  (9  days).”  The  brother  of  this  gentleman  adds,  that  “the  duty  in  which 
he  was  engaged  when  the  application  of  poisonous  matter  took  place  to  some  slight 
wound  of  the  hand  was  the  delivery  of  a  poor  woman  suffering  from  typhus  fever.” 

In  Mile-end,  Old  Town  Lower,  at  7  Devonshire-street  West,  on  2oth  February, 
the  widow  of  a  warehouseman,  aged  44  years,  died  of  consumption.  Mr.  Castleden, 
the  Registrar,  states  that  “  deceased  had  been  under  the  care  of  a  homoeopathic 
doctor,  who  gave  her  up  as  incurable  six  weeks  ago,  and  not  having  seen  her  since 
now  refuses  to  give  a  certificate  ;  she  had  no  other  medical  aid.” 

On  1st  March,  at  the  Royal  Free  Hospital,  a  man,  aged  20  years,  died  of  “pul¬ 
monary  consumption  (3  months).”  Mr.  Worrell,  the  Registrar,  says :  “  The  name 
of  deceased  was  Hori  Koran  ;  he  was,  I  am  informed,  the  son  of  a  native  chief 
in  New  Zealand.  He  was  engaged  as  a  sailor  by  the  captain  of  a  Liverpool  ship, 
and  was  discharged  upon  the  arrival  of  the  vessel  without  any  means  of  subsis¬ 
tence.  lie  found  his  way  to  London,  but  having  no  knowledge  of  the  English 
language  was  unable  to  make  his  case  known.  Having  wandered  about  until  nearly 
exhausted,  he  was  noticed  by  a  person  who  took  him  to  the  Royal  Free  Hospital,  the 
officers  of  which  establishment  (as  I  am  informed  by  a  minister  who  attended  the 
deceased)  paid  him  every  attention  that  kindness  or  skill  could  suggest.” 

In  Wandsworth,  at  the  “Railway  Cottages,”  on  27th  February,  the  son  of  a 
labourer,  aged  10  years,  died  of  “  metallic  poison  (copper),  14  days,  from  working 
in  a  paper-stainer’s  factory.”  On  1st  March,  in  Westbournc-park-road,  a  spinster, 
aged  41  years,  died  of  “carbuncle  on  thigh  (12  days).”  Five  persons  died  of 
abscess,  two  of  phlegmon,  one  of  periostitis,  and  two  infants  of  chicken-pox.  Four 
deaths  are  recorded  as  the  immediate  effects  of  intemperance  ;  one  was  caused  by 
disease  of  lungs  and  exposure  to  cold.  A  woman  died  of  inflammation  of  spinal 
marrow. 

Last  week  the  births  of  861  boys  and  810  girls,  in  all  1671  children,  were 
registered  in  London.  The  average  number  in  eight  corresponding  weeks  ( 1845-52) 
was  1469.

At  the  Royal  Observatory,  Greenwich,  the  mean  height  of  the  barometer  in  the 
week  was  29 '663  in.  The  mean  temperature  of  the  week  was  35*3°,  which  is 
4  '6°  below  the  average  of  the  same  week  in  38  years.  The  mean  daily  tempe¬ 
rature,  which  was  31  "6°  on  Tuesday,  when  it  was  lowest,  and  was  8 '4°  below 
the  average,  rose  to  43 ’9°  on  Saturday,  or  4‘1°  above  the  average.  It  was  below 
the  average  on  every  day  except  Saturday.  The  mean  dew  point  temperature  was 
29 '2°.  The  wind,  which  blew  from  the  north  or  north-east  at  the  beginning  of 
the  week,  changed  on  Tuesday  to  south-west ;  on  Thursday  it  again  blew  from 
north-east,  and  at  the  end  of  the  week  returned  to  south-west.

80  Meteorological  Observations. 
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HEALTH  OF  LONDON  DURING  THE  WEEK. 

It  is  subject  of  regret  that  the  public  health,  as  measured  by  the  rate  of 
mortality,  is  still  in  a  very  unfavourable  state.  Since  the  third  week  of  February, 
when  it  fell  to  29 '8°,  the  mean  weekly  temperature  has  continued  to  rise,  having 
been  successively  33 ‘8°,  35 '3°,  and  last  Aveek  44*6°.  In  the  same  periods  the 
weekly  mortality  of  London  shows  a  constant  increase,  the  deaths  having  been 
1344,  1427,  and  in  the  week  that  ended  last  Saturday  1436.  The  deaths  in  the 
present  Return  occurred  at  the  following  ages  : — 600  under  15  years,  466  at  15 
years  and  under  60,  369  at  60  and  upwards. 

In  the  ten  weeks  corresponding  to  last  week  of  the  years  1843-52  the  average 
number  of  deaths  Avas  1078,  which,  if  raised  in  proportion  to  increase  of  popula¬ 
tion,  becomes  1186.  Therefore  the  excess  of  last  week’s  mortality  above  the 
estimated  amount  is  250. 

Zymotic  diseases  and  bronchial  and  pulmonary  complaints  in  the  aggregate  have 
scarcely  varied  in  the  last  two  weeks  in  the  amounts  of  mortality  respectively 
ascribed  to  them.  Under  the  former  head  the  deaths  in  each  Return  numbered 
244,  under  the  latter  they  were  in  the  previous  week  388,  in  the  last  391.  But  fatal 
cases  of  hooping-cough  increased  from  56  to  79  ;  those  caused  by  phthisis  were 
160  and  167  ;  pneumonia,  after  a  sudden  increase  to  108,  has  again  declined  to  98, 
and  the  mortality  of  bronchitis,  after  remaining  stationary  during  two  weeks  at  212, 
rose  last  week  to  233. 

Seven  deaths  occurred  between  the  23d  February  and  7th  March  in  the  London 
Fever  Hospital : — 

The  daughter  of  a  labourer,  aged  17  years,  from  the  Newington  Workhouse, 
tubercular  meningitis  (2 1  days)  ;  in  hospital  9  days. 

A  man  cook,  aged  25  years,  from  Dorrington-street,  Holborn,  typhus  (duration 
unknown)  ;  in  hospital  5  days. 

A  girl,  aged  6  years,  from  Newington  Workhouse,  measles  (duration  unknown). 

A  clerk,  aged  16  years,  from  Bermondsey,  tubercular  meningitis  (16  days)  ;  in 
hospital  4  days.

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A  female  fruitseller,  aged  22 years,  from  Clement’s -lane,  Strand,  typlius(ll  days); 
in  hospital  5  days. 

A  marine  pensioner,  aged  58  years,  from  Islington,  emphysema  (duration 
unknown) ;  in  hospital  3  days. 

A  female  fruitseller,  aged  56  years,  from  Crane-court,  Fleet-street,  typhus 
(duration  unknown)  ;  in  hospital  16  days. 

In  the  Brompton  sub-district,  in  Harris’s-yard,  Queen-street,  on  3d  March,  the 
son  of  a  cab  proprietor,  aged  15  years,  died  of  “  hypertrophy  of  the  heart 
(6  years).”  Mr.  Stone,  the  Registrar,  says : — “  The  two  dwellings,  of  which 
Harris’s-yard  consists,  are  rendered  highly  prejudicial  to  health  by  the  privies  of 
adjoining  premises  being  built  against  them,  and  being  situated  immediately 
under  the  windows.  Informant  of  the  death  states  that  the  dampness  and  bad 
smell  arising  from  this  cause  are  very  offensive.” 

At  87  King-street,  Woolwich,  on  10th  March,  the  son  of  a  labourer  (deceased), 
aged  2  years,  died  of  “  scarlatina  (14  days),  ulceration  of  tonsils  (8  days).” 
Mr.  Jackson,  the  Registrar,  mentions  that  “  3  deaths,  those  of  a  father  and  two 
children,  have  occurred  at  87  King-street  within  the  last  12  days  from  scarlatina 
and  ulcerated  throat,  and  he  has  in  consequence  written  to  the  officer  of  the  Local 
Board  of  Heath  on  the  subject.” 

In  Kensington,  at  Warwick-mews,  on  7th  March,  a  woman,  aged  52  years,  died 
of  glanders.  The  medical  attendant  states  that  he  could  not  trace  the  source  of 
the  disease.  Her  husband,  who  is  a  cab-driver,  has  three  horses,  all  of  which  are 
healthy,  except  one  that  has  grease  of  the  leg  ;  but  according  to  his  account  his  wife 
had  not  washed  it. 

At  the  Lambeth  Workhouse,  on  6tli  March,  a  boatman,  aged  5t  years,  died  ol 
“  cancer  of  the  mouth,  both  sides  of  the  face  and  neck.”  The  deceased,  who 
was  for  many  years  in  the  employment  of  Messrs.  Searle,  attributed  the  disease 
to  an  accidental  blow  in  the  mouth  from  an  oar.  Another  case,  that  of  a  woman, 
aged  45  years,  is  registered  thus  : — “  Milk  abscess,  left  side  (9  years)  ;  carcinoma 
after  a  blow  (6  years);  ulceration  (16  months).” 

The  following  four  deaths  from  furunculoid  disease  were  registered  in  the  week  : 
— At  the  Marylebone  workhouse,  on  8th  March,  a  labourer,  aged  68  years,  died  of 
anthrax.  In  Kentish  Town,  a  law  student,  aged  22  years,  on  11th  March,  car¬ 
buncle.  In  the  Islington  Workhouse,  on  8th  March,  a  waiter,  aged  65  years,  “car¬ 
buncle,  exhaustion.”  In  Soho-square,  on  6th  March,  a  woman,  aged  46  years, 
“  ovarian  dropsy  (some  years),  malignant  carbuncle  (6  weeks).”  A  child,  aged  4 
months,  died  of  “  inflammation  of  the  stomach,  caused  by  improper  food.”  (Inquest.) 
A  boy,  aged  one  month,  died  from  hardening  of  the  cellular  tissue,  “skinbound  Q2 
days),  convulsions  (30  minutes).”  A  boy  died  of  chicken-pox  at  the  age  of  7 
months.  A  woman,  aged  17  years,  a  boy  and  two  men,  aged  respectively  14,  30, 
and  31  years,  died  of  lumbar  abscess.  Two  children  died  of  rickets;  a  boy,  aged 
2  years,  of  “mollities  ossiuin.”  A  man  of  35  years  died  of  “cancrum  oris; 
three  children  of  syphilis,  in  one  of  which  cases  the  medical  attendant  mentions 
that  it  is  the  third  that  has  occurred  in  the  same  family.  The  deaths  of  three 
persons  are  attributed  to  intemperance. 


Births  and  Deaths  registered  last  Week. 
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Last  week  the  births  of  892  boys  and  924  girls,  in  all  1816  children,  were  registered 
in  London.  In  the  eight  corresponding  weeks  of  the  years  1845-52  the  average 
number  was  1473. 

At  the  Royal  Observatory,  Greenwich,  the  mean  height  of  the  barometer  in 
the  week  was  29 '926  in.  On  "Wednesday,  Thursday,  and  Friday  it  was  above 
30  in.  The  mean  daily  temperature  was  above  the  average  of  the  same  days  in 
38  years  on  every  day  of  the  week  ;  it  was  highest  on  Sunday  and  Monday,  when  it 
was  8°  and  7°  above  the  average.  The  mean  temperature  of  the  week  was  44 '6°, 
or  4’4°  above  the  average.  The  wind  blew  from  the  south-west  generally,  but  was 
calm  during  great  part  of  the  week.  The  mean  dew  point  temperature  was  38’ 7°.

Meteorological  Observations  taken  at  the  Royal  Observatory,  Greenwich,  during  the  Week  ending  Saturday,  lkth  March  1853.  Under  the  Superintendence  of 
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HEALTH  ©I*  LONDON-  DURING  THU  WEES. 

The  effect  of  sudden  changes  of  temperature  does  not  immediately  become  per¬ 
ceptible  to  its  full  extent  in  the  register  of  deaths.  A  period  of  more  genial 
weather  succeeded  the  low  temperature  that  marked  the  month  of  February,  and 
the  mortality  at  length  appears  to  have  yielded  slightly  to  its  influence  ;  for  the 
deaths  in  London  which  had  continuously  risen  during  six  weeks  till  they  numbered 
1436  fell  in  the  week  that  ended  last  Saturday  to  1274.  How  far  the  sudden 
severity  that  changed  the  character  of  the  weather  last  week  has  affected  human 
life  remains  to  be  seen  in  future  Returns. 

The  following  are  the  principal  meteorological  facts  of  last  week  :  On  Sunday, 
13th  instant,  the  highest  temperature  ivas  60 ’5°,  the  mean  was  48  "8°,  or  7 '6° 
above  the  average.  The  mean  daily  temperature  was  below  the  average  on  the 
three  following  days ;  and  on  Thursday  the  highest  temperature  was  only  34"  8°  ; 
the  mean  was  29 ‘2°,  or  12 '6°  below  the  average.  On  Friday  the  mean  was 
28‘5°,  or  13'3°  below  the  average  ;  on  Saturday  it  was  10*2°  below  the  average. 
The  loivcst  temperature  of  the  week  occurred  on  Saturday,  and  was  24 '2°,  showing 
a  range  of  temperature  in  the  week  of  36°.  The  mean  dew  point  temperature  was 
30*1°. 

In  the  ten  corresponding  weeks  of  the  years  1843-52  the  average  number  of 
deaths  was  1095,  which,  if  raised  in  proportion  to  increase  of  population,  gives  a 
mortality  for  last  week  of  1205.  The  1274  deaths  actually  registered  last  week 
therefore  exceed  the  estimated  amount  by  69. 

Fatal  cases  arising  from  zymotic  diseases  decreased  from  244  in  the  preceding 
•week  to  229  in  the  last,  though  the  mortality  of  hooping-cough,  which  is  con¬ 
siderable,  remains  at  nearly  the  same  amount.  Phthisis  decreased  from  167  to 
131  ;  other  diseases  of  the  respiratory  organs  from  391  to  332.  In  the  latter  class 
are  included  bronchitis,  which  declined  from  233  to  174,  and  pneumonia  which 
was  fatal  to  101  persons,  or  about  the  same  number  as  in  some  previous  weeks. 

In  City.  Road  sub-district,  at  11  Ratcliffe-row,  on  16th  March,  a  cooper,  aged 
29  years,  died  of  “  disease  of  lungs,  kidneys,  and  heart.”  (Post  mort .)  Mr.  Hamlin, 
the  Registrar,  observes  : — “  There  is  a  grating  over  the  sewer  in  the  street  in 
front  of  this  house,  of  which  the  inhabitants  are  continually  complaining.  When 
passing  the  spot  I  have  repeatedly  been  obliged  to  cover  my  month  with  my  hand 
to  avoid  the  smell.” 

In  Pentonville,  at  20  White  Lion-street,  on  14th  March,  the  son  of  a  lock¬ 
smith,  aged  5  years,  died  of  “  hooping-cough  (8  weeks),  scarlatina  (4  weeks).”

Mr.  Upjohn,  Deputy  Registrar,  says  : — “  I  have  twice  before  referred  to  the  great 
mortality  in  this  house,  in  which  five  deaths  have  now  occurred  from  hooping- 
cough  '  within  a  period  of  five  weeks.  In  the  present  case  hooping-cough  was 
followed  by  scarlatina,  and  the  child  was  taken  to  the  Fever  Hospital,  but  as  the 
medical  attendants  gave  no  hope  of  its  recovery  the  parents  had  it  removed  home 
again.  There  are  now  two  children  suffering  from  hooping-cough  in  the  same 
house,  whose  recovery  is  considered  hopeless  by  the  medical  attendant.  There 
does  not  appear  to  be  any  local  circumstance  to  account  for  so  unusual  a 
fatality.” 

In  St.  George,  Bloomsbury,  at  3  Russell-mews,  on  15th  March,  the  daughter  of 
a  servant,  aged  one  year  and  9  months,  died  of  “  diarrhoea  some  months  since,  and 
subsequently  broncho-pneumonia.”  With  regard  to  this  case  Dr.  Richards  writes 
that  “  it  was  treated  homoeopatliically,  under  which  system  the  complaint  was 
allowed  to  progress,  and  lie  was  called  in  just  at  the  finale  to  witness  a  life  lost 
in  all  probability  from  want  of  active  treatment.” 

In  the  sub-district  of  St.  Paul,  St.  George-in-the-East,  at  20,  Martlia-street,  a 
child,  the  son  of  a  mariner,  aged  10  hours,  died  of  “convulsions  from  premature 
birth”  on  30th  January.  Mr. Chatwood,  the  Registrar,  mentions  that  “the  mother 
of  this  boy,  who  came  to  register  the  births  of  twins,  states  that  the  deceased  was 
buried  at  a  chapel  ground  as  still-born,  although  the  medical  certificate  given  at  the 
time  stated  that  he  lived  10  hours.” 

The  following  six  deaths  occurred  at  the  London  Fever  Hospital  between  the 
9th  and  15th  March  inclusive  : — 

A  girl,  aged  4  years,  from  the  Newington  Workhouse,  measles  (duration 
unknown).  In  hospital  2  days.  ( Post  mort .) 

A  man,  aged  56  years,  from  Holborn  Union,  typhus  (duration  unknown).  In 
hospital  6  days. 

A  woman,  aged  19  years,  a  servant  from  Wandsworth,  typhoid  fever  (duration 
unknown),  incipient  ulceration  of  Peyer’s  glands.  In  hospital  2  days.  (Post  mort.) 

A  woman,  aged  24  years,  from  Neptune-court,  St.  George-in-the-East,  typhus 
(about  17  days).  In  hospital  9  days. 

A  man,  aged  35  years,  a  labourer  from  Hartshorn-court,  Fore-street,  pleuro¬ 
pneumonia  (9  days).  In  hospital  6  days. 

A  man,  aged  22  years,  a  labourer  from  Catherine-wheel-alley,  East  London,  phthisis 
(long  standing),  pleuritis  (10  days).  In  hospital  5  days. 

The  following  additional  cases  are  selected  from  the  Returns  : — On  10th  March, 
at  3  Artillery-place,  Finsbury,  a  drawing-master,  aged  51  years,  died  of  “the 
Croydon  fever  (3  months),  ulceration  of  the  small  intestines  ”  (post  mort.)  The 
son  of  a  shipwright,  aged  5  years,  died  of  “  enlarged  tonsils  (2  years),  excision  of 
tonsils  (2  months  ago),  croup  (2  days).”  A  baker,  aged  18  years,  died  of  “  phlebitis 
of  ophthalmic  veins”  in  Guy’s  Hospital.  In  Herne-place,  Water-lane,  Brixton,  on 
17th  March,  a  gardener,  aged  43  years,  died  of  “furunculus  (8  days),  debilitated 
constitution.”  There  were  four  deaths  from  abscess : — In  Charing  Cross  Hospital, 
a  woman,  aged  51  years,  “  chronic  abscess  (6  months),  debility  (3  months)  ;”  in 
St.  George’s  Hospital,  a  Chelsea  pensioner,  aged  47  years,  “  amputation  of  toe  of 
right  foot,  abscess  in  left  leg,  diseased  heart in  Middlesex  Hospital,  a  man¬ 
servant,  aged  53  years,  “  abscess  of  thumb,  inflammation  of  arteries  (post  mort.) 
at  4  Elm-terrace,  Brompton,  a  female  servant,  aged  32  years,  “  cerebral  effusion 
from  fever  occasioned  by  extreme  inflammation  and  abscess  of  the  thumb.”  Two 
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fatal  cases  are  ascribed  to  privation,  and  registered  thus : — In  the  Workhouse, 
Westminster,  on  18th  March,  a  single  woman,  aged  50  years,  “destitution;”  at 
1  Three-king-court,  Aldgate,  on  12th  March,  the  wife  of  a  cooper,  aged  62  years, 
“  want  of  proper  food  in  sufficient  quantity  ;  typhus.” 

Last  week  the  births  of  855  boys  and  812  girls,  in  all  1667  children,  were 
registered  in  London.  The  average  number  in  eight  corresponding  weeks  of  the 
years  1845-52  was  1484. 

At  the  Royal  Observatory,  Greenwich,  the  mean  height  of  the  barometer  in  the 
week  was  29 ‘685  in. ;  on  Saturday  it  was  30  •  034  in.  The  mean  temperature  of 
the  week  was  36 '6°,  or  5°  below  the  average  of  the  same  week  in  38  years.  The 
wind  blew  from  the  south  on  the  first  three  days,  and  from  the  north-east  during 
the  remainder  of  the  period.

London  increased 
at  the  rate  of  1 '551  per  cent,  annually  in  the  ten  years,  June  1831-41 ;  1  ’998  per  cent,  annually  in  the  ten  years, 
1841-51;  and  1'778  per  cent,  annually  in  the  fifty  years,  1801-51.  The  last  number  may  be  taken  to  express 
the  existing  rate  of  increase ;  and  as  the  interval  from  the  middle  of  the  time,  first  week  (1843-52)  to  the

Meteorological  Observations. 
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HEALTH  OF  LONDON  DURING  THE  WEEK. 

The  deaths  in  London,  which  had  declined  to  1274  in  the  previous  week,  rose 
again  in  the  week  that  ended  last  Saturday  to  1321.  In  the  ten  corresponding 
weeks  of  the  years  1843-52  the  average  number  of  deaths  was  1165,  which,  with 
a  correction  for  increase  of  population,  gives  a  mortality  for  last  week  of  1282. 
The  actual  number  of  deaths  registered  last  week  therefore  exceeds  the  estimated 
amount  by  39. 

In  comparing  the  results  of  the  last  two  weeks  in  reference  to  fatal  diseases 
there  appears  a  considerable  uniformity,  except  in  phthisis,  the  mortality  of  which 
rose  from  131  to  153,  and  pneumonia,  which  declined  from  101  to  88.  Bronchitis 
numbered  in  the  two  weeks  respectively  174  and  175  deaths,  which  is  double  the 
average  at  this  period  of  the  year,  hooping-cough  70  and  65,  typhus  56  and  53. 
The  mortality  from  scarlatina  continued  the  same,  and  amounted  in  each  week  to  37. 
The  son  of  an  oilman,  aged  4  months,  died  at  135  High-street,  Kent-road,  on 
21st  March,  of  “cholera  Anglica  (4  days).” 

In  the  sub-district  of  Saint  James,  Clerkenwell,  an  errand-boy,  aged  18  years, 
died  on  13th  March  of  “typhus,  diarrhoea.”  Mr.  Toshacli,  the  medical  attendant 
of  this  case,  has  addressed  the  following  letter  to  Mr.  Western,  the  Registrar  : — 
“  I  deem  it  my  duty  to  call  your  attention  to  a  case  of  fever  terminating  in  death 
which  has  occurred  at  15  Albert-place,  Red-lion-yard,  Red-lion-street,  in  your 
district.  I  must  state  that  I  have  under  my  care  a  young  brother  of  the  deceased, 
who  has  had  a  severe  attack  of  malignant  scarlet  fever,  and  was  making  a  good 
recovery,  but  for  the  last  day  or  two  has  been  in  a  precarious  state.  Although 
daily  visiting  the  house,  it  was  only  8  hours  before  death  took  place,  that  I  was 
requested  to  visit  the  deceased,  William  Leadbitter,  whom  I  found  moribund  in  the 
last  stage  of  typhus  fever.  The  point  to  which  it  is  desirable  attention  should  be 
directed  is  the  condition  of  the  premises.  They  are  filthy  in  the  extreme,  and  to 
aggravate  matters  the  family  is  not  addicted  to  over  cleanly  habits.  I  have  heard 
the  inhabitants  of  the  yard  complain  loudly  of  the  noxious  effluvia  emitted  from 
the  drains  running  (as  I  understand)  underneath  the  floors  of  the  houses.  The 
privies  of  most  of  them  communicate  ;  at  least  in  the  case  of  the  house  above 
alluded  to  the  niglitsoil  of  its  neighbour  was  a  source  of  annoyance.  The  house, 
No.  15,  is  a  two-roomed  one,  and  in  the  upper  room  the  family  slept,  father, 
mother,  and  5  children,  7  in  all,  till  its  number  was  reduced  to  6  by  the  death 
of  the  son  referred  to.  The  sleeping  capacity  of  the  room  is  certainly  only 
one  third,  if  indeed  so  much,  of  the  requisite  accommodation.  The  roof  freely 
admits  the  rain  ;  the  few  square  feet  of  surface  opposite  the  house  may  be  said  to 
be  nothing  better  than  an  embryo  dunghill,  and  a  cellar  in  an  adjoining  house 
appears  to  be  used  as  a  dustbin.  Since  writing  the  above  I  have  learnt  that  the 
whole  of  the  family  has  been  affected  more  or  less  with  throat  symptoms.” 

At  the  Workhouse,  Saint  George-in-thc-East,  the  wife  of  a  coal-whipper,  aged 
50  years,  died  of  typhus.  Mr.  Yerrall,  the  Registrar,  adds  : — “  According  to  the 
statement  of  the  medical  attendant,  the  daughter  of  deceased  died  last  week  of 
fever  ;  3  children  were  removed  last  week  from  the  house  (19  Raymond-placc)  to 
the  Fever  Hospital,  and  3  other  children  living  upstairs  are  now  suffering  from 
[13.]  o 
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fever.  The  house  is  a  very  old  one,  and  the  room  which  the  deceased  and  her 
family  inhabited  was  very  small,  low  roofed,  and  leading  into  a  dirty  sloppy  yard, 
the  surface  of  which  is  considerably  higher  than  the  room.” 

At  5  Green-street,  Bedford-row,  Holborn,  on  19th  March,  the  son  of  an  optician, 
aged  one  year,  died  of  “  dysentery  (14  days),  convulsions  (one  hour).”  Mr.  Good- 
hugh,  the  Registrar,  adds : — “  According  to  the  information  of  the  mother,  certified 
by  the  medical  attendant,  the  death  of  this  child  is  entirely  owing  to  the  effluvium 
arising  from  the  drain  and  common  sewer,  and  which  at  times  is  beyond  endurance.” 

Twelve  deaths  were  registered  in  the  week  that  occurred  in  the  London  Fever 
Hospital,  Islington,  3  of  which  took  place  on  the  17th  March,  2  on  the  19th,  one 
on  the  21st,  one  on  the  22d,  one  on  the  23d,  2  on  the  24th,  one  on  the  25th,  and 
one  on  the  26th ;  3  were  caused  by  scarlatina,  one  by  measles,  and  the  remaining 
8  by  typhus.  Mr.  Watts,  the  Registrar,  writes  as  follows  : — “  The  medical  officers 
remark  that  typhus,  or  spotted  fever,  is  becoming  more  prevalent,  and  cases  of  this 
description  are  coming  in  daily  from  all  parts  of  the  metropolis.  There  are  now 
more  patients  in  the  new  hospital  than  the  old  building  could  have  accommodated, 
but  there  is  ample  room  and  every  requisite  (excepting  funds)  for  the  treatment 
of  double  the  number  on  an  emergency.  It  is  only  necessary  that  the  public 
respond  to  the  appeal  made  to  it.  At  the  Small-pox  Hospital,  Upper  Holloway, 
only  one  death  has  occurred  during  the  whole  quarter.” 

On  22d  March,  at  27  Skinner-street,  Bishopsgate,  the  widow  of  a  navigator,  aged 
58  years,  died  of  epileptic  fit,  suddenly,  without  medical  attendant.  Mr.  Spencer, 
the  Registrar,  states  that  “she  was  in  great  destitution,  and  not  a  vestige  of  fur¬ 
niture,  bed,  or  anything  in  the  room.  The  deceased  was  lying  on  the  floor  covered 
with  an  old  rug  ;  the  room  is  on  the  ground,  walls  and  ceiling  were  quite  damp, 
and  the  house  unfit  when  I  saw  it  for  human  habitation.” 

In  the  sub-district  of  Haggerstone  West,  at  8  Savannah-place,  on  10th  March,  the 
wife  of  a  shoemaker,  aged  67  years,  died  of  “  diseased  liver  (3  years).”  Mr.  Bowring, 
the  Registrar,  says: — “ This  corpse  has  been  kept  18  days  in  a  small  two-roomed 
house.  How  many  inmates  there  are  I  have  not  been  able  to  ascertain.” 

In  the  sub-district  of  Ilackney-rcad,  at  14  Minerva-street,  on  24th  March,  the 
daughter  of  a  smith,  aged  7  years,  died  of  “  scarlatina  (7  days),  putrid  sore  throat.” 
Mr.  Murray,  the  Registrar,  remarks  that  “this  is  the  second  death  within  10  days 
in  the  same  family  from  scarlatina,  and  the  mother  and  two  other  children  are  in 
great  danger  from  the  same  disease.  There  are  apparently  no  special  circumstances 
to  account  for  this  fatality.” 

In  the  south  sub-district  of  St.  Giles,  at  2  Wild-passage,  on  22d  and  23d  March, 
the  two  sons  of  a  costermonger,  aged  4  hours  and  8  hours,  died  of  “  convulsions ; 
not  certified .”  Mr.  Faulkner,  the  Registrar,  observes  : — “  The  deaths  are  much  more 
numerous  than  usual  in  my  district  this  wreek,  owing,  I  believe,  to  the  unusually 
severe  weather.  I  have  registered  the  deaths  of  three  infants  from  convulsions, 
none  of  which  are  certified  by  medical  men.  The  mother  of  the  two  that  died  at 
2  Wild-passage  is  in  great  poverty,  having  (as  my  informant  says)  scarcely  the 
means  of  buying  fuel  to  keep  themselves  warm.  May  not  this  account  for  the 
deaths  of  the  children  ?  ” 

In  the  sub-district  of  Pentonville,  at  20  White-lion-street,  on  21st  March,  the 
daughter  of  a  watch-smith,  aged  4  years,  died  of  “pertussis  (6  weeks),  pneumonia, 
effusion  into  pleura  (4  weeks).”  Mr.  Upjohn  says  : — “  Six  children  have  now  died 
from  hooping-cough  in  this  house  within  six  weeks.” 

Two  persons  died  of  carbuncle  :  a  pilot,  aged  55  years,  on  20th  March,  on  board 
the  Dreadnought  Hospital  Ship,  and  the  wife  of  a  victualler,  aged  39  years,  on 
18th  March,  in  Poplar,  “  carbuncle,  extensive  ulceration  of  posterior  part  of 
pharynx  and  right  tonsil.”  At  34  George-street,  Grosvenor-square,  on  20th  March, 
a  dairyman’s  assistant,  aged  22  years,  died  of  “  congestion  of  the  lungs,  brain,  & c. 
from  exposure  to  intense  cold  on  the  morning  of  the  18th,  having  been  previously 
indisposed,  for  which  he  had  taken  some  aperient  medicine.”  The  widow  of  a  sailor 
died  at  42  Bermondsey-square,  on  20th  March,  from  bronchitis,  at  the  advanced  age 
of  102  years.  On  20th  March,  at  56  Baldwin’s-gardens,  Holborn,  the  widow  of  a 
shoemaker,  aged  60  years,  died  of  “  exhaustion  from  want  of  sufficient  nourish¬ 
ment.”  (Post  mort.  Inquest.)  At  the  workhouse,  Lambeth,  on  20th  March,  a 
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waiter,  aged  61  years,  from  Swan-yard,  died  of  “apoplexy  from  want  of  sufficient 
nutrition,  owing  to  his  neglect  in  applying  for  parochial  relief.”  ( Inquest .)  Two 
of  the  following  cases  occurred  in  January  and  one  in  February  in  the  Rectory 
sub-district,  Marylebone  :  a  boy,  aged  7  months,  at  6  Orchard-place,  “  exhaustion 
from  want  of  food,  and  the  effects  of  a  poisonous  atmosphere  a  boy,  aged  9  weeks, 
at  20  York-court,  “  congestion  of  blood  on  the  brain,  caused  by  improper  food  and 
a  widow,  aged  61  years,  “suffocation  during  epilepsy  from  overloaded  stomach.” 

Last  week  the  births  of  752  boys  and  728  girls,  in  all  1480  children,  were  registered 
in  London.  In  the  eight  corresponding  weeks  of  the  years  1845-52  the  average 
number  was  1556. 

At  the  Royal  Observatory,  Greenwich,  the  mean  height  of  the  barometer  in 
the  week  was  29 '762  in.  The  mean  temperature  of  the  week  was  33  *3°,  or  9° 
below  the  average  of  the  same  week  in  38  years.  The  mean  temperature  was  about 
8°  below  the  average  on  four  days  of  the  week,  and  on  Wednesday,  Thursday,  and 
Friday  the  depression  was  more  than  10  degrees.  The  mean  dew  point  temperature 
was  26 -  6°.  The  wind  blew  generally  from  the  north-east.

104  Meteorological  Observations. 
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HEALTH  OF  LONDON  DURING  THE  WEEK. 

Last  week  the  deaths  from  all  causes  registered  in  London  amounted  to  1748. 
An  increase  so  formidable  on  the  already  high  mortality  of  previous  weeks  arises 
in  part  from  the  same  causes  that  have  lately  prevailed  with  unusual  force,  and  is 
also  due,  to  some  extent,  to  the  influx  into  the  register  books  of  cases  on  which 
coroners  had  held  inquests,  and  which  have  been  permitted  to  accumulate  during 
the  quarter.  The  signature  of  that  officer  is  necessary  to  complete  the  registration 
of  deaths  returned  by  him. 

In  the  classification  of  deaths  coroners’  cases  fall  principally  under  the  following 
heads:  “poison,”  “burns  and  scalds,”  “hanging  and  suffocation,”  “drowning,” 
“fractures,”  “wounds,”  and  “ sudden  deaths  and  the  increase,  as  regards  their 
registration,  occurring  about  the  same  periods,  they  do  not  materially  interfere  with 
the  comparison  of  deaths  in  corresponding  weeks.  In  the  ten  corresponding  weeks 
of  the  years  1843-52  the  average  number  of  deaths  was  1027,  which,  witli  a 
correction  for  increase  of  population,  gives  a  mortality  for  last  week  of  1130;  or 
the  corrected  average  for  the  previous  iveek  (the  last  of  the  quarter)  may  be  taken, 
which  was  1282.  Hence  it  appears  that  the  deaths  registered  last  week  exceed 
the  estimated  amount  by  more  than  450,  a  result,  the  greater  part  of  which  must 
be  referred  to  causes,  of  meteorological  or  other  character,  affecting  the  health  of 
the  population. 

Last  week  the  deaths  caused  by  bronchitis  rose  to  231,  those  in  the  previous 
week  having  been  175  ;  pneumonia  increased  from  88  to  122  ;  and  diseases  of  flic 
respiratory  organs  in  the  aggregate  rose  from  322  to  420.  Phthisis  (in  the 
tubercular  class)  numbered  in  the  two  weeks  respectively  153  and  179.  Zymotic 
diseases  rose  from  233  to  273,  the  increase  being  in  hooping-cough  and  typhus,  I  lie, 
latter  of  which  was  fatal  last  week  in  77  cases.  Two  deaths  occurred  last  week  in 
the  Small-pox  Hospital.  At  20  New-strcet,  St.  Nicholas,  Deptford,  a  girl,  aged 
11  weeks,  died  on  1st  April  of  “cholera  infantum  (7  days).” 

In  the  sub-district,  South  St.  Giles-in-the-fields,  at  14  Newton-street,  on  24th 
and  25th  March,  a  stonemason  and  his  wife,  aged  respectively  62  and  57  years,  died 
of  fever,  the  former  after  10  days’,  the  latter  after  12  days’  illness.  Mr.  Faulkner

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Health  of  London,  fyc. 


tlie  Registrar,  appends  the  following  note  to  the  two  entries  : — “  The  informant  of 
the  deaths  stated  with  reference  to  the  house  in  which  they  occurred  that  there 
were  then  (viz.  27th  March)  in  the  room  adjoining  that  which  had  belonged  to 
the  deceased  persons  a  man  and  a  child  ill  with  fever ;  another  man  was  in  the 
Workhouse  ill  with  the  same  disease.  Previously  4  children  below  had  been  ill 
with  erysipelas  and  fever,  and  also  the  stonemason  and  his  wife  had  a  child  ill 
with  the  complaint,  which  it  is  supposed  to  have  communicated  to  its  parents.  I 
visited  the  house,  which  is  kept  much  cleaner  than  general ;  it  is  a  rag  shop. 

1  could  not  detect  any  bad  odours  ;  the  cause  of  all  this  illness  is  supposed  to  be 
a  cesspool.  I  understand  the  parochial  authorities  have  spoken  to  the  landlord, 
who  promises  to  do  all  in  his  power  to  remedy  the  evil.”  Two  labourers  died  in 
the  week  of  typhus  in  St.  Giles’  Workhouse. 

At  16  Kingsgate-street,  Holborn,  on  28th  March,  the  son  of  a  silversmith,  aged 

2  years,  died  of  scarlatina.  Mr.  Goodhugh,  the  Registrar,  says  : — “  This  case  was 
produced  by  the  same  cause  as  that  reported  in  my  last,  viz.,  the  effluvium  arising 
from  the  drain  and  common  sewer,  as  stated  both  by  mother  and  medical  attendant. 

The  house  at  times  is  beyond  endurance.” 

• 

In  the  sub-district,  ICennington  2d  Part,  two  children  died  of  scarlatina,  one  at 
10  Russell-street,  North  Brixton,  the  other  in  Melbourne-square.  Mr.  Unwin  states 
that  in  the  neighbourhood  of  the  house  in  Melbourne-square  “  there  is  a  yard  about 
10  feet  by  8,  which  is  now  and  has  for  the  last  six  months  been  flooded  by  the 
overflowing  of  the  privy,  which  is  constantly  emitting  a  most  horribly  offensive 
smell.” 

In  St.  Saviour’s  Workhouse,  on  21st  March,  a  spinster,  aged  17  years,  died  of 
“  coma ;  ill  5  days.”  Mr.  Doubleday,  the  medical  officer,  describes  the  post  mortem 
appearances  as  follows  : — “  Extravasation  of  blood,  the  size  of  a  crown  piece  under 
the  pia  mater  on  the  left  hemisphere;  recent  adhesions  of  right  and  left  pleurae  ; 
excessive  congestion  of  lower  lobe  of  right  lung  ;  extensive  deposit  of  recent 
coagulable  lymph  on  external  surface  of  pericardium  ;  liver  twice  its  ordinary  size. 
Deceased  received  an  accidental  blow  on  the  head  while  going  into  the  cellar  a 
fortnight  ago.” 

Three  deaths  resulted  from  furunculoid  disease  : — In  the  Workhouse,  Battersea, 
on  30th  March,  a  copper-plate  engraver,  aged  83  years,  died  of  “  decay,  anthrax 
in  St.  Giles’  Workhouse,  on  1st  April,  a  gentleman’s  servant,  aged  56  years,  “car¬ 
buncle  at  32  Great  Artliur-street,  St.  Luke,  on  28th  March,  a  coalporter,  aged 
50  years,  “  carbuncle  (14  days).”  A  time-keeper,  aged  73  years,  died  of  “  disease  of 
the  heart  after  a  shock  of  bad  news  (30  minutes).”  On  16th  January,  at  Telegraph- 
place,  Greenwich,  a  spinster,  aged  50  years,  died  from  “  poverty  and  want.” 
{Inquest.')  On  19th  January,  in  Whitechapel  Workhouse,  a  woman,  aged  24  years, 
“  natural  death,  accelerated  by  want  and  privation  before  her  admission  into  the 
workhouse.”  {Inquest.)  On  28th  March,  in  Whitechapel  Workhouse,  a  labourer, 
aged  65  years,  “  natural  death,  apparently  accelerated  by  want  and  destitution  ” 
{Inquest)-,  died  on  his  admission  into  the  Workhouse.  On  13th  March,  at  Holborn 
Hill,  a  sergeant  in  the  city  police,  aged  40  years,  “  burnt  by  a  lump  of  phosphorus 
in  his  coat  pocket  (4  days).”  The  deaths  of  7  persons  are  referred  directly  or 
indirectly  to  intemperance. 


Births  and  Deaths  registered  last  Week. 
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Last  week  the  births  of  1005  boys  and  904  girls,  in  all  1909  children,  were 
registered  in  London.  In  the  eight  corresponding  weeks  of  the  years  1845-52  the 
average  number  was  1411. 

At  the  Royal  Observatory,  Greenwich,  the  mean  height  of  the  barometer  in  the 
week  was  29 '733  in. ;  on  Monday  the  mean  daily  reading  was  above  30  in.  The 
mean  temperature  of  the  week  was  43*4°,  which  is  near  the  average  of  the  same 
week  in  38  years.  The  mean  daily  temperature  was  below  the  average  on  the 
first  three  days,  and  above  it  during  the  rest  of  the  week.  The  mean  dew-point 
temperature  was  32 ’8°.  The  wind,  which  had  been  in  the  north  in  the  early  part 
of  the  week,  blew  from  the  south-west  in  the  last  four  days.

The  corrected  average  for  small-pox,  or  other  diseases,  except  those  marked  by 
asterisks  as  having  undergone  changes  in  the  classification,  may  be  obtained  in  the  same  manner.  The 
deaths  from  small-pox  were  151  in  10  weeks;  the  average  was  15;  the  corrected  average  17.  London  increased 
at  the  rate  of  1  "551  per  cent,  annually  in  the  ten  years,  June  1831-41 ;  1  ’998  per  cent,  annually  in  the  ten  years, 
1841-51;  and  1’778  per  cent,  annually  in  the  fifty  years,  1801-51.  The  last  number  may  be  taken  to  express 
the  existing  rate  of  increase;  and  as  the  interval  from  the  middle  of  the  time,  first  week  (1S43-52)  to  the

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Meteor  ologicafr  Observations. 
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HEALTH  OF  LONDON  DURING  THE  WEEK. 

The  mortality  of  the  metropolis  is  still  high,  though  it  exhibits  an  important 
decrease  on  that  of  the  previous  week.  In  the  week  that  ended  last  Saturday  the 
number  of  deaths  registered  was  1340.  The  average  number  in  ten  corresponding- 
weeks  of  the  years  1843-52  was  961,  which,  with  a  correction  for  increase  of 
population,  will  give  a  mortality  of  1057  for  last  week.  The  present  Return, 
therefore,  shows  an  excess  of  283  above  the  estimated  amount.  With  the  progress 
of  the  spring  months,  and  a  warmer  sky,  there  is  ground  for  expectation  that  the 
public  health  will  speedily  improve.  The  mean  temperatures  of  the  last  three 
weeks  have  been  progressively  33 ' 3°,  43 ' 4°,  47  ’  3°. 

With  reference  to  fatal  diseases,  a  comparison  of  the  facts  of  the  last  two  weeks 
discovers  generally  a  decrease.  Typhus  has  declined  from  77  to  49,  bronchitis 
from  231  to  186,  pneumonia  from  122  to  98,  phthisis  (consumption)  from  179  to 
165.  But  hooping-cough,  which  prevails  at  present,  continues  at  the  same 
amount,  and  last  week  carried  off  80  children.  Five  children  died  of  small-pox, 
17  of  measles,  36  of  scarlatina,  and  12  of  croup  ;  5  persons  of  influenza,  one  of 
purpura;  6  of  laryngitis,  7  children  of  laryngismus  stridulus.  Eight  fatal  cases  of 
syphilis  are  recorded,  4  of  which  occurred  to  children.  A  woman,  aged  35  years, 
died  from  “  grief  and  anxiety  (12  months),  anaemia  (3  months).” 

At  30  Marylebone-lane,  on  5th  April,  the  wife  of  a  shoemaker,  aged  29  years, 
died  of  “  cholera  (22  hours).”  The  medical  attendant  remarks  on  his  certificate 
that  she  died  3  days  after  her  confinement,  and  had  been  a  person  of  spare  habit 
and  very  indifferent  health. 

In  Pcckham  sub-district,  at  12  Camden-street,  on  5th  April,  the  daughter  of  a 
gardener,  aged  6  months,  died  of  “  fever  (9  days),  mumps  (7  days).”  Mr.  Nicolles, 
the  Registrar,  states  that  “  this  is  at  least  the  fourth  case  of  typhus  that  has  occurred 
at  this  house  within  the  last  few  weeks,  and  the  third  that  has  terminated  fatally. 
Want  of  good  drainage  is  much  felt  in  the  immediate  neighbourhood.” 

In  Lambeth  (Waterloo-road,  1st  part),  at  16  Glovers-liatch,  on  8th  April,  the 
daughter  of  a  painter,  aged  5  years,  died  of  “  pertussis  (3  weeks),  bronchitis.” 
Mr.  Mears,  the  Registrar,  says  : — “  I  have  registered  the  deaths  of  3  children  in 
[15.]  Q 
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this  family  within  the  last  month,  one  from  pneumonia,  and  2  from  pertussis. 
There  is  a  whole  family  at  present  ill  with  scarlatina  in  the  same  row  of  houses, 
which,  though  by  no  means  the  worst  in  my  district,  are  damp,  badly  ventilated, 
and  subject  to  offensive  effluvia.” 

In  the  sub-district  of  Haggerstone  West,  at  57  Princes-street,  Dunston-road,  on 
1st  and  2d  April,  the  two  sons  of  a  silk  weaver,  aged  respectively  8  months  and 
2  years,  died  of  “  scarlatina  maligna,”  one  after  5  days’,  the  other  after  4  days’ 
illness.  Mr.  Bowring,  the  Registrar,  remarks  as  follows  : — “  I  have  had  occasion 
to  notice  this  and  the  adjoining  streets  before.  Here  is  a  dense  population,  two 
and  in  most  cases  three  families  living  in  each  house  ;  there  is  no  drainage,  and 
the  water,  which  at  this  time  stands  in  pools  in  the  middle  of  the  streets  of  a  dark 
green  colour,  sends  forth  when  the  sun  acts  on  it  a  most  nauseous  effluvium.  If 
we  should  have  a  hot  summer  I  anticipate  the  mortality  in  the  neighbourhood  will 
l>e  very  great,  and  in  this  opinion  I  am  borne  out  by  the  medical  gentlemen  of  the 
neighbourhood.” 

In  Shoreditch,  sub-district  of  Holywell,  at  7  Dyer’s-court,  on  6th  April,  the 
daughter  of  a  carman,  aged  8  years,  died  of  “  scarlatina  (12  days),  abscess  of  throat 
(8  days).”  Mr.  Alabaster,  the  Registrar,  states  that  “  this  house  is  situated  at  the 
extreme  corner  of  a  winding  court.  Within  a  few  feet  of  the  front  of  the  house 
rises  a  dead  wall  higher  than  the  house  itself,  which  obscures  the  light  and  adds 
much  to  the  closeness  and  darkness  of  the  habitation,  and  much  obstructs  any 
ventilation.  A  drain  runs  beneath  the  ground  floor,  where  the  family  live,  which 
emits  frequently  a  most  disagreeable  and  unhealthy  smell.  Scarlatina  is  very  pre¬ 
valent  in  my  district.” 

In  St.  George-in-tlie-East,  at  2,  Lower-well-alley,  on  5th  April,  the  widow  of  a 
labourer,  aged  60  years,  died  of  “diarrhoea  (29  hours).”  The  house  (says  Mr.  Ver- 
rall)  is  in  a  narrow  alley,  but  the  drainage  is  generally  good,  and  of  late  there  have 
been  no  bad  smells. 

In  the  sub-district  of  Hackney-road,  at  14  Minerva-street,  on  4th  April,  the  son 
of  a  smith,  aged  3  years,  died  of  “scarlatina  (7  days),  meningitis  (4  days).” 
Mr.  Murray,  the  Registrar,  says  : — “  This  is  the  third  death  in  the  same  house  and 
family  from  scarlatina,  apparently  without  special  circumstances  to  account  for  the 
fatal  issue.  The  previous  deaths  occurred  on  the  11th  and  24th  March.” 

In  Marylebone  a  woman,  aged  26  years,  died  of  “  puerperal  phlebitis.”  Mr.  Joseph, 
the  Registrar,  states  that  “the  deceased  had  been  confined  on  the  17th  March,  and 
got  on  so  well  subsequently  as  to  be  ready  for  her  discharge  from  the  hospital, 
when  some  slight  oedema  [swelling]  of  the  ancles  appeared,  for  which  she  was  with 
difficulty  persuaded  to  lie  in  bed ;  it  was  followed  by  tenderness  in  the  calf  of  the 
leg,  the  next  day  by  furious  delirium,  and  she  died  just  36  hours  from  the  first 
appearance  of  the  oedema,  trifling  as  it  then  seemed  to  be.” 

In  Hoxton  a  woman,  aged  40  years,  died  of  “  puerperal  convulsions.”  Inquest. 
Postmort.  exam.  Mr.  Ansel],  the  Registrar,  adds: — “  The  landlady  of  the  house  in 
which  she  had  occupied  apartments  for  4  days  desired  her  to  leave  on  discovering 
that  she  was  enceinte ;  she  left,  and  proceeded  in  a  cab  to  another  lodging,  walked 
from  the  cab  in  apparent  health  into  the  house,  and  was  a  corpse  in  twenty  minutes 
afterwards.  The  body  had  been  removed  from  the  house  before  I  heard  of  the 
death,  and  that  was  not  till  8  days  after  it  occurred.” 


Births  and  Deaths  registered  last  Week, 
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Last  week  the  births  of  791  boys  and  800  girls,  in  all  1591  children,  were  registered 
in  London.  In  the  eight  corresponding  weeks  of  the  years  1845-52  the  average 
number  was  1368. 

At  the  Royal  Observatory,  Greenwich,  the  mean  height  of  the  barometer  in 
the  week  was  29 '742  in. ;  on  Saturday  the  mean  reading  was  30"  149  in.  The  mean 
temperature  of  the  week  was  47 ' 3°,  which  is  3°  above  the  average  of  the  same 
week  in  38  years.  On  the  first  five  days  the  mean  daily  temperature  was  from  2° 
to  8°  above  the  average  ;  during  the  rest  of  the  week,  when  the  wind  blew  from 
the  north,  it  was  about  4°  below  it.  During  the  greater  part  of  the  week  the 
wind  was  in  the  west.  The  mean  dew  point  temperature  was  40 ‘l0.

Meteorological  Observations . 
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HEALTH  OF  LONDON  DURING  THE  WEEK. 

A  declining  rate  of  mortality  affords  evidence  of  a  gradual  improvement  in  the 
public  health.  Since  the  weekly  mortality  rose  to  its  maximum  at  the  end  of 
March  the  number  of  deaths  fell  in  the  first  week  of  April  to  1340,  and  in  that 
which  ended  last  Saturday  to  1243.  Since  the  week  ending  March  26th,  in  which 
it  was  33 '3°,  the  mean  temperature  has  risen  to  44 ’4°. 

In  the  ten  corresponding  weeks  of  the  years  1843-52  the  average  number  of 
deaths  was  972,  which,  if  raised  in  proportion  to  increase  of  population,  gives  a 
mortality  for  last  week  of  1069.  The  Return  of  last  week  therefore  shows  an 
excess  of  174  above  the  estimated  amount. 

The  two  complaints  of  an  epidemic  character,  which  from  their  fatal  effects 
appear  to  prevail  most  at  present,  are  typhus  and  hooping-cough,  the  former  having 
destroyed  last  week  65  lives,  the  latter  68.  Bronchitis,  though  much  abated,  is  still 
marked  by  a  severity  not  usual  at  this  season  ;  it  was  fatal  in  128  cases,  while  the 
corrected  average  of  corresponding  weeks  does  not  exceed  84.  Phthisis  destroyed 
165  persons.  Pneumonia  has  declined  to  89,  which  is  also,  however,  greater  than 
is  usual  in  this  month. 

In  the  south  sub-district  of  Chelsea,  at  5  Queen’s-road  East,  on  7tli  April,  the  wife 
of  an  eating-house-keeper,  aged  30  years,  died  of  “  English  cholera  (3  days),  delirium 
tremens  (3  days).” 

In  Spitalfields,  at  12  Fashion-street,  on  15tli  April,  the  son  of  a  labourer,  aged 
9  years,  died  of  “  small-pox  (14  days),  vaccinated  when  6  weeks  old.”  Air.  Deboos, 
the  Registrar,  states  that  “  this  is  the  third  death  from  small-pox  in  the  same 
family  within  a  month  ;  the  houses  in  that  locality  are  overcrowded  and  in  a  sad 
dirty  state.” 

On  Bow  Common,  on  11th  April,  the  son  of  a  labourer,  aged  9  years,  died  of 
“  small-pox,  natural  (14  days).”  Mr.  Castleden,  the  Registrar,  mentions  that  “  the 
child  had  not  been  vaccinated  ;  the  parents  are  gipsies,  and  the  deceased  died  under 
the  tent,  on  the  Common  ;  another  child  was  attacked  but  is  recovering.  When 
the  disease  first  appeared  the  rest  of  the  tribe  struck  their  tents  and  migrated  to 
Blackheath.” 

On  11th  April,  at  Saint  Giles’  Workhouse,  a  market-woman,  aged  60  years,  died 
of  typhus.  This  woman  (says  Mr.  Faulkner)  was  brought  into  the  workhouse 
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from  23  King-street,  Drury-lane,  where  a  man  and  two  boys  are  now  ill  with  the 

same  fever. 

The  four  deaths  following  occurred  in  the  London  Fever  Hospital: — 

On  9th  April  a  shoemaker  from  Richard-buildings,  East  London,  aged  22  years, 
“  pyohaemia  (30  days),  abscess  in  liver  and  lung.”  Post  mort. 

On  14th  April  a  female  from  the  Strand  Workhouse,  aged  46  years,  “  typhus 
(duration  unknown)  In  hospital  36  hours.” 

On  loth  April  a  man,  aged  37  years,  from  the  Lambeth  Workhouse,  “  typhus 
(duration  unknown).  In  hospital  17  days.” 

On  loth  April  a  sawyer,  aged  57  years,  from  Jenning’s-buildings,  Kensington, 
“  typhus  (duration  unknown).  In  hospital  one  day.” 

In  Islington,  at  10  Edward-square,  on  14tli  April,  the  daughter  of  a  builder, 
aged  6  weeks,  died  of  “  atrophy  from  imperfect  development.”  Mr.  Watts,  the 
Registrar,  adds,  that  “  the  mother  was  frightened  six  weeks  previously  to  her 
confinement  by  a  fox,  which  flew  at  her,  being  attracted  by  the  smell  of  some 
butcher’s  meat  which  she  was  carrying  on  her  arm.” 

In  the  sub-district  of  Cliaring-cross,  at  9  Lumley-court,  on  12th  April,  the  son 
of  a  porter,  aged  13  years,  died  of  “medullary  cancer  in  the  neck  (7  months).” 
( Post  mort.)  Mr.  Leonard  says  : — “I  removed  a  small  tumour  of  the  same  charac¬ 
ter  from  the  bach:  of  the  head  about  12  months  ago  ;  it  healed  well,  but  in  five 
months  this  one  appeared  in  the  neck  involving  the  carotid  and  jugular.” 

In  the  Surrey  County  Lunatic  Asylum,  on  10th  April,  a  japanner,  aged  47 
years,  killed  himself  by  “  thrusting  a  portion  of  a  glove  into  his  throat,  and  pro¬ 
ducing  suffocation,  he  being  insane.”  At  19  George-street,  Tower  Liberty,  a  clerk, 
aged  51  years,  died  of  “inflammation  of  chest  (5  days);  carbuncle  (12  days).'” 
On  12tli  April  the  son  of  a  fruiterer,  aged  4  weeks,  died  “  from  an  over-dose  of 
laudanum  administered  to  allay  pain.”  The  death  of  a  woman  is  ascribed  to 
intemperance. 

Mr.  Child,  Registrar  of  Norwood  sub-district,  makes  the  following  report  on  the 
birtlis  and  deaths  registered  by  him  in  the  first  three  months  of  the  year  : — “  The 
births  are  rather  above  the  average,  which  I  attribute  to  the  influx  of  people  who 
are  employed  at  the  Crystal  Palace.  The  deaths  are  much  above  the  average,  partly 
at  least  caused  by  the  severity  of  the  weather.  Thirteen  occurred  in  the  work- 
house  alone.  The  house  has  good  drainage,  and  is  very  cleanly,  and  the  medical 
attendance  is  very  superior.  In  my  district  numbers  of  persons  have  been  laid  up 
with  severe  colds,  and  rheumatism  has  prevailed  to  a  much  greater  extent  than  I 
ever  knew  it.” 

Mr.  Burnett,  Registrar  of  the  Plumstead  sub-district  (Lewisham),  says: — “The 
deaths  in  the  quarter  in  my  sub-district  are  rather  above  the  average.  Malignant 
scarlatina  has  prevailed  to  a  considerable  extent  in  one  part  of  it.  The  houses  are 
new,  and  mostly  inhabited  by  respectable  mechanics ;  the  locality  is  open  and  airy, 
but  I  believe  there  is  no  drainage  ;  whether  this  fact  has  anything  to  do  with  the 
disease  I  cannot  tell.” 

Mr.  Belcliam,  Registrar  of  Lewisham  Village  (sub-district),  says  :  “  The  return 
for  the  March  quarter  exceeds  that  of  the  corresponding  quarter  of  last  year. 
There  has  been  a  great  deal  of  mortality  among  old  people.  I  am  happy  to  state 
that  considering  the  season  and  the  large  amount  of  low  dwellings  without  drainage 
that  exist  (in  fact  many  unfit  for  habitation)  we  have  had  but  lew  cases  of  typhus, 
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and  those  in  almost  every  instance  have  arisen  from  a  family  having  come  into  this 
district  suffering  from  typhus  at  the  time.” 

Last  week  the  births  of  853  boys  and  826  girls,  in  all  1679  children,  were 
registered  in  London.  In  the  eight  corresponding  weeks  of  the  years  1845-52  the 
average  number  was  1407. 

At  the  Royal  Observatory,  Greenwich,  the  mean  height  of  the  barometer  in  the 
week  was  29*943  in. ;  on  Monday  and  Friday  it  was  above  30  in.  The  mean 
temperature  of  last  week  was  44*4°,  which  is  slightly  below  the  average  of  the 
same  week  in  38  years.  On  Wednesday,  Thursday,  and  Friday  the  mean  daily 
temperature  was  below  the  average  of  the  several  days,  and  on  the  first-mentioned 
day  it  was  6 ‘4°  below  it.  On  these  days  the  wind  blew  from  the  north-east  ;  at 
other  times  from  the  north  or  north-west.  The  mean  dew-point  temperature  was 
35*6°.

128  Meteorological  Observations. 
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HEALTH  OF  LONDON  DURING  THE  WEEK. 

Tiie  mortality  of  London  continues  to  decrease  by  slow  degrees.  In  tlie  three 
weeks  of  April  the  numbers  of  deaths  returned  have  been  1340,  1243,  and  in  the 
week  that  ended  last  Saturday  1182.  In  the  ten  corresponding  weeks  of  the 
years  1843-52  the  average  number  of  deaths  was  944,  which,  if  raised  in  pro¬ 
portion  to  increase  of  population  since  the  deaths  occurred,  will  give  a  mortality 
of  1038  for  last  week.  Hence  it  appears  that  the  1182  deaths  registered  last  week 
are  in  excess  of  the  estimated  amount  by  144. 

The  decline  in  diseases  of  the  respiratory  organs  during  the  last  four  weeks  is 
shown  by  the  following  numbers  :  the  deaths  in  this  class  (exclusive  of  phthisis  and 
hooping-cough)  were  420,  323,  251,  and  242 ;  from  bronchitis  231,  186,  128,  and 
126;  from  pneumonia  122,  98,  89,  and  80;  from  asthma  38,  18,  11,  and  16;  from 
hooping-cough  84,  80,  68,  and  66  ;  from  phthisis  (or  consumption)  179,  165,  165, 
and  139.  It  will  be  seen  that  diseases  of  the  organs  of  respiration  are  still  much 
more  fatal  than  is  usual  in  the  middle  of  April,  for  the  deaths  from  this  class,  as 
above  stated,  were  last  week  242,  while  the  corrected  average  in  ten  corresponding 
weeks  was  only  163. 

Fever,  which  threatened  to  spread  its  ravages,  has,  so  far  as  the  mortality 
affords  an  indication,  apparently  subsided.  Typhus  was  fatal  in  the  last  four 
weeks  in  77,  49,  65,  and  47  cases ;  scarlatina  in  35,  37,  20,  and  26.  The  mortality 
of  small-pox,  it  i3  satisfactory  to  observe,  continues  low,  only  3  cases,  which 
occurred  among  children,  having  been  recorded  last  week.  Measles  carried  off 
24  children.  Three  children  died  of  ague,  one  of  noma,  4  children  and  an  adult 
of  syphilis.  Rheumatic  fever  was  fatal  in  two  cases.  Ten  women  died  after 
childbearing,  two  of  these  from  metria  (puerperal  fever).  Thirteen  children  died 
of  laryngitis  and  laryngismus  stridulus. 

The  following  case  of  cholera  was  registered  in  the  week  : — 

At  14  Tyers-street,  in  the  sub-district  of  Lambeth  Church  (2d  part),  on 
13th  April,  a  bargeman,  aged  53  years,  “  cholera  Asiatica  (36  hours),  consecutive

fever  terminating  in  low  typhus  (9  days).”  Certified.  According  to  the  method  of 
estimating  the  period  of  illness,  recommended  in  the  “  Statistical  Nosology,”  the 
duration  of  cholera,  as  given  in  this  certificate,  should  apparently  be  10  days  and 
12  hours,  reckoning  from  the  attack  till  death. 

At  the  London  Fever  Hospital,  Islington,  the  following  deaths  occurred  : — 

On  ISth  April  a  girl,  aged  9  years,  from  King’s-head-court,  Saint  Margaret, 
Westminster,  “  tubercular  meningitis.  In  hospital  3  days.” 

On  17th  April  a  female  servant,  aged  23  years,  from  Nelson-terrace,  City-road, 
“  typhus.  In  hospital  19  days.” 

Mr.  Faulkner,  Registrar  of  South  Saint  Gilcs-in-the-fields,  makes  the  following 
correction  of  last  week’s  Report : — The  informant  of  a  death  from  typhus  stated 
that  there  were  at  23  King-street,  Drury-lane,  a  man  and  two  children  ill  with 
fever,  which  appears  to  be  untrue.  The  landlord  of  the  house  is  desirous  that 
the  statement  should  be  contradicted,  as  he  thinks  it  is  calculated  to  do  him 
injury. 

In  the  sub-district  of  Camberwell,  at  the  Terrace  Mews,  three  children  of  a 
mechanic  died  of  scarlatina  maligna  ;  viz.,  a  son  and  daughter,  aged  respectively  7 
and  4  years,  on  19th  April,  and  a  son,  aged  5  years,  on  the  20th  April;  the  dura¬ 
tion  of  illness  in  the  several  cases  were  48  hours,  24  hours,  and  32  hours. 
Mr.  Searle,  the  Registrar,  was  informed  by  the  father  that  “  he  had  been  at  work 
in  a  house  a  short  distance  from  his  home  where  the  inmates  had  been  suffering 
from  scarlatina  for  the  last  six  weeks,  and  he  believes  that  he  had  conveyed  the 
disease  to  his  children  in  his  clothes.  The  locality  is  open  and  airy,  and  well 
drained.” 

At  51  Vauxhall-street,  Lambeth,  on  loth  April,  the  daughter  of  a  mercantile 
clerk,  aged  6  weeks,  died  of  “confluent  small-pox  (14  days),  without  previous  vac¬ 
cination.”  “  This  ”  (says  Mr.  Wheatley)  “  is  the  second  case  in  the  same  family.” 
The  following  case  was  registered  in  the  week  : — “  The  son  of  a  gentleman,  aged 
17  years,  died  of  “cyanosis  congenital;  bronchitis  (some  months),  haemoptysis 
(10  days).”  A  woman,  aged  77  years,  died  of  eczema.  A  boy,  one  year  old,  died 
of  cynanche  parotidaea  ;  a  man,  aged  69  years,  of  scorbutic  ulcers  ;  a  man,  aged 
49  years,  of  erythema  ;  a  man,  52  years,  of  mollities  ossium. 

Last  week  the  births  of  812  boys  and  768  girls,  in  all  1580  children,  were  registered 
in  London.  In  the  eight  corresponding  weeks  of  1845-52  the  average  number 
was  1476. 

At  the  Royal  Observatory,  Greenwich,  the  mean  height  of  the  barometer  in 
the  week  was  29 '694  in.  The  reading  of  the  barometer  decreased  from  29  •  96  in. 
at  the  beginning  of  the  week  to  29  -67  in.  by  9h.  p.m.  on  the  19th;  remained  at 
this  reading  till  9h.  p.m.  on  the  20th;  decreased  to  29*  19  in.  by  31i.  p.m.  on  the 
22d  ;  and  increased  to  29 '74  in.  by  the  end  of  the  week.  The  mean  temperature 
of  the  week  was  45  •  9°,  which  is  rather  below  the  average  of  the  same  week  in 
38  years.  The  highest  temperature  in  the  week  was  60 ’5°  on  Monday,  the  lowest 
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was  37 ‘3°  on  Saturday*  The  mean  daily  temperature  was  above  the  average  only 
on  the  first  three  days.  On  Monday,  when  it  was  highest,  it  was  51 ’8°;  there¬ 
after  it  continued  to  fall,  till  on  Thursday  it  was  41  •  8°.  The  greatest  difference 
between  the  dew  point  temperature  and  air  temperature  was  14' 8°  on  Wednesday  ; 
the  least  was  1  •  0°  on  Thursday  and  Friday.  The  mean  difference  for  the  week 
was  6 ‘4°.  The  wind  was  very  variable.

The  corrected  average  for  small-pox,  or  other  diseases,  except  those  marked  by 
asterisks  as  having  undergone  changes  in  the  classification,  may  be  obtained  in  the  same  manner.  The 
deaths  from  small-pox  were  177  in  10  weeks  ;  the  average  was  18;  the  corrected  average  20.  London  increased 
at  the  rate  of  1 '551  per  cent,  annually  in  the  ten  years,  June  1831-41 ;  1  '998  per  cent,  annually  in  the  ten  years, 
1841-51;  and  1-778  percent,  annually  in  the  fifty  years,  1801-51.  The  last  number  maybe  taken  to  express

Meteorological  Observations. 
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HEALTH  OF  LONDON  DURING  THE  WEEK. 

It  is  gratifying  to  observe  a  decided  improvement  in  the  public  health.  In  the 
first  three  weeks  of  April  the  deaths  in  London  were  1340,  1243,  1182  ;  in  the 
last  week  of  the  month  the  diminution  is  considerable,  the  number  being  1089. 
In  the  ten  corresponding  weeks  of  1843-52  the  average  number  of  deaths  was 
930,  which,  if  raised  in  a  certain  proportion  according  to  increase  of  population, 
becomes  1023.  The  excess  of  mortality  in  last  week,  above  the  estimated  amount, 
is  therefore  66,  a  result  which  is  mucli  more  favourable  than  any  these  returns 
have  yielded  since  the  cold  weather  set  in.  In  January  the  deaths  were  about 
1000  weekly;  since  that  time  they  have  ranged  from  1200  to  more  than  1500. 

Fatal  cases  arising  from  diseases  of  the  respiratory  organs  have  declined  in  the 
last  two  weeks  from  242  to  206  ;  those  from  zymotic  diseases  differ  little  in  the 
general  result.  Scarlatina  has  increased,  while  typhus  continues  to  decline. 
Phthisis  rose  from  139  to  152  in  the  two  weeks.  At  11  Upper  Sand-street,  Wool¬ 
wich,  on  24th  April,  the  son  of  a  wheelwright,  aged  5  years,  died  of  “  English 
cholera  (2  days).” 

On  25th  April,  at  Saint  Luke’s  Workhouse,  Iloxton  New  Town,  a  man  unknown, 
aged  35  years,  died  of  “  destitution  and  bronchitis.”  Mr.  Ansell,  the  Registrar, 
writes  as  follows  with  regard  to  this  case : — “  I  saw  this  man  in  the  casual  ward. 
He  stated  that  he  had  come  from  Ireland.  I  never  met  with  a  more  wretched 
looking  object.  He  seemed  to  be  nearer  60  than  35  years,  and  had  all  the 
appearance  of  a  man  who  had  been  living  in  the  savage  state.  I  am  glad  to  bear 
my  testimony  to  the  kind  attention  paid  to  all  in  this  institution  by  the  medical 
officer  and  the  head  nurse.  The  sick  and  destitute  could  have  no  better  asylum.” 
Also  in  Saint  Luke’s  Workhouse’  a  single  woman,  a  mendicant,  aged  60  years, 
died  on  28th  March.  She  had  been  found  lying  in  a  damp  cellar  ;  she  died  after 
removal  to  the  workhouse  from  no  cause  that  could  be  ascertained,  unless  it  was 
exposure  and  privation.  {Inquest.) 

In  the  sub-district  of  Woolwich  Arsenal,  severally  on  the  15th,  16th,  17th,  20th, 
22d,  24th,  and  27th  April,  six  gunners  and  a  bombardier  of  the  Royal  Artillery 
died  at  the  Royal  Ordnance  Hospital;  the  -first,  aged  21  years,  of  “pulmonary 
consumption  (158  days);”  the  second,  37  years,  of  “  dysentery,  disease  of  liver;” 
the  third,  23  years,  “disease  of  lungs  (97  days). ;”  the  fourth,  21  years,  “catarrh, 
scarlatina  (10  days)  ;”  the  fifth,  27  years,  “  abscess  of  the  liver;”  the  sixth,  24 
years,  “  disease  of  the  lungs  (6  days  in  hospital)  ;”  and  the  seventh,  25  years, 
“  fever  (8  days  in  hospital).”  Mr.  Rixon,  the  Registrar,  adds  : — “  The  deaths  of 
soldiers  in  the  Royal  Ordnance  Hospital  have  been  rather  numerous  since  the 
commencement  of  the  present  year,  but  a  very  large  number  of  recruits  has  been 
brought  into  the  garrison  within  the  last  few  months  from  all  parts  of  the  United 
Kingdom,  and  from  the  change  in  their  former  mode  of  living  —  night  guards  and 
other  military  duties  —  it  cannot  be  wondered  that  some  of  the  more  weakly  con-

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stituted  should  suffer.  Added  to  this,  I  am  informed  that  invalids  are  sent  here 
(being  head  quarters)  from  all  the  foreign  and  home  stations  whenever  opportunity 
offers.  Certainly  from  what  I  know  and  hear,  better  or  more  constant  and  efficient 
attention  cannot  be  given  than  what  is  bestowed  by  the  officers  of  the  medical 
department.” 

On  28th  April,  at  7  Temple-street  (in  the  Hackney-road  sub-district),  the  wife 
of  a  scale-maker,  aged  21  years,  died  of  “  double  lumbar  abscess  (8  months), 
phthisis  (6  months).”  Host  mort.  Mr.  Filliter,  the  medical  attendant  of  this  case, 
writes  on  his  certificate : — “  The  stench  arising  from  the  drain  which  passes 
beneath  the  floor  of  the  room  occupied  by  the  deceased  is  very  offensive,  and  has 
been  so  for  more  than  12  months  ;  its  depressing  influence  was  oftentimes  very 
marked.”  And  Mr.  Murray,  the  Registrar,  adds : — “  The  drain  here  referred  to  is 
new  within  about  12  months,  and  the  stench  probably  arises  from  some  defect  of 
construction  in  that  part  which  passes  under  the  house,  and  such  is  the  belief  of 
informant,  who  lives  in  the  house.” 

In  the  sub-district  of  Hoxton  Old  Town,  at  16  Mintern-street,  on  26th  April, 
a  solicitor’s  clerk,  aged  54  years,  died  of  “  decay  of  nature,  consequent  on  long¬ 
standing  gastro-enteritic  affection.”  Mr.  Pearce,  the  Registrar,  says  : — “  I  had 
occasion  to  remark  some  time  since  on  the  neglected  state  of  this  street.  There 
are  at  this  moment  many  persons  under  medical  treatment,  consequent,  I  believe, 
on  its  unhealthy  state  and  want  of  repair.” 

At  124  Tottenham-court-road,  on  23d  April,  the  daughter  of  a  pork -butcher, 
aged  one  year,  died  of  “  scarlatina  (15  days),  typhus  rubeoloid  (2  days).”  Mr.  Wells 
states  that  “  this  is  the  third  death  from  the  like  cause  in  the  same  family  within  a 
fortnight.  The  respective  ages  of  the  children  were  one,  2,  and  4  years.” 

Three  deaths  occurred  in  the  week  from  typhus  in  the  London  Fever  Hospital. 
Mr.  Watts,  the  Registrar,  remarks,  “  the  patients  in  this  hospital  are  still  more 
numerous  than  they  were  formerly,  but  the  deaths  have  become  fewer.  116  patients 
are  now  under  treatment.  Experience  proves  that  direct  application  should  be 
made  to  the  resident  medical  officer  in  the  early  stage  of  the  disease,  whereby  a 
better  chance  of  recovery  is  afforded.” 

At  the  Workhouse,  Bishopsgate,  on  27th  April,  the  daughter  of  a  deceased 
labourer,  aged  5  years,  died  of  “  disease  of  the  lungs,  with  atrophy  (duration  not 
known),  anasarca  (about  3  weeks).”  The  following  note  is  added  to  the  medical 
certificate : — “  This  child  was  admitted  in  the  afternoon  in  a  dying  state.  Its  mother 
represents  that  herself  and  five  children  had  been  put  on  board  a  coal  vessel  in 
Cork  Harbour  on  the  17th  March,  which  did  not  arrive  till  six  days  after  at 
Newport,  from  which,  with  this  poor  sick  child,  she  travelled  on  foot  to  London. 
She  arrived  on  Thursday  the  21st,  when  she  entered  Whitechapel  Workhouse  as  a 
vagrant,  and  remained  two  days,  and  then  left  it  to  seek  assistance  among  her 
countrymen,  for  which  purpose  she  rambled  about  town  three  days  and  nights. 
On  Monday  and  Tuesday  nights  she  slept  at  Wapping  Workhouse,  and  on  Wednes¬ 
day  entered  Bishopsgate  by  order  of  the  relieving  officer.  She  represents  that  this 
poor  child  was  ill  when  she  left  Ireland,  and  that  the  authorities  paid  her  passage 
to  England  to  get  rid  of  herself  and  children.” 

In  the  sub-district  of  St.  Botolph,  at  10  Seven-step  alley,  Aldgate,  on  27th  April, 
the  daughter  of  a  labourer,  aged  11  weeks,  died  of  marasmus.  The  medical 
attendant  adds  : — “  This  is  another  victim  to  the  culpable  negligence  which  permits 
this  place  to  be  inhabited.” 

At  the  Royal  Military  Academy,  Woolwich,  on  25th  April,  the  daughter  of  a 
sergeant,  Royal  Artillery,  aged  10  years,  died  of  “enteritis  and  peritonitis.”  (Post 
■mort.)  Dr.  Bossey,  the  medical  attendant,  states  that  “  she  had  eaten  largely  of  the 
young  leaves  of  the  maybush  (cratajgus  oxycantha)  on  the  day  on  which.  her 
illness  commenced,  and  on  several  preceding  days.” 

At  10  Cannon-row,  Woolwich,  on  28tli  April,  the  son  of  a  deceased  labourer, 
aged  3  years,  died  of  “  small-pox  (8  days),  not  vaccinated.”  Mr.  Richardson,  the 
medical  attendant,  states,  that  “this  child  was  living  in  such  a  close  unhealthy 
room  that  death  was  inevitable.” 
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In  the  sub-district  of  Ratcliff,  at  8  Little  John-street,  Caroline-street,  on 
25th  April,  the  daughter  of  a  waterman,  aged  3  years,  died  of  “  fever  (3  days).” 
Mr.  Benington,  surgeon,  who  certified  the  cause  of  this  death,  writes  on  his  certi¬ 
ficate  : — “  This  child  died  after  a  very  short  illness  from  fever  produced,  I  believe, 
by  the  scandalous  state  of  the  cesspools  in  the  houses  in  Little  Jolm-street. 
Several  members  of  the  family  are  suffering  from  diarrhoea.”  Mr.  Wells,  the 
Registrar,  adds : — “  The  next  door  neighbour  of  the  informant  of  this  death  (the 
mother  was  informant)  came  with  her,  and  informed  me  that  the  privy  of  her  house 
was  all  open  without  flooring,  and  on  complaining  to  her  landlord  of  its  disgusting 
state,  and  that  her  family  were  more  or  less  ill,  he  declined  laying  out  any  more 
money  because  the  Blackwall  Railway  Company  were  about  to  take  his  property. 
I  desired  both  persons  to  complain  to  the  beadle  of  the  hamlet,  and  I  have  sent 
the  above  statement  to  the  parochial  authorities.” 

The  following  cases  were  registered  in  the  week  : — At  38  Tkeberton-street,  on 
27th  April,  the  wife  of  a  merchant,  aged  67  years,  died  of  “  bronchitis,  pulmonary 
congestion,  furunculi.”  At  Middlesex  Hospital,  a  female  servant,  aged  21  years,  on 
29th  April,  “carbuncle  on  shoulder.”  At  St.  Thomas’  Hospital,  on  24th  April,  a 
butcher,  aged  24  years,  “  herpes  ;  serous  apoplexy.” 

Last  week  the  births  of  852  boys  and  770  girls,  in  all  1622  children,  were 
registered  in  London.  In  the  eight  corresponding  weeks  of  1845-52  the  average 
number  was  1446. 

At  the  Royal  Observatory,  Greenwich,  the  mean  height  of  the  barometer  in  the 
week  was  29 ’571  in.  The  mean  temperature  was  42*5°,  which  is  6 '7°  below 
the  average  of  the  same  week  in  38  years.  The  mean  daily  temperature  was 
below  the  average  on  every  day  of  the  week  except  Saturday  ;  and  on  Monday, 
the  coldest  day,  the  depression  amounted  to  13°.  The  highest  temperature  in  the 
week  was  60 '8°  on  Saturday;  the  lowest  was  32 •  3°  on  Monday.  The  mean 
difference  between  the  dew  point  temperature  and  air  temperature  was  5‘1°.  The 
wind  blew  mostly  from  the  north-west  at  the  beginning  of  the  week,  and  after¬ 
wards  from  the  east.

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Meteorological  Observations. 
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HEALTH  OF  LONDON  DURING  THE  WEEK. 

TnE  continuous  improvement  in  the  public  healtli  that  lias  been  lately  remarked 
seems  to  have  been  arrested,  for  the  deaths  in  London  that  had  fallen  in  the 
previous  week  to  1089  rose  again  in  the  week  that  ended  last  Saturday  to  1159. 
In  the  ten  corresponding  weeks  of  the  years  1843-52  the  average  number  was 
918,  which,  if  raised  in  proportion  to  increase  of  population,  becomes  1010. 
Hence  it  appears  that  the  actual  mortality  exceeds  the  estimated  amount  by  149. 

In  comparing  the  returns  of  the  last  two  weeks  it  is  seen  that  the  deaths  of 
children  under  15  years  rose  from  507  to  561,  those  of  persons  of  60  years  and 
upwards  from  223  to  239,  while  those  in  the  middle  period  of  life  did  not  vary  in 
amount.  Of  children  who  died  of  bronchitis  the  numbers  in  the  two  weeks 
were  29  and  41,  while  pneumonia  carried  off  60  and  66.  The  deaths  at  all  ages 
from  bronchitis  were  100  and  115,  those  from  pneumonia  75  and  83.  Diseases 
of  the  respiratory  organs  were  fatal  in  224  cases  last  week  ;  the  unusual  severity 
of  complaints  of  this  kind  will  be  apparent  from  the  number  in  corresponding 
weeks,  which  was  143,  and  this  with  a  correction  for  increased  population  is  157. 
Sixty-eight  children  died  of  hooping-cough.  There  was  only  one  fatal  case  of 
small-pox  last  week  ;  there  were  21  of  measles,  40  of  scarlatina,  41  of  typhus,  2  of 
intermittent  fever,  2  of  remittent,  4  of  rheumatic  fever,  one  of  purpura. 

At  3  Chapel-street,  Woolwich,  the  son  of  a  deceased  builder,  aged  3  years,  died 
on  28th  April  of  “  scarlatina  (10  days),  sloughing  throat  with  typhoid  fever 
(7  days).”  Mr.  Richardson,  the  medical  man  who  attended  this  child,  writes  on 
his  certificate  : — “  In  the  cellar  of  this  house  there  was  much  stagnated  water 
which  would  account  for  the  severity  of  the  disease.”  Mr.  Jackson,  the  Registrar, 
adds  : — “In  consequence  of  the  foregoing  remark  I  visited  the  house,  and  saw  the 
mother  of  the  deceased  child,  who  is  also  the  owner  of  the  premises  ;  she  states  that 
she  will  call  in  a  properly  qualified  person  to  examine  the  cellar,  and  remove,  if 
possible,  the  cause  of  complaint.” 

Three  deaths  occurred  in  the  week  in  the  London  Fever  Hospital.  Mr.  Watts 
the  Registrar,  says  : — “  The  patients  are  coming  in  fast,  and  121  beds  are  occupied. 
The  convalescent,  who  require  nourishing  diet,  form  a  large  portion  of  the 
establishment.”

At  6  Turner-square,  Aldgate,  on  1st  May,  the  wife  of  a  labourer,  aged  27  years, 
died  of  “  pulmonary  consumption.”  The  medical  attendant,  who  is  parish  surgeon, 
adds,  that  “  the  disease  was  accelerated  by  locality.” 

At  40  Phillips-street,  Haggerstone,  on  3d  May,  a  cork-cutter,  aged  43  years, 
“  suffocated  himself  by  the  vapour  of  charcoal  in  a  temporary  state  of  insanity.” 
{Inquest.)  Mr.  Bowring  says : — “  This  was  a  case  of  most  determined  self-destruction, 
the  window,  door,  and  every  part  of  the  room  where  air  could  enter  being  carefully 
pasted  over  with  paper  to  exclude  it.  On  forcing  open  the  door  of  the  apartment  a 
quantity  of  charcoal  was  still  burning.  The  deceased  was  quite  dead.” 

The  following  additional  cases  are  selected  from  the  Returns : — On  27th  April  a 
labourer,  aged  16  years,  was  accidentally  suffocated  on  a  brick-kiln  at  Kensington. 
( Post  mortem.  Inquest.)  At  5  Norman’s-buildings,  in  the  sub-district  of  City- 
road,  on  27th  April,  two  daughters  of  a  box-maker,  aged  11  and  3  years,  died 
of  “  scarlatina,  both  after  8  days’  illness.”  In  sub-district  of  Limehouse,  at 
2  Chivers-court,  on  4tli  May,  two  sons  of  a  labourer,  aged  5  years  and  one 
year,  died,  the  former  of  “  scarlatina  (30  days),  dropsy,”  the  latter  of  “  scar¬ 
latina  (14  days);”  and  in  the  same  sub-district,  at  9  Parnham-street,  on  25th 
and  28th  April,  two  sons  of  a  mason,  aged  3  and  4  years,  died  of  “  rubeola,  pneu¬ 
monia.”  At  18  Alfred-street,  Tottenham-court-road,  two  sons  of  a  printer,  aged 
5  years  and  2  years,  died  of  “  scarlatina,  anasarca,  hydrothorax,”  the  former  after  3 
weeks’,  the  latter  after  2  weeks’  illness.  At  66  Wells-street,  Marylcbone,  the  wife 
of  a  porter,  aged  31  years,  died  of  “white  swelling  in  the  knee,  chronic ;  pneu¬ 
monia  (one  week).”  Two  deaths  from  carbuncle  were  registered  in  the  week  : — 
A  police  constable,  pensioner,  aged  64  years,  died  at  3  Carrington-street,  May-fair, 
of  “carbuncle  (6  or  7  weeks),  bronchitis  (some  years)  and  in  St.  Bartholomew’s 
Hospital  a  glass-blower,  aged  50  years,  from  Blackfriars-road,  “carbuncle.”  On 
31st  March,  in  the  same  hospital,  the  son  of  a  labourer,  aged  6  years,  died  of 
“  inflammation  of  the  right  lung,  after  opening  the  trachea  in  consequence  of  a  piece 
of  meat  sticking  in  his  throat  (3  weeks).”  ( Post  mort.)  Two  children,  male 
twins,  died  at  the  ages  of  4  days  and  6  days  of  “malformation  of  spleen;  jaundice.” 
In  University  College  Hospital  a  labourer,  aged  28  years,  died  of  “  acute 
eczema,  pyohacmia.”  {Post  mort.)  On  1st  May  a  brewer’s  servant,  aged  27  years, 
died  of  “ paralysis,  extensive  sloughing  of  the  nates.”  Mr.  Barringer,  the  medical 
attendant,  adds,  that  “  this  man  was  discharged  incurable  from  Guy’s  Hospital 
some  time  since.  The  case  was  very  remarkable  from  the  extensive  sloughing,  the 
sacrum  and  os  eoccygis  being  completely  denuded.”  A  surgeon’s  assistant  died  in 
Shoreditch  Workhouse,  aged  27  years,  from  “epilepsy,  accelerated  by  opium  taken 
habitually.”  {Inquest.) 

Last  week  the  births  of  816  boys  and  755  girls,  in  all  1571  children,  were  registered 
in  London.  In  the  eight  corresponding  weeks  of  1845-52  the  average  number 
was  1410. 

At  the  Royal  Observatory,  Greenwich,  the  mean  height  of  the  barometer  in 
tire  week  was  29 '773  in.  The  reading  of  the  barometer  decreased  from  29 '79  in. 
at  the  beginning  of  the  week  to  29 -64  in.  by  9h.  a.m.  on  the  3d;  increased  to 
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30*01  in.  by  9h.  p.m.  on  the  4th;  and  decreased  to  29 ’46  in.  by  the  end  ot  the 
week.  The  mean  temperature  of  the  week  was  47 '9°,  which  is  3 ‘8°  below  the 
average  of  the  same  week  in  38  years.  On  the  first  two  days  the  mean  daily 
temperature  was  above  the  average  ;  on  all  the  following  days  it  was  below  it;  and 
this  depression  amounted  to  8 ‘ 8°  on  Friday,  and  14'2°  on  Saturday.  The  highest 
temperature  was  65 ‘5°  on  Sunday  ;  the  lowest  was  36 '3°  on  Saturday.  The 
greatest  difference  between  the  dew  point  temperature  and  air  temperature  occurred 
on  Sunday,  and  was  18*7°  ;  the  mean  of  the  week  tvas  4 •  5°.  The  wind  which 
in  the  early  part  of  the  week  blew  from  the  south-east  changed  to  north-east  in 
the  last  four  days.

HEALTH  OF  LONDON  DURING  THE  WEEK. 

The  mortality  of  London  last  week,  was  considerably  higher  than  is  usual  in  the 
middle  of  May,  but  it  exhibits  a  reduction  as  compared  with  that  of  the  preceding- 
week.  The  numbers  of  deaths  registered  in  the  last  three  weeks  were  1089,  1159, 
and  1099.  The  mean  temperatures  in  the  same  times  were  42 '5°,  47 '9,  and  45 ‘3°. 
The  depression  of  temperature  at  the  end  of  April  was  followed  by  an  increase  of 
mortality  at  the  beginning  of  May. 

In  the  ten  weeks,  corresponding  to  the  week  that  ended  last  Saturday,  of  the 
years  1843-52  the  average  number  of  deaths  was  934,  which,  with  a  correction  for 
increase  of  population,  becomes  1027.  IleDce  the  1099  deaths  of  last  week  exceed 
the  estimated  amount  by  72. 

On  reference  to  the  Table  of  Fatal  Diseases  a  diminution  of  greater  or  less  amount 
will  be  seen  under  most  of  those  heads  that  contribute  the  largest  proportions  to 
the  weekly  sum.  Typhus  forms  an  exception,  for  the  deaths  from  this  disease  have 
risen  from  41  in  each  of  the  two  former  weeks  to  71  in  the  last.  From  hooping- 
cough  also  the  mortality  is  high,  and  does  not  show  much  disposition  to  subside;  it 
was  fatal  to  59  children. 

In  the  sub-district,  Waterloo,  2d  part,  at  8  Charlotte-place,  on  9th  May,  the  son 
of  a  musician,  aged  one  year,  died  of  “scarlatina  (3  weeks),  oedema  (one  week).” 
Mr.  Daws,  the  Registrar,  adds  : — “  The  father  of  the  child  stated,  that  at  the  back 
of  his  house  a  neighbour  kept  pigs,  the  smell  from  which  was  most  offensive  ;  that 
his  family  were  constantly  ill,  and  that  a  medical  attendant  had  told  him  this 
was  to  be  attributed  to  the  nuisance  at  the  back.” 

On  6th  May,  at  7  Croply-terrace-east,  in  Iloxton  New  Town,  the  son  of  an 
engraver,  aged  2  years,  died  of  “  scarlatina  maligna  (7  weeks),  hydrothorax, 
ascites.”  Mr.  Ansell,  the  Registrar,  observes  : — “  I  am  informed  by  the  mother 
that  the  family  are  subject  to  dreadful  smells  in  the  morning  when  the  water  comes 
on,  that  she  had  herself  been  ill  for  some  time,  and  her  husband  had  given 
notice  to  leave  the  house.”  The  medical  certificate  states  : — “  This  is  a  remarkable 
case,  and  shows  the  uncertainty  of  recovery  from  scarlatina,  even  after  lengthened 
periods  from  the  commencement  of  the  primary  attack,  and  when  all  cause  of  alarm 
appears  to  be  removed ;  it  also  shows  the  fatal  effect  of  sudden  change  of 
temperature  in  such  cases.” 

In  the  sub-district  of  Saint  James,  Clerkenwell,  at  4  Sand-yard,  on  6th  May, 
the  son  of  a  labourer,  aged  1 1  months,  died  of  “  fever  typhoid  (7  days).”  Mr. 
Goddard,  the  medical  attendant,  writes  on  his  certificate  : — “  This  is  the  third  case 
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of  fever  that  has  occurred  in  a  few  days  in  this  room,  in  which  are  two  families 
consisting  of  12  persons,  all  living,  sleeping,  cooking,  and  doing  their  other 
domestic  business.” 

In  the  sub-district  of  Saint  John,  Marylebone,  at  9  North-street,  on  8th  May, 
the  daughter  of  a  coachman,  aged  4  years,  died  of  “  malignant  scarlatina  (13  days), 
inflammation  of  tonsils  and  maxillary  glands.”  Mr.  Allen,  the  medical  attendant, 
adds,  that  “  this  is  the  second  death  occurring  in  the  same  family  within  two 
days.  The  type  of  disease  must  be  attributed  mainly  to  the  poisonous  exhalation 
arising  from  defective  drains.” 

At  4  Devonsliire-terrace,  Balham,  on  9th  May,  the  daughter  of  a  gardener,  aged 
4  years,  died  of  “typhus  (10  days).”  Mr.  Witliall,  the  Registrar,  makes  the  fol¬ 
lowing  statement : — “  The  offensive  odour  which  pervades  the  whole  of  the  house, 
arising  from  the  decayed  state  of  the  wall  between  the  washhouse  and  privy,  is 
at  times  unbearable.  Complaint  has  been  made  to  the  landlord,  but  nothing  has 
been  done  to  remedy  the  evil.  Four  other  children  have  been  attacked  with 
scarlatina,  but  they  are  all  recovering.  The  medical  attendant  stated  that  the 
smell  was  enough  to  create  fever.” 

On  5tli  May,  at  8  York-road,  King’s-cross,  a  farmer  at  Leak,  Boston,  Lincoln¬ 
shire,  aged  43  years,  died  of  “gastro-enteritis  (12  days),  febris  typhoides  (4  days).” 
Mr.  Watts,  the  Registrar,  mentions  that  “the  deceased  was  travelling  by  rail  from 
Boston  to  Brighton  for  his  health,  but  on  arriving  at  King’s  Cross  was  found  in  the 
train  bent  double,  and  in  that  state  conveyed  to  a  coffee-house  close  by,  where  he 
was  known,  and  there  he  remained  till  he  died.” 

The  following  additional  cases  are  selected  from  the  Returns : — A  labourer,  aged 
49  years,  died  in  Battersea  of  “  mercurial  paralysis  (7  years).”  At  23  Ash- 
burnham-road,  Greenwich,  a  painter,  aged  15  years,  died  from  “effects  of  lead  (14 
days).”  In  New  Bond-street,  a  warehousemen,  aged  58  years,  died  of  “  malignant 
disease  of  upper  lip,  gums,  and  alveolar  process,  inducing  diarrhoea,  and  exhaustion 
from  inability  to  take  food.”  In  University  College  Hospital  a  spinster,  aged  57 
years,  “  erysipelas,  laryngitis  ;  tracheotomy  (30  hours).”  Lost  mort.  At  63  Lower- 
fore-street,  Lambeth,  the  son  of  a  painter,  aged  7  months,  “  porrigo  larvalis, 
marasmus  (6  months).”  In  the  workhouse,  Borough-road,  a  man,  aged  61  years, 
who  had  come  from  60  Surrey-street,  died  on  7th  May  of  “  self-destitution.”  A 
master  mariner,  aged  38  years,  died  of  “orchitis  (14  days),  gangrene  (3  days).”  A 
woman,  aged  35  years,  died  of  “  soft  cancer  of  kidney  (2^  years),  and  both  lungs 
(5  months).”  Lost  mort.  The  deceased  was  confined  on  1st  May  ;  the  child  lived 
only  one  day  ;  the  cancer  weighed  14  lbs.  In  the  City  of  London  Workhouse,  on 
7th  May,  a  boy,  aged  one  year,  died  of  pneumonia.  Mr.  Castleden  says,  that  this 
child  wras  found  by  a  policeman  in  St.  Swithin’s-lane  when  about  a  month  old,  and 
no  information  could  afterwards  be  obtained  concerning  it.  A  carpenter,  aged  28 
years,  died  from  “injury  by  a  nail  passing  through  his  foot  (3  wreeks),  tetanus 
(3  days).” 

A  boy,  aged  5  wreeks,  died  of  “  convulsions  arising  from  venereal  disease.”  No 
medical  attendant.  The  Registrar  says  : — “  From  the  unasked  statement  of  the 
mother  it  appears  that  she  has  had  six  children  who  have  all  died  in  the  same 
way.  She  had  no  medical  attendant  at  the  birth,  a  neighbour  having  been 
called  in  to  perform  the  necessary  offices.  She  stated  she  could  not  afford 
medical  advice,  although  from  what  I  learnt  the  husband  is  earning  28s.  or  29s. 
per  week.” 


Births  and  Deaths  registered  last  Week. 
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Last  week  the  births  of  870  boys  and  806  girls,  in  all  1676  children,  were 
registered  in  London.  The  average  number  in  the  eight  corresponding  weeks  of 
the  years  1845-52  was  1383. 

At  the  Royal  Observatory,  Greenwich,  the  mean  height  of  the  barometer  in  the 
week  was  29  "760  in.  The  mean  temperature  of  the  week  was  45*3°,  which  is 
6 ' 6°  below  the  average  of  the  same  week  in  38  years.  The  mean  daily  temperature 
was  below  the  average  on  every  day  of  the  week,  and  this  depression  amounted 
to  12°,  10°,  and  9°  on  the  first  three  days.  The  air  became  gradually  warmer,  and 
on  Saturday  the  mean  was  51°.  The  mean  difference  between  the  dew  point  tem¬ 
perature  and  air  temperature  was  7’9°  ;  the  greatest  difference  was  17'4°  on 
Thursday  ;  the  least  was  2' 1°  on  the  same  day.

The  corrected  average  for  small-pox,  or  other  diseases,  except  those  marked  by 
asterisks  as  having  undergone  changes  in  the  classification,  may  be  obtained  in  the  same  manner.  The 
deaths  from  small-pox  were  175  in  10  weeks;  the  average  was  18;  the  corrected  average 20.  London  increased 
at  the  rate  of  1-551  per  cent,  annually  in  the  ten  years,  June  1831-41 ;  1-998  per  cent,  annually  in  the  ten  years, 
1S41-51;  and  1-778  per  cent,  annually  in  the  fifty  years,  1801-51.  The  last  number  mav  be  taken  to  express 
the  existing  rate  of  increase;  and  as  the  interval  'from  the  middle  of  the  time,  first  week  (LS43-52)  to  the

HEALTH  OF  LONDON  DU3ING  THE  WEEK. 

In  the  week  that  ended  last  Saturday  the  deaths  registered  in  London  numbered 
1098,  being  nearly  the  same  amount  as  in  the  previous  week.  In  the  ten  cor¬ 
responding  weeks  of  the  years  1843-52  the  average  number  was  900,  which,  if 
raised  in  proportion  to  increase  of  population  during  that  period  and  up  to  the 
present  time,  will  give  a  mortality  for  last  week  of  990.  Hence  it  appears  that 
the  actual  number  of  deaths  last  week  exceeds  the  estimated  amount  by  108. 

Fatal  cases  arising  from  diseases  of  the  respiratory  organs  continue  to  decline, 
but  they  still  exhibit  an  excess  above  those  of  cox-responding  weeks,  for  last  week  they 
were  174,  while  the  corrected  average  is  only  131.  Phthisis  destroyed  152  lives, 
hooping-cough  65.  The  weekly  tempei-ature  l-ose  10  degi-ees,  and  an  increase  in 
diari-hoea  is  the  immediate  l-esult  ;  this  complaint  was  fatal  in  18  and  28  cases  in 
the  last  two  weeks.  Typhus  in  the  same  times  declined  from  71  to  58. 

In  the  sub-disti’ict  South  St.  Giles-in-the-fields  five  deaths  wei-e  registered  in 
the  week  from  typhus,  one  from  gastric  fevei-,  and  one  from  brain  fever.  One  of 
these  occurred  in  Short’s-gardens,  one  in  Endell-street,  one  in  Smart’s-buildings, 
and  the  rest  in  the  Workhouse.  Mr.  Faulkner,  the  Registrar,  says  : — “  Typhus 
has  been  very  prevalent  lately  in  my  sub-district.  I  have  registered  11  cases 
since  4th  May,  and  8  of  these  occurred  in  the  Woi-khouse.” 

Mr.  Matthews,  Registrar  of  Somers  Town  sub-district,  observes  : — “  The  warm 
weather  having  now  set  in,  I  would  suggest  that  that  part  of  my  sub-district  which 
is  under  the  control  of  the  Commissioners  of  the  Somers  Town  Estate,  should  be 
better  cleansed,  and  that  the  sti-eets  should  be  watered.” 

At  141  High  Holborn,  on  13th  May,  a  spinster,  teacher  at  the  Field-lane  Ragged 
School,  aged  31  years,  died  of  “typhus  (8  days).”  Mr.  Yardley,  the  Registrar, 
was  informed  that  “  the  deceased  came  home  ill  from  the  Ragged  School,  where 
it  is  supposed  she  had  caught  the  infection,  as  two  or  three  of  the  children 
attending  the  school  had  died  fi-om  typhus,  and  two  of  the  missionaries  visiting 
the  Refuge,  which  is  under  the  school,  had  also  died  from  it.  There  was  also 
registered  the  death  of  a  man  on  the  11th  April  who  died  from  typhus  abdominalis 
in  the  Hahnemann  Hospital,  and  who  had  been  removed  from  the  Refuge.” 

At  7  Sun-square,  Bishopsgate,  on  20th  May,  the  daughter  of  a  deceased  mariner, 
aged  16  months,  died  of  diarrhoea.  Mr.  Spencei',  the  Registrar,  adds  : — “  The 
mother  and  child  were  in  the  Workhouse,  Bishopsgate,  on  account  of  ill  health, 
but  the  foi-mer  discharged  herself  and  child  for  the  purpose  of  getting  further 
advice  from  Saint  Bartholomew’s  Hospital,  where  she  was  reproved  for  bringing 
[21.]  Y 
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the  child  away  in  so  dangerous  a  state.  I  am  sorry  to  say  that  such  conduct  is 
too  often  exhibited  by  the  inmates  of  the  Workhouse  towards  the  medical  officer 
whose  kindness  and  skill  are  deserving  of  greater  confidence.” 

The  following  five  deaths  occurred  in  the  week  in  the  London  Fever  Hospital, 
two  on  the  17th  May,  two  on  the  19th,  and  one  on  the  21st : — 

A  labourer,  brought  from  Mary lebone  Workhouse,  aged  34  years,  “typhus  21 
days.  In  hospital  6  days.” 

A  woman  from  Lambeth  Workhouse,  aged  36  years,  “  typhus  (duration 
unknown).  In  hospital  one  day.” 

A  labourer  from  Smith-buildings,  Peckham,  aged  32  years,  “meningitis  (18 
days).  In  hospital  13  days.” 

A  labourer  from  Greenman’s-lane,  Islington,  aged  40  years,  “  typhus  (duration 
unknown).  In  hospital  6  days  ” 

A  widow  from  Orchard-place,  Marylebone,  aged  45  years,  “  typhus  (duration 
unknown).  In  hospital  7  days.” 

The  following  additional  cases  are  selected  from  the  Returns  of  the  week : — At 
21  Rosemary-lane,  Aldgate,  on  17th  May,  the  son  of  a  journeyman  plasterer,  aged 
one  year  and  9  months,  died  of  “  fever,  hydrophobia.”  Certified.  A  moulder  in 
Whitechapel,  aged  23  years,  died  a  “  natural  death,  accelerated  by  grief  and 
disappointment.”  Inquest.  In  the  Strand  Union  Workhouse,  on  20th  May,  a 
carpenter,  aged  62  years,  died  of  “destitution  and  debility.”  In  King’s  College 
Hospital,  on  13th  May,  a  brass-dresser,  aged  41  years,  from  11  Bennett’s-court, 
Drury-lane,  died  of  “  acute  oedema  of  fauces,  glottis  (9  hours),  tracheotomy, 
bronchitis,  pneumonia  ;  died  47  hours  after  operation.”  Post  mort.  At  21  Evers- 
holt-street,  Somers  Town,  on  13th  May,  a  greengrocer,  aged  39  years,  died  of 
‘‘atrophia,  anthrax.”  On  13th  and  19th  May  respectively,  at  13  Barclay-street, 
Somers  Town,  two  daughters  of  a  carman,  both  aged  9  months,  died  of  pneumonia, 
one  after  7  days’,  the  other  after  14  days’  illness.  At  28  Surrey-square,  Walworth, 
two  sisters,  aged  9  and  2  years,  died  on  13th  and  17th  May  of  scarlatina,  one 
after  14  days’,  the  other  after  18  days’  illness.  At  30  College-street  West,  Camden 
Town,  on  loth  and  20th  May,  twTo  sisters,  aged  3  and 6  years,  died  both  of  “hoop¬ 
ing-cough  (one  month),  pneumonia  (one  week).”  In  Poplar,  at  11  Providence- 
place,  Woolmore-street,  on  10th  and  14th  May,  two  daughters  of  a  labourer,  both 
aged  14  months,  died  of  “hooping-cough,  pneumonia,  convulsions.”  In  Marylebone 
a  gentleman,  aged  73  years,  died  from  “  cutting  a  corn  too  deeply  on  the  little  toe 
of  a  paralyzed  leg  ;  erysipelas  (10  days),  gangrene  (6  days).”  At  13  Sydney-street, 
Islington,  the  daughter  of  a  labourer,  aged  4  months,  died  of  “erysipelas  (11  days), 
on  the  fourth  day  after  vaccination.”  A  saddler  from  Hackney,  aged  18  years,  died 
on  16th  May  in  the  Small-pox  Hospital  of  “small-pox,  confluent,  unprotected  (13 
days).”  A  man,  aged  55  years,  died  of  “  haematemesis ;  ulceration  of  stomach, 
accelerated  by  intemperance  in  spirit  drinking.”  Post  mort.  A  woman  also  died  of 
intemperance.  In  St.  Thomas’  Hospital,  on  3d  May,  a  fisherman,  aged  28  years,  died 
of  “  inflammation  of  the  stomach,  urticaria,  after  eating  shell-fish.” 

Last  week  the  births  of  791  boys  and  776  girls,  in  all  1567  children,  were  registered 
in  London.  The  average  number  in  eight  corresponding  weeks  of  the  years  1845-52 
was  1347- 

At  the  Royal  Observatory,  Greenwich,  the  mean  height  of  the  barometer  in 
the  week  w7as  29 '760  in.  The  reading  of  the  barometer  decreased  from  29 '73  in. 
at  the  beginning  of  the  week  to  29 '55  in.  by  9h.  p.m.  on  the  16th;  increased  to 
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29*85  in.  by  9h.  a.m.  on  the  19th  ;  remained  at  this  reading  till  9h.  p.m.  on  the  19th  ; 
increased  to  29 '94  in.  by  9h.  p.m.  on  the  20th  ;  and  decreased  to  29 '91  in.  by  the 
end  of  the  week.  The  mean  temperature  of  the  week  was  55 '2°,  which  is  2° 
above  the  average  temperature  of  the  same  week  in  38  years.  The  mean  daily 
temperature  rose  from  50 ’4°  on  Sunday,  when  it  was  below  the  average,  to  59 '5° 
on  Thursday,  which  is  6'1°  above  it  ;  it  again  declined  on  the  last  two  days  to  53°. 
The  highest  temperature,  which  was  72  ',  occurred  on  Wednesday  and  Thursday  ; 
the  lowest  occurred  on  Saturday,  and  was  38 ’5°,  showing  a  range  of  33°  in  the 
week.  The  wind  blew  for  the  most  part  from  the  north-east.  The  greatest 
difference  between  the  dew  point  temperature  and  air  temperature  was  1 7  ‘  3°  on 
Saturday  ;  the  least  occurred  on  Monday,  and  was  1 ' 8°  ;  the  mean  of  the  week 
was  9  •  7°.

An  average  of  ten  weeks  (1843-52)  is  obtained  by  putting  the  decimal  point  before  the  unit  place  of  the  sura 
of  any  district,  except  those  districts  for  which  the  weekly  numbers  during  the  whole  period  of  ten  years  are  not 
complete.  Thus  the  sum  of  deaths  in  ten  weeks  is  9001  ;  which,  divided  by  10,  gives  nearly  900  for  the  weekly 
average.  This  average  is  corrected  for  increase  of  population,  and  thus  rendered  comparable  with  the 
deaths  of  1853,  by  adding  to  it  a  tenth  part;  thus,  900  divided  by  10  is  90,  which,  added  to  900,  makes  the 
corrected  average  990.  The  corrected  average  for  small-pox,  or  other  diseases,  except  those  marked  by 
asterisks  as  having  undergone  changes  in  the  classification,  may  be  obtained  in  the  same  manner.  The 
deaths  from  small-pox  were  198  in  10  weeks  ;  the  average  was  20;  the  corrected  average  22.  London  increased 
at  the  rate  of  1-551  per  cent,  annually  in  the  ten  years,  June  1831-41 ;  1  -998 per  cent,  annually  in  the  ten  years, 
1841-51;  and  1-778  percent,  annually  in  the  fifty  years,  1801-51.  The  last  number  maybe  taken  to  express 
the  existing  rate  of  increase;  and  as  the  interval  from  the  middle  of  the  time,  first  week  (1843-52)  to  the

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HEALTH  OF  LONDON  DURING  THE  WEEK. 

The  Returns  of  mortality  do  not  yet  indicate  that  improvement  in  the  public 
health  which  may  have  been  anticipated  from  the  more  favourable  character  of  the 
weather.  The  following  are  the  deaths  registered  in  London  in  each  week  of  May  : 
1159,  1099,  1098,  and  (in  the  week  that  ended  last  Saturday)  1128,  showing  a 
small  increase  in  the  present  on  the  two  preceding  returns.  The  mean  weekly 
temperatures  of  the  month  have  been  47*9°,  45 '3°,  55 ’2°,  and  59 ’7°. 

In  the  ten  weeks,  corresponding  to  last  week,  of  the  years  1843-52  the 
average  number  of  deaths  was  890,  which,  if  raised  in  proportion  to  increase  of 
population,  will  give  a  mortality  for  last  week  of  979.  The  actual  result  is  there¬ 
fore  in  excess  of  the  estimated  amount  by  149. 

Diseases  of  the  nervous  system  appear  to  have  supplied  more  than  the  ordinary 
contingent;  for  155  cases  are  found  in  this  class,  while  the  average  is  120. 
Taking  some  particular  diseases,  cephalitis  was  fatal  in  the  last  three  weeks  in 
14,  11,  and  16  cases  successively;  apoplexy  25,  23,  24;  paralysis  17,  23,  33; 
delirium  tremens  3,  2,  4  ;  epilepsy  3,  9,  13 ;  convulsions  40,  35,  43.  Pneumonia 
shows  a  decided  decrease,  the  deaths  from  it  having  fallen  to  57  ;  hooping-cough 
also  is  not  quite  so  fatal,  while  diarrhoea  slightly  increases.  The  last-mentioned 
complaint  numbers  in  the  last  three  returns  18,  28,  and  32. 

In  the  sub-district  of  Woolwich  Arsenal,  at  52  William-street,  on  10th  May, 
the  daughter  of  a  pensioner,  Royal  Artillery,  aged  8  years,  died  of  “  tabes 
mesenterica  from  birth.”  Mr.  Richardson,  the  medical  attendant  of  this  case, 
writes  on  his  certificate  : — “  An  enormous  number  of  children  die  in  this  town 
from  scrofulous  disease,  and  from  other  maladies  of  a  similar  character  that  appear 
to  be  preventible.” 

At  the  Royal  Free  Hospital,  Gray’s-inn-road,  three  deaths  were  registered  from 
typhus.  With  reference  to  one  which  occurred  on  14th  May,  that  of  a  female 
servant,  aged  36  years,  brought  from  Baldwin’s-gardens,  Saint  Andrew’s  Parish, 
the  surgeon  of  the  hospital  makes  the  following  statement : — “  This  woman  lived 
at  16  Baldwin’s-gardens,  where  her  sister  died  of  fever  ;  her  brother  also  died  in 
the  Fever  Hospital ;  her  sister’s  husband  and  daughter  were  attacked,  but  have 
recovered,  and  her  husband  is  now  ill ;  consequently  out  of  a  family  of  8,  6  were 
attacked  by  fever,  3  of  whom  died;  2  children  alone  efcaped ;  18  prople  were 
living  in  this  house,  which  consists  of  8  rooms.”

At  4  North-terrace,  South-street,  May-fair,  on  23d  May,  the  son  of  a  lodging- 
house  keeper,  aged  15  months,  died  of  “  teething  (6  months),  hooping-cough  (one 
■week),  convulsions  (12  hours).”  Dr.  Walsh,  the  Registrar,  says  : — “  Another  child 
in  this  house  has  hooping-cough  with  typhoid  fever.  A  cesspool  opposite  the 
door  is  much  complained  of.  The  court  is  narrow,  but  well  paved,  clean,  and 
respectably  inhabited.” 

In  the  sub-district,  Saint  Leonard,  Shoreditch,  at  8  Matthew-street,  on  22d  May, 
a  watch-case  maker,  aged  34  years,  died  of  “  typhus  (7  days).”  Mr.  Yarrow,  the 
Registrar,  adds: — “  The  father  of  the  deceased  infoi'nxs  me  that  he  was  one  of 

4  men  employed  at  the  same  manufactoiy ;  all  were  taken  ill  with  the  same 
disordei’,  and  3  are  dead.  The  other  he  supposed  could  not  live.  The  workshop 
he  stated  to  be  in  Banner-street,  Saint  Luke’s.” 

At  13  Seven-step-alley,  Aldgate,  on  24th  May,  the  daughter  cf  a  shoemender, 
aged  one  year,  died  of  “  pneumonitis,  asphyxia.”  The  parish  surgeon  adds  on  his 
certificate  : — “  This  is  the  fourth  death  from  preventible  causes  in  this  long- 
condemned  locality  within  as  many  weeks.  Are  these  deaths  a  proof  of  the 
vigilance  of  the  City  Commission  of  Sewers,  when  this  place  was  pronounced  unfit 
for  human  habitation  4  years  ago  by  their  own  officer  of  health  ?” 

Two  pel-sons  were  registered  in  the  week  whose  lives  had  been  protracted  beyond 
the  ordinary  limit  of  existence  : — 

On  25th  May  a  chair-bottom  maker  died  from  “  old  age  ”  in  the  Greenwich 
Workhouse  at  the  age  of  100  yeai’s. 

On  21st  May,  at  1  Elder-street,  Norton  Folgate,  a  man,  formerly  a  clock-maker, 
but  latterly  out  of  business,  died  from  “  old  age,  a  fall  a  month  ago ;  exhaustion,”  at 
the  age  of  106  years. 

The  following  additional  cases  are  selected  from  the  Returns : — At  3  Pi-ovidence- 
place,  Woolwich,  on  19th  and  21st  May,  two.sons  of  an  engineer,  aged  respectively 

5  and  2  yeai's,  died  of  “  scarlatina  maligna  (2  days).”  At  32  JEgis-terraee, 
Battersea-fields,  two  sons  of  a  bolt-maker,  aged  3  and  4  years,  died  of  “scarlatina 
(5  days).”  And  in  the  same  sub-district  (Battei’sea),  at  2  Stewart’s-lane,  on 
22d  May,  a  labourer,  aged  21  years,  died  of  “typhus  (3  days)  and  on  the  same 
day,  at  Webb’s- cottages,  Stewart’s-lane,  the  son  of  a  labourer1,  aged  6  years,  died 
of  “typhus  (19  days).”  In  Woolwich,  at  6  New-street,  Iligh-sti-eet,  on  22d  and 
27th  May,  the  daughter  and  son  of  a  mason,  aged  l-espectively  3  yeai’s  and  one 
year,  died  of  scarlatina,  the  former  after  3  weeks’,  the  latter  after  10  days’  illness. 
Also  in  Woolwich,  at  2  Gough -yard,  High-street,  on  8th  May,  a  spinster,  aged  24 
yeai-s,  died  of  “  small-pox,  natui’al  (5  days).”  In  Somers  Town,  at  15  Southampton- 
street,  on  the  18th  and  26th  May,  the  daughter  and  son  of  an  artist,  aged  respec¬ 
tively  3  and  6  years,  died,  the  former  of  “pei’tussis  (6  weeks),  cerebral  congestion 
and  convulsions  (4  days) the  latter  of  “  scarlatina  (3  weeks),  convulsions 
(2  days).”  On  16th  and  20th  May,  at  18  John-street,  South  Hackney,  female 
twins,  aged  16  months,  died  of  “hooping-cough,  convulsions.”  In  University 
College  Hospital,  on  19th  May,  the  daughter  of  an  engineer,  aged  4  months,  died  of 
“  nasvus  of  upper  lip  ;  operation.” 

Last  week  the  births  of  782  boys  and  779  girls,  in  all  1561  children,  were 
registered  i.i  London.  The  average  number  in  eight  corresponding  weeks  of  the 
yeai’s  1845-52  was  1371. 


Births  and  Deaths  registered  last  Week. 
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At  the  Royal  Observatory,  Greenwich,  the  mean  height  of  the  barometer  in  the 
■week  was  29 ‘696  in.  The  reading  of  the  barometer  decreased  from  29 '96  in.  at 
the  beginning  of  the  week  to  29  ’45  in.  by  noon  on  the  26th,  and  increased  to 
29 ‘60  in.  by  the  end  of  the  week.  The  mean  temperature  of  the  week  was  59 '7°, 
which  is  4 '7°  above  the  average  of  the  same  week  in  38  years.  On  Thursday  and 
Friday,  when  the  temperature  was  highest,  the  mean  was  about  64°,  and  8°  or  9° 
above  the  average.  The  highest  temperature  was  78 '8°  on  Friday,  the  lowest 
41  '6°  on  Sunday.  The  wind  blew  from  the  north-east  on  the  first  four  days,  it 
was  calm  on  the  two  following,  and  on  Saturday  it  blew  from  the  south-west,  the 
only  day  on  which  the  mean  temperature  was  below  the  average.  The  mean 
difference  between  the  dew  point  temperature  and  air  temperature  was  10 '9°  ; 
the  greatest  was  17 ‘6°  on  Sunday  and  Thursday  ;  the  least  1  ’  1°  on  Friday.

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Meteorological  Observations. 
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HEALTH  OF  LONDON  DURING  THE  WEEK. 

The  present  Return  exhibits  a  lower  amount  of  mortality  in  the  metropolis  than 
has  been  observed  in  any  previous  week  since  January.  The  deaths  registered 
last  week  were  1023,  which  is  about  a  hundred  less  than  in  the  week  immediately 
preceding.  In  the  ten  corresponding  weeks  of  the  years  1843—52  the  average 
number  was  892,  which  with  a  correction  for  increase  of  population  becomes 
981.  Hence  it  appears  that  the  1023  deaths  now  returned  exceed  the  calculated 
amount  by  42. 

The  recent  decrease  is  generally  apparent  throughout  the  Table  of  Fatal  Diseases, 
but  is  most  considerable  in  those  affecting  the  respiratory  organs.  This  class  has 
declined  in  the  number  of  fatal  cases  to  129,  of  which  63  are  referred  to  bronchitis, 
and  42  to  pneumonia.  Phthisis,  which  numbers  152,  maintains  its  preponderance 
in  the  list.  Typhus  has  declined  in  the  last  two  weeks  from  53  to  41  ;  diarrhoea 
from  32  to  21  ;  measles  increased  from  19  to  28  ;  with  these  exceptions,  zymotic 
diseases  discover  no  important  fluctuation. 

The  following  ease  of  cholera  was  registered  in  the  week  : — 

On  27th  May,  at  Saint  Mary’s  Hospital,  Paddington,  a  labourer,  aged  49  years, 
from  Brook-mews,  Paddington,  died  of  “  cholera  (3  days,  as  far  as  known)  ;  only 
well  marked  the  last  25  hours.”  Post  mort. 

With  reference  to  two  deaths  from  cholera,  which  have  been  registered  in  the 
sub-district  of  Fulham,  since  the  registration  of  last  week  was  completed,  Mr.  Knight, 
the  Registrar,  writes  as  follows  : — “  I  beg  to  state  that  I  have  this  day  (5th  June) 
registered  one  of  two  children  who  died  at  11  Palace-place,  one,  according  to 
certificate,  from  cholera  infantum;  the  other,  I  believe,  from  the  same  disease.  They 
were  nurse  children,  and  the  female  who  had  care  of  them  only  came  to  reside  at 
Fulham  on  Saturday  28th  April,  from  Putney,  when  the  children  were  well.  The 
house  in  which  they  died  is  a  new  one.  The  woman  herself  is  very  poorly,  and  if 
this  disease  spread  I  should  consider  that  I  had  not  done  my  duty  if  I  had  not 
taken  the  earliest  opportunity  to  give  information.” 

At  10^  Queen’s-head-lane,  Islington,  on  1st  June,  the  daughter  of  a  house- 
painter,  aged  6  years,  died  of  “  scarlatina  maligna,  effusion  into  pericardium, 
exhaustion.”  Mr.  Butterfield,  the  Registrar,  states  that  “  this  is  the  third  death 
from  scarlatina  within  a  month  in  this  family,  and  the  fourth  in  the  house.  The 
drains  are  defective.” 

On  29th  May,  at  6  Great  Stanhope-street,  May-fair,  a  carver,  aged  38  years, 
“  drowning,  suicide  when  insane,  found  dead,  ’  in  a  tub  of  water.  Inquest .• 
[23.]  a  A 
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Dr.  Walsh,  the  Registrar,  -adds : — “  The  widow  states  that  this  man  had  been 
under  private  medical  treatment  for  symptoms  of  insanity.  Very  early  on  the 
morning  of  his  death  he  went  out  with  a  friend,  saying  he  feared  he  should  do  his 
wife  some  mischief,  applied  for  admission  at  Bethlehem  and  Saint  George’s  Hos¬ 
pitals,  and  not  succeeding,  nearly  killed  his  companion,  then  climbed  a  hoard,  and 
put  liis  head  into  the  shallow  water  tub  of  the  plasterers.” 

The  following  additional  cases  are  selected  from  the  Returns  of  the  week : — On 
30th  May,  at  13  Circus-street,  Marylebone,  the  son  of  a  domestic  servant,  aged  3 
weeks,  “  pemphigus  (12  days),  jaundice  (9  days).”  In  the  Clapham-road  a  gentle¬ 
man,  aged  68  years,  “  carbuncles  (4  months).”  In  Belgrave  sub-district  a  lady,  83 
years,  “carbuncle  (14  days),  erysipelas  (24  hours).”  In  St.  George’s  Hospital  a 
woodcutter,  54  years,  “wound  of  finger,  secondary  suppuration,  inflammation  of 
lungs.”  Post  mort.  The  disease  in  the  finger  began  as  a  carbuncle,  or  whitlow, 
and  was  opened  before  going  into  the  hospital.  At  47  Sidney-street,  Islington,  a 
brickmaker,  aged  53  years,  died  from  “  wound  of  the  hand  from  glass  whilst 
engaged  in  moulding  bricks ;  locked  jaw  (4  days).”  A  boy  and  a  girl,  twins,  were 
born  prematurely ;  one  was  stillborn,  the  other  lived  3  days  ;  the  mother  had  been 
residing  at  Holloway,  and  premature  labour  was  brought  on  by  hearing  of  a  murder 
being  committed  in  the  neighbourhood.  A  journeyman  carpenter,  aged  44  years, 
died  from  “  the  bursting  of  a  pharyngeal  abscess  into  the  windpipe.”  Post  mort. 
At  Bermondsey,  New  Road,  a  coach-painter,  aged  47  years,  died  of  “carditis 
combined  with  gastritis  (5  days).”  The  medical  attendant  states  that  “  the  attack 
was  caused  by  drinking  cold  liquids  whilst  in  a  state  of  great  heat  and  perspira¬ 
tion.”  At  Lewisham,  on  28th  May,  the  daughter  of  a  wheelwright,  aged  18  years, 
died  of  “confluent  small-pox  (25  days).”  She  had  not  been  vaccinated,  but  had 
small-pox  previously  some  years  ago.  "In  King’s  College  Hospital  a  banker’s 
clerk,  aged  29  years,  died  of  “  epilepsy  depending  on  tumour  in  the  brain.”  Post 
mort.  He  had  35  fits  in  the  last  12  hours  before  he  died.  On  2d  April,  at  9  Blue- 
gate-fields,  Shadwell,  a  child,  aged  6  months,  died  from  “impure  air  in  an  over¬ 
crowded  room.  Inquest.  A  woman,  aged  46  years,  died  from  cancer  ;  she  had 
concealed  her  disease,  and  neglected  to  call  in  medical  aid. 

Last  week  the  births  of  758  boys  and  686  girls,  in  all  1444  children,  were  registered 
in  London.  The  average  number  in  eight  corresponding  weeks  of  1845-52  was 
1384. 

At  the  Royal  Observatory,  Greenwich,  the  mean  height  of  the  barometer  in 
the  week  was  29’880in.  The  mean  temperature  was  51 ’8°,  which  is  4'8°  less 
than  the  average  of  the  same  week  in  38  years.  The  mean  daily  temperature 
was  below  the  average  on  every  day  of  the  week.  The  wind  was  in  the  north. 


The  Registrar  General  has  received  a  letter,  from  which  the  following  is  an 
extract,  with  reference  to  a  statement  in  the  Return  for  week  ending  21st  May  : 

Sir,  .  .  72,  West  Smithfield,  4th  June. 

My  attention  has  just  been  called  to  your  Weekly  Report  in  the  papers  of  Wednesday  the  25th  ult.,  the 
tendency  of  which,  I  regret  to  say,  is  detrimental  to  the  Field  Lane  Ragged  School  and  Refuge. 

I  am  therefore  induced  to  furnish  you  with  a  correct  statement  of  the  particulars. 

The  “  spinster”  was  a  Miss  Hughes,  who  for  several  years  was  our  invaluable  day  school  teacher.  Unfor¬ 
tunately  she  long  suffered  from  a  diseased  heart,  which  occasionally  confined  her  to  the  house.  Her  last  illness 
continued  for  three  mouths,  six  weeks  of  which  time  she  was  confined  to  her  bed.  Late  in  April  she  rallied  a 
little,  and  on  the  4th  of  May  came  for  an  hour  to  the  annual  meeting  of  the  school  ( prior  to  which  the  school 
had  been  entirely  closed  for  a  fortnight  for  repairs ),  and  then  returned  home  complaining  of  weakness. 
Diarrhoea  afterwards  came  on,  followed  by  an  attack  of  typhus.  The  constitution,  already  worn  through,  was 
thus  broken  up  by  this  fresh  accumulation  of  evils,  but  none  of  which  are  traceable  to  the  school  as  the  Report 
describes. 

The  Report  then  states,  that  “two  or  three  of  the  children  attending  the  school  had  died  from  typhus.” 
This  statement  I  have  closely  examined,  and  cannot  find  even  a  vestige  of  truth  to  support  it.  We  cannot 
discover  that  during  the  six  months  ending  4th  May  (the  last  day  Miss  Hughes  was  out)  that  any  one  of  our 
scholars  in  any  degree  suffered  from  typhus. 
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The  Report  thon  proceeds  to  state,  that  "  two  of  the  missionaries  visiting  the  Refuge,  which  is  under  tho 
school,  had  also  died  from  it.”  Respecting  this  assertion  I  beg  to  inform  you  that  we  have  never  had  more  than 
one  missionary  employed  by  the  Committee  of  the  Field  Lane  School,  and  he  had  been  appointed  to  the  office 
only  about  a  fortnight  before  he  was  taken  ill.  It  has  been  ascertained  that  during  the  short  time  lie  was  with 
us  lie  never  once  visited  the  Refuge  department.  His  duties  were  out  of  doors,  visiting  the  homes  of  the 
children,  using  his  influence  with  the  parents  for  their  temporal  as  well  as  spiritual  interests.  While  in  tho 
discharge  of  this  duty  he  visited  a  family  in  a  court  near  Barbican  (some  considerable  distance  from  the  Refuge), 
and  on  his  return  home  complained  of  nausea ;  rest  and  medicine  were  resorted  to,  but  on  becoming  worse,  and 
fever  supervening,  he  was  without  further  delay  taken  to  St.  Bartholomew’s  Hospital,  where  he  died  of  fever 
(not  of  typhus,  I  believe).  From  a,  post  mortem  examination  it  has  been  ascertained  that  the  heart  for  some 
considerable  time  must  have  been  extensively  diseased.  This  therefore  was  the  real,  though  not  perhaps  the 
immediate,  cause  of  death. 

It  therefore  appears  clear  that  neither  the  death  of  the  teacher  nor  that  of  the  missionary  was  in  any  way 
connected  with  either  the  School  or  the  Refuge. 

With  respect  to  the  man  said  to  have  died  from  “typhus  abdominalis”  in  the  Hahnemann  Hospital,  and 
who  had  been  removed  from  the  Refuge,  I  beg  to  say  that  we  have  no  knowledge  of  any  such  case  in  connexion 
with  the  Field  Lane  Refuge.  Allow  me  to  add  that  every  precaution  is  practised  by  ns  to  preserve  health  by 
thorough  cleanliness  of  the  persons  of  the  inmates,  their  clothing  and  bedding,  and  by  the  adoption  of  tho 
latest  and  best  mode  of  cleaning,  draining,  drying,  and  ventilating  the  entire  building,  so  that  it  may  not  only 
be  a  place  of  refuge  for  the  destitute,  but  a  place  of  safety  for  the  teacher  to  labour  and  the  subscribers  to  visit. 

My  deep  interest  in  the  welfare  of  our  Institution,  and  the  importance  of  official  Reports  such  as  yours 
being  a  faithful  record  of  facts,  must  be  my  apology  for  the  length  of  this  communication.

This  average  is  corrected  for  increase  of  population,  and  thus  rendered  comparable  with  the 
deaths  of  1853,  by  adding  to  it  a  tenth  part ;  thus,  892  divided  by  10  is  about  89,  which,  added  to  892,  makes  the 
corrected  average  981.  The  corrected  average  for  small-pox,  or  other  diseases,  except  those  marked  by 
asterisks  as  having  undergone  changes  in  the  classification,  may  be  obtained  in  the  same  manner.  The 
deaths  from  small-pox  were  198  in  10  weeks ;  the  average  was  20;  the  corrected  average  22.  London  increased 
at  the  rate  of  1  "551  per  cent,  annually  in  the  ten  years,  June  1831-41 ;  1  "998 per  cent,  annually  in  the  ten  years, 
1841-51 ;  and  1'778  per  cent,  annually  in  the  fifty  years,  1801-51.  The  last  number  may  be  taken  to  express 
the  existing  rate  of  increase;  and  as  the  interval  from  the  middle  of  the  time,  first  week  (1843-52)  to  the 


first  week  1853,  was  5' 5  years,  and  r  =  1 '01778;  so  r5‘5=  1 ' 1018  =  1  + 


9'82

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Meteorological  Observations. 
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HEALTH  OF  LONDON  DURING  THE  WEEK. 

The  reduced  rate  of  mortality  announced  in  last  Return  was  continued  in  the 
week  that  ended  last  Saturday,  in  which  the  number  of  deaths  registered  was 
1007.  In  the  ten  corresponding  weeks  of  the  years  1843-52  the  average  number 
was  887,  which,  with  a  correction  for  increase  of  population,  becomes  976.  The 
actual  mortality  is,  therefore,  still  in  excess  of  the  estimated  amount  by  31. 

As  compared  with  those  of  the  previous  week,  the  present  results  exhibit 
general  uniformity.  Fatal  cases  produced  by  typhus  have  risen  again  from  41 
to  53  ;  those  by  phthisis  from  152  to  163  ;  and  while  bronchitis  has  still  further 
declined  from  63  to  54,  pneumonia  has  increased  from  42  to  62.  Small-pox  last 
week  carried  off  5  children  and  an  adult ;  scarlatina  28  children  and  2  adults ; 
measles  and  hooping-cough  25  and  58  children  respectively.  A  few  weeks  ago 
diarrhoea  slightly  manifested  a  disposition  to  increase,  but  more  recently  it  has 
subsided ;  the  deaths  from  this  complaint  were  23,  while  the  corrected  average 
is  15. 

Mr.  Hooper,  Registrar  of  the  North-west  sub-district  of  the  City  of  London,  has 
addressed  the  following  note  to  the  Registrar-General : — “  A  report  of  rather  an 
alarming  character  having  appeared  in  the  newspapers  respecting  scarlatina  at 
Christ’s  Hospital,  I  visited  the  infirmary  of  the  school  to  ascertain  the  facts  of  the 
case,  and  found  that  the  total  number  of  cases  received  into  the  infirmary  since  the 
30th  of  September  last,  the  date  when  the  epidemic  first  made  its  appearance,  to 
this  day  is  76,  out  of  which  number  2  proved  fatal;  one  boy  died  on  12th  of 
February,  and  the  other  on  24th  April.  There  are  at  present  in  the  infirmary 
12  scholars  under  treatment,  8  of  whom,  I  am  happy  to  report,  are  convalescent. 
One  of  the  masters  (Rev.  Mr.  Collingwood)  died  this  week.  His  residence  is  not 
in  my  district.”  The  death  of  this  gentleman  is  registered  in  the  Cripplegate 
sub-district  as  follows:  On  8th  June,  Little  Britain,  Aldersgate,  clerk-in-orders, 
34  years,  “  scarlatina,  delirium,  convulsions.” 

In  Ilaggcrstonc  East,  at  2  Goldsmith’s-grove,  on  8th  June,  a  printer,  aged 
49  years,  died  of  “  typhus  from  local  malaria  (9  months  ago)  ;  relapsed  typhus 
(5  days).”  J  am  informed,  (says  Mr.  Ditcliman,  the  Registrar,)  that  this  man  had 
been  removed  to  Norwood,  and  on  his  return  the  disease  returned. 

In  the  sub-district  of  Saint  Mary,  Saint  George-in-the-East,  at  6  London-terrace, 
on  5th  June,  the  widow  of  a  labourer,  aged  60  years,  died,  according  to  the  verdict 
returned  by  a  coroner’s  jury,  a  “  natural  death  accelerated  by  sleeping  in  a  room 
[24.]  n  u 
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12  feet  wide  and  6  feet  9  inches  high,  in  which  15  persons  slept  at  the  same 
time.” 

The  five  deaths  following  were  registered  in  the  London  Fever  Hospital : — 

On  5  th  Jane  a  woman,  aged  69  years,  from  Ilam-yard,  Saint  James,  Westminster, 
typhus  (duration  unknown).  In  hospital  one  day. 

On  7th  June  a  labourer,  aged  38  years,  from  Swan-yard,  Islington,  typhus 
(14  days).  In  hospital  9  days. 

On  9th  June  a  cooper,  aged  32  years,  from  Red-lion-street,  Wapping,  pyohaemia 
(26  days).  In  hospital  19  days. 

On  9th  June  a  woman,  aged  31  years,  from  West  London  Union  Workhouse, 
typhoid  fever  (duration  unknown),  perforation  (6  days). 

On  11th  June  a  labourer,  aged  20  years,  from  Princes-place,  Walworth-common, 
fever.  In  hospital  5  days. 

It  is  a  remarkable  as  well  as  a  lamentable  fact  that  no  less  than  four  deaths  were 
recorded  in  the  week  as  produced  by  want ;  the  following  are  the  particulars  of 
these  cases  : — ■ 

In  the  Strand  Union  Workhouse,  on  5th  June,  a  man  unknown,  aged  49  years, 
died  of  “  debility  and  destitution.” 

In  the  Marylebone  Workhouse,  on  6th  June,  a  cabman,  aged  50  years,  died  of 
“  bronchitis  and  destitution.” 

In  the  same  Workhouse,  on  9th  June,  a  labourer,  aged  61  years,  “decay  and 
destitution.” 

In  the  Whitechapel  Workhouse,  on  11th  June,  a  cabinet-maker,  aged  60  years, 
Commercial-street,  brought  in  by  the  police,  “  destitution,  febris.” 

The  following  additional  cases  are  selected  from  the  Returns  of  the  week : — At 
23  Smith’s-rents,  Westminster,  on  the  7th  and  9th  June,  two  daughters  of  a  house- 
painter,  aged  respectively  7  and  5  years,  died  of  small-pox,  the  former  after  a 
week’s,  the  latter  after  10  days’  illness  ;  both  had  been  vaccinated.  At  4  Prospect- 
place,  Mile-end,  Old  Town,  Lower,  on  5th  June,  the  wife  of  a  carpenter,  aged  33 
years,  “  confluent  small-pox  (11  days),  vaccinated  in  infancy,  premature  labour 
(one  hour).”  In  Cold  Harbour,  Poplar,  on  28th  May  and  1st  June  respectively, 
two  daughters  of  a  coachman,  aged  7  years  and  one  year,  died  of  scarlatina,  one 
after  4  days’,  the  other  5  days’  illness.  In  Guy’s  Hospital,  on  26th  May,  a  tailor, 
aged  29  years,  died  of  “  elephantiasis.”  The  deceased  had  never  travelled.  A 
•woman,  aged  32  years,  died  of  “  diabetes  mellitus  (4  months).”  At  122  Vauxhall- 
walk  the  twin  daughters  of  a  potter  died  of  “inflammation  of  the  lungs.”  They 
were  born  within  half  an  hour  of  each  other,  and  also  died,  at  the  age  of  7  months, 
within  half  an  hour  of  each  other.  On  6th  June,  at  the  Hope  Brewery,  Park -road, 
Clapham,  a  well-digger,  aged  50  years,  was  “  accidentally  suffocated  by  impure  air 
in  a  well.”  At  5  Lavender-lane,  Rotherhithe,  on  6th  June,  the  daughter  of  a 
lighterman,  aged  7  years,  died  of  “  convulsions  produced  by  indigestible  food.”  A 
boy,  aged  3  months,  died  of  “  synovitis  (left  knee)  from  phlebitis  (1 1  days).”  A 
Berlin-wool-worker,  aged  22  years,  “  epistaxis,  or  bleeding  from  the  nose,  producing 
fatal  syncope.”  At  191  White-cross-street,  on  6th  June,  the  daughter  of  a  shoe¬ 
maker,  aged  9  years,  from  “  supposed  solar  exposure  (5 \  days),  phrenitis.” 

Last  week  the  births  of  740  boys  and  768  girls,  in  all  1508  children,  were 
registered  in  London.  The  average  number  in  eight  corresponding  weeks  of  the 
years  1845-52  was  1286. 


Births  and  Deaths  registered  last  Week. 
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At  tlie  Royal  Observatory,  Greenwich,  the  mean  height  of  the  barometer  in  the 
week  was  29 '806  in.  The  reading  of  the  barometer  decreased  from  29 '81  in.  at 
the  beginning  of  the  week  to  29 ’75  in.  by  3  h.  p.m.  on  the  6th;  increased  to 
29 '96  in.  by  9h.  a.m.  on  the  8th  ;  and  decreased  to  29 ‘59  in.  by  the  end  of  the 
week.  The  mean  temperature  of  the  week  was  60*8°,  or  2  •  9°  above  the  average 
of  the  same  week  in  38  years.  The  mean  daily  temperature  was  above  the  average 
on  every  day,  except  Sunday  and  Monday  ;  on  Wednesday  and  Saturday,  when  it 
was  highest,  it  rose  to  65°  and  68°,  which  are,  7’1°  and  9 ‘5°  above  the  average. 
The  highest  temperature  in  the  week  was  81°  on  Saturday,  the  lowest  was  42  •  3° 
on  Tuesday.  The  greatest  difference  between  the  dew  point  temperature  and  air 
temperature  was  23°,  and  occurred  on  Wednesday;  the  least  was  2 '8°  on  Sunday 
and  Friday  ;  the  mean  difference  of  the  week  was  1 1  •  8°.  The  wind  blew  mostly 
from  the  south-west  and  south-east.

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HEALTH  OF  LONDON  DURING  THE  WEEK. 

The  public  health  is  now  in  a  more  satisfactory  state.  The  weekly  deaths 
registered  in  London  were  at  the  beginning  of  April  above  1300  ;  in  May  they 
averaged  more  than  1 100  ;  in  the  week  that  ended  last  Saturday  the  number  fell  to 
924.  In  the  ten  weeks  corresponding  to  last  week,  of  the  years  1843-52  the 
average  number  was  896,  which,  if  raised  in  proportion  to  increase  of  population, 
becomes  986.  Hence  it  appears  that  the  actual  mortality  of  the  week  is  less  than 
the  estimated  amount  by  62,  a  result  more  favourable  than  has  been  obtained  during 
a  long  period. 

The  number  of  fatal  cases  arising  from  typhus,  continued,  remittent  fever,  &c., 
|  which  in  the  previous  week  (ending  lltli  June)  was  59,  declined  last  week  to  35; 
those  from  small-pox  from  6  to  2;  measles  decreased  in  the  two  weeks  from  25  to 
20  ;  phthisis  (or  consumption)  from  163  to  131,  pneumonia  from  62  to  45.  On 
the  other  hand,  scarlatina  rose  from  30  to  39  ;  hooping-cough  from  58  to  67  ; 
bronchitis  from  54  to  59.  Viewing  the  fatal  diseases  in  the  groups  in  which  they 
are  classified,  it  is  seen  that  those  affecting  the  respiratory  organs  alone,  are  in 
excess  of  the  corrected  average.  But  the  nearly  constant  decrease  of  this  class 
(which  does  not  include  phthisis)  during  the  last  seven  weeks  is  shown  in  the 
following  numbers:  224,  199,  174,  162,  129,  136,  and  127. 

In  the  Trinity  sub-district,  Saint  Mary,  Newington,  at  3  Uxbridge-place,  on 
3d,  9th,  11th,  and  13th  June,  three  sons  and  a  daughter  of  a  corn  porter,  aged 
respectively  6,  6,  3  years,  and  one  year,  died,  the  first  of  “  pertussis  (3  weeks), 
rubeola  (one  week),  convulsions,”  two  others  of  pertussis,  also  after  3  weeks  illness, 
and  the  last  of  “  rubeola  (24  days),  pertussis  (14  days).”  Mr.  Seagrave,  the 
Registrar,  adds  the  following  remarks  : — “  The  house  in  which  these  4  deaths  have 
occurred  is  situated  on  the  bank  of  an  open,  very  foul,  and  almost  stagnant  sewer, 
the  malaria  from  which  has  in  all  probability  increased  the  intensity  of  the 
diseases.  There  were  5  children,  and  only  one  has  escaped  with  its  life.”

Three  deaths  occurred  in  the  London  Fever  Hospital.  They  were  as  follow  : — 

On  16th  June  a  police  constable  in  Islington,  aged  30  years,  “  meningitis  (about 
10  days),  otitis  of  long  standing.  Host  mort.  In  hospital  2  days. 

On  16th  June  a  man  from  Holborn  Union,  aged  74  years,  moribund  on  admission. 
In  hospital  6  hours. 

On  17th  June  a  female  servant  from  the  Lambeth  Workhouse,  aged  62  years, 
typhus  (duration  unknown).  In  hospital  6  days. 

The  following  additional  cases  are  selected  from  the  Returns  of  the  week  : — At 
2  Leopard’s-court,  Leatlier-lane,  on  9th  May,  a  girl,  aged  4  months,  died  of 
“  exhaustion  from  over-distension  of  stomach  with  improper  food.”  Post  mort. 
Inquest.  On  10th  June,  at  11  North-street,  Bethnal-green,  a  waiter,  aged  56 
years,  died  of  “exhaustion  from  destitution.”  Certified  by  medical  attendant.  At 
8  James-street,  Limehouse,  on  13th  and  14th  June,  two  daughters  of  a  timber 
agent,  aged  respectively  1 1  months  and  2  years,  died  of  “  measles,  pneumonia 
at  different  places  in  the  same  sub-district  3  other  deaths  occurred  from  measles, 
and  3  children  at  the  age  of  one  year  died  of  croup.  In  the  St.  John  sub¬ 
district  of  St.  George-in-the-East  4  deaths  (out  of  7  registered  from  all  causes) 
occurred  from  scarlatina,  one  in  Globe-street,  one  in  Mary’s-place,  2  in  Great 
Hermitage-street  or  its  neighbourhood.  At  32  iEgis-terrace,  Battersea-fields,  on 
13th  June,  the  son  of  a  bolt-maker,  aged  2  years,  died  of  “scarlatina  (15  days).” 
This  is  the  third  death  in  the  same  family.  Two  deaths  occurred  from  furunculcid 
disease:  At  32  Dudley-grove,  Paddington,  on  11th  June,  the  wife  of  an  omnibus 
proprietor,  aged  73  years,  died  of  “  exhaustion  consequent  on  severe  phlegmonous 
inflammation  of  boils  in  and  upon  the  hand;”  in  John-street,  Bedford-row,  on 
18th  June,  a  solicitor,  aged  39  years,  “carbuncle  (2  weeks).”  At  Homerton  the 
wife  of  a  tailor,  aged  69  years,  died  of  “  ulceration  and  consequent  htemorrhage 
from  oesophagus,  arising  from  the  impaction  of  a  piece  of  bone  (8  days).”  At 
Upper  Clapton  a  woman,  aged  51  years,  died  of  “acute  gout;  vomiting  and 
purging  probably  induced  by  a  large  dose  of  jalap  and  colchicum  said  to  have  been 
administered  (3^  days).”  At  the  Royal  Ordnance  Hospital,  Woolwich,  a  bombar¬ 
dier,  aged  23  years,  and  3  gunners,  aged  21,  24,  and  34  years,  died,  3  of 
“  disease  of  the  lungs,”  and  one  of  “  tubercular  phthisis.”  Three  deaths  in  the 
metropolis  were  the  direct  result  of  intemperance. 

Last  week  the  births  of  742  boys  and  667  girls,  in  all  1409  children,  were  registered 
in  London.  In  the  corresponding  weeks  of  the  eight  years  1845-52  the  average 
number  was  1348. 

At  the  Royal  Observatory,  Greenwich,  the  mean  height  of  the  barometer  in 
the  week  was  29 ’798  in.  The  reading  of  the  barometer  increased  from  29 ’59  in. 
at  the  beginning  of  the  week  to  29 '94  in.  by  9h.  p.m.  on  the  15th;  remained  at 
this  reading  nearly  till  9h.  p.m.  on  the  17th  ;  and  decreased  to  29 ’79  in.  by  the  end 
of  the  week.  The  mean  temperature  was  58  ’3°,  which  is  1°  below  the  average 
of  the  same  week  in  38  years.  The  mean  daily  temperature  was  below  the  average 
on  4  days,  above  it  about  2°  on  Wednesday,  Thursday,  and  Friday.  On  Monday, 
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when  the  wind  blew  from  the  north-west,  and  1  *  15  in.  of  rain  fell,  the  mean  tem¬ 
perature  was  9'1°  below  the  average.  The  highest  temperature  occurred  on 
Thursday  and  was  74°  ;  the  lowest  was  on  Friday,  49*7°.  The  greatest  difference 
between  the  dew  point  temperature  and  air  temperature  was  19‘5°,  and  occurred 
on  Thursday ;  the  difference  fell  to  0°  on  Monday ;  the  mean  difference  of  the 
week  was  7'1°.  The  wind  blew  from  the  north  on  the  first  three  days,  and  after¬ 
wards  from  the  south-west.

the  Astronomer  Royal. 
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Meteorological  Observations. 
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HEALTH  OF  LONDON  DURING  THE  WEEK. 

Tiie  deaths  registeied  in  London  in  the  week  that  ended  last  Saturday  were 
990,  and  show  an  increase  on  the  return  of  the  previous  week.  In  the  ten  corre¬ 
sponding  weeks  of  the  years  1843-52  the  average  number  was  976,  which,  if  raised 
in  proportion  to  increase  of  population,  becomes  1074.  Hence  it  appears  that 
the  actual  mortality  of  last  week  is  less  than  the  estimated  amount  by  84. 

On  a  comparison  of  the  results  of  the  last  two  weeks  a  small  increase  is  observed 
in  all  the  more  important  classes  of  disease,  except  that  of  “  diseases  of  the 
respiratory  organs,”  which  shows  a  decrease  from  127  cases  to  116.  Zymotic  dis¬ 
eases  in  the  aggregate  rose  from  208  to  214  ;  amongst  these  diarrhoea  increased 
from  24  to  33,  typhus  from  30  to  52  ;  while  measles  fell  from  20  to  15,  scarlatina 
from  39  to  27,  hooping-cough  from  67  to  56. 

The  following  three  cases  of  cholera  were  registered  in  the  week  : — 

At  Fulham,  3  Willow-place,  North-end,  on  18th  June,  the  daughter  of  a  brick- 
maker,  “  cholera  infantum.” 

At  2  Princes-street,  Spitalfields,  on  24tli  June,  the  daughter  of  a  pencil-case- 
maker,  aged  6  months,  “  cholera  infantum  (3  days).” 

In  the  sub-district  of  Saint  Mary  (Saint  George  in  the  East),  at  9  Severne- 
street,  on  19tli  June,  a  coahvhipper,  aged  33  years,  died  of  “  cholera  (13  hours).” 

Mr.  Stone,  the  Registrar  of  Brompton  sub-district,  says  : — “  The  occupier  of 
No.  6,  Sloane-place  called  on  me  this  week,  and  stated  that  his  house  is  rendered 
highly  prejudicial  to  health  from  defective  drainage,  aggravated  by  a  cowshed  in 
close  proximity  to  his  dwelling.  All  the  houses  are  more  or  less  similarly  affected. 
Of  the  comparatively  few  deaths  in  this  district  from  cholera  in  1849,  one  occurred 
in  the  next  house,  No.  5.  On  that  occasion  and  also  subsequently  I  have  called 
attention  to  the  continued  existence  of  this  nuisance.  Sloane-place  appears  to  be 
entirely  neglected  as  regards  sanitary  improvements.” 

Six  deaths  occurred  between  the  19th  and  24th  June  inclusive  in  the  London 
Fever  Hospital,  Islington.  Mr.  Watts,  the  Registrar,  states  that  “  there  has  been 
a  great  influx  of  cases  into  this  hospital  for  some  time  past  ;  120  patients  now 
occupy  beds  in  the  wards  ;  many  are  convalescent,  and  their  support  falls  heavily 
on  the  funds  of  the  establishment.  The  annual  subscriptions  have  been  decreasing 
for  some  years,  while  the  accommodation  has  been  much  extended.” 

At  4  Hill-street,  Peckliam,  on  20th  June,  a  female,  aged  74  years,  died  of 
“  gastric  fever  (about  6  weeks).”  The  medical  attendant  remarks  in  his  certificate  : 
— “  No  drainage  in  the  street.  Ventilation  of  the  houses  prevented  by  the  smoke 
from  the  chimney  of  a  brewery  lately  built.” 

In  the  sub-district  of  Saint  Nicholas,  Deptford,  at  7  Rope-walk,  on  23d  June,  the 
son  of  a  labourer,  aged  4  years,  died  of  a  “  fit  from  poison  of  scarlatina 
(14  hours).”  The  medical  attendant  of  this  case  makes  the  following  note: — ■ 
“  Scarlatina  of  the  most  malignant  kind  prevails  in  this  locality  and  Mr.  Paine, 
the  Registrar,  adds  : — “  I  have  registered  3  deaths  in  one  house  which  occurred 
[26.]  D  D 
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within  4  days.  The  place  is  narrow  and  very  confined.  The  houses  are  small, 
mostly  occupied  by  2  or  more  families,  and  without  drainage.” 

On  19th  June,  at  18  Little  George-street,  .sub-district  of  Somers-town,  the  son 
of  a  porter,  aged  2  years,  died  of  “  exhaustion  from  disease  produced  by  a 
poisonous  atmosphere.”  Post  mort.  Inquest.  The  medical  man  (says  Mr.  Matthews, 
the  Registrar,)  stated  that  it  arose  from  the  burial  ground  of  Saint  James’s,  the 
back  rooms  being  close  to  the  churchyard. 

In  the  sub-district  South  St.  Giles-in-the-fields,  at  34  Parker-street,  on 
22d  June,  a  carman,  aged  27  years,  died  of  typhus.  Mr.  Faulkner,  the  Registrar, 
writes  as  follows : — “I  am  informed  that  there  is  a  dreadful  smell  in  this  house;  an 
open  privy  is  in  the  yard  which  is  very  close,  and  overrun  with  rats  which  come 
from  a  sausage  manufactory  next  door.  The  drains  are  also  very  offensive.  The 
death  occurred  on  the  ground  floor  where  the  deceased  would  of  course  be  more 
exposed  to  the  poisonous  atmosphere.  He  was  a  fine  healthy  young  man.” 

At  2,  Tlu’ee-pigeon-court,  Aldgate,  on  18th  June,  the  son  of  a  shoemaker,  aged 
4  years,  died  of  “  marasmus,  through  neglect  (5  days).”  The  medical  attendant 
adds  on  the  back  of  his  certificate  : — “  This  child  was  brought  to  me  in  a  dying 
state  in  a  disgustingly  filthy  condition  (as  was  also  the  mother).  Disease  and 
neglect  have  done  their  work.  It  is  my  opinion  that  I  never  should  have  seen  the 
child  at  all  but  for  the  certificate  of  death.”  Mr.  Spencer,  the  Registrar,  adds  : — 
“  There  are  3  houses  in  the  court  in  a  close  situation  and  badly  ventilated,  also  in 
a  bad  condition.” 

At  88,  Beresford-street,  Woolwich,  on  17th  June,  a  tailor,  aged  28  years,  died 
of  “  inflammation  of  the  brain.”  Mr.  Rixon,  the  Registrar,  adds : — “  This  individual 
was  in  the  militia,  and  returned  from  a  month’s  drill  at  Maidstone  to  his  house  on 
8th  June  (stopping  one  day  at  Gravesend  from  illness).  His  wife  states  that  he 
complained  very  much  of  pains  in  the  head  during  the  latter  days  of  his  drill  from 
exposure  to  a  hot  sun.  On  his  return  he  managed  to  do  a  little  work  till  14th  June, 
on  which  day  he  was  confined  to  his  bed,  and  died  17tli  June.” 

In  King’s  College  Hospital  a  servant,  aged  32  years,  died  on  18th  June  of 
“  palsy  dependent  on  lead-poisoning  ;  gout,  suppression  of  urine.”  He  was 
brought  from  26  Gough-street,  Clerkenwell.  On  the  medical  certificate  it  is  men¬ 
tioned  that  “this  man  was  a  potman,  and  attributes  his  lead  palsy  to  cleaning  pewter 
pots.  The  superficial  extensor  muscles  of  both  arms  very  pale,  almost  white.  The 
other  muscles  their  normal  color.” 

At  24,  Great  Pulteney-street,  on  20tli  June,  a  baron  died  of  “decay  of 
nature  ”  at  the  age  (as  registered)  of  100  years. 

The  following  additional  cases  arc  selected  from  the  Returns  of  the  week  : — At 
the  Crompton  Arms,  Cuthbert-street,  Paddington,  a  licensed  victualler,  aged  50  years, 
died  on  19tli  June  of  “  carbuncle  (9  weeks).”  A  gentleman,  aged  67  years,  “large 
carbuncle  (7  weeks),  retention  of  urine,  exhaustion.”  In  St.  Saviour,  at  39,  Surrey- 
row,  on  21st  June,  a  plumber,  aged  59  years,  “paralysis;  carbuncle  ( 1 4  days).” 
The  daughter  of  a  tailor,  aged  23  years,  died  of  “  epilepsy  (18  years),  pulmonary 
apoplexy  (12  hours),  obliteration  of  jugular  vein  from  cicatrization  after  burn.” 
A  bootmaker,  aged  57  years,  was  “  accidentally7  suffocated  by  impaction  of  a  piece 
of  beef  in  the  glottis.”  Post  mort.  The  son  of  a  woollen-draper,  aged  14  years, 
died  from  “  acute  peritonitis  (6  days),  occasioned  by  a  small  substance  getting  into 
the  appendix  ca?ei,  producing  inflammation  in  that  cavity.”  Post  mort.  Two 
women  died  on  21st  June  of  typhus  in  the  Workhouse,  Bethnal -green.  A  gentle¬ 
man,  aged  47  years,  died  from  “  accidentally  swallowing  an  embrocation  composed 
of  laudanum  and  ammonia  (4  days).”  A  woman,  aged  49  years,  died  of  “  trismus  ; 
hernia  femoral ;  strangulation  (6  <-ayTs).”  The  son  of  an  oil-skin  manufacturer, 
aged  3  months,  died  of  “  herpes  (from  birth),  convulsions  (one  hour).”  A  woman, 
aged  62  years,  died  of  “  gastro-hepatic  derangement,  biliary  vomiting  (2  days), 
rupture  of  stomach.” 

Last  week  the  births  of  805  boyrs  and  740  girls,  in  all  1545  children,  were 
registered  in  London.  The  average  number  in  eight  corresponding  weeks  of  the 
years  1845-52  wras  1442.

At  the  Royal  Observatory,  Greenwich,  the  mean  height  of  the  barometer  in  the 
week  was  29*597  in.  The  mean  temperature  was  57*4°,  which  is  3- 1°  below  the 
average  of  the  same  week  in  38  years.  The  mean  daily  temperature  was  below  the 
average  on  every  day,  except  Friday  and  Saturday,  and  this  depression  on  Monday 
and  Tuesday  amounted  to  more  than  7°.  The  highest  temperature  was  78 -7°,  and 
occurred  on  Friday;  the  lowest  w as  44 -]°,  and  occurred  on  Tuesday.  The  mean 
diifcrence  between  the  dew  point  temperature  and  air  temperature  in  the  week 
was  7*7°;  the  greatest  difference  was  20' 1°,  and  occurred  on  Friday ;  the  least 
differences  were  1*6°  and  1"5°  on  Wednesday  and  Friday.  The  wind  blew  from 
the  north  or  north-east  on  Tuesday,  Wednesday,  and  Thursday,  and  from  the  south¬ 
west  at  the  beginning  and  end  of  the  week.

HEALTH  OF  LONDON  DURING  THE  WEEK. 

The  number  of  deaths  registered  in  the  metropolitan  districts  in  the  week  that 
ended  last  Saturday  was  1 103.  The  advance  which  it  shows  on  previous  returns, 
arises  from  coroners’  cases,  many  of  which  were  not  duly  registered  till  the  end 
of  the  quarter,  though  the  deaths  occurred  and  the  inquests  were  held  at  dates 
antecedent  to  last  week. 

In  the  ten  corresponding  weeks  of  the  years  1843-52  the  average  number 
of  deaths  was  922,  which,  if  raised  in  proportion  to  increase  of  population  during 
these  years  and  up  to  the  present  time,  becomes  1014.  The  actual  mortality  of  last 
week,  therefore,  exhibits  an  excess,  on  the  estimated  amount,  of  89. 

Fatal  cases  arising  from  zymotic  or  epidemic  diseases  are  at  present,  as  regards 
the  whole  class,  fewer  than  usual,  the  total  number  being  203,  while  the  corrected 
average  is  244.  Hooping-cough,  which  numbers  47,  is  tbc  most  fatal  amongst  the 
diseases  incident  to  children  ;  its  average  is  33.  To  small-pox,  from  which  London 
has  lately  been  comparatively  free,  only  3  deaths  are  referred  ;  to  measles  22,  to 
scarlatina  31,  to  croup  5,  to  diarrhoea  28,  to  dysentery  6,  to  scurvy  one,  to  ague  2, 
to  infantile  remittent  fever  4,  to  typhus,  &c.  38,  to  rheumatic  fever  one,  to  erysipelas 
7,  to  syphilis  4. 

In  the  South  sub-district  of  Saint  Giles-in-the-Ficlds,  at  2  Little  White  lion- 
street,  on  29th  June,  a  boy,  aged  3  years,  died  of  “diarrhoea.”  There  was  no 
medical  attendant.  Mr.  Faulkner,  the  Registrar,  says  : — “  This  child  has  been 
sadly  neglected.  Not  being  satisfied  with  the  cause  of  death  as  reported,  I  visited 
the  place  and  found  the  child  in  a  most  emaciated  condition.  It  had  been  ill  for  a 
long  time,  and  had  not  received  the  slightest  attention  for  the  last  month.  An 
inquest  will  be  held.” 

In  the  sub-district,  Leather-market,  Bermondsey,  at  Smith’s-buildings,  on  27th 
and  28th  June,  two  daughters  of  a  wood-sawyer,  aged  respectively  3  and  5  years, 
died  of  “  scarlatina  maligna.”  Mr.  Cross,  the  Registrar,  observes: — “  These,  with 
a  previous  death,  make  three  that  I  have  registered  in  the  same  family  in  one  week 
from  scarlatina.  Two  other  children  are  ill  with  it,  and  one  not  likely  to 
recover.” 

At  7  Bowman’s-place,  North  Holloway,  on  25th  June,  the  daughter  of  a  labourer, 
aged  one  year  and  3  months,  died  of  ‘  exhaustion  from  excessive  vomiting.” 
[27.]  E  E 
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Mr.  Butterfield,  the  Registrar,  states  that  “  this  child  was  prescribed  for,  and 
took  medicine  supplied  by  a  chemist  and  druggist,  and  was  buried  at  Holloway- 
chapel  ground  without  a  certificate.  There  was  no  inquest,  nor  post  mortem 
examination.” 

Three  deaths  occurred  from  typhus,  all  on  the  same  day  (the  28th  June),  in  the 
London  Fever  Hospital.  With  reference  to  one  patient  who  was  moribund  on 
admission,  and  died  12  hours  after,  Mr.  Watts  remarks,  that  “  this  is  too  frequently 
the  case  ;  the  patient  is  not  brought  to  the  hospital  till  his  condition  is  hopeless.” 

The  following  deaths  from  carbuncle  were  registered  in  the  week  : — At  Hammer¬ 
smith,  on  24tli  June,  a  gentleman,  aged  73  years,  “  carbuncle  on  the  neck  (24  days).” 
A  surgeon,  aged  52  years,  died  on  27th  June  of  “  carbuncle  (37  days),  pleuro¬ 
pericardial  inflammation  and  fascial  suppurations.” 

Some  additional  cases  are  selected  from  the  Returns  : — At  6  Park-cottages,  New 
Cross-road,  Deptford,  on  24th  June,  the  son  of  a  Wesleyan  minister,  aged  one  year, 
died  of  “poisonous  effluvia  arising  from  defective  drainage;  diarrhoea  the  con¬ 
sequence  (14  days).”  At  the  Workhouse,  Coppice-row,  on  28th  June,  the  wife  of 
a  labourer,  aged  28  years,  died  of  “fright  from  fire.”  In  the  Workhouse,  Maryle- 
bone,  on  17th  April,  a  girl,  aged  11  days,  was  “accidentally  suffocated  by  blood 
from  the  nares.”  Post  mort.  Inquest.  At  48  East-street,  Marylebone,  on  19th 
April,  the  daughter  of  a  courier,  aged  one  year,  died  of  “  spasm  of  the  glottis  con¬ 
sequent  on  a  too  full  meal.  Post  mort.  Inquest.  On  1st  July  the  son  of  a  builder, 
aged  10  weeks,  died  from  “  impervious  common  bile-duct ;  convulsions.”  On  25th 
June  the  son  of  a  pencil-maker,  aged  2  weeks,  “inflammation  of  the  abdomen 
caused  by  the  too  early  removal  of  the  umbilical  cord  (7  days).”  In  the  Work- 
house,  Poplar,  on  24th  June,  an  invalided  soldier,  aged  38  years,  died  of  “scurvy.” 
On  24th  June,  the  son  of  a  labourer,  aged  17  years,  was  “accidentally  drowned, 
bathing  in  the  river  Thames.”  In  the  London  Hospital  an  excavator,  aged  32 
years,  “  accidental  from  burns  caused  by  the  ignition  of  gunpowder  in  blasting.” 
On  26th  May  the  daughter  of  a  wholesale  tobacconist,  aged  19  years,  was  “acciden¬ 
tally  poisoned  by  strychnia.”  Inquest.  Post  mort.  At  38  Caroline-place, 
Islington,  on  the  same  day  (25th  June),  the  wife  and  daughter  of  a  painter,  aged 
respectively  42  and  21  years,  died  of  phthisis,  the  former  after  6  years’,  the  latter 
after  one  year’s  illness.  On  1st  April  at  Swain’s-lane,  Highgate,  an  excavator, 
aged  60  years,  was  suffocated  by  carbonic  acid  gas  on  a  ballast  mound.”  On 
28tli  June,  at  2  Brewer-street,  Golden-square,  a  girl,  aged  8  weeks,  died  on  account 
of  “  unusual  and  obstinate  retraction  of  nipple.”  And  in  the  St.  Pancras  Work- 
house,  2 1  st  June,  a  labourer,  aged  37  years,  died  of  “  disease  of  the  chest,  exhaustion 
from  exposure  and  want.”  Six  deaths  are  ascribed  to  intemperance. 

Last  week  the  births  of  856_boys  and  855  girls,  in  all  1711  children,  were  regis¬ 
tered  in  London.  The  average  number  iu  eight  corresponding  weeks  of  the  years 
1845-52  wras  1338. 

At  the  Royal  Observatory,  Greenwich,  the  mean  height  of  the  barometer  in 
the  week  was  29 ' 578  in.  The  reading  of  the  barometer  decreased  from  29‘58in. 
at  the  beginning  of  the  week  to  29  •  50  in.  by  9h.  p.m.  on  the  26th ;  remained  at 
this  reading  nearly  till  9h.  p.m.  on  the  27th  ;  increased  to  29*56  in.  by  9h.  a.m.  on 
the  28tli ;  decreased  to  29*48  in.  by  91i.  p.m.  on  the  same  day ;  increased  to  29*64  in. 


Births  and  Deaths  registered  last  Week. 
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by  9h.  p.m.  on  the  29th  ;  decreased  to  29  ’56  in.  by  3h.  p.m.  on  the  30th ;  and  increased 
to  30  -02  in.  by  the  end  of  the  week.  The  mean  temperature  of  the  week  was 
59 ‘1°,  which  is  2*4°  lower  than  the  average  of  corresponding  weeks  in  38  years. 
The  mean  daily  temperature  was  below  the  average  on  every  day  of  the  week, 
except  Tuesday,  when  it  was  2 ‘4°  above  it.  On  Friday  and  Saturday  the  de¬ 
pression  amounted  to  about  6°.  The  highest  temperatures  occurred  on  Wednesday 
and  Thursday,  and  were  about  70  ‘5°  ;  the  lowest  occurred  on  Friday  and  Saturday, 
and  were  about  48  "5°.

The  wind  blew  from 
the  south-west.

The  corrected  average  for  small-pox,  or  other  diseases,  except  those  marked  by 
asterisks  as  having  undergone  changes  in  the  classification,  may  be  obtained  in  the  same  manner.  The 
deaths  from  small-pox  were  169  in  10  weeks;  the  average  was  17  ;  the  corrected  average  19.  London  increased 
at  the  rate  of  1 '551  per  cent,  annually  in  the  ten  years,  June  1831-41 ;  1 '998  per  cent,  annually  in  the  ten  years, 
1841-51  ;  and  1 -778  per  cent,  annually  in  the  fifty  years,  1801-51.  The  last  number  may  be  taken  to  express

HEALTH  OF  LONDON  DURING  THE  WEEK. 

Tiie  Return  for  last  week  exhibits  a  favourable  condition  of  tlie  public  health. 
The  deaths  registered  in  London  in  the  week  that  ended  last  Saturday  were 
925;  the  weekly  deaths  in  June  averaged  about  1000;  the  present  decrease  is 
therefore  considerable.  The  mean  weekly  temperature  has  risen  6°  in  the  same 
period.  In  the  ten  corresponding  weeks  of  the  years  1843-52  the  average  number 
was  919,  which,  with  a  certain  proportion  added  for  increase  of  population,  becomes 
1011.  Hence  the  actual  mortality  of  last  week  is  less  than  the  estimated  amount 
by  86. 

The  following  numbers  are  attributed  to  the  several  diseases  in  the  zymotic 
class  :  6  to  small-pox  (of  which  2  occurred  to  adults),  24  to  measles,  25  to  scar¬ 
latina,  44  to  hooping-cough,  7  to  croup,  6  to  thrush,  34  to  diarrhoea,  5  to  dysentery, 
one  to  influenza,  one  to  ague,  3  to  remittent  fever,  43  to  typhus,  2  to  metria 
(puerperal  fever),  7  to  erysipelas,  and  3  to  syphilis.  Diseases  of  the  respiratory 
organs,  which  have  now  fallen  to  the  usual  amount,  number  84.  Cancer  destroyed 
22  lives,  gout  one,  apoplexy  22,  paralysis  20,  delirium  tremens  4,  epilepsy  5, 
enteritis  16,  disease  of  the  liver  18.  Four  deaths  resulted  from  intemperance. 

The  following  six  deaths  occurred  in  the  London  Fever  Hospital : — ■ 

On  2d  July  a  labourer,  38  years,  from  Willis-court,  West  London,  tubercular 
pneumonia.  In  hospital  33  days. 

On  2d  July  a  labourer,  33  years,  from  Clement’s-lane,  Strand,  typhus, 
hospital  25  days. 

On  4tli  July  a  labourer,  26  years,  from  Cable-street,  Saint  Georgc-in-the-Ea  >, 
pneumonia.  In  hospital  12  days. 

On  4th  July  a  tailor,  29  years,  from  Great  Pulteney-street,  moribund  on  admis¬ 
sion.  In  hospital  one  day. 

On  5th  July  a  baker,  21  years,  from  Pringbrook-street,  Holborn,  typhoid  few 
In  hospital  6  days. 

On  5th  July  a  man,  28  years,  from  Stockwell-street,  Camberwell,  typhoid  fever. 
In  hospital  12  days. 

The  metropolitan  Registrars  have  in  some  instances  added  remarks  to  their 
quarterly  reports,  and  from  these  the  following  extracts  are  made : — 

Mr.  Leonard,  the  Registrar  of  the  Charing-cross  sub-district,  observes  : — “  There 
lias  been  much  typhus  amongst  the  poor,  but  from  the  prompt  removal  of  cases 
[28.]  F  F 
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to  the  Fever  Hospital  no  deaths  from  it  appear  in  my  list.  The  sanatory  arrange¬ 
ments  are  very  imperfect  and  slow  in  operation,  and  the  breeding  of  dogs  for  sale 
in  the  lodgings  of  the  lower  classes  is  an  intolerable  nuisance.” 

Mr.  Watts,  Registrar  of  the  West  sub-district  of  Islington,  writes : — “  The  decrease 
of  53  in  the  births,  and  of  82  in  the  deaths,  during  the  last  three  months,  when 
compared  with  the  numbers  of  the  previous  quarter,  may  in  some  measure  be 
accounted  for  by  a  great  number  of  tenements  having  been  cleared  from  the  ground 
purchased  for  the  proposed  new  cattle  market,  and  also  by  the  terminus  of  the 
Great  Northern  Railway  being  now  opened  at  King’s  Cross,  causing  many  families 
to  leave  the  neighbourhood  of  the  late  temporary  terminus,  and  the  dwelling 
houses  to  become  untenanted.” 

Mr.  Child,  Registrar  of  Norwood  sub-district,  says  : — “  The  births  in  the  quarter 
are  rather  above  the  average,  which  I  attribute  to  the  increase  of  population  in 
consequence  of  the  employment  given  to  a  great  number  of  persons  at  the  Crystal 
Palace.  The  deaths  are  much  about  the  usual  number,  but  rheumatism  much 
prevails  in  my  district,  and  is  much  on  the  increase.  I  have  had  a  great  number  j 
of  complaints  made  to  me  in  respect  of  nuisances,  such  as  pigs  and  cows  being 
kept  in  close  confined  places,  and  also  respecting  drains  and  sewers,  particularly 
in  George-street,  Beulah-hill,  better  known  as  Gipsy-hill,  where  it  is  feared  by 
the  inhabitants  of  that  part  of  the  district  that  typhus  or  cholera  may  occur,  unless 
the  evils  complained  of  are  remedied.” 

And  Mr.  Rixon,  Registrar  of  the  sub-district  of  Woolwich  Arsenal,  makes  the 
following  remark  : — “  The  deaths  in  the  Royal  Ordnance  Hospital  have  been  con¬ 
siderably  above  the  usual  average  in  the  last  quarter.  Twenty-three  were  registered 
between  1st  April  and  30th  June  1853.  A  large  number  of  recruits  have  joinea 
the  garrison  recently,  which  will  partly  account  for  the  increased  mortality.” 

The  following  cases  are  selected  from  the  Returns  of  the  week: — On  5th  July, 
at  the  Royal  Oak,  Fulliam-fields,  the  son  of  an  Irish  labourer,  aged  10  weeks,  died 
of  “varicella,  pneumonia.”  At  10  Adelaide-road,  Hampstead,  on  6th  July,  a  clerk 
in  a  wine  merchant’s  office,  aged  41  years,  died  of  “carbuncle  (11  days).”  At  the 
Workhouse,  Lewisham,  on  4th  July,  a  labourer,  aged  63  years,  died  of  “  carbuncles 
(8  weeks),  apoplexy  (36  hours).”  In  the  Workhouse,  St.  Pancras,  on  28th  June,  a 
charwoman,  aged  42  years,  “  abscess  of  the  hand,  exhaustion  ;  died  8  hours  after 
admission.”  A  girl,  aged  5  weeks,  died  from  “  preternatural  enlargement  of  the 
liver  from  birth.”  The  weight  of  the  body  was  5 ^  lbs.,  of  the  liver  10  oz.  At 
Dock-street,  Whitechapel,  on  5tli  July,  a  sugar-refiner  (journeyman),  aged  36 
years,  died  of  “congestion  from  heat  (5  hours).”  At  10  Gibraltar-walk,  Hackney- 
road,  the  twin  daughters  of  an  ivory-turner,  aged  4  months,  died,  one  on  30th 
June,  the  other  on  3d  July,  of  “premature  birth,  diarrhoea.”  In  Mile-end,  Old 
Town  Lower,  at  12  Devonshire-street  West,  on  4th  July,  an  omnibus  proprietor, 
aged  33  years,  died  of  “variola  confluens  (13  days).”  His  mother,  who  was 
informant  of  the  death,  states  that  he  was  vaccinated  when  about  2  years  old  at 
Epsom.  At  1  Hemingford-villas,  on  7tli  July,  the  wife  of  a  warehouseman,  aged 
41  years,  died  of  “pleuritis  (6  days),  variola.”  At  the  Workhouse,  Whitechapel,  on 
2d  July,  a  labourer,  aged  18  years,  died  of  “congenital  malformation  of  the  heart 
causing  cyanosis.” 

Last  week  the  births  of  709  boys  and  735  girls,  in  all  1444  children,  were 
registered  in  London.  In  the  eight  corresponding  weeks  of  the  years  1845-52  the 
average  number  was  1253. 


Births  and  Deaths  registered  last  Week. 
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At  the  Royal  Observatory,  Greenwich,  the  mean  height  of  the  barometer  in  the 
week  was  29 '883  in.  The  reading  of  the  barometer  decreased  from  30' 11  in.  at 
the  beginning  of  the  week  to  29  ’74  in.  by  9  h.  p.m.  on  the  7th  ;  increased  to 
29'89in.  by  9  h.  p.m.  on  the  8th  ;  decreased  to  29'78in.  by  noon  on  the  9th; 
and  increased  to  29 ’81  in.  by  the  end  of  the  week.  The  mean  temperature  of 
the  week  was  64' 1°,  which  is  1‘9°  above  the  average  of  the  same  week  in  38 
years.  The  mean  daily  temperature  was  below  the  average  on  the  first  three  days ; 
on  the  three  following  days  it  rose  3°,  7°,  and  6°  above  it ;  on  Saturday  it  was  still 
slightly  above  the  average.  The  highest  temperature  occurred  on  Thursday,  and  was 
81 '7°  ;  the  lowest  on  Sunday,  when  it  was  50  •  1  °.  The  greatest  difference  between 
the  dew  point  temperature  and  air  temperature  was  17'8°  on  Sunday;  the  least 
0 '5°  on  Friday ;  the  mean  difference  of  the  week  was  8°.  The  wind  blew  from 
south-west  on  the  first  four  days ;  it  afterwards  varied  from  south  to  north-east.

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Meteorological  Observations. 
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HEALTH  OF  LONDON  DUHING  THE  WEEK. 

It  is  satisfactory  to  notice  a  further  decrease  in  the  mortality  of  London.  In 
the  week  that  ended  last  Saturday  the  deaths  registered  were  904  ;  in  the  pre¬ 
ceding  week  they  were  925  ;  within  the  last  six  weeks  the  weekly  number  has 
been  reduced  by  a  hundred.  In  the  ten  weeks  corresponding  to  last  week  of  the 
years  1843-52  the  average  number  was  1004,  which,  raised  in  proportion  to 
increase  of  population,  becomes  1104.  Hence  it  appears  that  the  actual  number 
of  deaths  in  last  week  is  less  than  the  estimated  amount  by  200. 

Fatal  cases  produced  by  zymotic  or  epidemic  diseases,  and  registered  last  week, 
arc  in  the  aggregate  225 ;  the  average  number  in  ten  corresponding  weeks,  after 
correction  for  increase  of  population,  is  337.  This  average,  however,  is  swelled 
by  the  cholera  of  1849,  and  makes  the  comparison  more  favourable  for  last  week 
|  than  if  founded  on  the  results  of  ordinary  years.  One  disease  in  this  class  exhibits 
a  considerable  increase  in  the  present  Return,  namely,  diarrhoea,  which  amounts  to 
54.  Including  dysentery,  the  numbers  in  the  last  three  weeks  have  been  34,  39, 
54.  Small-pox  was  fatal  to  2  children,  measles  to  26,  scarlatina  to  26  and  one 
adult,  hooping-cough  to  37,  croup  8,  thrush  4,  influenza  one  ;  purpura  to  2  persons, 
typhus  and  other  fever  51,  erysipelas  7,  syphilis  3  ;  and  the  following  three  cases 
of  cholera  were  registered  in  the  week  : — 

In  the  sub-district,  Saint  Paul’s,  Deptford,  at  7  Albert-street,  on  14th  July,  the 
son  of  a  miller,  aged  6  months,  died  of  “  cholera  infantum  (22  hours).” 

In  Islington,  at  11  Everilda-street,  on  7th  July,  the  son  of  a  book-keeper,  aged 
7  months,  “  cholera  (4  days),  secondary  fever.” 

At  4  Sugar-loaf-court,  Whitechapel,  on  11th  July,  the  wife  of  an  engineer,  aged 
42  years,  died  of  “  English  cholera  (2  days).” 

Six  deaths  occurred  in  the  week  in  the  London  Fever  Hospital ;  the  following 
are  the  particulars  of  these  : — 

On  10th  July  a  tailorcss  from  37  Hart-street,  Strand,  aged  37  years,  “typhus 
(13  days).”  In  hospital  9  days. 

On  11th  July  a  female  servant  from  Cannon-street,  Saint  George-in-the-East, 
aged  19  years,  “typhoid  fever  (43  days),  phlebitis  (14  days).  In  hospital  38 

days.”

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On  12th  July  a  needlewoman  from  37  Hart-street,  Strand,  aged  38  years, 
“  typhus  (10  days).  In  hospital  6  days.” 

On  13tli  July  a  charwoman  from  York-street,  Marylebone,  aged  31  years, 
“  typhus  (duration  unknown).  In  hospital  6  days.” 

On  13th  July  a  serjeant  in  City  police,  aged  36  years,  “  typhus  (10  days).  In 
hospital  3  days.” 

On  16th  July  a  child,  aged  3  years,  from  Muswell-liill,  “  scarlatina  (duration 
unknown).  In  hospital  30  days.” 

In  Bermondsey,  at  1  Printer’s-place,  on  lltli  July,  the  son  of  a  baker,  aged 
one  year,  died  of  “rubeola,  livid  (3  days),  pneumonia  (4  days).”  The  medical 
attendant  of  this  case  adds  on  his  certificate : — “  This  is  the  second  child  of  the 
same  family  within  6  weeks  ;  there  is  always  a  most  abominable  stench  in  this 
house  arising  from  a  drain.” 

In  Hoxton  Old  Town,  at  9  Avebury-street,  on  12th  July,  the  son  of  an  engineer, 
aged  5  years,  died  of  “  diarrhoea.”  Mr.  Pearce,  the  Registrar,  was  told  by  in¬ 
formant  of  the  death  that  offensive  smells  had  existed  in  this  house  for  some 
time  past,  caused  by  imperfect  drainage,  but  that  the  defect  had  been  remedied. 

The  following  additional  cases  are  selected  from  the  Returns  : — At  19  Hunt- 
worth-mews,  Dorset-square,  on  13tli  July,  a  porter,  44  years,  died  of  “traumatic 
tetanus  from  having  run  a  splinter  under  the  nail  of  his  middle  finger  while  wash¬ 
ing  a  cart  on  5th  July  (4  days).”  On  27tli  June,  in  a  sewer,  Holy  well-street, 
St.  Clement  Danes,  an  excavator,  £6  years,  was  “accidentally  suffocated  by  earth 
falling  on  him.”  At  1  Clevcland-street,  St.  Pancras,  on  lltli  July,  a  painter,  aged 
56  years,  died  of  “  chronic  inflammation  of  the  stomach  and  liver,  and  hypertrophy 
of  the  heart  (10  months)  ;  repeated  attacks  of  colica  pictonum  (several  years).” 
In  St.  George’s  Hospital,  on  8th  July,  a  carman,  26  years,  “  abscess  in  the  cellular 
tissue  of  great  toe  (3  weeks),  pyaemia  (2  weeks),  secondary  deposits  in  lungs, 
kidneys,  &c.”  Post  mort.  In  the  Holborn  District,  at  24  Mount  Pleasant,  on 
13th  July,  the  son  of  a  traveller,  aged  5  years,  “acute  synovitis  of  the  left  knee 
(3  days).”  At  29  Warner-street,  Kent-road,  on  13th  July,  the  daughter  of  a 
coach-maker,  aged  9  months,  “  diphtheritis  (one  month).”  A  girl  of  5  years  died 
of  eczema.  Three  males  and  3  females  of  psoas  abscess.  Two  men  of  cirrhosis. 
One  death  is  attributed  to  intemperance,  besides  another  in  which  suicide  was 
committed  in  a  state  of  mind  produced  by  the  same  habit. 

Last  week  the  births  of  716  boys  and  651  girls,  in  all  1367  children,  were  regis¬ 
tered  in  London.  In  the  eight  corresponding  weeks  of  the  years  1845-52  the 
average  number  was  1289. 

At  the  Royal  Observatory,  Greenwich,  the  mean  height  of  the  barometer  in 
the  week  was  29 '598  in.  The  reading  of  the  barometer  increased  from  29 '81  in. 
at  the  beginning  of  the -week  to  29 '90  in.  by  9h.  a.m.  on  the  12th;  decreased  to 
29' 16  in.  by  noon  on  the  14th.;  and  increased  to  29'49in.  by  the  end  of  the 
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week.  The  mean  temperature  of  the  week  was  58  "7°,  which  is  3*3°  lower  than 
the  average  of  the  same  week  in  38  years.  The  mean  daily  temperature  was 
below  the  average  on  every  day  of  the  week,  except  Monday  and  Tuesday;  it 
was  more  than  6°  below  the  average  on  the  last  three  days  The  highest  tem¬ 
perature  occurred  on  Tuesday,  and  was  75' 3°;  the  lowest  on  Monday,  and  was 
50 '4°.  The  greatest  difference  between  the  dewpoint  temperature  and  air  tem¬ 
perature  was  16"  7°,  and  occurred  on  Tuesday  ;  the  least  2 ‘3°  on  Wednesday;  the 
mean  difference  in  the  week  was  8 ’6°.  The  wind  blew  from  the  south-west.  The 
week  has  been  remarkable  for  rain  ;  the  quantity  measured  in  inches  that  fell  on 
Wednesday  was  '10,  on  Thursday  2 ‘63,  on  Friday  ‘28,  on  Saturday  '13;  the 
total  amount  of  the  week  3 ' 1 4.

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Meteorological  Observations . 
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HEALTH  OF  LONDON  DURING  THE  WEEK. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  registered  in  the  metropolitan  districts  in  the  week 
that  ended  last  Saturday  was  971.  In  the  ten  corresponding  weeks  of  the  years 
1843-52  the  average  number  was  1049,  which,  raised  in  a  certain  proportion  accord¬ 
ing  to  increase  of  population,  gives  an  estimated  amount  of  1154.  Last  week’s 
registration  therefore  shows  that  the  actual  mortality  is  less  than  the  corrected 
average  by  183. 

The  deaths  ascribed  to  zymotic  diseases  are  226,  about  the  same  number  as  in 
the  previous  week.  In  the  two  weeks  fatal  cases  of  small-pox  were  respectively 

2  and  2,  of  measles  26  and  11,  scarlatina  27  and  26,  hooping-cough  37  and  30, 
typhus  and  other  fever  51  and  58.  The  only  fact  particularly  attracting  notice  is 
the  increase,  usual  at  this  season,  of  diarrhoea.  The  numbers  referred  to  this  com¬ 
plaint  in  the  last  four  weeks  are  the  following  :  28,  34,  54,  and  73.  It  appears  that 
the  last  few  days  have  witnessed  a  decided  increase  both  in  diarrhoea  and  summer 
cholera  ;  and  though  typhus  contributes  nothing  more  than  the  usual  proportion  to 
the  weekly  mortality,  local  reports  show  that  it  is  prevalent  in  some  parts. 

The  following  six  cases  of  cholera  were  registered  in  the  week  : — 

In  the  sub-district  of  Am  well  (Clerkenwell),  at  13  Northampton-road,  on 
15th  July,  the  daughter  of  a  hairworker,  aged  3  months,  died  of  “  English 
cholera  (about  3  days).” 

In  the  sub-district  of  Goswell-street,  at  3  Percival-street,  on  16tli  July,  the 
daughter  of  an  engraver,  aged  16  years,  “  English  cholera  (3  days),  convulsions- 
(30  minutes).” 

In  Finsbury,  at  11  Chapel-court,  on  21st  July,  the  daughter  of  a  labourer,  aged 

3  months,  died  of  “summer  cholera  (3  days).” 

In  Bethnal-green,  at  7  Fleet-street,  on  23d  July,  the  daughter  of  a  weaver,  aged 
3  months,  “  cholera  infantum  (2  weeks).” 

In  sub-district  of  Christchurch,  Saint  Saviour,  at  5  Queen’s-arms-court,  on  19th 
July,  the  daughter  of  a  labourer,  aged  2  years,  “  summer  cholera.” 

In  Saint  Peter,  Walworth,  at  22  Queen’s-row,  on  1 7  tli  July,  the  son  of  a 
mercantile  clerk,  aged  4  years,  “  cholera  (8  hours).” 

Also  the  following  case  is  recorded:  in  Ilaggerstone  East,  on  15th  July,  a 
gentleman,  aged  31  years,  “  chronic  hepatitis  (3  months),  bilious  cholera 
(3  days).” 

In  King’s  College  Hospital,  on  16th  July,  a  female  servant,  unmarried,  aged 
23  years,  who  had  been  brought  from  12  Gilbert-street,  Clarc-market,  died  of 
[30.]  u  ii 
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“  typhus.”  Post  mort.  On  the  medical  certificate  it  is  remarked,  that  “  from  the 
same  house  three  other  severe  cases  of  typhus  have  been  admitted  into  the 
Hospital.  The  mother  of  deceased  states  that  the  drains  of  the  house  are  very 
offensive.” 

In  Saint  Luke’s  Workhouse,  on  18th  July,  a  labourer,  aged  24  years,  died  of 
“  typhus,  bronchitis  ;”  and  in  the  same  Workhouse,  on  21st  July,  a  labourer,  aged 
52  years,  died  also  of  “  typhus,  bronchitis.”  Mr.  Ansell,  the  Registrar  of  Hoxton 
New  Town,  writes  : — “  These  were  two  very  bad  cases.  I  am  sorry  to  add  that 
typhus  of  a  malignant  character  has  made  its  appearance  in  some  parts  of  my 
district ;  many  patients  are  lacing  conveyed  to  the  workhouse.  The  medical  officer 
lias  been  attacked,  and  is  only  now  recovering.  In  the  neighbourhood  of  Bruns- 
wick-place,  Craven-street,  and  Bachcs-terrace  many  of  the  houses  smell  so  badly 
that  I  have  scarcely  been  able  to  stand  in  them.  I  visit  my  district  much,  and 
have  frequent  opportunities  of  finding  out  these  abominations,  so  fruitful  of 
pestilence.” 

In  Shoreditch,  at  25  White-cross-place,  on  19th  July,  the  son  of  a  waiter,  aged 
9  months,  died  of  “  bowel  complaint  (4  days).”  Hie  medical  attendant  adds  on  his 
certificate  : — “  His  death  was  brought  on  by  the  bad  smells  of  the  house.” 

In  Rotherliithe,  at  13  Upper  Queen-street,  on  20th  July,  the  wife  of  a  labourer, 
aged  59  years,  died  of  “  diarrhoea  (2  days).”  Mr.  Pitt,  the  Registrar,  says :  “  This 
was  a  short  and  bad  case ;  deceased  was  out  on  Monday  and  dead  on  Wednesday. 
Thirty  houses  are  closely  filled  with  inhabitants  in  a  narrow  street  without  anything 
in  the  shape  of  drainage.” 

In  Hornscomb-yard,  Holloway,  on  19tli  July,  the  son  of  a  coach-painter,  aged  5 
months,  died  of  “  diarrhoea  (5  days),  effusion  on  the  brain.”  Mr.  Watts,  the  Regis¬ 
trar,  observes : — “  In  this  yard  there  is  a  refuse  heap,  the  receptacle  for  all  kinds  of 
soil  and  filth,  to  the  great  injury  of  the  health  of  several  poor  families,  who  are  near 
enough  to  be  subject  to  much  illness  created  by  it.  It  has  not  escaped  the  attention 
of  the  Sanitary  Commissioners,  but  little  amendment  has  been  made.” 

The  following  additional  cases  are  selected  from  the  Returns  : — A  woman,  aged 
51  years,  died  of  “valvular  disease  of  heart  (some  years),  general  anasarca  (3 
months),  ascites,  tapped  4  weeks  ago,  and  26  pints  of  fluid  withdrawn.”  In 
Bethnal-green,  at  19  Warner-place  South,  on  loth  July,  the  son  of  a  cabinet-maker, 
aged  7  months,  died  of  “  vaccination,  erysipelas  ( — weeks).”  In  the  Royal  Hospital, 
Greenwich,  on  20th  July,  a  pensioner,  aged  75  years,  “anthrax  (3  months).”  In 
Mile-end,  Old  Town,  Lower,  at  7  Victory-row,  on  18th  July,  a  butcher,  aged  43 
years,  “carbuncle  (16  weeks),  exhaustion.”  At  18  Nightingale-street  (St.  John, 
Marylebone),  on  13th  July,  the  son  of  a  shoemaker,  aged  2  months,  “porrigo, 
congestion  of  the  brain.”  A  widow,  aged  72  years,  “  natural  death  from  effusion 
accelerated  by  excitement.”  (Inquest.)  In  the  Camberwell  Workhouse  a  girl,  aged 
14  years,  “hectic  fever.” 

Last  wreek  the  births  of  819  boys  and  741  girls,  in  all  1,560  children,  were 
registered  in  London.  In  the  eight  corresponding  weeks  of  the  years  1845-52  the 
average  number  was  1 336. 

At  the  Royal  Observatory,  Greenwich,  the  mean  height  of  the  barometer  in  the 
■week  was  29 ‘745  in.  The  reading  of  the  barometer  increased  from  29 '72  in.  at 
the  beginning  of  the  week  to  29 -79  in.  by  9h.  r.M.  on  the  17th;  decreased  to 
29 ‘70  in.  by  noon  on  the  18th;  increased  to  29 '83  in.  by  9  h.  p.m.  on  the  19th; 
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remained  at  this  reading  nearly  till  3h.  p.m.  on  the  20th ;  decreased  to  29*59  in.  by 
3  h.  p.m.  on  the  22d  ;  increased  to  29*85  in.  by  noon  on  the  23d  ;  and  decreased  to 
29*81  in.  by  the  end  of  the  week.  The  mean  temperature  of  the  week  was  59  ’  6°, 
or  2*2°  below  the  temperature  of  the  same  week  on  an  average  of  38  years. 
The  mean  daily  temperature  was  below  the  average  on  every  day  of  the  week. 
The  highest  temperature  was  73°  and  occurred  on  Saturday;  the  lowest  was  50*7° 
and  occurred  on  Monday.  The  greatest  difference  between  the  dew  point  tem¬ 
perature  and  air  temperature  was  15 ‘4°  on  Saturday;  the  least  was  1‘9°  on 
Wednesday;  the  mean  difference  of  the  week  was  7*8°.  The  wind  blew  on  six 
days  from  the  south-west.  The  amount  of  rain  was  0*29  in.  The  highest  tem¬ 
perature  of  the  water  of  the  Thames  was  64*1°;  the  lowest  59*7°.

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HEALTH  OF  LONDON  DURING  THE  WEEK. 

In  the  week  that  ended  on  Saturday  1004  deaths  were  registered, — a  result 
which,  though  not  unfavourable  as  compared  with  the  usual  mortality  of  the  season 
in  London,  again  gives  indication  of  that  increase  which  is  characteristic  of  the 
summer  mortality  of  towns  as  distinguished  from  that  of  the  country.  The  deaths 
returned  in  the  last  three  weeks  were  successively  904,  971,  and  1004. 

In  the  ten  corresponding  weeks  of  the  years  1843-52  the  average  number  of 
deaths  was  1068,  which,  with  a  correction  for  increase  of  population,  gives  a 
mortality  of  1175.  This  series  of  weeks  embraces  the  high  mortality  from  cholera 
in  1849,  and  the  average  is  therefore  greater  than  it  would  be  if  derived  exclusively 
from  years  less  remarkable  for  epidemic  disease. 

Taking  the  fatal  diseases  in  groups  it  is  seen  that  the  zymotic  class  increased 
from  226  to  270  in  the  last  two  weeks,  arising  from  diarrhoea  and  measles ;  diseases 
of  the  nervous  system  rose  from  94  to  128,  while  those  of  the  respiratory  organs  fell 
from  102  to  79.  The  progress  of  diarrhoea  is  shown  in  the  returns  of  July  as 
follows:  34,  54,  73,  and  (last  week)  81;  cholera,  from  which  no  deaths  were 
registered  in  the  first  week  of  the  month,  was  fatal  in  3,  6,  and  9  cases  in  the 
subsequent  weeks.  The  9  cases  of  last  week  are  given  in  detail :  — 

At  21  Clifton-street,  Shoreditch,  on  25th  July,  the  daughter  of  a  gas-inspector, 
aged  6  months,  “  diarrhoea  (several  days),  cholera  infantum  (48  hours).” 

At  18  Caledonia  Crescent,  Islington,  on  22d  July,  a  boy,  aged  9  months, 
“  sporadic  cholera  (48  hours).” 

At  4  Springfield-villas,  Kilburn,  on  24th  July,  the  daughter  of  a  gentleman,  aged 
3  years,  died  of  common  cholera  (24  hours). 

At  the  Workhouse,  Bishopsgate,  on  27th  July,  a  needlewoman,  aged  63  years, 
“  choleraic  diarrhoea  (9  days),  choleraic  fever  (5  days).” 

At  the  same  Workhouse,  on  28th  July,  the  widow  of  an  iron-founder,  aged  79 
years,  “  choleraic  diarrhoea  (9  days),  fever  (3  days).” 

At  6  Bank’s-court,  Finsbury,  on  20th  July,  the  daughter  of  a  porter,  aged 
1 1  months,  “  summer  cholera  (5  days).” 

At  27  Hatton- wall,  Saffron-hill,  on  26th  July,  a  broker’s  man,  aged  82  years, 
“  English  cholera  (15  days),  old  age.” 

In  Lambeth  (Waterloo  1st  part),  at  1  Princes-mews,  on  27th  July,  the  son  of  a 
servant,  aged  5  months,  “  cholera  infantum  (24  hours).” 

At  2  Raven-cottagcs,  Hammersmith,  on  28th  July,  the  widow  of  a  surgeon,  aged 
65  years,  “diarrhoea,  cholera  Anglica  (2  days).” 

Mr.  W.  II.  Nason,  Deputy  Registrar  of  the  south  sub-district  of  West  London, 
makes  reference  to  the  fact  that  a  great  decrease  of  mortality  has  recently  occurred 
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in  his  sub-district,  only  13  deaths  having  been  registered  during  the  month  of  July, 
whilst  the  average  number  is  30. 

In  the  South  sub-district  of  the  City  of  London,  at  3  Little  Bush-lane,  on  24th 
J uly,  the  son  of  a  horse  keeper,  aged  1 1  years,  died  of  “  dropsy  of  the  chest  after 
scarlatina.”  Mr.  Wickes,  the  Registrar,  mentions  that  “this  is  the  third  child  that 
has  died  in  the  same  family,  the  two  others  were  registered  on  6th  July.  The 
scarlatina  was  brought  into  the  house  by  a  child  who  visited  a  family  suffering 
from  the  disease.” 

In  the  sub-district  of  Holywell  (Shoreditch)  at  3  New  North-street,  on  25th  July, 
the  daughter  of  a  saddle-tree  maker,  aged  5  months,  died  of  “  diarrhoea  (one  week).” 
Mr.  Alabaster,  the  Registrar,  adds  : — “I  am  informed  by  the  father  of  the  child 
that  he  is  obliged  to  remove  in  consequence  of  the  bad  smells  of  the  house.” 

In  the  sub-district  of  Saint  Nicholas,  Deptford,  three  deaths  occurred  in  New- 
street  on  the  22d,  23d,  and  26th  J  uly  respectively  ;  the  first  at  No.  32  from 
“  phthisis  (5  months)  the  second  at  No.  70  from  scarlatina  ;  the  third  at  No.  62 
from  “  idiopathic  phlegmonous  erysipelas,  with  suffering  in  neck  and  chest 
(2  weeks),  acute  bronchitis  (one  week).”  The  second  case  mentioned  was  that  of 
a  boy,  the  son  of  a  joiner,  aged  6  years,  who  died  from  “scarlatina  (4  weeks), 
anasarca  (2  weeks),  pericarditis  (20  hours).”  The  medical  attendant  writes  as 
follows  : — “  An  infant  sister  died  in  this  house  (No.  70)  8  days  ago  of  malignant 
scarlatina.  There  is  no  drainage  in  this  street,  in  which  there  are  the  most  noxious 
effluvia.  It  is  but  a  short  distance  from  the  Rope-walk,  the  condition  of  which 
was  alluded  to  on  a  previous  occasion.” 

The  following  case  was  registered  in  the  previous  week  :  On  16th  July,  at 
10  Weller’s-court,  Camden  Town,  the  son  of  a  labourer,  aged  4  months,  died  of 
“  convulsions  (24  hours),  first  seen  8  hours  before  death.”  Mr.  Sutherin,  the 
medical  attendant  in  this  case,  says : — “  The  parents  of  the  deceased  child  pay 
Is-,  per  week  for  a  miserable  hovel  surrounded  by  pigstyes  (one  stye  containing  as 
r  any  as  ten  pigs),  open  cesspools,  stagnant  water,  and  dunghills,  from  which  the 
most  offensive  effluvia  emanate.” 

The  following  additional  cases  are  selected  from  the  Returns  : — In  Kensington, 
on  19th  July,  a  gentleman,  aged  33  years,  died  of  “carbuncle  (10  days).”  At  the 
Royal  Marine  Infirmary,  Woolwich,  on  26th  July,  a  private  of  the  Royal  Marines, 
aged  24  years,  died  of  “scrofula  (87  days),  variola  (34  days).”  On  29th  July  a 
boy,  aged  3  years,  “exhaustion  from  cynanche  parotidasa  (14  days).”  A  girl,  aged 
7  weeks,  died  of  “  purulent  ophthalmia,  atrophy.”  The  daughter  of  a  labourer, 
aged  6  years,  died  from  imbibing  a  poisonous  material  for  killing  rats.  {Inquest.) 
The  daughter  of  a  labourer,  aged  16  months,  “  disease  of  ear  (5  weeks),  effusion  of 
brain  (6  days).”  On  16tli  July,  in  London  Fever  Hospital,  a  painter,  from  Ken¬ 
sington,  aged  46  years,  “exhaustion  from  lead  colic  (11  weeks),  in  hospital  46 
days.”  A  woman,  aged  23  years,  “  childbirth,  deformed  pelvis,  craniotomy,  ex¬ 
haustion  (36  hours).”  On  25th  May,  at  the  Workhouse,  Whitechapel,  a  labourer, 
aged  36  years,  “natural  death  accelerated  by  want  and  exhaustion  before  admission 
into  the  Workhouse.”  {Inquest.)  A  girl,  aged  2  days,  “congenital  umbilical 
hernia.” 

Last  week  the  births  of  769  boys  and  752  girls,  in  all  1521  children,  were  regis¬ 
tered  in  London.  The  average  number  in  eight  corresponding  weeks  of  the  years 
1845-52  was  1344. 
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At  the  Royal  Observatory,  Greenwich,  the  mean  height  of  the  barometer  in 
the  week  was  29 '696  in.  The  reading  of  the  barometer  decreased  from  29 '66  in. 
at  the  beginning  of  the  week  to  29 '62  in.  by  lOh.  p.m.  on  the  24th;  increased  to 
29  ’70  in.  by  9h.  p.m.  on  the  25th;  decreased  to  29 '67  in.  by  9h.  A.M.  on  the  26th  ; 
increased  to  29'81in.  by  9h.  a.m.  ;  decreased  to  29 '63  in.  by  noon  on  the  28th; 
increased  to  29 ' 78  in.  by  9h.  a.m.  on  the  29th  ;  decreased  to  29 '62  in.  by  9h.  a.m. 
on  the  30th;  and  increased  to  29 '74  in.  by  the  end  of  the  week.  The  mean 
temperature  of  the  week  was  60 '3°,  or  1'8°  less  than  the  average  of  the  same 
week  in  38  years.  The  highest  temperature  was  72 '8°,  the  lowest  51*7°,  both  on 
Monday.  The  greatest  difference  between  the  dew-point  temperature  and  air  tem¬ 
perature  was  16‘8°,  on  Saturday;  the  mean  difference  of  the  week  was  7 '8°. 
The  highest  and  lowest  temperatures  of  the  Thames  were  64  *  7°  and  62 ' 3°.  The 
wind  blew  from  the  south-west.

An  average  of  ten  weeks  (1843-52)  is  obtained  by  putting  the  decimal  point  before  the  unit  place  of  the  sum 
of  any  district,  except  those  districts  for  which  the  weekly  numbers  during  the  whole  period  of  ten  years  are  not 
complete.  Thus  the  sum  of  deaths  in  ten  weeks  is  10679  ;  which,  divided  by  10,  gives  1068  nearly  for  the  weekly 
average.  This  average  is  corrected  for  increase  of  population,  and  thus  rendered  comparable  with  the 
deaths  of  1853,  by  adding  to  it  a  tenth  part ;  thus,  1068  divided  by  10  is  about  107,  which,  added  to  1068,  makes 
the  corrected  average  1175.  The  corrected  average  for  small-pox,  or  other  diseases,  except  those  marked  by 
asterisks  as  having  undergone  changes  in  the  classification,  may  be  obtained  in  the  same  manner.  The 
deaths  from  small-pox  were  173  in  10  weeks ;  the  average  was  17  ;  the  corrected  average  1 9.  London  increased 
at  the  rate  of  1  '551  per  cent,  annually  in  the  ten  years,  June  1831-41 ;  1  '998  per  cent,  annually  in  the  ten  years, 
1841-51;  and  1-778  per  cent,  annually  in  the  fifty  years,  1801-51.

HEALTH  OF  LONDON  DURING  THE  WEEK. 

The  number  of  deaths  registered  last  week  in  the  metropolis  was  991  ;  in  the 
previous  week  it  was  1004.  In  corresponding  weeks  of  the  years  1843-52,  exclu¬ 
sive  of  that  in  1849  (when  cholera  raised  the  total  mortality  of  the  week  to  1909), 
the  numbers  ranged  from  801  to  1135.  With  the  exception  of  the  infant  part  of 
the  population  who  suffer  as  usual  at  this  season,  the  health  of  London  appears  to 
be  comparatively  good. 

In  the  returns  of  fatal  diseases  the  chief  feature  is  the  progress  of  diarrhoea. 
The  deaths  referred  to  this  complaint  in  the  last  six  weeks  are  28,  34,  54,  73,  81, 
and  110.  Of  the  110  persons  to  whom  it  was  fatal,  64  were  males,  46  were 
females ;  and  of  the  whole  number  78  were  children  under  one  year.  Only  2 
children  died  last  week  of  small-pox ;  only  16  of  measles  (though  in  the  previous 
week  the  number  was  34)  ;  while  33  died  of  scarlatina,  showing  an  increase  of  10 


Mr.  Jorden,  Registrar  of  the  Belgrave  sub-district  (St.  George,  Hanover-square), 
who  registered  the  death  of  one  child  from  dysentery,  and  that  of  another  from 
diarrhoea,  states  that  dysentery  of  an  obstinate  form  prevails  among  children  in  his 
district. 

The  following  four  deaths  from  cholera  were  registered  in  the  week  : — 

In  the  sub-district  of  St.  Mary,  Marylebone,  at  4  Paradise-buildings,  on  6th 
August,  the  son  of  a  shoemaker,  aged  12  months,  “cholera  infantum  (2  days).” 

In  the  West  sub-district  of  Greenwich,  in  Albion-street,  on  2d  August,  the  son 
of  an  engineer,  aged  one  year,  “  cholera  infantum  (4  days).” 

In  the  Workhouse,  Bishopsgate,  on  31st  July,  the  widow  of  a  tin-plate  worker, 
aged  77  years,  died  of  “choleraic  diarrhoea  (13  days),  fever  (10  days).” 

At  5  Queen’s-road,  Holloway,  on  4th  August,  the  son  of  a  labourer,  aged 
9  weeks,  “  cholera  infantum  (60  hours).” 

In  the  sub-district,  Woolwich  Arsenal,  at  108  Powis-street,  on  31st  July  and 
1st  August,  two  sons  of  a  chemist,  aged  respectively  2  and  5  years,  died  of  scar¬ 
latina,  the  former  after  6  days’,  the  latter  after  15  days’  illness.  Mr.  Rixon,  the 
Re  gistrar,  writes : — “  Four  of  the  children  in  this  family  have  had  the  scarlatina  ; 
two  are  convalescent  ;  a  fifth  is  sickening  with  it.  The  father  complains  very 
much  of  the  want  of  drainage  on  his  premises,  and  states  that  the  medical  atten¬ 
dant  attributes  the  attack  in  his  family  to  this  cause.  The  whole  of  the  town, 
however,  is  now  to  be  sewered.  The  sewerago  has  been  commenced,  and  is 
proceeding  rapidly.”

Eleven  pensioners  died  in  the  Royal  Hospital,  Greenwich,  between  28th  July 
and  3d  August,  at  ages  varying  from  63  to  91  years.  The  cause  of  death  in  six 
of  those  cases  was  chronic  bronchitis ;  in  four  diarrhoea  was  a  primary  or  secondary 
disease. 

In  the  sub-district  of  St.  Paul  (St.  George-in-the-East),  at  11  Terling -street,  on 
31st  July  and  2d  August,  2  daughters  of  a  bootmaker,  aged  respectively  4  and  d 
years,  died  of  “  hooping-cough  (6  weeks),  measles  (2  weeks).”  The  mother  and 
four  children  in  this  family  have  died  within  6  months. 

At  15  Borough-road,  on  1st  August,  a  barmaid,  aged  29  years,  died  of  “typhus 
(11  days).”  This  is  the  third  death  in  the  family  within  7  weeks.  The  mother, 
aged  58  years,  died  on  16th  June  of  peritonitis  ;  a  son,  aged  31  years,  on  29th  July, 
of  phthisis. 

In  the  Borough-road  sub-district,  at  9,  Little  Suffolk-street,  on  31st  July,  the 
daughter  of  a  hatter,  aged  4  years,  died  of  “  scarlatina  (1  month).”  Mr.  Elliot,  the 
Registrar,  makes  the  following  statement  : — “  Having  been  informed  that  the  pre¬ 
mises  of  this  and  the  adjoining  house  (No.  8.)  were  in  a  filthy  condition,  and  that 
the  landlord  had  been  requested  several  times  within  the  last  two  months  to  cleanse 
them,  but  had  neglected  to  do  so,  I  visited  the  place,  and  found  the  nuisance  com¬ 
plained  of  at  the  bottom  of  the  yard,  I  think  between  50  and  60  feet  from  the 
rear  of  the  houses.  The  house  No.  9.  where  the  death  occurred  is  the  worst,  but 
both  are  in  a  state  which  exhibits  the  most  culpable  neglect.” 

At  2  Church-road,  Homerton,  on  31st  July,  the  son  of  a  licensed  victualler 
deceased,  aged  13  years,  died  of  “scarlatina  maligna  (8  days).”  The  medical 
attendant  adds  on  his  certificate  : — “  This  case  was  most  peculiar  from  the  dreadful 
prostration  which  ensued  from  the  first  day  in  a  boy  previously  enjoying  the  best* 
health.  From  the  fourth  day  he  continued  almost  pulseless  and  cold,  and  was  unable 
to  take  either  medicine  or  nourishment,  but  still  lingered  on  to  the  eighth  day.  All 
diseases  have  put  on  the  typhoid  character  of  late  in  this  neighbourhood.  In  the! 
above  case  there  were  good  air  and  drainage.” 

At  3  Tkornhill-s+r^  JDiingion,  on  4th  August,  a  fiargtccarter,  aged  74  years, 
died  of  of  the  face  (7  months).”  “  The  disease”  (says  Mr.  Watts)  “is  sup- 

•p^.u  to  have  originated  as  far  back  as  14  years  ago  from  constantly  blowing  for  12 
months  a  brass  horn  (to  which  a  silver  mouthpiece  was  afterwards  attached)  used 
formerly  as  a  signal  at  the  tunnel,  Regent’s  Canal,  Islington,  he  having  been 
engaged  there  for  20  years  as  tunnel  keeper.  The  deceased  7  months  ago  under¬ 
went  an  operation  at  the  Free  Hospital  Gray’s-inn-lane,  having  the  cancer  cut  from 
his  face,  his  teeth  being  removed  as  well  as  part  of  the  jaw,  but  he  never 
recovered.” 

The  following  additional  cases  are  selected  from  the  Returns : — At  2  Camera- 
place,  Chelsea,  on  3d  August,  the  daughter  of  an  engineer,  aged  6  months, 
“chicken-pox  (4  days),  teething,  convulsions  (12  hours).”  In  University  College 
Hospital  a  female  servant,  aged  18  years,  died  of  “inflammation  of  internal  ear, 
cerebral  abscess,  meningitis.”  (Post  mart.)  Two  girls,  aged  respectively  3  years 
and  11  months,  died  on  2d  and  4th  August  at  18  Napier-street,  Hoxton  New  Town, 
of  scarlatina.  In  Goldsmith’s-place,  Haggerstone,  on  28th  July,  the  widow  of  a 
licensed  victualler,  aged  67  years,  “  carbuncle  (28  days),  exhaustion.”  A  woman, 
aged  79  years,  “  gastrodynia  (14  days).”  In  Lambeth  Church  sub-district  (2d  part) 
the  widow  of  a  baker,  aged  71  years,  “  rheumatic  gout,  paralysis,  exhaustion  and 
the  wife  of  a  shoemaker,  aged  26  years,  “rheumatic  gout,  diarrhoea,  debility 
(2  months).”  In  Islington  the  wife  of  a  tin-plate  worker,  aged  44  years,  “sciatica, 
hysteria,  and  dyspepsia  (8  months),  gastrodynia,  and  vomiting  (30  hours).” 

Last  week  the  births  of  769  boys  and  779  girls,  in  all  1548  children,  were 
registered  in  London.  In  the  eight  corresponding  weeks  of  the  years  1845-52  the 
average  number  was  1 332. 


Births  and  Deaths  registered  last  Week. 
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At  the  Royal  Observatory,  Greenwich,  the  mean  height  of  the  barometer  in  the 
week  was  29 '876  in.  The  reading  of  the  barometer  decreased  from  29 '85  in.  at 
the  beginning  of  the  week  to  29 ’69  in.  by  9  h.  p.m.  on  August  1st  ;  increased  to 
29*86  in.  by  9h.  a.m.  on  the  3d;  remained  at  this  reading  with  slight  variation 
till  3h.  p.m.  on  the  4th;  increased  to  30 ‘08  in.  by  9  h.  a.m.  on  the  6tli;  and 
decreased  to  30-05  in.  by  the  end  of  the  week.  The  mean  temperature  of  the  week 
was  61  *6°,  which  is  slightly  below  the  average  of  the  same  week  in  38  years.  The 
highest  temperatui'e  occurred  on  Monday,  and  was  77°;  the  lowest  was  46 '5°,  and 
occurred  on  Friday.  The  greatest  difference  between  the  dew  point  temperature 
and  air  temperature  was  18°  on  Monday;  the  least  1'2°  on  Wednesday;  the 
mean  difference  of  the  week  was  10 •2".  The  highest  temperature  of  the  water 
of  the  Thames  was  65  •  2°  on  Thursday  and  Friday.  The  wind  was  in  the  south¬ 
west  on  the  first  three  days  ;  on  Wednesday  it  changed  to  south ;  it  was  afterwards 
in  the  north,  and  calm.

London  increased 
at  the  rate  of  1-551  per  cent,  annually  in  the  ten  years,  June  1831-41 ;  1  "998  per  cent,  annually  in  the  ten  years, 
1S41-51 ;  and  1'77S  per  cent,  annually  in  the  fifty  years,  1801-51.  The  last  number  may  be  taken  to  express 
the  existing  rate  of  increase;  and  as  the  interval  from  the  middle  of  the  time,  first  week  (1843-52)  to  the

Meteorological  Observations. 
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HEALTH  OP  LONDON  DURING  THE  WEEK. 

The  mortality  of  London  lias  exhibited  little  variation  during  the  last  four 
weeks.  In  the  week  that  ended  on  Saturday  the  number  of  deaths  registered  was 
984.  In  comparing  the  results  of  the  last  two  weeks  as  regards  fatal  diseases  it 
will  be  seen  that  while  tubercular  diseases  and  diseases  of  the  heart  continue  of  the 
same  amount,  and  diseases  of  the  nervous  system  have  declined  from  119  to  89, 
those  of  the  respiratory  organs  from  97  to  77,  the  epidemic  class  has  risen  from  279 
to  320. 

Typhus,  which  rose  in  the  two  weeks  from  42  to  60,  has  partly  contributed  to 
the  increase  of  the  last-mentioned  class,  but  the  principal  cause  is  diarrhoea,  which 
continues  to  grow  in  activity.  This  complaint  which  numbered  in  four  previous 
weeks  54,  73,  81,  110  cases,  rose  last  week  to  139  ;  and  cholera,  registered  under 
various  designations,  “English,”  “infantile,”  and  in  one  instance  “Asiatic,”  ex¬ 
hibits  a  still  more  rapid  augmentation,  for  in  the  preceding  week  the  number  was 
only  4,  last  week  it  was  19.  Two  or  three  of  these  19  cases  appear  to  have  been 
of  violent  character  and  short  duration  ;  16  occurred  to  children,  nearly  all  very 
young,  and  3  to  persons  of  advanced  years.  The  following  are  the  particulars : — 

At  15  Canton-terrace,  Iloxton  Old  Town,  on  7tli  August,  the  daughter  of  a 
carpenter,  aged  3  months,  “  cholera.” 

At  2  Hartwell-street,  West  Hackney,  on  9th  August,  the  son  of  a  labourer,  aged 
11  months,  “cholera  infantum  (2  days).” 

At  10*-  Carey-street,  Saint  Clement  Danes,  on  8th  August,  the  son  of  a  bar¬ 
rister’s  clerk,  aged  14  months,  “cholera  infantum  (3  days).” 

In  Church  sub-district  of  Bethnal-green,  at  19  King-street,  on  6tli  August,  a 
weaver,  aged  74  years,  “English  cholera  (3  days).” 

At  15  Tindall’s -buildings,  Gray’s-inn-lane,  the  son  of  a  labourer,  aged  18  days, 
“  cholera  (6  days).” 

At  Elysium  cottages,  Fulham,  on  7th  August,  the  daughter  of  an  omnibus 
driver,  aged  3  months,  “  cholera  infantum  (2  days).” 

In  the  sub-district  of  South  Chelsea,  at  13  Evans-buildings,  on  12th  August, 
the  daughter  of  a  labourer,  aged  5  months,  “cholera  infantum  (3  days).”  Dr. 
Brown,  the  medical  attendant  of  this  case,  adds  on  his  certificate  : — “  The  room  in 
which  this  child  was  lying  was  so  insufferable  from  the  crowding  into  its  small 
space  of  so  many  human  beings,  that  the  only  matter  of  astonishment  is  that  human 
life  could  be  sustained  in  it  at  all.” 

At  13  Upper  Bryanstone-street,  on  5th  August,  the  daughter  of  a  farrier,  aged 
3  months,  “  cholera  infantum  (2  days).” 

In  Spitalficlds,  at  4  AVood-yard,  on  6th  August,  the  son  of  a  labourer,  aged 
6  months,  “  infantile  cholera  (13  days).” 

In  Spitalficlds,  at  3  AVood-yard,  on  9th  August,  the  daughter  of  a  carpenter,  aged 
2  months,  “  infantile  cholera  (5  days).” 

In  sub-district  of  Saint  Paul’s,  Deptford,  in  King-street,  New  Town,  on  10th 
August,  a  labourer,  aged  69  years,  “  English  cholera.” 

In  same  sub-district,  at  50  Giffin-stroet,  on  12th  August,  a  dust  collector,  aged 
56  years,  “  Asiatic  cholera  (54  hours).” 

[33.] 
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In  Rotherhithe,  at  3  Neptune-court,  on  7th  August,  the  daughter  of  a  black¬ 
smith,  aged  12  years,  “cholera  (43  hours).”  Mr.  Pitt,  the  Registrar,  says  : — “  The 
house  is  dark  and  badly  ventilated  ;  a  drain  running  under  the  two  lower  rooms 
about  a  foot  below  the  level  of  the  street.  The  sister  of  deceased  just  recovered 
from  severe  typhoid  fever.” 

In  Saint  John,  sub-district  of  Westminster,  at  9  New  Rochester-row,  on  11th 
August,  the  daughter  of  a  musician,  aged  6  years,  “  cholera  (7  hours).”  The 
medical  attendant  says  : — “  This  was  a  very  violent  case.”  According  to  informant 
there  were  no  premonitory  symptoms. 

In  Saint  John,  sub-district  of  Marylebone,  at  34  Orcus-street,  on  6th  August,  the 
daughter  of  a  mason,  aged  6  months,  “  cholera  infantum  (one  week).” 

At  20  Wilton-terrace,  Islington,  on  7th  August,  the  daughter  of  a  commercial 
traveller,  aged  4  months,  “  cholera,  vomiting  and  purging  (2  days).” 

At  7  Q aeen’s-road,  Holloway,  on  8th  August,  the  daughter  of  a  bricklayer,  aged 
18  weeks,  “  cholera  infantum  (84  hours).” 

At  1  Trinity-street,  Islington,  on  7th  August,  the  son  of  a  tailor,  aged  5  months, 
“  infantile  cholera  (one  day).” 

At  49  River’s-street,  Maiden-lane,  Islington,  the  son  of  a  carpenter,  aged  7  months, 
“  cholera  Anglica  (5  days).” 

In  South  St.  Giles-in-the-fields,  at  34  Parker-street,  on  7th  August,  the  son  of  a 
bricklayer,  aged  15  months,  “diarrhoea  (2  weeks).”  Mr.  Faulkner,  the  registrar, 
remarks  : — “  This  is  the  second  death  from  the  same  cause  in  this  house  within  the 
last  two  months.  The  informants  in  both  cases  complained  most  bitterly  of  the 
horrible  smells  arising  from  the  sausage  manufactory  next  door,  where  all  sorts  of 
domestic  animals  are  kept.  As  this  is  the  third  complaint  I  have  received 
respecting  this  place  I  visited  it  yesterday,  but  did  not  perceive  any  very  remark¬ 
ably  bad  smell,  although  there  certainly  was  a  something  not  very  fragrant  in  the 
atmosphere.  The  informant  says  that  the  very  bad  smells  are  not  constant,  but 
occur  principally  in  the  morning  when  the  various  processes  are  in  activity. 
I  have  a  little  patient  in  the  same  house  suffering  from  a  low  fever.”  Another 
child,  aged  6  months,  died  at  41  Parker-street,  on  9th  August,  of  “diarrhoea 
(9  days),”  and  another,  on  4th  August,  of  the  same  complaint,  at  24  Great  Wild- 
street,  in  the  same  sub-district. 

In  Ifoxton  New  Town,  at  St.  Luke’s  workhouse,  on  7th  August,  the  wife  of  a 
lapidary,  aged  36  years,  died  of  typhus.  Mr.  Ansell,  the  registrar,  says  : — “I  am 
informed  by  the  medical  officer  that  a  great  many  cases  of  typhus  are  being  brought 
in  ;  7  cases  have  just  been  admitted  out  of  one  house,  No.  28  Playhouse  yard.  This 
house  is  represented  as  in  a  most  filthy  state,  and  the  neighbourhood  altogether  is 
a  sink  of  filth.” 

Two  sons  of  a  baker,  aged  3  and  5  years,  died  on  9th  and  10th  August  respec¬ 
tively,  at  205  Blackfriars-road,  of  “  fever.” 

At  20,  Silver  street,  Golden-square,  on  9th  August,  a  girl,  aged  one  year,  died 
of  “  typhus  (2  weeks),  cerebral  congestion  and  convulsions  (9  days).”  Dr.  Parkes 
observes  that  “  the  patient  when  first  visited  was  found  at  the  top  of  a  house 
tenanted  by  a  greengrocer,  the  smell  of  decaying  vegetables  pervading  the  whole 
house,  and  rendering  it  unfit  for  the  residence  of  human  beings.  The  next  house 
is  a  butcher’s  ;  the  cellars  and  yard  are  used  for  slaughtering.” 

At  12,  Lavender-road,  Battersea,  two  daughters  of  a  carpenter,  aged  5  and 
10  years,  died  on  5th  and  10th  August  of  scarlatina.  And  at  11,  Pulteney- 
terrace,  Islington,  twro  daughters  of  a  painter,  aged  4  and  3  years,  died  on  9th  and 
10th  August  of  the  same  disease. 

In  the  sub-district  of  Hoxton  Old  Town,  at  23  Aske-street,  on  4th  August,  a 
dressmaker,  aged  28  years,  died  of  phthisis.  Mr.  Pearce,  the  Registrar,  adds : — 
“  In  this  house  I  am  informed  that  till  within  the  last  3  or  4  -weeks  the  private 
drain  has  been  so  defective  that  the  inmates  were  fearful  of  disease  making  its 
appearance.  Within  this  dwelling  live  12  or  13  children  of  different  families,  and 
i  i  one  of  the  rooms  where  the  body  now  lies  live  and  sleep  a  female  and  her 
child.  The  effects  produced  by  the  warm  weather  rendered  it  necessary  to  have 
the  coffin  screwed  down.”

The  following  additional  cases  are  selected  from  the  Returns  : — A  boy,  aged  16 
days,  “  a  deep  ntevus  on  the  back.”  A  boy,  aged  1 1  years,  “  worms  occasionally 
seen  for  seven  years,  tape  worm  (8  months  since),  bronchitis  (1  months).”  At 
15  Wilmot-street,  Bloomsbury,  on  9th  August,  a  livery-stable-keeper,  aged  62 
years,  died  of  “chronic  equinia  apostematosa  (8  months),  from  diseased  horse; 
abscesses  in  the  legs;  conjunctivitis  (3  or  4  days).”  At  110  Pcnnington-street, 
in  St.  George-in-the-East,  on  10th  August,  a  corn-porter,  aged  62  years,  died  from 
«  fever  with  great  prostration  consequent  on  drinking  a  large  draught  of  impure 
water  (5  days).”  At  1  East-lane,  Bermondsey,  on  9th  August,  a  carver  and 
gilder,  aged  47  years,  “  anthrax  (10  days).”  At  4  Circus-row,  Greenwich,  on 
7th  August,  a  spinster,  aged  56  years,  “  malignant  carbuncle  (2  months),  secondary 
abscesses  (one  month).”  A  girl,  aged  8  weeks,  marasmus  after  operation  for 
hare-lip. 

Last  week  the  births  of  709  boys  and  752  girls,  in  all  1461  children,  were  regis¬ 
tered  in  London.  The  average  number  in  eight  corresponding  weeks  of  the  years 
1845-52  was  1351. 

At  the  Royal  Observatory,  Greenwich,  the  mean  height  of  the  barometer  in 
the  week  was  30 '072  in.  The  reading  of  the  barometer  decreased  from  30  •  06  in. 
at  the  beginning  of  the  week  to  30-03  in.  by  lOh.  a.m.  on  the  7th;  increased  to 
30' 18  in.  by  9h.  a.m.  on  the  10th  ;  and  decreased  to  29'97  in.  by  the  end  of  the 
week.  The  variations  of  reading  during  the  week  have  been  unusually  small.  The 
mean  temperature  of  the  week  was  61 '2°,  which  is  slightly  below  the  average  of 
the  same  week  in  38  years.  The  mean  difference  between  the  dew-point  tem¬ 
perature  and  air  temperature  was  8 ' 6°.  The  wind  blew  for  the  most  part  from  the 
north-east.

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Meteorological  Observations. 
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HEALTH  OF  LONDON  DURING  THE  WEEK. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  registered  in  London,  which  in  the  preceding  week 
was  984,  rose  in  the  week  that  ended  on  Saturday  to  1053.  Excluding  from  the 
comparison  the  corresponding  week  of  1 849,  in  which  cholera  raised  the  mortality 
from  all  causes  to  2456,  it  appears  that  the  result  of  last  week  does  not  differ 
materially  from  the  average  as  corrected  for  increase  of  population. 

Summer  cholera  and  diarrhoea  exhibit  a  small  decrease  in  the  present  as  com¬ 
pared  with  the  previous  Return.  The  deaths  ascribed  to  diarrhoea  are  126,  of 
which  115  occurred  amongst  children.  The  tender  age  of  nearly  all  the  sufferers, 
97  of  them  not  having  completed  their  first  year,  is  sufficient  to  dispel  the  popular 
error  that  the  use  of  fruit  is  the  exciting  cause.  Small-pox  was  fatal  in  only 
5  cases,  measles  in  13,  scarlatina  in  27,  hooping-cough  in  28,  ague  in  one,  typhus 
in  48.  The  following  are  the  details  of  10  cases  of  cholera  registered  in  the  week : — 

In  the  sub-district  of  Saint  Paul,  Deptford,  in  High-street,  on  14th  August,  a 
gas-fitter,  aged  33  years,  died  of  “  cholera,  English.” 

In  Lewisham  Village,  at  4  North  Cottages,  on  14th  August,  the  daughter  of  a 
labourer,  aged  6  years,  “  English  cholera  (24  hours).” 

At  8  Vine-place,  Bond-street,  Vauxhall,  on  17th  August,  the  son  of  a  lighterman, 
aged  5  months,  “  choleraic  diarrhoea  (46  hours).” 

In  Elm-grove,  Plumstead-common,  on  7th  August,  the  son  of  a  mercantile  clerk, 
aged  2  years,  “cholera  (10  hours),  convulsions  (2  hours).”  Post  mort. 

In  Saint  James,  Westminster,  at  3  Bentinck-street,  on  15th  August,  the  daughter 
of  a  porter,  aged  5  months,  “  summer  cholera.” 

In  Saint  James,  Westminster,  at  35  Great  Windmill-street,  on  12th  August,  the 
widow  of  a  linen  manufacturer,  aged  68  years,  “  English  cholera  (8  days).” 

In  Hoxton  Old  Town,  at  7  Little  John-street,  on  13th  August,  the  son  of  a 
leather-dresser,  aged  7  weeks,  “  cholera  infantum  (7  days).” 

In  Saint  Gcorge-in-the-East,  at  15  King-street,  on  13th  August,  the  daughter  of 
a  labourer,  aged  4  years,  “  English  cholera  (24  hours).” 

In  Saint  George-in-the-East,  at  3  Providence-street,  on  12th  August,  the  son 
of  a  horsehair  curler,  aged  one  year,  “  English  cholera  (2  days).” 

At  Prospect-house,  Old  Kent-road,  on  14tli  August,  the  widow  of  a  silversmith, 
aged  92  years,  “  English  cholera  (one  week).” 

In  the  sub-district  of  Woolwich  Arsenal,  at  4  Edward-street,  on  17th  August,  a 
house-painter,  aged  17  years,  died  of  “  petechial  typhus  (13  days).”  Mr.  Ilixon, 
the  Registrar,  states  that  “a  twin  brother  died  of  the  same  disease,  in  the  same 
house,  on  24th  July  last.  The  father  reports  that  the  watercloset  adjoins  the 
sitting-room,  and  the  water  from  it  (lie  thinks)  runs  under  the  floor.” 

In  South  sub-district  of  City  of  London,  at  1 1  Five-foot-lane,  on  14th  August, 
the  daughter  of  a  basket-maker,  aged  one  year,  died  of  “scarlatina  (4  days).” 
Mr.  Wickes,  the  Registrar,  says  : — “  This  is  the  third  death  in  the  same  house, 
though  not  the  same  family  ;  the  first  occurred  on  31st  July,  the  second  on  7th 
August.” 

In  Waterloo  sub-district  (1st  part),  Lambeth,  at  6  Isabella-place,  on  12th  August, 
the  daughter  of  a  labourer,  aged  2  months,  died  of  “  diarrhoea  (7  days).”  Mr. 
Mears,  the  Registrar,  writes  as  follows: — “  This  filthy  hole  (Isabella-place,  Broad- 
[34.]  MM 
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wall)  is  at  all  times  rife  with  disease  and  death.  My  only  surprise  is  that  any 
human  beings  can  exist  in  such  an  atmosphere  ;  yet  every  one  of  the  7  or  8  hovels 
it  contains,  some  of  2,  others  of  4  rooms,  has  a  family  in  each  room.  There  is 
neither  air,  light,  or  ventilation  of  any  kind.  I  do  not  register  probably  one  fifth 
of  the  fatal  cases  originating  in  this  place,  as  many  persons  are  removed  to  the 
Workhouse  or  Fever  Hospital,  and  are  registered  there.  My  return  of  this  week 
is  the  largest  in  my  sub-district  since  the  period  of  cholera.  Fever  and  diarrhoea 
are  increasing.” 

In  the  Borougli-road  sub-district,  in  the  Workhouse,  on  12th  August,  the  son 
of  a  labourer,  aged  6  years,  died  of  “  typhus.”  He  had  been  brought  from 
7  Little  Suffolk-street,  which  (says  Mr.  Elliott,  the  Registrar)  is  only  two  doors 
from  the  house  referred  to  in  my  Return  of  6th  instant.  The  houses  Nos.  8.  and  9. 
were  then  described  as  in  a  filthy  condition.” 

In  South  Hackney,  at  Wood’s-yard,  Well-street,  on  12th  August,  the  son  of  a 
shoemaker,  aged  5  years,  “  natural  death  caused  by  fever  from  bad  drainage.” 
Inquest.  Mr.  Steib,  the  Registrar,  adds  : — “  Two  other  children  of  the  same 
parents  are  lying  ill  of  fever  from  the  same  cause.  One  privy  serves  for  all  the 
houses  ;  one  pump  supplies  all  the  houses  in  the  yard.  The  drains  being  defective, 
the  filth  finds  its  way  into  the  well,  which  is  close  to  this  house,  through  which  a 
drain  passes,  emitting  a  nauseous  and  unwholesome  smell.” 

The  following  additional  cases  are  selected  from  the  Returns : — The  daughter  of 
a  shipwright,  aged  7  days,  died  of  “  eczema  (3  days).”  In  the  Surrey  County 
Lunatic  Asylum  a  woman,  aged  33  years,  died  of  “  chorea  with  paralysis.”  At 
4  Railway-place,  Plumstead,  on  12th  August,  the  son  of  a  carpenter,  aged  2  years, 
“  pemphigus  gangrenosus.”  The  son  of  a  porter,  aged  12  months,  “bronchitis 
(12  months),  varicella  (2  weeks),  pneumonia  double.”  Two  persons  died  from  intem¬ 
per, in  ce. 

Four  cases  of  carbuncle  occurred  : — At  4  Anchor-street,  Bethnal-green,  on 
16tli  August,  a  horsehair  manufacturer,  aged  66  years,  “apoplexy,  carbuncle 
(6  weeks),  debility  (2  weeks).”  At  1  Wellington-place,  Borough-road,  on 
19th  August,  a  journeyman  butcher,  aged  61  years,  died  of  “carbuncle  (5  weeks).” 
The  medical  attendant  appended  the  following  note  to  his  certificate  : — “  This  case 
was  neglected  from  the  first,  viz.,  3  weeks  ago.  The  informant  (his  wife)  stated 
that  the  neglect  arose  from  the  aversion  deceased  had  to  receive  medical  treatment 
under  any  circumstances.  He  had  treated  his  complaint  as  a  boil  for  the  first  3 
weeks.”  At  2  Tothill-court,  Westminster,  on  13tli  August,  a  spinster,  aged  45 
years,  “carbuncle  and  exhaustion.”  In  St.  Bartholomew’s  Hospital,  from  11  Pop- 
pin’s-court,  Fleet-street,  on  11th  August,  the  widow  of  a  jeweller,  aged  60  years, 
“  carbuncle.” 

Last  week  the  births  of  775  boys  and  743  girls,  in  all  1518  children,  were 
registered  in  London.  In  the  eight  corresponding  weeks  of  the  years  1845-52  the 
average  number  was  1348. 

At  the  Royal  Observatory,  Greenwich,  the  mean  height  of  the  barometer  in  the 
week  was  29 '736  in.  The  reading  of  the  barometer  decreased  from  29 '97  in.  at 
the  beginning  of  the  week  to  29 ’40  in.  by  9h.  p.m.  on  the  16tli  ;  increased  to 
29'83in.  by  the  morning  of  the  18th  ;  then  decreased  to  29'77  in.  by  3  h.  p.m.  on 
the  19th  ;  and  increased  to  29 '81  in.  by  the  end  of  the  week.  The  mean  tempe¬ 
rature  of  the  week  was  60 '4°,  which  is  slightly  below  the  average  of  the  same  week 
in  38  years.  It  was  below  the  average  on  the  first  five  days  of  the  week,  but  on 
Friday  and  Saturday  rose  about  4°  above  it.  The  highest  temperature  of  the  week 
■was  77 '5°,  and  occurred  on  Friday;  the  lowest  was  45 '8°,  and  occurred  on  Thurs¬ 
day.  The  greatest  difference  between  the  dew  point  temperature  and  air  tem¬ 
perature  was  15 -4°  on  Friday;  the  least  O' 9°  on  Tuesday;  the  mean  difference 
of  the  week  was  6 ' 2".  The  wind  blew  from  the  north  and  south-west. 


The  following  note  has  been  addressed  by  Dr.  Maclocghlin  to  the  Registrar  General : — 

34,  Bruton-street,  Berkeley-square.  19th  August. 

“  It  was  reported  in  last  Return  that  a  child  died  at  No.  9,  New  Rochester-row,  St.  John 
sub-district  of  Westminster,  after  7  hours’  illness,  and  without  any  premonitory  symptoms  of  cholera. 
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I  have  called  at  the  house,  and  seen  the  child’s  parents.  She  had  been  ill  about  24  hours  before 
she  was  seized  with  violent  purging,  vomiting,  and  cramps,  and  she  died  in  7  hours  after. 

The  morning  of  the  day  previous  to  that  of  her  death,  when  the  parents  found  that  she  was 
unwell  they  were  not  alarmed  about  her,  and  as  their  occupations  took  both  of  them  from  home, 
they  left  the  child  in  charge  of  her  sister,  and  returned  home  only  at  about  12  o’clock  at  night, 
when  they  found  the  child  very  uneasy  and  much  worse  than  when  they  had  left  her  in  the  morning ; 
she  had  vomited  several  times  during  the  day,  and  her  bowels  had  been  acted  on. 

It  is  evident,  therefore,  that  this  child  was  not  struck  down  at  once  by  the  disease,  but  that  there 
had  been  evidently  some  of  the  premonitory  symptoms  of  cholera  present,  not  so  decided  possibly  as 
to  fix  the  attention  of  persons  unacquainted  with  the  insidious  a  Ivance  of  the  disease,  but  much  more 
than  sufficient  to  satisfy  those  accustomed  to  it,  that  an  attack  of  spasm,  &c.  tkc.  was  coming  on. 

Would  it  not  be  rendering  the  public  an  essential  service  to  inform  them  that  there  is,  at  this 
moment,  a  tendency  to  bowel  complaints,  which  leads  to  cholera,  and  that  the  slightest  derangement 
of  the  functions  of  the  stomach  and  bowels  ought  to  be  attended  to  ? 

The  parents  of  this  child  told  me  that  had  they  been  aware  that  derangements  of  the  functions  of 
the  stomach  and  bowels  were  dangerous  at  this  moment  they  would  not  have  left  their  child,  but 
would  have  called  in  medical  aid  at  once,  and  in  all  human  probability  had  they  done  so  they 
would  have  saved  their  child,  as  all  who  know  anything  of  cholera  are  aware  that  in  the  first  stage 
the  disease  can  be  arrested,  but  not  so  certainly  when  spasms  have  come  on.”

The 
deaths  from  small-pox  were  172  in  10  weeks;  the  average  was  17;  the  corrected  average  19.  London  increased 
at  the  rate  of  1  -551  per  cent,  annually  in  the  ten  years,  June  1831-41 ;  1-998  per  cent,  annually  in  the  ten  years, 
1841-51 ;  and  1  •  778  per  cent,  annually  in  the  fifty  years,  1801-51.  The  last  number  may  be  taken  to  express 
the  existing  rate  of  increase ;  and  as  the  interval  from  the  middle  of  the  time,  first  week  (1843-52)  to  the 

first  week  1853,  was  5‘5years,  and  r=  1-01778;  so  I  •  1018=  1  -f-  1

the  Astronomer  Royal. 
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HEALTH  OF  LONDON  DURING  THE  WEEK. 

The  deaths  of  1021  persons  Wwere  registered  during  the  last  week  (August 
21-7)  in  London.  The  number  is  below  the  average  of  the  corresponding  week 
in  previous  years,  even  if  we  strike  out  of  the  calculation  the  week  of  1849,  in 
which  2796  persons  died  from  epidemic  cholera  and  other  causes. 

Of  the  514  males  and  507  females,  5  1 7  were  children  under  15  years  of  age, 
316  were  adults  of  15  and  under  60  years  of  age,  187  were  old  people ;  2  of  the 
men  and  19  of  the  women  had  attained  the  ages  of  85,  90,  and  upwards. 

The  causes  of  death  present  one  feature  of  much  interest ;  137  of  the  deaths 
were  referred  to  diarrhoea,  18  to  cholera.  Five  of  the  persons  who  died  of  cholera 
were  adults,  and  the  shortness  of  life  after  attack,  7  hours,  9  hours,  and  13  hours 
in  3  cases,  with  the  other  symptoms,  appears  to  have  left  no  doubt  on  the  minds 
of  the  medical  men  in  attendance  that  they  had  before  them  cases  of  epidemic 
cholera. 

In  the  corresponding  weeks  of  1851  and  1852  the  deaths  from  cholera  were  28 
and  15,  and  the  deaths  from  diarrhoea  were  174  and  125.  But  it  was  shown  at 
that  time,  from  the  analogy  of  the  previous  epidemics  and  the  general  character  of 
the  cases,  that  the  disease  was  not  likely  then  to  assume  the  Asiatic  form.  Now 
our  hopes  that  England  may  escape  are  less  sanguine ;  but  it  is  right  to  mention 
that  in  the  last  weeks  of  August  and  the  first  weeks  of  September  the  cholera  of 
the  common  form  is  virulent,  and  sometimes  simulates  the  Asiatic  cholera,  which 
has  besides  never  prevailed  here  to  any  extent  until  it  has  been  some  mouths  in 
the  country. 

It  is  satisfactory  to  reflect  that  active  measures  have  been  adopted  by  the 
Secretary  of  State  to  close  the  London  churchyards,  and  that  the  water  supply, 
although  still  bad,  is  likely  to  be  greatly  improved  ere  long.  While  this  great 
disease  is  evincing  so  much  activity,  our  sanatory  arrangements,  particularly  that 
great  measure  for  the  purification  of  the  Thames  and  the  drainage  of  London, 
will  not  be  allowed  to  linger  unachieved. 

The  public  should  at  this  moment  bear  in  mind  that  nearly  every  quickly  fatal 
case  of  Asiatic  cholera  is  preceded  for  a  few  hours  by  a  painless  diarrhoea,  and 
that  in  its  first  stages  the  diarrhoea  can  generally  be  cured  by  medical  men,  and  the 
threatening  attacks  of  cholera  be  averted.  They  should  therefore  in  all  cases  of 
diarrhoea,  whether  occurring  in  children  or  in  adults,  immediately  apply  for  medical 
advice.  The  importance  of  this  rule  was  adverted  to  last  week  by  Dr.  Macloughlin, 
and  was  painfully  confirmed  by  the  ballast-heaver,  aged  46  years,  who  had 
early  in  the  morning,  “  diarrhoea  which  he  did  not  heed,”  and  died  in  7  hours  after 
the  first  evident  symptoms  of  cholera  appeared. 

The  following  are  the  details  of  the  18  cases  of  cholera  registered  in  the  week  : — 

In  the  sub-district  of  Whitecross-street,  at  9  Nags-head-court,  on  22d  August, 
the  son  of  a  whalebone  coverer,  aged  6  weeks,  “  infantile  cholera  (7  days).” 

In  the  sub-district  of  St.  Mary,  St.  George-iu-the-East,  on  the  20th  August,  at 
11  Princes-street,  the  daughter  of  a  commercial  clerk,  aged  one  year,  “English 
cholera  (10  days),  inflammation  of  lungs  (48  hours),  congestion  of  brain  (12  hours), 
terminating  in  convulsions.” 

[35.]  N  if 
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At  9  St.  Oswald’s-place,  Lambeth,  on  the  20th  August,  a  labourer,  aged  41  years, 
“  cholera  spasmodica  (9  hours).”  The  informant  stated  that  they  have  no  drainage 
beyond  that  into  a  cesspool,  and  that  in  rainy  weather  there  is  a  most  offensive 
effluvium.  The  medical  man  informed  them  that  it  was  a  decided  case  of  Asiatic 
cholera. 

In  the  ub-district  of  St.  John,  St.  George-in-the-East,  at  32  Broad-street,  on  the 
22d  August,  a  ballast-lieaver, .aged  46  years,  “cholera  (7  hours).”  The  Registrar 
says  : — I  am  informed  by  the  medical  attendant  that  this  was  “a  very  bad  case 
indeed  of  undoubted  cholera  that  he  saw  the  deceased  at  twelve  o’clock,  who 
was  then  in  collapse,  had  severe  cramps  and  no  pulse  ;  was  scarcely  conscious. 
He  could  not  refer  the  case  to  any  cause,  the  house  being  tolerably  free  from  bad 
smells,  and  the  man  of  temperate  habits.  The  patient  “  had  diarrhoea  early  in  the 
morning  which  he  did  not  heed.” 

In  the  Hackney-road  sub-district,  at  4  Wellington-row,  on  the  22d  of  August, 
a  servant,  aged  15  years,  “natural  death  from  exhaustion  from  purging  caused  by 
effluvia  of  water  from  a  cesspool.”  (Inquest.)  Mr.  Murray,  the  Registrar,  adds  that 
“  the  deceased,  a  servant  to  Mr.  Gough,  of  31,  JPrinces-square,  St.  George’s-in- 
the-East,  having  previously  had  good  health,  was  suddenly  taken  ill  with  diarrhoea 
about  4  o’clock  on  Sunday  afternoon,  and  removed  the  same  evening  to  her  mother’s, 
4,  Wellington-row,  Bethnal-green,  where  she  died  about  5  o’clock  the  following 
morning.  The  medical  attendant  having  described  the  case  as  one  of  Asiatic 
cholera,  an  inquest  was  held,  which  resulted  in  the  verdict  copied  above  ;  and, 
through  the  favour  of  Mr.  Baker,  the  Coroner,  I  am  enabled  to  add  the  remarks 
appended  by  the  jury  to  their  verdict:  ‘  that  the  death  was  probably  caused  by  the 
foetid  and  noxious  effluvia  arising  from  the  foul  water  daily  obliged  to  be  pumped 
from  a  cesspool  in  Mr.  Gough’s  house,  and  which  was  poured  into  the  surface 
channel  of  the  street,  and  stated  to  be  of  a  most  nauseous  and  offensive  character, 
there  appearing  to  be  no  other  drainage  or  sewerage  in  the  square.’  ” 

At  54  Whitechapel-road,  on  the  24th  August,  the  son  of  a  watchmaker,  aged 
5  months,  “  cholera  infantum  (3  days).” 

In  the  sub-district  of  West  Hackney,  at  2  Buckingham-road,  on  the  22d  August, 
the  wife  of  an  omnibus  conductor,  aged  35  years,  “  cholera  (24  hours).” 

At  189  Fleet-street,  on  the  21st  August,  the  daughter  of  a  stationer,  aged  9 
months,  “  infantile  cholera  (8  days).” 

At  26  Water-lane,  Ilomerton,  on  the  21st  August,  the  son  of  a  waiter,  aged  one 
year,  “cholera  infantum  (7  days).” 

In  St.  Bartholomew’s  Hospital,  from  113  Fetter-lane,  on  the  25th  August,  a 
labourer,  aged  30  years,  “  English  cholera.” 

At  3  St.  John’s-place,  near  the  Thames  Tunnel,  Rotherhitlie,  on  the  26th  August, 
the  son  of  a  labourer,  aged  13  years,  “cholera  (3  days).”  The  medical  attendant 
adds  that  “  the  house  is  badly  lightly  and  ventilated,  with  a  privy  about  eight  or 
nine  feet  from  the  front  door.” 

At  Turner’s-yard,  George-street,  Chelsea,  on  the  23d  August,  the  son  of  a 
labourer,  aged  8  months,  “  cholera  infantum  (one  week).” 

At  2 10  Evelyn-street,  St.  Paul’s,  Deptford,  on  the  26th  August,  the  son  of  a  coal- 
merchant,  aged  6  weeks  “  cholera  infantum  (7  days).” 

At  159  High-street,  Woolwich,  on  the  27th  August,  the  widow  of  a  shoemaker, 
aged  72  years,  “  cholera  (English),  debility  (one  week).” 

At  18  Quaker-street,  Spitalfields,  on  the  26th  August,  the  daughter  of  a  cabinet¬ 
maker,  aged  one  year,  “  English  cholera  (5  days),  accelerated  by  a  bad  smell  from 
back  of  the  house,  diarrhoea  (2  days).”  Mr.  Deboos,  the  Registrar,  states  that 
“  the  privy  is  close  to  the  back  room,  which  is  unfit  to  live  in  from  the  effluvia.” 

In  the  sub-district  of  St.  Mary,  Marylebone,  at  41  Queen-street,  on  the  11th 
August,  the  son  of  a  butler,  aged  4  months,  “  cholera  infantum  (2  days).” 

At  22  Winchester-row,  on  the  21st  August,  the  daughter  of  a  letter  carrier,  aged 
5  years,  “  cholera  (18  hours).” 

At  60  Seymour-plaee,  on  the  25th  August,  the  wife  of  a  coachman,  aged  48  years, 
“  English  cholera  (2  days).” 

In  Haggerstone,  West  sub-district,  at  135  Kingsland-road,  on  the  24th  August, 
the  daughter  of  a  printer,  aged  14  years,  died  of  “  diarrhoea,  typhoid  fever,  exhaus- 
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tion  (7  days).”  Mr.  Bowring,  the  Deputy  Registrar,  adds  that “  Adjoining  this 
house  there  are  heaps  of  raw  bones  belonging  to  a  marine  store-dealer  carrying  on 
a  very  large  business  not  at  all  suitable  to  the  neighbourhood.  The  house  is  very 
much  confined  at  the  back,  but  the  stench  of  the  bones  is  very  noxious,  and  they 
sometimes  lay  there  so  long  that  the  steam  rises  from  them  as  from  a  dung-heap. 
This  is  the  second  deatli  in  the  house  from  the  same  cause. 

In  the  sub-district  of  Putney,  at  Lime -grove,  on  the  23d  August,  a  footman, 
aged  20  years,  died  of  “  typhus  fever.”  Mr.  Miller,  the  Registrar,  observes  that : — 
“  Thei’e  is  a  very  foul  and  offensive  ditch  belonging  to  the  railway  company  which 
is  close  to  where  this  death  took  place.  It  has  frequently  been  complained  of  by 
the  inhabitants  around.” 

In  the  sub-district  of  Waterloo  (1st  part),  at  1  Pear-tree-street,  on  the  19th 
August,  the  wife  of  a  currier,  aged  52  years,  “carbuncle  (5  years),  followed  by 
diseased  knee  joint,  diseased  liver,  and  delirium  tremens.” 

Last  week  the  births  of  803  boys  and  683  girls,  in  all  1486  children,  were  regis¬ 
tered  in  London.  In  the  eight  corresponding  weeks  of  the  years  1845-52  the 
average  number  was  1352. 

At  the  Royal  Observatory,  Greenwich,  the  mean  height  of  the  barometer  in 
the  week  was  29 '543  in.  The  mean  temperature  of  the  week  was  58 '6°,  which 
is  slightly  below  the  average  of  the  same  week  in  38  years.  The  highest  tem¬ 
perature  of  the  week  was  74 '5°  on  Sunday  ;  the  lowest  was  47' 2°,  and  occurred 
on  Friday.  The  greatest  difference  between  the  dew  point  temperature  and  air 
temperature  was  15°  on  Sunday  ;  the  least  0'0°  on  Tuesday  ;  the  mean  difference 
of  the  week  was  5  ‘6°;  nearly  one  inch  of  rain  fell  on  Tuesday.  The  wind  was 
chiefly  from  the  south  and  south-west.

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HEALTH  OE  LONDON  DURING  THE  WEEK. 

The  deaths  registered  in  London  during  the  week  ending  Saturday,  September 
3d,  numbered  1029,  whilst  the  average  of  the  corresponding  weeks  for  the  last 
10  years,  not  including  the  cholera  in  1849,  was  950.  The  mortality  little  exceeds 
the  average  raised  in  the  same  proportion  as  the  increase  of  population. 
Cholera  was  fatal  to  16  persons,  namely,  12  children  and  4  adults.  In  the  last 
8  weeks  from  the  week  ending  16th  July,  3,  6,  9,  4,  19,  10,  18,  and  16,  deaths 
from  cholera  were  registered.  Diarrhoea  in  the  same  period  was  fatal  to  54,  73, 
81,  110,  139,  126,  137,  152  persons,  and  shows  a  tendency  to  increase.  The 
deaths  from  typhus,  which  in  the  preceding  week  were  37,  rose  last  Aveek  to 
48  i  scarlatina  has  increased  from  18  in  the  previous  Aveek  to  nearly  double  that 
,  number,  namely,  32  deaths  in  the  last  week. 

The  tubercular  diseases  and  those  of  the  heart  and  blood  vessels  sIioav  but  little 
variation  in  the  mortality  from  that  in  the  former  week.  5  persons  died  in  child¬ 
birth,  123  from  consumption,  4  from  aneurism,  4  from  delirium  tremens,  and  2  from 
intemperance.  Of  the  1029  persons  whose  deaths  are  recorded,  520  were  children 
under  15  yeai’s  of  age,  317  of  the  age  of  15  to  60,  and  191  of  the  age  of  60  years 
and  upwards.  The  births  in  the  Aveek  Avere  1582,  or  553  more  than  the  deaths. 

The  following  are  the  particulars  of  the  16  cases  of  cholera  registered  in  the 
week  : — 

At  theMillbank  prison,  on  the  21st  August,  a  prisoner,  formerly  a  female  servant 
aged  30  years,  “  cholex*a  (about  18  hours).”  Inquest. 

At  34  Tachbrook-street,  Westminster,  on  the  30th  August,  the  son  of  an  omnibus 
conductor,  aged  7  Aveeks,  “  cholera  infantum  (24  hours).” 

In  the  sub-district  of  Christchurch,  Marylebone,  on  the  31st  August,  at  Stag’s- 
head-yard,  Harrow-street,  Lisson-grove,  the  son  of  an  ostler,  aged  5  years, 

“  Asiatic  cholera  (18  hours).” 

At  9  Waters-court,  Islington,  on  the  24th  August,  the  daughter  of  a  laboui-er, 

I  aged  one  year  and  9  months,  “  measles,  cholera  (4  weeks).”  The  Registrar  adds : _ 

“  If  asked  to  point  out  Avhere  cholera  Avould  be  likely  to  commence,  this  is  one  of 
the  places  I  should  have  mentioned  ;  there  are  but  three  privies  for  all  the  houses 
in  this  court,  and  other  things  in  proportion  ;  six  or  seven  courts  are  in  the 
immediate  vicinity.”

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At  75  Aldgate,  High-street,  on  the  29th  August,  the  daughter  of  a  meat  salesman, 
aged  4  months,  “  English  cholera  (6  days).” 

At  13  Ilolly-street,  Dalston,  in  the  Hackney  sub-district,  on  the  25th  August, 
the  son  of  a  labourer,  aged  6  weeks,  “  cholera  infantum.” 

In  the  sub-district  of  Saint  Leonard’s,  Shoreditch,  at  8  Garden-row,  on  the 
25tli  August,  the  daughter  of  a  commercial  traveller,  aged  15  months,  “  cholera 
infantilis.” 

In  the  sub-district  of  Hoxton  New  Town,  at  4  Rydon-terrace,  on  the  3d  Sep¬ 
tember,  the  son  of  a  -warehouse  clerk,  aged  1 1  months,  “  infantile  cholera 
(6  days).” 

In  the  sub-district  of  Iloxton  Old  Town,  at  2  Bretts-buildings,  on  the  27th  August, 
the  son  of  a  tailor,  aged  9  weeks,  “  infantile  cholera  (2  days).” 

At  18  Wentwortli-street,  Spitalfields,  on  the  30th  August,  a  labourer,  aged 
28  years,  “  cholera  (3  days),  consecutive  fever  (2  days). 

At  34  Upper  Victoria-road,  Holloway,  on  the  28th  August,  the  daughter  of  a 
labourer,  aged  6  months,  “  infantile  cholera  (5  days).” 

At  66  Culford-road  North,  in  the  sub-district  of  West  Hackney,  on  the  26th 
August,  the  daughter  of  the  master  of  a  trading  vessel,  “  cholera  with  bronchitis 
(7  days).” 

In  the  sub-district  of  Bromley,  at  4  Tetley-street,  on  the  31st  August,  the 
daughter  of  a  labourer,  aged  3  months,  “  cholera  (English),  3  days.”  The 
Registrar,  adds:  —  “In  1849  several  deaths  from  cholera  took  place  in  this 
street,  which  was  then  without  drainage,  and  a  formal  complaint  by  medical  men 
was  made  to  the  Guardians  on  the  subject.  A  sewer  has  since  been  carried 
through  the  street,  the  houses  have  been  drained  into  it,  and  it  is  now  one  of  the 
best  drained  and  best  ventilated  streets  in  the  parish.  This  is  the  first  death 
which  is  alleged  to  have  happened  from  cholera  this  year  in  my  district.” 

In  the  sub-district  of  Tottenham,  St.  Pancras,  at  76  John-street,  on  the  26th 
August,  a  cabinetmaker,  aged  58  years,  “  cholera  (3  days),  exhaustion.” 

In  London-road,  sub-district  of  Saint  George,  Southwark,  at  87  London-road, 
on  the  29th  August,  the  son  of  a  cutler,  aged  one  year,  “  cholera  infantum 
(5  days).” 

In  Peckham,  sub-district  of  Camberwell,  at  16  Shard-square,  New  Peckliam, 
on  the  28th  August,  a  shoemaker,  aged  38  years,  “  bilious  cholera  (14  days), 
exhaustion.” 

The  following  causes  of  death  are  selected  from  the  Registrars  returns  : — 

At  18  Qunker-street,  Spitalfields,  the  daughter  of  a  cabinet-maker,  aged  3  years, 
“diarrhoea  (3  weeks),  dropsy  (3  days),  accelerated  by  unwholesome  smell  in  the 
back  room.”  The  Registrar  adds  : — “  This  is  the  second  death  in  the  same  family 
within  a  week  from  similar  causes.” 

At  57  Seymour-place,  Marylebone,  the  daughter  of  a  labourer,  aged  8  months, 
“  diarrhoea  (6  days),  accelerated  by  the  want  of  medical  attendance  in  consequence 
of  negligence  of  parents.” 

At  34  Parker-strcet,  in  the  sub-district  of  South  St.  Giles,  the  son  of  a  brick¬ 
layer,  aged  4  years,  “  typhus  fever  (one  month).”  The  medical  attendant  adds 
on  his  certificate: — “Three  deaths  have  occurred  from  typhus  fever  within  the  last 
two  months  in  this  house ;  the  smell  from  a  sausage  machine  at  the  back  is  very 
offensive.” 


Births  and  Deaths  registered  last  Week. 
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Last  week  the  births  of  805  boys  and  777  girls,  in  all  1582  children,  were 
registered  in  London.  The  average  number  in  eight  corresponding  weeks  of  the 
years  1845-52  was  1378. 

At  the  Royal  Observatory,  Greenwich,  the  mean  height  of  the  barometer  in  the 
week  was  29 '732  in.  The  mean  temperature  of  the  week  was  55 '7°,  which  is 
3 '3°  below  the  average  of  the  same  week  in  38  years.  The  highest  temperature  of 
the  week  was  70*2°  on  Tuesday;  the  lowest  was  45 '0°  on  Saturday.  The  wind 
blew  from  the  west  and  south-west  during  the  first  five  days  of  the  week,  and  from 
the  north  for  the  remainder ;  its  horizontal  movement  averaged  110  miles  a  day. 
More  than  an  inch  of  rain  fell  during  the  week ;  of  this  large  quantity  for  the 
season  nearly  half  an  inch  fell  on  Thursday.

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HEALTH  OP  LONDON  DURING  THE  V733K. 

1015  deaths  have  been  registered  in  London  during  the  week  ending  10th  Sep¬ 
tember.  The  mortality  is  below  the  corrected  average  of  the  week  ;  for  within  the 
ten  preceding  years,  when  the  population  of  London  was  one  tenth  part  less 
numerous  than  it  is  now,  the  deaths  ranged  from  840  to  1040,  and  in  the  year  1849, 
when  epidemic  cholera  had  only  begun  to  decline,  the  burials  were  2865. 

The  deaths  by  diarrhoea  have  been  131,  less  by  21  than  were  referred  to 
that  disease  in  the  previous  week,  but  more  by  one  third  than  the  corrected 
average  number  (99)  of  preceding  years.  Only  7  deaths  by  cholera  have 
happened;  5  in  children  under  15  years  of  age,  2  in  adults  of  15  and  under  60. 
Six  of  the  seven  persons  who  died  were  males.  The  number  of  deaths  by  cholera 
in  corresponding  weeks  of  the  10  previous  years  were  4,  1,  2,  8,  7,  6,  1682,  4,  17, 
and  5,  so  that  the  deaths  do  not  exceed  the  usual  number  in  ordinary  years  by 
(certain  forms  of  cholera.  Two  of  the  persons  were,  however,  registered  as  having 
died  of  Asiatic  cholera ;  one  a  tanner’s  son,  of  the  tender  age  of  four  years,  the 
other  a  labourer’s  young  wife,  who  died  in  12  hours.  Both  the  deaths  occurred 
within  four  days  of  each  other  in  the  same  house,  12  Turners-retreat,  Bermondsey, 
on  the  south  side  of  the  Thames. 

It  is  right  under  all  the  circumstances  to  reiterate  the  cautions  which  were  given 
in  August.  All  persons,  whether  children  or  adults,  who  suffer  from  diarrhoea, 
should  apply  forthwith  for  medical  advice.  And  no  time  should  be  lost  in  putting 
our  sanatory  defences  in  a  sound  state,  as  next  summer  their  efficacy  may  again 
be  severely  tested. 

The  following  are  the  particulars  of  the  seven  deaths  from  cholera  registered  in 
the  week  : — 

In  the  sub-district  of  Saint  Leonard’s,  Shoreditch,  at  6  Blond’s-buildings,  on 
the  3d  September,  the  son  of  a  carver  and  gilder,  aged  10  Aveeks,  “  cholera 
infantum  (one  Aveek).” 

At  3  Dolphin-court,  Spitalfields,  on  the  3d  September,  the  son  of  a  weaver, 
aged  one  year,  “  diarrhoea  (5  weeks),  cholera  infantum  (1  Aveek).” 

In  the  sub-district  of  Saint  Mary,  Saint  George-in-the-East,  at  15  James-street, 
on  the  6th  September,  the  son  of  a  master  shoemaker,  aged  8  years,  “  cholera 
(15  hours).” 

I  In  the  sub-district  of  Saint  Mary  Magdalen,  Bermondsey,  on  the  3d  September, 
at  12  Turners-retreat,  the  son  of  a  tanner,  aged  4  years,  “  Asiatic  cholera  and 

[37.]  pp 
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in  the  same  house,  on  the  7th  September,  the  wife  of«a  labourer,  aged  25  years, 
“Asiatic  cholera  (12  hours).”  Mr. R.  Ilellier,  the  Registrar,  adds : — “  On  the  2  cases 
of  Asiatic  cholera  that  have  been  registered  this  week  in  my  district,  the  medical 
man  that  attended  reports  as  follows  : — ‘  The  above  is  the  second  fatal  case  of 
cholera  I  have  had  in  the  same  house,  which  is  in  a  very  filthy  condition ;  there  is 
a  very  offensive  smell  from  the  cellar,  which  I  have  examined,  and  found  to 
contain  ordure  and  vegetable  matter  in  a  state  of  decomposition.  I  may  add,  that 
Turners-retreat  is  a  narrow  close  confined  court,  containing  13  houses,  and  only 
about  15  feet  in  width.  There  is  not  any  back  yard  to  two  of  the  houses,  No.  12 
being  one  of  them.  The  privies  of  the  houses  belonging  to  Turners-place  are  used 
for  these  two  houses,  which  is  opposite,  and  from  whence  it  appears  that  an  offensive 
smell  arises.’  ” 

In  the  West  sub-district  of  Greenwich,  at  Blackheath-road,  on  the  8th  September, 
the  son  of  a  bricklayer,  aged  4  years,  “  cholera  infantum  (3  days).” 

In  the  Dreadnought  Hospital  Ship,  on  the  9th  September,  a  machinist,  aged 
31  years,  “  English  cholera  (3  days).” 

The  following  cases  are  selected  from  the  Registrars  returns  : — 

At  12  Windmill  row,  in  the  sub-district  of  Waterloo  (1st  part),  Lambeth,  on 
the  4th  September,  the  son  of  a  carpenter,  aged  4  months,  “diarrhoea  (7  days).” 
Mr.  C.  Mears,  the  Registrar,  adds,  that  “  since  the  period  of  the  cholera,  when 
attention  was  strongly  drawn  to  this  locality,  Windmill-row,  the  privies  in  front  of 
the  houses  have  had  pans  put  to  them,  but  as  there  is  no  supply  of  water  above, 
the  effluvia  from  the  open  doors  is  highly  offensive,  and  even  since  this  has  been 
done  I  have  seen  the  night  soil  oozing  up  between  the  stones.  The  house  where 
this  death  took  place  has  4  rooms,  and  the  informant  told  me  they  contained  as 
follows ;  in  one  room  a  man,  wife,  and  2  children,  in  the  next  3  females,  in  the  third 
a  man,  wife,  and  child,  and  in  the  fourth  room  himself,  his  wife,  and  the  dead  infant.” 

In  Charlton,  a  female,  aged  78  years,  “  melanosis  of  left  kidney  (3  or  4  years), 
calculi  in  right  kidney,  hematuria.”  Post  Mort. 

At  6  Britannia-street,  in  the  sub-district  of  Iloxton  New  Town,  Shoreditch, 
a  watcli-finisher,  aged  63  years,  “cancer  of  face  (19  years)  one  side  of  the  face, 
the  eyes,  and  palate  of  the  mouth  were  destroyed. 

At  45  Holy  well-street,  St.  Clement  Danes,  a  bookseller,  aged  61  years,  “  anthrax 
(8  weeks).” 

At  4  Smith’s-place,  St.  George-in-the-East,  the  son  of  a  labourer,  aged  4  years, 
“  inflammation  of  brain  (37  hours).”  The  medical  attendant  observes  that  this  is 
the  “  second  death  in  the  family  since  29th  August.  The  first  was  by  scarlatina, 
and  there  are  2  more  children  in  the  same  house  labouring  under  scarlatina. 
It  is  in  other  houses  in  the  same  locality  ;  and  he  considers  Smith’s-place  badly 
drained,  and  the  smell  most  offensive  from  the  gully-hole.” 

At  5  Snow’s-rents,  Westminster,  the  son  of  a  labourer,  aged  one  year,  “scarlatina 
anginosa  (14  days),  diarrhoea.”  The  Registrar,  Mr. W. E.  Needham,  adds:  “this 
is  the  fourth  death  from  scarlatina  in  12  days  among  children  under  seven  years 
of  age  belonging  to  two  families  residing  in  this  house.” 

Last  week  the  births  of  843  boys  and  826  girls,  in  all  1669  children,  were  regis¬ 
tered  in  London.  In  the  eight  corresponding  weeks  of  the  years  1845-52  the 
average  number  was  1327. 


Births  and  Deaths  registered  last  Week. 
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At  the  Royal  Observatory,  Greenwich,  the  mean  height  of  the  barometer  in 
the  week  was  29 ‘967  in.  The  reading  of  the  barometer  increased  from  30‘  10  in. 
at  the  beginning  of  the  week  to  30 ’25  in.  by  91i.  p.m.  on  the  5th  ;  decreased  to 
29'63in.  by  the  morning  of  the  10th,  and  increased  to  29  “70  in.  by  the  end  of  the 
week.  The  mean  temperature  of  the  week  was  56’  1°,  which  is  2°  below  the 
average  of  the  same  week  in  38  years.  The  highest  temperature  of  the  week  was 
72“0°,  and  occurred  on  Tuesday  ;  the  lowest  was  45 ’0°,  and  occurred  on  the  same 
day.  The  greatest  difference  between  the  dew  point  temperature  and  the  air  tem¬ 
perature  was  14“  1°  on  Tuesday  ;  the  least  1  -0°  on  Saturday.  The  general  direction 
of  the  wind  was  from  the  north,  and  it  blew  at  the  rate  of  60  miles  a  day.  The 
electric  condition  of  the  atmosphere  has  been  positive  on  every  day  of  the  week.

HEALTH  OF  LONDON  DURING  THE  WEEK. 

The  mortality  in  London  from  all  causes  for  the  week  ending  the  17th  September 
was  949  ;  in  the  former  week  1015  deaths  were  registered.  In  the  ten  correspond¬ 
ing  weeks  of  the  years  1843-52  the  average  number  was  1053,  which,  with  a  cor¬ 
rection  for  increase  of  population,  becomes  1158.  The  deaths  returned  for  last 
week  are  therefore  209  less  than  the  corrected  average,  and  66  less  than  those 
recorded  in  the  previous  week.  Cholera  was  fatal  to  16  persons,  9  males  and  7 
females,  showing  an  increase  of  9  fatal  cases  compared  with  the  preceding  week. 
Twelve  deaths  from  cholera  occurred  on  the  north  and  4  on  the  south  side  of  the 
Thames,  9  in  children  under  15  years  of  age,  6  in  adults  of  15  and  under  60,  and 
one  at  the  age  of  71  years.  The  number  of  deaths  by  cholera  in  corresponding 
weeks  of  the  10  previous  years  was  11,  3,  1,  2,  6,  7,  839,  2,  7,  8,  and  from  the  week 
ending  July  9th  in  the  present  year,  3,  6,  9,  4,  19,  10,  18,  16,  7,  and  16  fatal  cases 
were  registered.  Four  of  the  16  deaths  are  described  as  “Asiatic,”  varying  in  the 
duration  of  the  attack  from  7  to  48  hours. 

The  deaths  from  diarrhoea  were  131,  being  a  decrease  of  53  on  the  previous 
return,  and  14  below  the  corrected  average  of  the  corresponding  weeks  of  the  past 
10  years. 

The  locality  and  other  particulars  of  the  16  deaths  from  cholera  : — 

Kensington,  sub-district  of  Saint  John,  Paddington,  at  15  Elms-place,  on  lltli 
September,  the  widow  of  a  coachman,  aged  53  years,  “  cholera  Asiatica  (48  hours).” 
In  Saint  Mary’s  Hospital,  from  10  Elms-place,  on  14th  September,  the  widow  of 
a  gardener,  aged  58  years,  “  cholera  (20  hours).”  The  Registrar,  Mr.  Charles 
Holloway,  adds : — “  This  is  the  second  death  from  cholera  in  Elms-place.  A  third 
person  has  been  attacked  ;  the  houses  having  cesspools,  the  smell  at  times  is  very 
great.”  In  the  same  sub-district,  at  43  Oxford-terrace,  on  11th  September,  the  son 
of  a  gentleman,  aged  4  weeks,  “  cholera  (12  days).” 

Marylebone,  sub-district  The  Rectory,  at  12  York-court,  on  14th  September,  a 
bricklayer’s  labourer,  aged  17  years,  “endemic  cholera  (33  hours).”  The  Registrar, 
Mr.  Edward  Joseph,  observes: — “There  was  the  antecedent  diarrhoea  and  vomiting 
unattended  to.  Other  cases  of  cholera  occurred  in  the  same  house,  but  upon  prompt 
removal  to  the  well-ventilated  wards  of  the  parish  infirmary  the  patients  are  now 
rapidly  recovering.” 

Pancras,  sub-district  of  Tottenham,  at  1  Stephen-street,  on  15th  September,  the 
wife  of  a  gilder,  aged  32  years,  “  diarrhoea  (4  days),  cholera  (14  hours).”  The 
Registrar,  Mr.  John  Wells,  adds  : — “  The  informant  who  lives  in  the  house  states 
that  the  deceased  died  in  the  attic,  and  that  there  was  always  a  bad  smell  at  the 
top  of  the  house,  arising  from  slops  and  tilth  being  constantly  thrown  into  the 
gutters.”

Clerkenwell,  sub-district  of  Goswell-street,  at  24  Whiskin-street,  on  8th  Sep¬ 
tember,  a  tailor,  aged  71  years,  “  chronic  diarrhoea  (some  weeks),  summer  cholera 
(24  hours).”  At  7  Brewer-street,  on  13th  September,  the  son  of  a  labourer,  aged 
2  years,  “  English  cholera  (21  hours),  convulsions  (10  hours).” 

Hackney,  sub-district  of  Hackney,  at  the  German  Hospital,  Dalston,  on  16th 
September,  a  farmer,  aged  30  years,  “  cholera  (20  hours).”  The  medical  attendant 
adds  : — “  This  case  manifested  all  the  symptoms  of  Asiatic  cholera.” 

Bethnal-green,  Town  sub-district,  at  9  Anchor  street,  on  12th  September,  the 
son  of  a  silkman,  aged  5  months,  “  infantile  cholera  (4  days).”  In  the 
Ilackney-road  sub-district,  at  6  Short-street,  on  12th  September,  the  daughter  of 
a  toy  maker,  aged  one  year,  “  cholera  infantum.”  The  Registrar,  Mr.  James 
Murray,  adds  : — “  A  close,  crowded,  and  undrained  street ;  its  immediate  neigh¬ 
bourhood  being  the  usual  seat  of  epidemic  disease.” 

In  the  same  sub-district,  at  13  Willow-walk,  on  loth  September,  the  daughter  of 
a  eordwainer,  aged  10  months,  “  cholera  infantum  (3  days).” 

Saint  George-in-the-East,  sub-district  of  Saint  Paul,  at  9  Star-street,  on 
12th  September,  the  daughter  of  a  labourer,  aged  5  months,  “  English  cholera 
(one  week).” 

Southwark,  Borough-road  sub-district,  at  4  Mason’s-buildings,  Green-street, 
Friar-street,  on  11th  September,  a  hammerman,  aged  55  years,  “Asiatic  cholera 
(30  hours).”  Inquest.  At  15  Francis-place,  Friar-street,  on  17th  September,  the 
son  of  a  tailor,  aged  5  years,  “  croup,  cholera  infantum  (2  days).”  The  Registrar, 
Mr.  II.  C.  Elliott,  observes: — “When  cholera  was  epidemic  in  1849  some  of  the 
worst  cases  in  the  Borough-road  district  were  those  which  occurred  in  this  locality, 
yet  after  the  lapse  of  four  years  here  is  a  densely  populated  neighbourhood  in  pre¬ 
cisely  the  same  condition  with  cat-gut  makers,  bone-boilers,  and  horse-slaughter¬ 
men’s  premises  all  mingled  with  dwelling  houses.  Successful  efforts  have  recently 
been  made  to  improve  the  lodging-houses  where  tramps  and  beggars  resort  for  a 
casual  lodging ,  whilst  the  dwellings  of  the  labouring  man  are  in  too  many  instances 
allowed  to  remain  surrounded  by  influences  which  render  them  unfit  for  human 
habitation.” 

Lambeth,  sub-district  of  Waterloo  (2d  part),  at  1  Charlotte-street,  Waterloo- 
road,  on  13th  September,  the  daughter  of  a  labourer,  aged  5  years,  “Asiatic 
cholera  (7  hours).”  The  Registrar,  Mr.  Wm.  Daws,  states,  on  the  information 
derived  from  the  informant  and  medical  attendant,  that  “  the  deceased  retired  to  rest 
perfectly  well,  and  free  from  any  premonitory  symptom ;  about  half-past  three  in 
the  morning  vomiting  and  diarrhoea  came  on,  medical  aid  being  in  attendance  about 
four  o’clock,  subsequently  the  extremities  were  discoloured,  attended  with  cramp. 
The  house  is  well  drained,  and  free  from  any  offensive  smells ;  it  contains  8  rooms, 
with  20  inmates,  including  deceased.” 

Greenwich,  sub-district  of  St.  Nicholas,  Deptford,  at  1  Collier-street,  on  27th 
August,  the  son  of  a  labourer,  aged  one  year,  “English  cholera  (14  days).” 

The  following  cases  are  selected  from  the  Registrars  returns  : — 

At  Star-and-garter-yard,  St.  George-in-the-East,  on  12th  September,  the 
widow  of  a  labourer,  aged  60  years,  “  found  dying,  from  exhaustion,  privation,  and 
the  mephitic  air  of  her  apartment.”  Inquest. 

At  4  Cambridge-crescent,  Camden  Town,  on  8th  September,  the  son  of  a 
labourer,  aged  3  years,  “  confluent  small-pox  (6  days),  not  vaccinated.”  The 
medical  attendant  in  this  case  states  “  this  is  the  fifth  case  of  small-pox  I  have 
attended  in  two  small  cottages,  consisting  of  two  rooms  each  ;  not  a  single  patient 
had  been  vaccinated.  When  the  disease  made  its  appearance  in  the  first  family  I 
requested  the  mother  (a  widow)  to  allow  me  to  vaccinate  her  other  children  ;  she 
reluctantly  consented  to  have  one,  aged  4  years,  vaccinated,  but  refused  in  the  case 
of  the  other  aged  13  ;  the  one  vaccinated  escaped  the  small-pox,  whilst  the  one 
not  vaccinated  took  this  loathsome  disease  and  nearly  lost  its  life.  I  have  witnessed 
many  similar  cases.” 

At  18  Galway-street,  St.  Luke,  Middlesex,  on  6th  September,  the  daughter  of 
a  millwright,  aged  8  years,  “typhus  fever  (3  weeks).”  The  Registrar,  Mr.  H. 
Hamlin,  adds  : — “  The  yard  wall  of  this  house  joins  to  the  yards  of  the  houses  in 
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Ratcliffe-grove,  where  the  inhabitants  state  that  owing  to  the  bad  state  of  repair  in 
which  the  drains  are  kept  their  yards  are  overflowing  with  soil;  at  No.  16, 
one  of  the  houses  immediately  behind  the  house  where  the  death  took  place,  there 
arc  several  persons  ill  with  the  same  disease.” 

Last  week  the  births  of  816  boys  and  690  girls,  in  all  1506  children,  were 
registered  in  London.  In  the  eight  corresponding  weeks  of  the  years  1S-45-52  the 
average  number  was  1310. 

At  the  Royal  Observatory,  Greenwich,  the  mean  height  of  the  barometer  in  the 
week  was  29 '887  in.  The  mean  temperature  of  the  week  was  57 '6°,  which  is 
slightly  above  the  average  of  the  same  week  in  38  years.  The  highest  temperature 
of  the  week  was  73'0°,  and  occurred  on  Saturday;  the  lowest  was  40-5°,  and 
occurred  on  Wednesday.  The  direction  of  the  wind  was  variable,  at  the 
average  rate  of  51  miles  a  day.  The  electric  condition  of  the  atmosphere  was 
positive  on  every  day  of  the  week  except  Monday.

HEALTH  OF  LONDON  DURING  THE  WEEK. 

969  deaths  from  all  causes  were  registered  in  London  during  the  week  ending 
the  24th  September.  In  the  corresponding  week  of  10  previous  years  1843-52  the 
average  corrected  for  increase  of  population  is  1163.  The  deaths  ranged  from 
808  in  1846;  to  1611  in  1849,  at  which  latter  period  the  mortality  was  much 
increased  by  cholera,  then  on  the  decline.  The  deaths  in  the  present  return  are 
therefore  less  than  the  average  by  194.  Cholera  was  fatal  to  29  persons,  15  males 
and  14  females,  an  increase  of  13  deaths  from  this  disease  compared  with  the 
previous  week.  Twelve  deaths  from  cholera  occurred  on  the  north  (the  same 
number  as  were  recorded  in  the  previous  week)  and  17  on  the  south  side  of  the 
Thames ;  where  the  number  registered  in  the  former  week  was  only  4.  Of  the  29 
fatal  cases  of  cholera,  16  are  described  as  “Asiatic,”  an  increase  of  12  cases  so 
designated  compared  with  the  week  preceding.  Six  children  fell  victims  to  this 
disease  under  the  age  of  15  years,  and  23  adults  at  15  years  of  age  and  upwards. 
The  deaths  registered  from  cholera  in  the  last  six  weeks  have  been  10,  18,  16,  7, 
16,  and  29. 

Diarrhoea  was  fatal  to  89  persons,  an  increase  of  1 1  on  the  previous  return  ; 
during  the  last  six  weeks  the  deaths  from  this  disease  have  been  126,  137,  152, 
131,  78,  and  89.  The  present  return  of  deaths  from  diarrhoea  is  12  above  the 
corrected  average  of  the  corresponding  weeks  of  the  last  10  years. 

The  births  registered  in  the  week  were  1619,  or  650  more  than  the  deaths. 

The  particulars  of  the  29  deaths  by  cholera  are  as  follows  : — 

Kensington,  sub-district  of  Saint  John  Paddington,  at  15  Elms-place,  on  17tli 
September,  the  widow  of  a  cabinet  maker,  aged  62  years,  “  Asiatic  cholera 
(24  hours).”  The  Registrar,  Mr.  C.  Holloway,  adds  : — “  Her  health  has  been 
generally  very  good.  Her  son  states  that  opposite  No.  6.  is  an  open  cesspool,  from 
which  there  is  a  great  stench.  This  is  the  second  death  that  has  occurred  in  this 
house  from  cholera,  and  the  fourth  in  this  place.  Several  other  persons  are  lying 
ill.”  In  Saint  Mary’s  Hospital,  from  9  Elms-place,  on  17th  September,  the  daughter 
of  a  carpenter,  aged  9  years,  “  cholera  (11  hours).” 

Marylebone,  sub-district  The  Rectory,  in  the  Workhouse,  from  6  Pritchard’s- 
place,  on  the  19th  September,  a  gardener,  aged  41  years,  “  disease  of  the  brain, 
cholera  (22  hours).”  The  Registrar,  Mr.  E.  Joseph,  adds : — “  This  patient  had 
been  in  the  parish  infirmary  for  6  weeks  from  disease  of  the  brain  ;  on  Sunday 
last  he  appeared  well  up  to  6  o’clock  p.m.,  when  diarrhoea  came  on  first  of  a  bilious 
then  of  a  watery  character,  followed  by  vomiting,  a  succession  of  fits,  urgent 
cramp,  coldness  of  the  surface,  with  a  blue  appearance  about  the  extremities.  He 
died  22  hours  after  the  first  seizure.  No  other  cases  have  occurred  there,  and  the 
two  cases  from  York -court,  already  reported,  are  convalescent. 

In  the  sub-district  of  All  Souls,  at  the  Middlesex  Hospital,  from  15  Church- 
street,  Saint  Giles,  on  19th  September,  the  widow  of  a  painter,  aged  52  years, 
“  cholera  maligna  (11  hours).” 

Islington,  YVest  sub-district,  in  the  London  Fever  Hospital,  from  George-street, 
New  Road,  on  17th  September,  a  female  servant,  aged  17  years,  “  malignant 
cholera.  In  hospital  40  minutes.”  The  medical  attendant  reports: — “Collapse; 
skin  blue;  perfect  consciousness;  vomiting  and  purging;  pulseless  at  wrist;  was 
at  work  on  the  previous  day;  (admitted  a  free  patient.)” 

Hackney,  West  sub-district,  at  2  Orchard-street,  Kingsland,  on  21st  September, 
a  labourer,  aged  38  years,  “  cholera  Asiatica  (18  hours)  ;  no  premonitory  symptoms.” 
In  the  South  sub-district,  at  15  Goring-street,  on  14th  September,  a  commercial 
traveller,  aged  59  years,  “  cholera  Asiatica  (62  hours).” 

East  London,  sub-district  of  Cripplegate,  at  17  YYrhite-street,  on  21st  September, 
[39.]  r  r. 
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tlie  wife  of  a  cordwainer,  aged  29  years,  “  diarrhoea  (10  hours),  Asiatic  cholera 
(20  hours).” 

Stepney,  sub-district  of  Mile-end  Old  Town,  Upper  Part,  at  16  Charles-street,  on 
23d  September,  the  wife  of  a  mariner,  aged  45  years,  “  cholera  (19  hours).”  The 
Registrar,  Mr.  T.  Baddeley,  observes  : — “  The  deceased  was  the  wife  of  a  mariner, 
who  left  her  for  the  purpose  of  joining  his  ship  the  night  before  she  was  attacked  ; 
the  informant  states  that  the  deceased  was  of  the  most  intemperate  habits,  selling 
every  particle  of  furniture  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  drink,  and  when  her  apart¬ 
ment  was  entered  it  presented  the  most  wretched  appearance,  scarcely  an  article  of 
furniture  being  therein.” 

Whitechapel,  Church  sub-district,  in  the  London  Hospital,  from  the  London 
Docks,  on  20th  September,  a  mariner,  aged  40  years,  “  cholera.”  In  the  Mile-end 
New  Town  sub-district,  at  34^,  Booth-street,  on  18th  September,  a  hawker,  aged 
57  years,  “diarrhoea  (2  days),  cholera  Asiatic  (20  hours).” 

St.  George-in-the-East,  sub-district  of  St.  John,  at  1  Salters-alley,  on  19tli  Sep¬ 
tember,  the  daughter  of  a  coal-porter,  aged  9  years,  “  English  cholera  (4  days).” 
The  medical  officer  of  this  sub-district  observes  that  “this  case  had  been  attended 
by  another  medical  man  up  to  Monday,  who  informed  me  the  child  was  very  blue 
about  the  face  when  he  first  saw  her.  I  attended  her  4  hours  before  death,  and  the 
case  then  presented  a  strong  resemblance  to  severe  cholera.  The  house  at  times 
had  very  bad  smells  from  a  drain  in  the  yard.” 

St.  Saviour,  Southwark,  at  56  Ewer-street,  3  deaths  are  registered  from  cholera, 
namely,  on  16th  September,  the  daughter  of  a  labourer,  aged  3  years,  “cholera  (9 
hours).”  In  the  same  house,  on  the  19th  September,  the  son  of  a  labourer,  aged 
7  months,  “  cholera  (9  hours).”  And  in  the  same  house,  on  the  20th  September, 
the  son  of  a  labourer,  aged  3  years,  “  cholera  (4  days).”  The  Registrar,  Mr.  F. 
Parr,  adds  : — “  This  house  is  situated  in  one  of  the  worst  streets  in  the  district,  the 
houses  being  old,  dilapidated,  and  dirty,  inhabited  by  labourers  and  costermongers.” 

St.  George,  Southwark,  Borough-road  sub-district,  at  7  Gun-street,  Friar-street, 
on  21st  September,  the  wife  of  a  stonemason,  aged  62  years,  “  diarrhoea  (19 
hours),  Asiatic  cholera  (15  hours).”  The  Registrar,  Mr.  H.  C.  Elliott,  states: — 
“  This  death  occurred  very  near  the  spot  to  which  reference  was  made  in  last  week’s 

urn,  and  I  much  fear  this  case  may  be  regarded  as  another  melancholy  instance 
in  vhich  a  disregard  of  the  premonitory  symptoms  is  followed  by  fatal  results  ; 
;e  informant  stated  that  deceased  was  in  good  health  up  to  the  attack  of  diarrhoea, 
hicli  she  allowed  to  go  on  between  7  and  9  hours  before  application  was  made 
fo'  medical  assistance.” 

In  the  Kent-road  sub-district,  at  3  Hayward’s-place,  on  20th  September,  the  wife 
of  a  baker,  aged  33  years,  “  diarrhoea  (6  hours),  cholera  Asiatica  (38  hours).”  The 
Registrar,  Mr.  F.  C.  Fitch,  adds  : — “  This  death  occurred  in  a  respectable  private 
house  situated  in  a  healthy  locality  in  the  Old  Kent-road.  The  deceased  (the 
mother  of  7  children)  had  been  for  some  time  in  a  weak  state  of  health.” 

St.  Mary,  Newington,  sub-district  of  St.  Peter,  Walworth,  at  2  Alliance-cottages, 
on  17th  September,  the  wife  of  a  cellarrnan,  aged  23  years,  “Asiatic  cholera,  pre¬ 
monitory  diarrhoea  (10  days),  collapse  (12  hours).” 

Lambeth,  sub-district  of  Waterloo,  2d  part,  at  22  Agnes-street,  on  19th  September, 
the  wife  of  an  army  accoutrement  maker,  aged  30  years,  “  Asiatic  cholera  (14 
hours).”  Deceased  was  taken  ill  between  9  and  10  o’clock,  and  cramps  came  on  2 
hours  after.  In  the  sub-district  of  Lambeth  Church,  1st  part,  at  9  Vauxhall-square, 
on  23d  September,  a  labourer,  aged  44  years,  “  diarrhoea  (4  days),  cholera  (36 
hours).  The  Registrar,  Mr.  T.  Greathead,  adds:— “This  man  was  at  work  in  a 
bone-yard  on  the  21st  instant  with  an  attack  of  diarrhoea,  he  became  worse  on  the 
22d,  when  medical  aid  wms  called  in,  and  died  on  the  23d. 

Wandsworth,  Battersea  sub-district,  at  the  emigrant  station  Nine  Elms,  on  16th 
September,  the  son  of  a  labourer,  aged  one  year,  “cholera  (72  hours).”  In  the  sub¬ 
district  of  Clapham,  at  Saint  Ann’s  House,  Old  Town,  on  20th  September,  a  female 
servant,  aged  50  years,  “  cholera  (5  days).”  The  Registrar,  Mr.  J.  Frost,  adds  : — 
“  Saint  Ann’s  House  is  an  asylum  for  female  servants  out  of  place  ;  there  are 
between  40  and  50  inmates.  The  deceased  was  taken  ill  on  the  evening  of  Monday 
the  12tli  instant,  she  was  then  attacked  with  vomiting  and  purging,  but  made  no 
mention  of  her  ailment,  took  no  medicine,  and  sought  no  relief  until  the  morning 
of  Friday  16th,  when  the  medical  attendant  found  her  in  a  collapsed  stage  of 
cholera.  The  drainage  is  not  good,  the  drain  being  too  small  is  often  stopped,  and 
the  soil  flows  into  the  cellar  of  the  next  house.” 
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Camberwell,  sub-district  of  Peckham,  at  6  Elizabeth-place,  Melon-ground,  on  21st 
September,  the  widow  of  a  gardener,  aged  64  years,  “cholera  Asiatica  (16  hours).’ 

Rotherhithe,  at  69  Church-street,  on  22d  September,  a  mariner,  aged  56  years, 
“  Asiatic  cholera  (22  hours).” 

Greenwich,  West  sub-district,  in  the  Dreadnought  Hospital  Ship,  on  the  15tli  Sep¬ 
tember,  an  apprentice,  aged  19  years,  “Asiatic  cholera  (3  days);”  on  the  same  day 
a  seaman,  aged  45  years,  “  Asiatic  cholera  (26  hours)  and  on  the  23d  September 
an  apprentice,  aged  19  years,  “cholera,  in  a  state  of  collapse  when  admitted  ;  sur¬ 
vived  10  hours.  In  the  sub-district  of  St.  Paul’s,  Deptford,  on  board  the  “  Sophia 
Marie”  in  the  Thames,  on  23d  September,  a  Norwegian  mariner,  aged  25  years, 
“Asiatic  cholera  (11  hours).”  In  the  Woolwich  Arsenal  sub-district,  at  the  Royal 
Ordnance  Hospital,  on  21st  September,  an  artillery-man,  aged  21  years,  “  cholera 
(5  days).” 

Last  week  the  births  of  824  boys  and  795  girls,  in  all  1619  children,  were  regis¬ 
tered  in  London.  In  the  eight  corresponding  weeks  of  the  years  1845—52  the 
average  number  was  1396. 

At  the  Royal  Observatory,  Greenwich,  the  mean  height  of  the  barometer  in  the 
week  was  29 -826  in.  The  mean  temperature  of  the  week  was  54 '6°,  which  is 
slightly  below  the  average  of  the  same  week  in  38  years.  The  greatest  difference 
between  the  dew  point  temperature  and  air  temperature  was  12 ‘0°  on  Monday  and 
Thursday;  the  least  0’0°  on  Sunday  and  Wednesday.  The  wind  blew  from  the 
west  and  south-west  on  an  average  of  89  miles  a  day.  The  electric  condition  ot  the 
atmosphcTe  was  positive  on  each  day  of  the  week. 


The  following  note  has  been  addressed  by  Dr.  Maclovghlin  to  the  Registrar  General : 

“  34,  Bruton  Street,  Berkeley  Square,  23d  September. 

“  In  your  last  Weekly  Return  it  is  stated  that  a.  case  of  cholera  occurred  at  No.  1,  Charlotte-street,  W  aterloo- 
road,  iu  a  child  5  years  old,  which  proved  fatal  in  7  hours,  and  without  any  premonitory  symptom.  1  have  been 
to  the  house,  and  seen  the  mother  and  the  medical  gentleman  who  attended  the  child.  The  mother  lett 
the  child  in  the  morning  under  the  care  of  her  eldest  daughter,  a  child  of  about  10  years  old,  she  was  out 
all  day  at  work,  and  does  not  know  how  the  child  passed  the  day,  hut  when  she  returned  home  at  night  the 
child  was  in  bed  apparently  perfectly  well.  At  about  half  past  3  o’clock  next  morning  she  was  called  up  to 
attend  to  the  child,  who  had  a  copious  liquid  painless  motion;  about  half  an  hour  after  the  child  had  a  second 
liquid  painless  motion;  she  then  made  a  lire,  and  got  some  warm  drink,  which  the  child  took.  The  child  went 
to  bed  again,  complained  of  no  uneasiness  or  pain,  and  slept  a  short  time  ;  she  then  had  a  third  evacuation,  still 
without  pain,  but  felt  sick  at  stomach.  In  less  than  three  quarters  of  an  hour  after  she  had  a  fourth  very 
copious  liquid  painless  evacuation,  and  vomited  freely.  The  mother  feeling  now  alarmed  sent  about  6  o  clock 
for  medical  assistance,  and  at  about  7  o’clock,  when  the  medical  gentleman  arrived,  the  child  had  had  severe 
cramps,  vomiting,  and  purging;  and  she  was  then  in  collapse.  There  was,  therefore,  in  this  case,  a  painless 
premonitory  diarrlm  a  for  at  least  3  hours  before  cramps  came  on,  and  of  course  before  collapse ;  and  therefore 
there  is  nothing  in  this  case  which  forms  an  exception  to  the  rule.  That  in  every  case  of  cholera  there  is  always 
a  premonitory  painless  diarrhoea  for  some  hours ,  or  for  some  days,  or  for  some  weeks,  before  cramps,  and  ot 
course  before  collapse  takes  place,  and  that  it  is  during  this  painless  diarrhoea  that  cholera  is  a  most,  manage¬ 
able  disease,  and  that  it  is  within  the  reach  of  medical  science,  ll  this  child  had  had  medical  assistance  imme¬ 
diately  on  being  seized  with  diarrhoea  would  she  have  been  saved?  No  one  can  reply  to  this  in  the  allirmative. 
But  her  father  and  two  of  her  sisters  were  seized  with  painless  diarrhoea  the  day  after  her  death,  they  instantly 
had  medical  assistance,  and  they  are  now  safe.”

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Meteorological  Observations. 
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HEALTH  OP  LONDON  DURING  THE  WEEK. 

Tiie  number  of  deaths  from  all  causes  registered  iu  the  metropolis  in  the  week  that  ended  on 
Saturday  was  1212.  This  increase  on  the  previous  return  arises  chiefly  from  an  excess  of  Coroners’ 
cases  entered  in  the  register  hooks  at  the  end  of  the  quarter. 

While  the  mortality  from  diarrhoea  declines,  cholera  becomes  more  fatal  ;  the  deaths  referred  to  it 
having  risen  from  1 6  and  29  in  the  two  previous  weeks  to  47  in  the  last.  Of  these  47  deaths  from 
cholera  31  were  those  of  males,  16  of  females,  and  they  were  thus  distributed  over  London.  In 
the  West  Districts  3,  in  the  North  6,  in  the  Central  2,  in  the  East  4,  and  on  the  South  side  of  the 
River  32. 

The  following  are  the  particulars  of  fatal  cases  of  cholera  registered  in  the  week  : — 

In  Dreadnought  Hospital  Ship,  on  28th  September,  an  apprentice,  aged  20  years,  “  cholera,  died 
20  hours  after  admission.” 

In  lloyal  Hospital,  Greenwich,  on  25th  September,  a  pensioner,  aged  59  years,  “  chronic 
bronchitis  (long  duration),  cholera  (6  days).” 

In  New-street,  Stockwell,  on  27th  September,  a  gentleman,  aged  79  years,  “diarrhoea  (10  hours), 
choleraic  diarrhoea  (14  hours).” 

At  63  Evelyn-street,  Deptford,  on  24th  September,  a  dealer  in  firewood,  aged  32  years,  “  cholera 
(20  hours).” 

In  Rotherhithe,  at  22  Hanover-street,  on  25th  September,  the  son  of  a  labourer,  aged  2  years, 
“  cholera  (15  hours).” 

Iu  Whitechapel,  at  49  Gun-street,  Old  Artillery-ground,  on  27th  September,  the  son  of  a  gilder, 
aged  one  year,  “  cholera  infantum  (4  weeks),  anasarca  (2  weeks).” 

At  13  Vauxliall-square,  Lambeth,  on  30th  September,  a  labourer,  aged  48  years,  “  cholera 
(5  days),  consecutive  fever  (3  days).”  Mr.  Greathead,  the  Registrar,  says: — “This  patient  had 
been  suffering  from  severe  cholera  for  15  hours  before  medical  aid  was  called  in.  He  lived  only 
3  houses  from  the  man  who  died  of  cholera  on  23d  ult.,  but  did  not  attend  his  wake  or  funeral  ; 
they  were  both  Irishmen.” 

In  Peckham,  at  Blue  Anchor  Public  House,  Orchard,  on  30th  September,  the  daughter  of  a 
needlewoman,  aged  2  years,  “  diarrhoea  (4  days),  cholera  ( 1 1  A-  hours).” 

In  Saint  Mary,  Newington,  at  19  Albert- street,  on  26th  September,  a  clerk  in  a  government 
office,  aged  33  years,  “  cholera  ( 1 7  hours).” 

In  Saint  Peter,  Walworth,  at  50  Hill-street,  on  25th  September,  a  single  woman,  aged  28  years, 

“  diarrhoea  (4  days),  cholera  (35  hours).”  The  medical  attendant  adds  : — “  No  treatment  had  been 
adopted  for  the  diarrhoea,  and  when  first  seen  by  him  the  patient  was  in  a  state  of  collapse.” 

In  the  sub-district  of  London-road,  at  2  Webber-street,  on  29th  September,  the  wife  of  a  lath- 
render,  aged  45  years,  “  Asiatic  cholera  (9  hours).” 

In  same  sub-district,  at  49  Tower-street,  on  25th  September,  the  son  of  a  smith,  aged  7  years, 

“  cholera  ( 1 2  hours).” 

At  7  Wells-place,  Whitechapel,  on  25th  September,  the  son  of  a  gun-maker,  aged  2  years, 
“cholerine  diarrhoea  (6  days).”  Mr.  Taylor,  the  Registrar,  says : — “In  this  place  there  are  18 
houses,  with  3  rooms  in  each  house,  each  room  having  a  family.  There  are  no  drains,  and  the 
inhabitants  are  very  poor.” 

In  Islington  "West,  at  2  Regent’s-cottages,  on  27th  September,  the  son  of  a  bricklayer,  aged 
10  weeks,  “  English  cholera  (24  hours).” 

At  24  Hackney-road,  on  86th  September,  the  wife  of  a  ship-caulker,  aged  57  y  are,  “endemic 
cholera  (18  hours).”  Mr.  Yarrow,  the  Registrar,  observes: — “Bad  smells  arose  lrom  the  back  of 
the  premises  from  an  overflowing  privy,  a  circumstance  which  I  communicated  to  the  proper 
authorities,  by  whom  it  was  immediately  attended  to.  The  deceased  had  been  afflicted  with  a  bad 
leg  several  years,  which  healed  up  5  weeks  previous  to  her  being  seized  with  diarrhoea,  which  was 
neglected  till  fatal  symptoms  appeared  in  the  form  of  severe  cholera.” 

In  Saint  James,  Clerkenwell,  at  11  Cock-court,  on  21st  September,  the  son  of  a  tailor,  aged 
19  days,  “cholera  infantum  (3  days).”  Mr.  Toshach,  the  medical  attendant,  writes; — “  Cock- 
t40-]  ’  S  S 
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court  consists  of  13  or  14  houses;  there  is  only  one  cistern  of  water  to  supply  the  whole;  two 
privies  (one  on  each  side  of  cistern)  always  offensive.” 

In  the  House  of  Correction,  Amwell,  on  25th  September,  a  prisoner,  aged  35  years,  “  malignant 
cholera  (17  hours).” 

At  the  Borough-road,  on  17th  September,  the  widow  of  a  farmer,  aged  75  years,  “English  cholera 
(48  hours),  collapse  (13  days).” 

At  19  Martin-street,  Friar-street,  Borough-road,  on  27th  September,  a  carpenter,  aged  29  years, 
“  diarrhoea  (3  days),  Asiatic  cholera  (10  hours.)”  Mr.  Elliott,  the  Registrar,  mentions  that 
“  deceased  was  out  of  employment.  Informant,  at  whose  house  he  lodged,  stated  that  on  Saturday 
24th  September  he  was  suffering  from  diarrhoea,  and  was  very  tipsy  ;  she  went  to  the  public  house, 
and  begged  him  to  come  home  and  get  some  food,  but  he  refused,  saying  he  was  too  ill  too  eat. 
He  allowed  the  diarrhoea  to  continue  unchecked  until  Monday  or  Tuesday,  and  when  the  medical 
officer  of  the  district  was  called  in  his  case  was  hopeless.” 

In  the  sub-district  of  Christchurch  (St.  Saviour),  at  8  Paved-place,  on  26t'n  September,  the  wife  of 
a  sawyer,  aged  33  years,  “  Asiatic  cholera  (48  hours).” 

In  same  sub-district,  at  36  Broadwall,  on  26th  September,  the  wife  of  a  charcoal-dealer,  aged  42 
years,  “  diarrhoea  (6  hours),  cholera  Asiatica  (6  hours).” 

At  1 1  Loman-street,  St.  Saviour,  on  29th  September,  the  daughter  of  a  carpenter,  aged  14  months, 
“  teething,  diarrhoea,  cholera  infantum  (2  days).” 

In  Waterloo  sub-district  (2d  part),  Lambeth,  at  16  Charles-street,  on  26th  September,  the  wife  of 
a  labourer,  aged  30  years,  “  cholera  (60  hours).” 

At  168  Grange-road,  Bermondsey,  on  25th  September,  the  son  of  a  leather-dresser,  aged  one 
year,  “cholera  (11  hours).” 

At  50  Crucifix-lane,  Bermondsey,  on  24th  September,  the  son  of  a  labourer,  aged  5  years, 
“  malignant  cholera  (24  hours).” 

At  22  Abbey-street  Bermondsey,  on  27th  September,  a  baker,  aged  27  years,  “  cholera  (16  hours).” 

At  67  Devonshire-street,  Lisson-grove,  on  27th  September,  the  son  of  coal-porter,  aged  3)  years, 
“cholera  (16  hours).” 

At  8  Providence-place,  Lisson-grove,  on  27th  September,  a  labourer,  aged  37  years,  “  spasmodic 
cholera  (SO  hours).” 

In  Mile-end  Old  Town,  Lower,  at  15  Green-street,  on  27th  September,  the  son  of  a  packer,  aged 
5  years,  “  diarrhoea  (5  days),  cholera  (48  hours).”  The  medical  attendant  states  that  this  was  not  a 
case  of  Asiatic  cholera. 

On  board  the  “  Anna  Clrristina,”  lying  off  the  Folly  House,  Blackwall,  on  26th  September,  the 
mate  of  a  ship,  aged  26  years,  Asiatic  cholera  (14  hours).”  The  medical  attendant  writes: — “This 
was  one  of  the  most  decided  cases  I  have  ever  seen ;  there  were  no  premonitory  symptoms  whatever. 
He  was  perfectly  well  and  without  any  diarrhoea  when  he  went  to  bed  at  one  o’clock,  an  hour  before 
li  e  was  taken  ill.” 

In  St.  James,  Bermondsey,  at  14  Mill-street,  on  29th  September,  a  master  mariner,  aged  32  years, 
“  diarrhoea  (6  days),  Asiatic  cholera  (3  days),  congestion  of  brain  (6  hours).”  Mr.  Martin  says : — 
“  This  man  had  diarrhoea  in  the  West  India  Docks  where  he  had  discharged  his  ship  of  a  cargo  of 
wheat.  I  first  saw  him  in  the  river  on  board  his  ship,  and  he  was  removed  to  the  house  in  which 
he  died  in  this  district  two  days  before  his  death.” 

In  St.  James,  Bermondsey,  at  3  St.  James’-road,  on  27th  September,  the  son  of  a  ropemaker,  aged 
2  years,  “  Asiatic  cholera  (4  days).” 

In  St.  James,  Bermondsey,  at  8  Charles  street,  on  28th  September,  two  children,  the  daughter 
and  son  of  a  carpenter,  the  former  aged  14  years,  the  latter  10  years,  died  of  “  Asiatic  cholera,”  the 
former  after  4  days’,  the  latter  after  3  days’  illness.  Two  other  children  were  attacked  with  the 
disease,  but  recovered. 

In  St.  James,  Bermondsey,  at  3  London-street,  on  29th  September,  the  daughter  of  a  labourer, 
aged  2  years,  “  Asiatic  cholera  (3  days).” 

In  Westminster,  at  31  Artillery-row,  Brewer’s-green  on  29th  September,  the  daughter  of  a 
journeyman  wheelwright,  aged  8  months,  “  cholera  (9  hours).” 

At  70  Eccleston -square  Mews,  on  25th  September,  the  son  of  a  coachman,  aged  8  years,  “Asiatic 
cholera  (12  hours),  collapse.” 

In  Chelsea,  North-east,  at  7  Earl  street,  on  29th  September,  domestic  coachman  out  of  employ, 
aged  35  years  “  Asiatic  cholera  (4  days),  delirium  (24  hours).”  Mr.  Smith,  the  Registrar,  adds  : — 
“  The  deceased  is  stated  to  have  been  of  intemperate  habits.  On  the  Friday  preceding  his  death  he 
was  out  all  day  seeking  for  a  situation,  during  which  he  had  little  or  nothing  to  eat,  but  was  treated 
to  drink  until  he  came  home  intoxicated.  Being  accustomed  to  slight  attacks  of  diarrhoea  after 
such  dissipation  no  notice  was  taken  of  it  until  Monday  when  the  symptoms  became  serious,  and  a 
medical  man  was  called  in.”  '  j 

In  Rectory  sub-district,  Marylebone,  at  12  York-court,  on  14th  September,  the  son  of  a 
barrowman,  aged  16  years,  “endemic  cholera  produced  by  foul  air  and  an  unhealthy  condition  of 
neighbourhood.”  Inquest. 

In  same  sub-district,  at  18  Orchard-place,  on  28th  September,  the  daughter  of  a  labourer,  aged 
5  months,  “  cholera  infantum  (2  months  ?)” 

In  St.  'Olave  sub-district,  at  1  Tattle-court,  on  30th  September,  the  daughter  of  a  labourer, 
aged  12  years,  “  cholera  Asiatica  (4  days).” 

In  same  sub-district,  at  3  Gimber’s-rents,  on  27th  September,  the  son  of  a  furrier,  aged  7  years, 
“  Asiatic  cholera  (4  days).” 

In  same  sub-district,  at  10  Great  Maze-pond,  on  30th  September,  a  builder’s  clerk,  aged  48  years, 
“.diarrhoea  (24  hours),  cholera  (7  hours).” 
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In  the  Leather  Market  sub-district,  Bermondsey,  at  3  Baalzephon-street,  on  25th  September, 
the  widow  of  a  gentleman’s  servant,  aged  4G  years,  “  premonitory  diarrhoea  of  some  days  (neglected), 
Asiatic  cholera  (4  days),  coma  (24  hours).” 

In  same  sub-district,  at  3  William-street,  on  24th  September,  a  journeyman  cooper,  aged  39  years, 
“Asiatic  cholera  (12  hours).” 

In  same  sub-district,  at  12  Hargreavt-square,  on  26th  September,  a  journeyman  tanner,  aged 
40  years,  “  diarrhoea  (4  hours),  Asiatic  cholera  (25  hours).”  The  medical  attendant  adds  on  his  cer¬ 
tificate  “  There  is  a  drain  running  under  the  parlour  flooring  of  this  and  the  next  house,  which 
I  think  ought  to  be  examined.  The  stench  from  the  “  soaks  ”  in  a  tan-yard  at  the  back  of  the 
house  is  highly  offensive,  and  complained  of  by  the  wife  of  deceased.” 

In  same  sub-district,  at  21  Suffolk -pi  ace,  on  26th  September,  the  wife  of  a  journeyman  carpenter, 
aged  45  years,  “malignant  cholera  (30  hours).” 

Last  week  the  births  of  824  boys  and  800  girls,  in  all  1624  children,  were  registered  in  London. 
In  the  eight  corresponding  weeks  of  the  years  1845-52  the  average  number  was  1368. 

At  the  Royal  Observatory,  Greenwich,  the  mean  height  of  the  barometer  in  the  week  was 
29  •  636  in.  The  mean  temperature  in  the  week  was  52 '4°.  The  wind  blew  generally  from  the 

south-west 

Dr.  Macloughlin  has  investigated  the  case  of  cholera  which  was  reported  last  week  to  have 
occurred  in  Orchard-street,  Kingsland,  without  “  premonitory  symptoms.”  He  proves  that  the 
spasms  and  collapse  were  preceded  by  diarrhoea,  and  that  the  case  is  therefore  no  exception  to  the 
rule,  as  he  contends,  without  exception,  that  a  patient  is  never  struck  down  by  cholera  without 
timely  warning.  The  widow,  daughter,  and  another  person  were  seized  the  day  after  his  death 
with  painless  copious  diarrhoea  ;  prompt  medical  aid  was  given  them,  and  they  are  all  now  doing 
well,  although  his  daughter  was  very  ill  for  several  days. 


The  following  letter  has  been  addressed  to  the  Registrar  General  by  S.  J.  Burch,  Esq., 
Resident  Medical  Officer  of  the  London  Hospital  : 

26th  September  1853. 

“  I  have  to  report  the  death  of  a  Spanish  mariner  (brought  to  the  London  Hospital  from  a  vessel 
in  the  Thames)  from  Asiatic  cholera,  duration  24  hours.  1  am  convinced  that  this  man’s  death 
was  accelerated  by  the  mode  in  which  he  was  brought  to  the  hospital,  while  in  a  state  of  rapidly 
approaching  collapse;  he  had  been  placed  in  a  sitting  position  in  a  cab.  Had  he  been  carried 
horizontally  on  a  stretcher  the  chances  would  have,  been  much  more  in  his  favour.  During  the 
prevalence  of  this  malignant  epidemic  in  1849  I  had  frequent  opportunities  of  observing  that 
extreme  cases  of  patients  brought  to  this  hospital  sitting  in  the  upright  position  in  public  conveyances 
generally  proved  fatal  in  a  much  greater  proportion  and  at  an  earlier  period  of  the  disease  than 
those  in  which  the  persons  were  carried  supine  upon  stretchers,  on  account  of  the  greater  tendency 
to  fatal  syncope  while  in  the  upright  position.  Much  experience  at  this  hospital  during  many  years 
convinces  me  of  the  truth  of  this  observation,  which  applies  equally  to  all  forms  of  zymotic  disease 
where  there  is  a  tendency  to  collapse  or  prostration  of  the  vital  power.”

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Meteorological  Observations. 
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HEALTH  OF  LONDON  DURING  THE  WEEK. 

A  thousand  and  one  deaths  were  registered  in  London  in  the  week  that  ended  on  Saturday. 
In  the  ten  corresponding  weeks  of  the  years  1843-52  the  average  number  was  952,  which,  if  raised 
according  to  increase  of  population,  becomes  1047.  The  mortality  from  all  causes,  therefore,  differs 
little  from  the  usual  amount  at  this  season. 

Scarlatina  was  fatal  last  week  to  57  children,  and  in  some  instances  it  appears  to  have  been 
aggravated  by  local  causes.  Diarrhoea  carried  off  7 1  persons,  which  is  nearly  the  same  as  in  the 
previous  week  ;  all  the  cases,  except  20,  were  amongst  children.  Cholera  gives  decided  indications 
of  a  disposition  to  increase  ;  in  three  previous  weeks  the  fatal  cases  were  16,  29,  47  ;  last  week  they 
rose  to  66,  of  which  29  occurred  to  males,  37  to  females.  The  majority  of  the  deaths  were  amongst 
persons  of  middle  age  ;  26  occurred  under  15  years  of  age,  36  at  15  and  under  60  years,  4  at  60 
years  and  upwards.  In  the  corresponding  week  of  1 848,  soon  after  the  epidemic  of  that  period 
made  its  appearance  in  London,  the  number  of  deaths  from  cholera  was  30  ;  in  the  corresponding 
week  of  1849,  when  it  was  passing  away,  the  number  was  110.  The  66  cases  of  last  week  were 
thus  divided  over  the  metropolis  : — In  the  West  Districts  9,  in  the  North  5,  in  the  Central  2,  in  the 
East  8,  and  on  the  South  side  of  the  Thames  42. 

Medical  informants  are  requested  to  inquire  specially  in  all  cases  whether  the  attack  of  cholera 
commences  by  “  diarrhoea  and  to  state  the  interval  of  time  in  hours  and  days  between  the  ap¬ 
pearance  of  diarrhoea  and  the  supervention  of  spasms,  or  of  the  other  characteristic  symptoms  of 
cholera. 

It  is  admitted  that  diarrhoea  generally  precedes  cholera,  and  that  diarrhoea  should  never  be  neglected 
for  a  single  liour  in  a  time  of  epidemic  cholera.  If  it  be  established  that  the  latter  disease  is  inva¬ 
riably,  or  almost  invariably,  preceded  by  a  well-defined  stage  of  illness,  which  is  amenable  to  medical 
treatment,  it  will  at  once  allay  alarm,  and  be  a  most  important  addition  to  the  resources  of  the 
medical  art.  The  following  is  a  list  of  last  week’s  deaths  by  cholera  : — 

West  Districts.  Population  376427. 

Kensington  ;  St.  Mary ,  Paddington. — At  6  Alfred-road,  Westbourne,  on  7th  October,  the  daughter 
of  a  wood  sawyer,  aged  4  years,  “  cholera  (9  hours).” 

In  same  sub-district,  at  6  Alfred-road,  Westbourne,  on  7th  October,  the  daughter  of  a  wood  sawyer, 
aged  16  months,  “  diarrhoea  (38  hours),  cholera  (9  hours).” 

Kensington  ;  Kensington  Town.—  At  8  Norland-square,  on  3d  October,  a  gentleman,  aged  47  years, 
“  cholera  (27  hours),” 

Chelsea  ;  North-east. — At  Kensall-road,  Kensall  Town,  on  3d  October,  a  labourer  in  a  gas 
factory,  aged  29  years,  “  neglected  diarrhoea  (.3  days),  algide  cholera  (20  hours).” 

In  same  sub-district,  Beaumont-cottage,  Kensall  Road,  Kensall  Town,  on  5th  October,  a  wood 
sawyer,  aged  29  years,  “  neglected  diarrhoea  (8  days),  cholera  (12  hours).” 

St.  George  IIanover-square  ;  Hanover -square. — At  52  Park-street,  on  2d  October,  the  wife 
of  an  assistant  overseer,  aged  57  years,  “  cholera  Asiatica  (25  hours).”  Mr.  Jay  says  : — “  This 
case  (which  I  saw  with  her  usual  medical  attendant)  occurred  in  a  well  ventilated  house  in  a 
healthy  and  respectable  neighbourhood.  Premonitory  diarrhoea  of  some  hours  duration  was  present 
and  neglected.” 

St.  George  IIanover-square  ;  Belgrave.  —  At  St.  George’s  Hospital,  from  56  Lower 
Grosvenor-street,  Grosvenor-square,  on  5th  October,  a  cook  (spinster),  aged  52,  “  diarrhoea  (4  days), 
cholera.”  Tost  mort.  The  medical  attendant  remarks  : — “  Several  of  the  post  mortem  appearances 
did  not  exactly  correspond  to  those  seen  in  epidemic  cholera  in  1849.”

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"Westminster  ;  St.  John. — At  14  Ponsonby-terrace,  Millbank,  on  3d  October,  the  wife  of  a  journey¬ 
man  harness-maker,  aged  36  years,  “  Asiatic  cholera  (22  hours).”  The  informant  stated  : _ 

“  This  patient  was  subject  to  occasional  attacks  of  diarrhoea,  and  had  been  twice  severely  attacked 
during  the  past  summer.  The  street  has  been  recently  built,  the  houses  being  commodious,  well 
ventilated,  and  cleanly.” 

St.  James  Westminster;  Golden-square. — At  Poland-street,  on  2d  October,  a  butcher,  aged 
33  years,  “Asiatic  cholera  (16  hours).”  Mr.  Parkes,  the  Iiegistrar,  says: — “The  deceased  is 
stated  to  have  been  of  very  intemperate  habits,  and  to  have  recently  laboured  under  delirium 
tremens.  About  a  fortnight  since  he  had  a  severe  attack  of  diarrhoea,  from  which,  however,  he 
had  recovered.  When  a  medical  man  was  called  in  a  few  hours  before  his  death  he  was  in  a 
state  of  collapse.  The  basement  of  these  premises  is  used  for  slaughtering  cattle,  which  at  times 
renders  the  dwelling  above  very  close  and  unwholesome,  as  well  as  offensive  to  the  occupiers  of 
the  adjoining  houses  and  to  passengers.” 

North  Districts.  Population  490396. 

St.  Marylebone  ;  The  Iicetory. — At  21  Blandford-street,  on  2d  October,  a  butcher,  aged  30 
years,  “Asiatic  cholera  (10  hours),  no  premonitory  diarrhoea.”  Mr. Joseph  adds: — “Although 
the  medical  report  is  ‘  no  premonitory  diarrhoea,’  the  informant  states  there  had  been  diarrhoea 
existing  for  several  days  antecedent  to  the  attack  from  the  incautious  use  of  Seidlitz  aperients.  In 
the  opinion  of  the  surgeon,  it  was  the  most  marked  case  of  true  Asiatic  cholera  he  had  ever 
witnessed.  A  butcher  in  good  circumstances  serving  his  customers  up  to  1 2  o’clock  on  Saturday 
night,  was  seized  at  3  a.m.  and  died  at  1  r.M.  on  Sunday.  The  whole  of  the  premises  appear  to 
be  kept  very  clean,  and  no  animals  had  been  slaughtered  there  for  two  months,  but  there  is  a 
chapel  close  adjoining  where  formerly  interments  took  place  in  a  very  confined  locality,  and 
surrounded  by  houses  on  all  sides.” 

In  the  same  sub-district,  at  19  York-court,  on  3d  October,  a  boy  aged  8  years,  “cholera  (18  hours).” 

In  the  same  sub-district,  at  the  Workhouse,  on  4th  October,  a  labourer,  aged  47  years,  “  cholera 
(30  hours).” 

Marylebone  ;  Christ  Church. — At  12  Huntworth-mews,  Dorset-square,  on  27th  September,  a 
cabman,  aged  55  years,  “  English  cholera  (48  hours).” 

Hackney  ;  Hackney. — At  the  German  Hospital,  Dalston,  on  8th  October,  a  shepherd,  aged  38  years, 
“  cholera  Asiatic  (48  hours),  secondary  fever  (14  days).”  “  Deceased  was  a  native  of  Germany, 
was  emigrating  from  Rotterdam,  and  was  brought  from  a  lodging-house  in  Whitechapel  to  the 
German  Hospital  on  21st  of  September.” 

Central  Districts.  Population  393256. 

East  London  ;  St.  Botolph. —  At  the  Workhouse,  Bishopsgate,  on  1st  October,  daughter  of  a  wine 
cooper  (deceased),  aged  10^  years,  “choleraic  diarrhoea (6  days),  consecutive  typhoid  fever  (4  days).” 
Admitted  3  days  since  from  No.  4,  Three-dagger-court,  Eore-street,  Cripplegate.  The  child  is 
reported  to  have  been  dying  at  the  time  it  was  admitted. 

West  London;  North.— At  St.  Bartholomew’s  Hospital,  from  4  Burlington-road,  Fulham,  on 
5th  October,  a  labourer  in  a  malt-house,  aged  22  years,  “  cholera.” 

East  Districts.  Population  485522. 

StiOREDiTcn  ;  St.  Leonard’s _ At  24  Hackney-road,  on  6th  October,  the  wife  of  an  engineer,  aged 

27  years,  “cholera  (20  hours).”  Mr.  Yarrow  says  : — “  This  is  the  second  death  in  the  same  room 
where  the  mother  died  on  the  26th  September,  as  reported  last  week.  The  deceased  was  about 
4  months  advanced  in  pregnancy,  and  it  is  supposed  that  fright  caused  by  the  death  of  her  mother, 
in  addition  to  nuisances  at  the  rear  of  the  house,  were  among  the  causes  that  produced  the  fatal 
result.  Five  persons  slept  in  the  same  apartment.  The  room  has  since  been  cleared  out,  and  the 
family  removed  to  the  workhouse.” 

Shoreditch  ;  Ilaggerstone  West. — At  16  York -row,  York -street,  Ivingsland-road,  on  6th  October, 
the  daughter  of  a  paper-stainer,  aged  10  years,  “  natural  death  from  cholera  (7  hours).”  Inquest. 
Mr.  Bowring,  the  Registrar,  says : — “  York -row  consists  of  18  small  houses  at  the  back  of  Ivingsland- 
road,  leading  out  of  York-street,  containing  2  rooms  each  and  2  small  closets,  in  a  very  damp  and 
dirty  condition,  badly  drained,  and  no  thorough  ventilation.  The  rooms  on  the  ground  floor  are  7  inches 
below  the  ground  outside,  and  in  one  which  I  entered  a  board  was  taken  up,  and  underneath  were  10 
inches  of  water  and  black  mud  emitting  a  most  offensive  smell.  They  are  nearly  all  alike  ;  and  as 
to  white-washing  or  painting  the  insides — that  has  not  been  done  for  many  years.  From  the  house 
where  this  death  occurred  3  other  persons  were  removed  to  the  workhouse  in  a  state  of  collapse 
from  the  same  epidemic,  and  died  in  the  course  of  the  following  day.  Two  families,  consisting  of 
13  persons,  inhabited  this  small  house.  Two  other  cases  have  occurred  in  the  same  row,  but  they 
are  now  progressing  favourably.  (Sunday,  7  r.M.)” 

In  the  same  sub-district,  at  Shoreditch  workhouse,  on  7th  October,  brought  from  16  York-row 
on  6th  October,  the  daughter  of  a  paper-stainer,  aged  8  years,  “cholera  (28  hours).” 

In  same  sub-district,  at  Shoreditch  workhouse,  on  7th  October,  brought  from  16  York -row  on 
above  day,  the  daughter  of  a  paper-stainer  (deceased),  aged  5  years,  “  cholera  (60  hours).” 

In  the  same  sub-district,  at  Shoreditch  workhouse,  on  8th  October,  brought  from  16  York-row  on 
the  6th  instant,  the  daughter  of  a  paper-stainer,  aged  5  years,  “  cholera  (35  hours).” 

St.  George-in-tiie-East  ;  St.  Paul. — At  5  Bluegate-fields,  on  26th  September,  a  labourer, 
aged  44  years,  “English  cholera.” 
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In  the  same  sub-district,  at  1  Bluegate-fields,  on  7th  October,  the  son  of  a  shoemaker,  aged  7  years, 
“  Asiatic  cholera  (22  hours).”  Mr.  Chatwood,  the  Registrar,  writes  : — “I  visited  this  house,  which 
is  in  a  close  dirty  place,  and  found  it  in  a  filthy  condition,  and  the  inmates  almost  destitute.  The 
houses  are  very  old  and  thickly  occupied  by  the  lowest  orders.” 

Poplar  ;  Poplar. — At  4  Margaret-street,  North-street,  on  7th  October,  a  boiler-maker,  aged 
28  years,  “  diarrhoea  (6  weeks),  cholera  with  collapse  (60  hours).” 

South  Districts.  Population  616635. 

St.  Saviour  ;  St.  Saviour. — At  72  Ewer-street,  on  3d  October,  the  daughter  of  a  labourer,  aged 
3  years,  “  cholera  (30  hours).” 

In  the  same  sub-district,  at  5  Angel-court,  on  7th  October,  the  wife  of  a  carman,  aged  24  years, 
“  cholera  from  exposure  to  cold  and  effluvia  during  convalescence  from  severe  cholera,  diarrhoea, 
(48  hours),  congestive  fever  (4  days),  premature  delivery  (7  months).” 

Bermondsey;  St  James. — -At  12  Foxlow-street,  on  7th  and  8th  October,  the  wife  and  daughter 
of  a  labourer,  aged  respectively  22  years  and  15  months,  “  Asiatic  cholera  (24  hours).”  Mr.  Martin, 
the  Registrar,  says  : — “  This  woman  had  no  premonitory  symptoms.  I  saw  her  5  hours  after  the 
attack,  she  was  then  in  collapse,  from  which  she  did  not  rally.  She  suckled  her  infant  soon  after 
she  was  attacked,  the  child  soon  became  sick,  and  collapse  rapidly  followed.  In  the  same  house  I 
attended  a  woman  this  day  fortnight,  she  was  collapsed  for  some  hours ;  during  the  day  she  drank 
16  quarts  of  cold  water,  and  is  now  quite  well.” 

In  the  same  sub-district,  at  Blue-anchor-lane,  on  8th  October,  the  wife  of  a  chemist,  aged  26 
years,  “  Asiatic  cholera  (5  days),  parturition  (4  days).”  “  This  was  a  most  distressing  case.

On  Monday  morning,  in 
consequence  of  the  stench  produced  by  the  men  working  in  the  sewers  opposite  to  her  house,  stirring 
up  and  throwing  the  solid  matter  on  the  bank,  she  became  sick,  and  soon  diarrhoea  again  occurred  ; 

She  was  in  the  ninth 
month  of  her  pregnancy  ;  labour  supervening,  I  delivered  her  (during  the  collapse)  ;  she  rallied  the 
following  day,  and  I  entertained  good  hopes  of  her  recovery,  when  a  meddlesome  woman  (a  midwife) 
was  introduced  by  a  friend,  and  interfered  most  mischie\  ously  ;  the  change  in  the  morning  was 
too  apparent ;  the  poor  woman  sunk.” 

Bermondsey  ;  St.  Mary  Magdalen. — At  22  Abbey-street,  on  1st  October,  a  silk-printer,  aged  77 
years,  “  cholera  (30  hours).” 

In  the  same  sub-district,  at  2  Mellick-place,  on  3d  October,  the  daughter  of  a  tanner,  aged  23 
months,  “  cholera  (5  days),  diarrhma  (3  months),  congestion  of  brain  (2  days),  convulsions.” 

In  the  same  sub-district,  at  5  Mellick-place,  on  2d  October,  the  daughter  of  a  labourer,  aged  2 
years,  “  cholera  (24  hours).” 

In  the  same  sub  district,  at  2  Great  George -street,  on  1st  October,  the  son  of  a  tanner,  aged  17 
months,  “cholera  (60  hours),  congestion  of  brain  (30  hours),  convulsions.” 

Bermondsey';  Leather  Market. — At  51  Richardson-street,  on  2d  October,  the  wife  of  a  leather- 
seller,  aged  28  years,  “Asiatic  cholera  (24  hours),  premonitory  diarrhoea  neglected.”  The  medical 
attendant  :.dds  on  his  certificate: — “The  houses  in  Richardson-street  are  nearly  all  of  them  in  a 
most  unwholesome  state  as  regards  drainage,  51  and  52  especially.  I  have  been  in  the  habit  of  going 
to  51  for  some  time,  and  have  always  observed  a  most  offensive  smell.  1  am  told  by  the  inhabitants 
of  Richardson-street  that  the  landlords  refuse  to  remedy  the  nuisance.” 

In  the  same  sub-district,  at  7  White-lion-court,  on  4th October, a  labourer,  aged  35  years,  “cholera 
spasmodica.” 

In  the  same  sub-district,  at  126  Long-lane,  on  6th  October,  the  widow  of  a  leather-seller,  aged  54 
years,  “Asiatic  cholera  (12  hours),  no  premonitory  diarrhoea.”  The  medical  attendant  adds  on  his 
certificate: — “This  patient  was  mother-in-law  of  a  woman  who  died  of  cholera,  October  2d,  at 
51  Richardson-street,  Long-lane,  and  had  been  with  her  at  51  during  a  day  and  night  ;  she  went 
home  to  her  own  house  and  was  soon  attacked.  The  husband  of  the  woman  at  51  Richardson- 
street  has  had  a  mild  attack  of  cholera,  but  is  now  recovering.  This  house  and  every  other  in 
Richardson-street  are  in  a  disgraceful  state  as  regards  the  drainage.” 

St.  George,  Southwark  ;  Kcnt-road. — At  10  May-pole-alley,  on  2d  October,  the  wife  of  a 
labourer,  aged  34  years,  “  diarrhoea  (4  days),  cholera  (32  hours).” 

In  the  same  sub-district,  at  20  White-street,  on  4th  October,  the  daughter  of  a  carpenter,  aged  13 
years,  “  Asiatic  cholera  ( 1 2  hours).” 

In  the  same  sub-district,  at  8  St.  George’s-place,  on  5th  October,  the  wife  of  a  currier,  aged  43 
years,  “Asiatic  cholera  (71  hours).” 

St.  George,  Southwark  ;  Borougli-road. — At  4  Harrow-street,  on  3d  October,  the  wife  of  a 
journeyman  brushmaker,  aged  30  years,  “  Asiatic  cholera  (5  days).” 

In  the  same  sub-district,  at  8  Union-place,  on  3d  October,  the  daughter  of  a  journeyman  painter, 
aged  3  years,  “  cholera  maligna  (34  hours).” 

St.  George,  Southwark  ;  London-road. — At  8  Angel-place,  Webber-street,  on  4th  October,  the 
daughter  of  a  painter,  aged  7  years  and  6  months,  “  Asiatic  cholera  (13  hours).” 

In  the  same  sub-district,  at  8  Angel-place,  Webber-street,  on  5th  October,  the  daughter  of  a  painter, 
aged  2  years  and  3  months,  “  Asiatic  cholera.” 

In  the  same  sub-district,  at  2  Elizabeth-place,  Westminster-road,  on  5th  October,  the  widow  of  a 
surveyor,  aged  61  years,  “  diarrhoea,  not  treated  (6  days),  cholera  Asiatic  (48  hours).” 
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In  the  same  sub-district,  at  61  Tower-street,  on  5th  October,  the  son  of  a  painter,  aged  21  months, 

“  diarrhoea  (6  days),  cholera  (12  hours).” 

Newington  ;  Trinity. — At  243  Kent-street,  on  4th  October,  the  son  of  a  shoemaker,  aged  2  years, 

“  Asiatic  cholera  (2  days).” 

In  the  same  sub-district,  at  7  Lower  Bland-street,  on  2d  October,  the  wife  of  a  smith,  aged  40 
years,  “English  cholera  (9  days),  hscmatemesis  (7  days),  cerebral  effusion  (36  hours).” 

Newington  ;  St.  Peter,  Walworth. — At  13  Richniond-street,  on  1st  October,  the  son  of  a  ware¬ 
houseman,  aged  6  years,  “  cholera  (16^  hours).”  Mr.  Turner  says: — “I  learnt  from  the  father  of 
this  child  that  he  had  picked  up  a  cabbage  leaf  the  day  before,  and  had  eaten  the  whole  of  it.” 

In  the  same  sub-district,  at  45  Fleming-road,  on  30th  September,  a  mustard  manufacturer,  aged 
53  years,  “  choleraic  diarrhoea  (5  days).” 

In  the  same  sub-district,  at  6  Trafalgar-street,  on  1st  October,  the  daughter  of  a  journeyman  shoe¬ 
maker,  aged  17  years,  “Asiatic  cholera  (20  hours).” 

— At  103  York-road,  on  3d  October,  the  wife  of  an  iron¬ 
monger,  aged  19  years,  “Asiatic  cholera  (45  hours).”  The  medical  attendant  writes  on  the  certifi¬ 
cate  : —  “  Luring  the  latter  part  of  the  attack  she  was  delivered  of  a  still-born  male  infant,  and  died  5 
hours  after.” 

Lambeth  ;  Lambeth  Church  { First  Part). — At  8  George’s-place,  on  1st  October,  a  carpenter,  aged 
47  years,  “Asiatic  cholera  (16  hours).” 

Lambetii;  Lambeth.  Church  {Second  Part). — At  4  Pleasant-place,  on  30th  September,  a  stoker, 
aged  38  years,  “  congestion  of  the  lungs  after  a  severe  attack  of  cholera  (4  days).”  Mr.  Wheatley 
says  : — “  This  man  was  rapidly  recovering  from  the  cholera  when  he  was  suddenly  attacked  with 
congestion  of  the  lungs.  Two  children  in  the  same  house  were  also  attacked,  but  have  both  reco¬ 
vered.  The  house  is  tolerably  well  drained  and  very  cleanly.” 

Lambeth  ;  Kennington  {First  Part). — At  1  Lansdowne-cottages,  on  1st  October,  a  gentleman, 
aged  55  years,  “malignant  cholera  (23  hours).” 

In  the  same  sub-district,  at  Lorling-cottage,  Harleyford-road,  on  2d  October,  the  widow  of  a  captain 
in  the  Royal  Navy,  aged  69  years,  “  choleraic  diarrhoea  (30  hours).” 

Lambeth  ;  Kennington  {Secorid  Part).  At  6  Holton -street,  South  Kennington,  on  1st  October,  the 
son  of  a  carpenter,  aged  2  years,  “  irritation  from  teething  (14  days),  sporadic  cholera  (13  hours).” 

Wandsworth  ;  Clapham. — At  Little-acre-court,  Park-road,  on  4th  October,  the  son  of  a 
labourer,  aged  20  months,  “  cholera  (2  days).”  Mr.  Frost,  the  Registrar,  remarks  • — “  This 
child  had  been  living  in  White’s-square  with  his  grandmother  for  3  days.  The  room  they  lived 
in  was  very  damp  and  badly  ventilated,  the  size  of  it  8  feet  by  12.  The  medical  officer  has  con¬ 
demned  it  as  unfit  for  human  habitation.  Until  Saturday,  24th  September,  there  were  living  in  the 
same  room  the  grandmother,  her  3  sons  (all  between  20  and  30  years  of  age),  and  the  eldest  son’s 
wife  ;  2  of  the  sons  were  removed  on  Thursday,  29th  September,  to  the  Union,  suffering  from 
diarrhoea  ;  one  died  on  Thursday,  6th  instant,  the  other  has  recovered.  The  grandmother  was 
removed  to  the  Union  on  Saturday,  1st  instant,  suffering  from  cholera,  and  died  on  Sunday,  2d. 
I  have  applied  to  the  owner  of  the  house,  who  has  commenced  making  the  necessary  improvements. 
The  drainage  is  very  bad.” 

Wandsworth  ;  Battersea. —  At  the  Union  "Workhouse,  on  2d  October,  the  widow  of  a  labourer, 
aged  61  years,  “  cholera  Asiatica  (21  hours),  collapse.”  Brought  from  White-square,  Clapham. 

In  the  same  suh-district,  at  the  Union  Workhouse,  on  7th  October,  a  labourer,  aged  26  years, 
“  choleraic  diarrhoea  (one  week).”  Brought  from  White-square,  Clapham.  Sen  of  the  former. 

Wandsworth;  Wandsworth. — At  Garratt-lane,  on  1st  October,  the  son  of  a  plasterer,  aged 
5  years,  “  cholera  Asiatica  (17  hours).” 

In  the  same  sub-district,  at  Waterside,  on  5th  October,  the  daughter  of  a  labourer,  aged  12  years, 
“  cholera  (28  hours).” 

Camberwell  ;  Camberwell. — At  2  Arthur-terrace,  Lyndhurst-road,  on  2d  October,  the  daughter 
of  a  city  missionary,  aged  10  months,  “cholera  infantum  (24  hours).”  Mr.  Searle  says: — “The 
situation  is  open  and  airy ;  the  house,  which  has  been  recently  built,  is  well  drained.  There  appears 
nothing  in  the  locality  to  account  for  the  disease.” 

Rotiierhithe  ;  Rotlierhithe. — On  board  the  ship  “  Lady  Douglas”  in  the  river  Thames,  off  Rother- 
hitlie  Church,  on  3d  October,  a  seaman,  aged  21  years,  “cholera  (9  hours).”  Mr.  Pitt  says: — 
“  Deceased  was  a  fine  young  man,  sound  in  constitution,  and  very  temperate.  The  ship  was  coal¬ 
laden  from  the  north  to  London.” 

In  the  same  sub- district,  at  30  Princes-street,  on  6th  October,  the  wife  of  a  leather-dresser,  aged  24 
years,  “  diarrhoea  (5  days),  cholera  (9  hours).”  “  The  diarrhoea  was  unattended.  Deceased  was  in 
great  poverty,  which  she  very  cautiously  concealed,  so  that  her  starvation  state  gave  the  cholera 
every  advantage.” 

Greenwich  ;  St.  Paul,  Deptford. — At  7  Creek-street,  on  30th  September,  the  wife  of  a  slater,  aged 
35  years,  “Asiatic  cholera  (36  hours).” 

Greenwich;  Greenwich,  West. — In  Dreadnought  Hospital  Ship,  on  30th  September,  a  seaman, 
aged  32  years,  “Asiatic  cholera;  died  10  hours  after  admission.” 


At  15  Ogilvy-street,  in  sub-district  of  Woolwich  dockyard,  on  4th  October,  the  daughter  cf  a 
bombardier  in  Royal  Artillery,  aged  3  years,  died  of  “  scarlatina  (2  days).”  The  medical  attendant 
of  the  deceased  states  that  “  the  room  in  which  this  child  died  was  occupied  by  4  persons, — the  father, 
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mother,  and  2  children  ;  that  their  bedroom  is  9  feet  long,  7  feet  wide  ;  on  one  side  the  wall  is  in 
height  6  feet,  on  the  other  8  feet  and  3  inches  ;  hence  the  amount  of  air  afforded  is  much  too  small 
for  the  preservation  of  health  and  life  ;  and  as  it  is  stated  that  the  back  bedrooms  to  the  houses  in 
this  street,  which  is  occupied  almost  exclusively  by  the  families  of  the  military,  are  nearly  all  of 
similar  dimensions,  the  extension  of  scarlatina  or  the  outbreak  of  cholera  here  may  issue  in  a 
frightful  mortality.” 

At  2  Prospect-place,  Charlton,  on  6th  October,  the  daughter  of  an  engineer,  aged  9  years,  died  of 
“  scarlatina  (4  days),  diarrhoea  (one  day).  Mr.  Timpson,  the  medical  attendant,  remarks  that 
“  3  children  have  had  scarlatina  within  the  last  fortnight,  and  were  attended  in  a  back  parlour,  and 
were  all  without  medical  attendance,  further  than  what  was  obtained  by  sending  to  the  chemist’s. 
The  2  youngest,  who  were  first  attacked,  are  out  of  danger,  but  ill ;  the  other,  to  whom  this  paper 
refers,  was  last  attacked,  and  diarrhoea  was  increased  by  a  purgative  powder,  and  the  child  has  sunk. 
I  arrived  after  she  died.”  Mr.  Burnett,  the  Registrar,  adds  :  “  Many  complaints  have  been  made  of 
the  want  of  drainage  in  this  locality ;  indeed  the  whole  of  Lower  Charlton  is  without  drainage,  and 
Upper  Charlton  has  very  little.” 

At  23  Hackney-road,  on  1st  October,  the  wife  of  a  bricklayer,  aged  55  years,  died  of  “diarrhoea 
(8  days).”  Mr.  Yarrow  mentions  that  “  the  disease  is  supposed  to  have  arisen  from  bad  smells, 
caused  by  imperfect  drainage  and  other  nuisances  in  the  rear  of  the  house,  which  have  since  been 
attended  to  by  the  parochial  authorities.” 

In  St.  Leonard,  Shoreditch,  at  70  Willow-walk,  on  2d  October,  a  packer,  aged  54  years,  “diarrhoea 
(3  days).”  “  The  house  is  situated  in  a  derisely  populated  and  ill-drained  narrow  street ;  it  contains 
6  rooms,  all  occupied  by  separate  families,  amounting  to  27  persons  (12  adults  and  15  children).  The 
rooms  are  all  small,  which  renders  it  impossible  to  preserve  health.” 

In  sub-district  of  St.  Saviour,  at  4  Thornton’s-buildings,  on  4th  October,  the  daughter  of  a 
blacksmith,  aged  6  months,  “diarrhoea  (10  days).”  The  medical  attendant  states  that  “the  purging 
was  brought  on  and  kept  up  by  the  impure  air  from  the  drains,  that  the  stench  is  almost  past  bearing, 
that  vermin  come  into  the  room,  and  the  place  is  quite  black  for  want  of  whitewashing ;  altogether 
an  unhealthy  and  confined  place.” 

Mr.  Child,  Registrar  of  Norwood  sub  district,  makes  the  following  note  : — “  Complaints  are  con¬ 
stantly  being  made  respecting  the  cesspools  overflowing  at  Emma  Cottages,  Elder-road,  Gipsey-hill. 
There  is  from  2  to  3  feet  of  water  and  other  filth  and  drainage  from  the  cesspools  lying  under  the 
houses,  which  oozes  through  the  brickwork  across  the  road  to  the  adjoining  property,  to  the  great 
injury  and  annoyance  of  the  inhabitants  residing  there.  The  cottages  are  very  small,  and  a  great 
many  people  are  living  in  them  ;  also  the  drainage  in  George-street,  Gipsey-hill  (which  I  men¬ 
tioned  in  my  return  of  last  quarter)  still  remains  in  the  same  state.” 

The  following  deaths  were  registered  in  the  week  that  ended  Saturday,  October  1st  : — 

At  9  Coburg-street,  on  26th  September,  the  daughter  of  a  watch-jeweller,  aged  3  years,  “  scarla¬ 
tina  maligna  (7  days).”  Mr.  Burrows,  the  Registrar,  says  : — “  The  house  in  which  this  death 
occurred  is  in  a  filthy  condition,  and  the  smell  from  the  drains  is  at  times  intolerable.  I  attended 
this  case  myself,  together  with  five  others  in  the  same  family,  all  of  which  recovered.  The  number 
of  inmates  is,  I  believe,  either  22  or  23.” 

In  St.  John  sub-district  of  St.  George-in-the-East,  at  1  Salter’s-alley,  on  22d  September,  the  son 
of  a  coal-porter,  aged  one  year,  “  diarrhoea  (one  day),  collapse  (9  hours).”  The  medical  attendant 
observes  that : — “  This  child  was  very  unhealthy  ;  its  mother  says  it  was  accustomed  to  diarrhoea  all 
its  lifetime.  The  deceased  had  slept  for  3  nights  in  the  same  room  with  the  corpse  of  his  brother, 
who  died  of  English  cholera  on  the  previous  Monday.  It  was  for  some  time  during  the  day  in  a 
back  room,  which  is  very  frequently  infested  with  a  very  bad  smell  from  a  cesspool  which  is  under 
the  cupboard.” 

In  St.  Katherine's  Docks,  Aldgate,  on  23d  September,  a  custom-house  officer,  aged  45  years,  died 
suddenly  from  “  apoplexy.”  Inquest.  This  man  (says  Mr.  Harris,  the  Registrar),  whose  name  was 
Wonderful  Chertsey,  is  said  to  have  been  born  after  his  mother  was  60  years  of  age.  The  name 
given  to  him  at  baptism  he  derived  from  this  circumstance. 

Last  week  the  births  of  727  boys  and  648  girls,  in  all  1375  children,  were  registered  in  London.  In 
the  eight  corresponding  weeks  of  the  years  1845-52  the  average  number  was  1276. 

At  the  Royal  Observatory,  Greenwich,  the  mean  height  of  the  barometer  in  the  week  was 
29 ‘51 4  in.  The  mean  temperature  was  48  •  6°,  which  is  4°  below  the  average  of  the  same  week  in 
38  years.  The  mean  difference  between  the  dew-point  temperature  and  air  temperature  was  3  •  6°. 


With  reference  to  the  case  of  the  mate  of  the  “  Anna  Christina,”  reported  last  week  as  a  case  of 
cholera  without  any  premonitory  symptoms,  Dr.  Macloughlin  writes  as  follows  : — “  I  have  been  to 
Blackwall  ;  the  vessel  is  gone  ;  but  I  have  seen  the  two  medical  gentlemen  who  attended  the  mate, 
and  from  them  I  learn  that  the  man  was  taken  ill  at  2  o’clock  in  the  morning,  and  that  one  of  them 
saw  him  at  7  o’clock,  prescribed  for  the  symptoms  which  he  noticed,  but  made  no  inquiry  into  the 
previous  state  of  health  of  his  patient.  The  second  medical  gentleman  saw  the  mate  at  10  o’clock  ; 
as  the  patient  was  a  foreigner  he  questioned  him  through  an  interpreter,  and  he  was  told  that  the  m*n 
was  in  perfect  health  up  to  2  o’clock,  but  he  did  not  ask  him  whether  the  spasms,  vomiting,  and 
purging  had  come  on  simultaneously  at  2  o’clock,  or  whether  there  was  first  a  painless  diarrhoea, 
and  after  a  few  hours  spasms,  and  then  collapse.”

Meteorological  Observations. 
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HEALTH  OF  LONDON  DURING  THE  WEEK. 

The  number  of  deaths  registered  in  the  metropolitan  districts  in  the  week  that  ended  on  Saturday 
was  1039.  In  the  ten  corresponding  weeks  of  the  years  1843-52,  the  average  number  was  949, 
which  if  raised  in  proportion  to  increase  of  population  will  give  1 044.  A  comparison  of  the  actual 
and  estimated  results  shows  that  London  last  week  suffered  not  more  than  its  ordinary  rate  of 
mortality. 

Cholera,  which  has  made  its  presence  felt  in  various  parts  of  the  metropolis,  and  during  the  four 
weeks  that  followed  10th  September,  showed  a  small  but  continuous  increase,  does  not  appear 
latterly  to  have  gained  ground.  The  deaths  from  this  disease  were  66  in  the  first  week  of  October  ; 
last  week  they  declined  to  45.  It  is  a  somewhat  remarkable  coincidence  that  45  was  the  number 
registered  in  the  corresponding  week  (viz.  the  42nd)  of  1848  ;  for  many  weeks  thereafter  the  deaths 
rose  and  fell,  dropping  so  low  as  one  and  2  in  the  spring  of  1849,  till  the  epidemic  broke  out  with 
violence  in  summer.  The  fluctuations  which  mark  its  previous  history  may  attend  its  course 
again  ;  but  experience  affords  sufficient  warning  that  a  temporary  abatement  should  not  lull  into 
security  those  whose  business  it  is  to  prepare  for  the  attack.  The  45  deaths  of  last  week  (21  of 
which  occurred  to  males,  24  to  females,)  were  thus  distributed  over  London  :  In  the  West  Districts 
6,  in  the  North  3,  in  the  Central  2,  in  the  East  6,  and  on  the  South  side  of  the  Thames  28.  The 
following  are  the  cases  in  detail : — 

West  Districts.  Population  376427. 

Kensington;  Brompton.— At  6  Sloane-place,  on  11th  October,  a  footman,  aged  44  years,  “cholera 
Asiatica,  not  seen  till  collapsed  ;  diarrhoea  (3  weeks).”  Mr.  Stone,  the  Registrar,  says : — “  Sloane- 
place  has  been  repeatedly  reported  by  me  as  being  unhealthy  ;  the  medical  attendant  states :  ‘  This 
man  has  been  suffering  from  diarrhoea  for  3  weeks,  and  was  not  seen  by  me  till  collapsed.  There 
is  decomposing  vegetable  matter  at  the  back  of  the  house  and  a  most  offensive  smell  in  front,  most 
probably  from  the  yard  of  a  cow-keeper  opposite,  pigs  and  cows  being  both  kept  there.’  ” 

Kensington  ;  St.  Paul,  Hammersmith. — At  27  Brook-green-place,  on  13th  October,  the  daughter 
of  a  labourer,  aged  4  months,  “  exhaustion  from  choleraic  diarrhoea  (6  days).” 

Kensington  ;  Fulham. — At  Sand’s-end,  on  10th  October,  the  wife  of  a  gas-lahourer,  aged  26 
years,  “  cholera  Asiatica  (15  hours).”  Mr.  Godrich,  the  medical  attendant,  remarks  : — “The  house 
is  in  a  very  dirty  state,  and  not  fit  for  human  habitation.  Within  a  few  yards  of  the  back-door  a 
hole  has  been  formed,  where  all  the  refuse  seems  to  have  been  poured.  The  privies  of  both  this 
and  the  adjoining  house  are  quite  full,  and  the  soil  running  over  the  yard,  and  this  has  been  the  case, 

1  am  told,  for  3  weeks.  Behind  the  privy  is  a  large  open  drain,  which  is  very  offensive.  The 

2  children  of  deceased  are  now  suffering  from  diarrhoea  ;  there  is  also  diarrhoea  in  the  neigh¬ 
bourhood.” 

Chelsea  ;  North-east. — At  2  Cadogan-row,  King’s-road,  on  11th  October,  the  wife  of  a  labourer, 
aged  36  years,  “  diarrhoea  (5  hours),  cholera  (13  hours).” 

Westminster  ;  St.  Margaret. — At  35  Palace-street,  on  9th  October,  a  steam-engine  driver  at  a 
brewery,  aged  23  years,  “diarrhoea  (7  hours),  Asiatic  cholera  (11  hours).”  Mr.  Driver,  the  medical 
attendant,  says  : — “  The  diarrhoea  was  not  attended  to  until  collapse  had  taken  place.” 

In  the  same  sub-district,  at  24  Smith’s-rents,  on  12th  October,  the  daughter  of  a  servant,  aged 
8  months,  “  cholera  (14  days),  phthisis  from  birth.” 

North  Districts.  Population  490396. 

Marylebone  ;  All  Souls. — At  19  Carburton-street,  on  8th  October,  a  coach-painter,  aged  43 
years,  “  diarrhoea  (5  days),  English  cholera  (2  days).” 

Marylebone;  St.John — At  22  Upper  Carlisle-street,  on  14th  October,  the  daughter  of  a  labourer, 
aged  14  years,  “  cholera  (4  days).” 

Islington  ;  West. — At  2  Grove-street,  on  9th  October,  the  daughter  of  a  carman,  aged  7  weeks, 
“  cholera  infantum.” 

Central  Districts.  Population  393256. 

IIolborn  ;  St.  Andrew  East. — At  6  Gray’s  Inn-lane,  on  8th  October,  a  dress-maker,  aired  16 
years,  “  cholera  (4  days).” 

City  of  London  ;  South-west. — At  7  George-court,  on  11th  October,  the  wife  of  a  labourer,  aged 
44  years,  “  English  cholera  (29^  hours).  Collapse.”  The  medical  attendant  of  this  case  says 
“  I  think  it  right  to  mention  that  the  deceased  was  not  in  a  good  state  of  health,  and  that  diarrhoea 
commenced  and  continued  13  hours  before  she  had  medical  aid,  from  1a.m.  to  4  p.m.,  10th  October. 
I  first  saw  her  at  6.45p.m.  She  was  then  in  a  state  of  collapse,  and  she  died  at  half  past  ten,  a. in, 
[42.  ]  y  u 
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llth  October.  I  am  strongly  of  opinion  that,  in  this  case,  immediate  attention  to  the  diarrhoea  might 
have  saved  her  life.” 

East  Districts.  Population  485522. 

Shoreditch;  St.  Leonard. — At  2  Red  Lion-passage,  on  12th  October,  the  daughter  of  a  brick¬ 
layer,  aged  19  months,  “English  cholera  (26  hours).” 

Shoreditch;  Haggerstone  West. — At  Shoreditch  Workhouse,  brought  from  1C  York-row,  York- 
street,  on  9th  October,  the  son  of  a  paper-stainer,  4  years  and  six  months,  “  cholera  (9  hours).” 
Mr.  Bowring,  the  Registrar,  says: — “  This  boy  was  admitted  into  the  workhouse  at  noon  on  the  9th 
instant  and  died  the  same  day.  This  is  another  from  the  same  family  as  reported  last  week,  making 
five  deaths  in  one  house  in  four  days.” 

Shoreditch;  Haggerstone  East. — At  8  Margaret-place,  on  12th  October,  the  son  of  a  labourer, 
aged  10  years,  “cholera,  (18  hours).” 

Bethnal  Green  ;  Hackney-road. —  At  3  Crabtree-row,  on  13th  October,  the  son  of  a  porter, 
aged  6  months,  “infantile  cholera  (24  hours).” 

Whitechapel;  Whitechapel  Church. — At  20  Charlotte-court,  on  12th  October,  the  son  of  a 
dealer,  aged  7  years,  “  cholera  (7  hours).” 

Stepney  ;  Mile-end  Old  Town  Lower. — At  15  James-street,  on  13th  October,  the  son  of  a  rope- 
mat-maker,  aged  5  years,  “  cholera  (10  hours).”  Mr.  Castleden,  the  Registrar,  writes  as  follows  : — 
“  The  premonitory  symptoms  in  this  case  were  attended  to  immediately.  The  child  ate  a  hearty 
dinner  with  the  rest  of  the  family  at  one  o’clock,  on  ox  cheek  stewed  and  potatoes.  At  3  o’clock 
assisted  his  mother  in  taking  home  some  work.  At  4  o’clock  was  seized  with  a  violent  purging. 
The  medical  man  saw  him  about  5  o’clock,  and  declared  him  to  be  in  a  dangerous  state  ;  in  company 
with  a  medical  friend  saw  him  again  at  11  o’clock,  when  he  was  fast  sinking,  and  he  died  at 
2  o’clock  a.m.  House  consists  of  2  rooms  and  a  small  kitchen.  Family,  father,  mother,  and 
5  children.  Nothing  offensive  about  it,  or  in  the  neighbourhood.”

St.  Saviour  ;  Christ  Church _ At  4  Paradise-row,  on  the  10th  October,  the  daughter  of  a 

labourer,  aged  7  years,  “  Asiatic  cholera  (30  hours).” 

St.  Saviour  ;  St.  Saviour. — At  25  Dyers-buildings,  on  9th  October,  the  son  of  a  cab-driver, 
aged  4  years,  “  Asiatic  cholera  (8  hours),  diarrhoea  (12  hours).” 

In  the  same  sub-district,  at  3  Red-lion-court,  on  9th  October,  the  son  of  a  labourer,  aged  8 
years,  “  Asiatic  cholera  (19  hours).” 

In  the  same  sub-district,  at  12  Pump-court,  on  llth  October,  the  daughter  of  a  hemp-dresser, 
aged  23  years,  “  diarrhoea  neglected  (8  days),  Asiatic  cholera  (34  hours).” 

In  the  same  sub-district,  at  3  Red-lion-court,  on  llth  October,  a  labourer,  aged  37  years, 
“  Asiatic  cholera.” 

In  the  same  sub-district,  at  9  Thornton-grove,  on  13th  October,  the  son  of  an  engineer,  aged 
18  months,  “  cholera  (30  hours),  secondary  fever  (3  days).”  The  medical  attendant  states  in  a 
note,  that  “  the  child  had  diarrhoea  2  days  previous  to  the  attack.  The  drainage  is  bad,  the  dust  lies 
in  the  yard  uncovered,  the  cesspool  is  full  and  running  under  the  boards,  and  is  infested  with  a 
number  of  small  black  flies,  which  carry  the  stench  into  the  house.”

In  the  same  sub-district,  at  32  Bermondsey-square,  on  10th  October,  the  daughter  of  a  toll- 
collector,  aged  3  years,  “choleraic  diarrhoea  (16  hours),  cerebral  congestion  (7  hours).” 

Bermondsey  ;  Leather  Market.— At  54  Richardson-street,  on  9th  October,  the  son  of  a  joumev- 
man-baker,  aged  6  years,  “  Asiatic  cholera  (8j  hours).”  The  medical  attendant  adds  on  his  certifi¬ 
cate  : — “  This  case  occurred  next  door  but  two  to  the  poor  woman  who  died  of  cholera  last  week. 
The  stench  arising  from  the  bad  drainage,  and  from  moving  the  soaks  in  the  tan-yard,  was  on 
Saturday  worse  than  usual.” 

In  the  same  sub-district,  at  1  Suffolk-place,  on  12th  October,  the  daughter  of  a  labourer,  aged  4 
years,  “cholera.” 

St.  George,  Southwark  ;  Kent-road _ At  121  Kent-street,  on  7th  October,  a  seamstress,  aged 

28  years,  “  Asiatic  cholera  (5  days).” 

In  the  same  sub- district,  at  1 1  Rephidim-street,  on  8th  October,  the  son  of  a  painter,  aged  54 
years,  “  English  cholera  (6  weeks),  diarrhoea  (3  weeks),  collapse  (4  days).” 

In  the  same  sub-district,  at  9  Hunter-street,  on  10th  October,  the  daughter  of  a  leather-dresser, 
aged  IJ  years,  “diarrhoea  (14  days),  cholera  (8  hours).” 

St.  George  Southwark;  Borough-road _ At  the  Workhouse,  from  11  Mint-street,  on  15th 

October,  the  wile  of  a  labourer,  aged  38  years,  “  fever  after  cholera.” 

Newington;  St.  Peter,  Walworth. — At  4  Lestock-place,  on  13th  October,  the  son  of  a  journey¬ 
man  carpenter,  aged  3  years,  “Asiatic  cholera  (12  hours);  no  premonitory  symptoms.”  The  medical 
attendant  adds,  that  he  “  could  not  ascertain  that  any  indigestible  substance  had  been  taken  to  account 
for  this  attack.  The  house  is  small  and  unhealthily  situated,  having  but  a  very  small  back  yard  a  few 
l'eet  square,  and  the  inmates  state  that  the  privy  and  drain  at  times  emit  most  disagreeable  smells.”

Lambeth;  Lambeth  Church  {Second Part). — At  19  St.  Oswald’s-place,  on  1st  October,  the  daughter 
of  a  carman,  aged  17  months,  “cholera  (6  days).”  Mr.  Wheatley,  the  Registrar,  says  : — “I  found, 
upon  visiting  the  premises,  an  exceedingly  offensive  smell  in  the  back  yard  arising  from  the  drain.” 

In  the  same  sub-district,  at  26  St.  Albans-street,  on  10th  October,  the  wife  of  a  linen-draper’s 
buyer,  aged  41  years,  “  diarrhcea  not  treated  (48  hours),  cholera  Asiatica  (42  hours).”  “  The  occu¬ 
pier  of  the  house  informed  me  that  the  drain  from  the  back  premises  passed  under  the  flooring  of  both 
parlours,  and  at  times  is  most  offensive.  The  deceased  died  in  the  back  parlour,  where  she  slept  with 
4  children.” 

In  the  same  sub-district,  at  the  Workhouse,  on  12th  October,  a  spinster,  aged  69  years,  “cholera 
maligna  (15  hours).” 

Wandsworth;  Battersea. — At  St.  John’s-road,  on  7th  October,  the  wife  of  a  gardener,  aged  40 
years,  “  Asiatic  cholera  (20  hours).” 

Camberwell  ;  Beckham. — At  8,  Blue-auchor-lane-orcliard,  on  9th  October,  the  son  of  a  painter 
(deceased),  aged  7  years,  “cholera  (9 £  hours).”  Described  by  the  medical  attendant  as  “one  of 
the  worst  forms  of  cholera.” 

In  the  same  sub-district,  at  Rye-lane,  on  10th  October,  the  son  of  a  carpenter,  aged  5  months, 
“  choleraic  diarrhoea  (one  week).” 

Rotheriiithe  ;  Rotherhithe. — At  5  West-lane,  on  8th  October,  the  daughter  of  a  labourer,  aged 
3  years,  “  Asiatic  cholera  (3  days).” 

In  the  same  sub-district,  at  5  West-lane,  on  9th  October,  the  daughter  of  a  labourer,  aged  2  years, 
“  Asiatic  cholera  (4  days).” 

Greenwich  ;  Greenwich  West. — At  the  Dreadnought  hospital  ship,  on  6th  October,  a  carpenter, 
aged  28  years,  “Asiatic  cholera  (died  30  hours  after  admission).” 


In  Rotherhithe,  at  2  Kennings-buildings,  on  3d  October,  the  widow  of  a  mariner,  aged  4.3  years, 
died  of  “  phthisis  pulmonalis  (9  months).”  Mr.  Pitt,  the  Registrar,  states  that  “  this  death  occurred 
12  days  ago  in  a  very  small  house  and  poor  neighbourhood,  and  remains  uninterred  up  to  this  hour 
(11  a.m.  Saturday  morning).” 

Mr.  Martin,  Registrar  of  the  sub-district  St.  James,  Bermondsey,  observes  that  he  “  has  not  seen 
a  case  of  cholera  during  the  week,  neither  is  diarrhcea  prevalent ;  the  general  health  of  this  district 
is  very  good.” 

Last  week  the  births  of  812  boys  and  761  girls,  in  all  1573  children,  were  registered  in  London. 
The  average  number  in  eight  corresponding  weeks  of  1845-52  was  1561. 

At  the  Royal  Observatory,  Greenwich,  the  mean  height  of  the  barometer  in  the  week  was 
29-587  in.  The  mean  temperature  was  52°,  which  is  slightly  above  the  average  of  the  same  week 
in  38  years.  The  wind  blew  generally  from  the  north-east. 


The  Physician  who  attended  the  mate  of  the  “Anna  Christina”  has  written  to  the  Registrar 
General  in  reference  to  that  case  :  “  By  the  united  and  repeated  evidence,”  he  says,  “  of  the  man 
himself,  the  captain,  and  the  crew,  on  all  of  whom  I  impressed  the  importance  of  the  question  (given 
through  an  interpreter  certainly,  but  for  that  very  reason  repeated  over  and  over  again),  I  gleaned 
this  important  fact,  that  the  patient  was  perfectly  well  up  to  two  o’clock  in  the  morning,  when 
‘  spasms,  vomiting ,  and  purging  ’  came  on  in  a  most  violent  form,  followed  by  collapse.  I  have  no 
doubt,”  he  adds,  “  that  in  the  great  majority  of  cases  premonitory  symptoms  prevail,  but  I  have  seen 
at  least  two  cases  in  which  they  were  entirely  absent.”

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Meteorological  Observations. 
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HEALTH  OF  LONDON  DURING  THE  WEEK. 

A  thousand  and  fifty-four  deaths  were  registered  in  London  in  the  week  that  ended  on 
Saturday.  In  the  ten  corresponding  weeks  of  the  years  1843-52  the  average  number  was  958, 
which,  with  a  correction  for  increase  of  population,  becomes  1054.  It  happens  that  the  actual 
mortality  of  last  week,  and  a  calculation  founded  on  the  average  of  the  same  week  in  former  years, 
present  in  this  case  identical  results. 

It  will  be  seen  with  regret  that  the  deaths  from  cholera,  which  had  declined  in  the  two  previous 
weeks  from  66  to  45,  rose  again  last  week  to  83.  Forty  males  and  43  females  perished  by  this  disease. 
The  districts  on  the  south  side  of  the  river  still  assert  their  fatal  pre-eminence,  49  out  of  the  whole 
number  of  cases  having  occurred  there ;  Rotherhithe,  Battersea,  St.  Saviour,  St.  George,  are  the  parts 
of  that  division  whicli  suffered  most.  The  deaths  from  cholera  in  London  in  the  corresponding 
week  of  1848  were  34. 

The  public  have  been  frequently  cautioned  against  indulgence  in  spirituous  liquors  at  periods  of 
epidemic  cholera.  The  readers  of  the  Registrars’  notes,  published  from  week  to  week,  will  find  too 
many  instances  in  which  this  advice  has  been  neglected.  A  person  drinks  to  excess,  in  a  few  hours 
he  is  suffering  from  an  attack  of  diarrhoea,  and  the  disease  runs  through  its  several  stages  to  a 
fatal  termination.  When  cholera  is  at  the  door  temperance  in  the  use  of  intoxicating  liquors,  and 
an  almost  total  abstinence  from  gin  and  other  spirits,  becomes  extremely  necessary  for  the  preservation 
of  life. 

It  is  admitted  that  diarrhoea  generally  precedes  cholera ;  that  there  are  few,  if  any,  exceptions  to  the 
rule.  But  it  is  of  importance  both  to  establish  the  rule,  and  show  its  extent,  by  a  mass  of  observa¬ 
tions  accurately  recorded.  It  is  therefore  desirable  that  medical  informants  should  inquire  specially 
in  all  cases  whether  the  attack  of  cholera  commences  by  “  diarrhoea,”  and  state  the  interval  of 
time  in  hours  and  days  between  the  appearance  of  diarrhoea  and  the  supervention  of  spasms,  or  of 
the  other  characteristic  symptoms  of  cholera. 

Last  week  the  83  deaths  from  cholera  occurred  as  follows  : — In  the  West  Districts  2,  in  the 
North  5,  in  the  Central  3,  in  the  East  24,  and  in  those  on  the  South  side  of  the  Thames  49.  The 
following  are  the  cases  in  detail 

West  Districts.  Population  376427.  Deaths  from  cholera  2. 

Sr.  George  Hanover-square  ;  Mayfair. — At  88  Piccadilly,  on  16th  October,  the  wife  of  a 
farmer,  aged  47  years,  “  English  cholera  (5  weeks),  peritoneal  inflammation,  exhaustion.” 

Westminster  ;  St.  Margaret. — At  19  Queen-square,  on  16th  October,  the  wife  of  a  clerk  in  holy 
orders,  aged  32  years,  “  Asiatic  cholera  (30  hours).”

5  weeks,  “  atrophy,  English  cholera.” 

Islington  ;  Islington  East. — At  37  Downham-road,  on  17th  October,  an  accountant,  aged  35  years, 
“  Asiatic  cholera  (12  hours).”  Mr.  Butterfield,  the  Registrar,  says  : — “Situation  of  house  good  and 
airy.  Disease  came  on  with  spasms,  followed  by  blueness  of  extremities,  then  rice  water  evacuations. 
Of  temperate  habits  ;  only  exciting  cause  late  accouehment  of  wife  and  consequent  anxiety.”

St.  Giles-in-tiie-Fields  ;  North. — At  Little  Denmark-street,  on  19th  October,  a  labourer,  aged 
27  years,  “  English  cholera  (9.1  hours),  caused  by  excessive  intoxication.”  This  case  is  returned 
by  the  parish  surgeons  with  the  following  note:— “This  man  had  only  been  in  the  house,  No.  G, 
Little  Denmark-street,  a  few  hours,  viz.,  from  lOr.M.  of  the  18th  (Tuesday),  till  he  was  taken  ill. 
He  came  there  from  No.  7,  Red-cross-court,  Borough,  where  he  had  resided  the  few  days  he  had 
been  in  London  from  Kent,  and  went  to  bed  intoxicated.  The  attack  commenced  at  half  past  7 
o’clock  the  following  morning,  the  19th.  Mr.  Simpson,  surgeon  and  registrar,  visited  the  house, 
which  is  unhealthily  situated,  at  the  commencement  of  a  narrow  passage,  opposite  St.  Giles’s  burying 
ground.  The  kitchen  in  which  the  man  died  was  locked,  but  the  Catholic  priest  who  attended  stated 
it  was  in  a  very  miserable,  dirty,  and  offensive  state,  not  fit  for  human  habitation,  the  man  having 
died  on  the  floor  on  a  bed  of  shavings.  The  man’s  wife,  with  another  man  and  his  wife  and  2 
children,  who  all  slept  there  on  the  night  of  the  attack,  have  been  removed  to  the  workhouse,  and 
orders  given  to  cleanse  the  place.  Medical  aid  was  early  had  recourse  to  without  success,  and  no  other 
person  has  been  attacked.  The  poor  man  admitted  he  had  drank  freely  of  beer  the  day  previously 
and  eaten  no  food.” 

West  London;  North. — At  Turnagain-lane,  on  17th  October,  a  shoemaker,  aged  38  years, 
“diarrhoea  ( 1 4  days),  cholera  (17  hours).”  “The  deceased  was  an  habitual  drunkard.  The  wife 
was  taken  to  the  hospital  the  night  the  man  died,  suffering  from  cholera,  and  at  present  is  going  on 
favourably  ;  she  is  also  a  drunkard.” 

In  the  same  sub-district,  at  St.  Bartholomew’s  Hospital,  on  22d  October,  a  sister  in  ftadcliffe’s 
ward,  St.  Bartholomew’s  Hospital,  aged  32  years,  “  epidemic  cholera  (4  days).” 

East  Districts.  Population  485522.  Deaths  from  cholera  24. 

Shoreditch  ;  St.  Leonard. — At  70  Willow- walk,  on  13th  October,  the  widow  of  a  stay-presser, 
aged  37  years,  “  Asiatic  cholera  (12  hours).”  “  The  deceased,  with  6  children,  lived  in  a  back  room, 
in  the  midst  of  dirt  and  poverty.  There  was  a  mangle  in  the  room,  on  which  some  of  the  children 
slept  ;  and  the  only  bed  appeared  a  bundle  of  rags  in  one  corner,  on  which  she  died.  The  family 
has  since  been  removed  by  the  parish  officers.” 

Siioreditcu  ;  Haggerstone  l Lest. — At  Shoreditch  workhouse,  on  16tli  October,  a  spinster,  aged 
61  years,  “cholera  (21  hours).” 

Shoreditch;  Haggerstone  East. — At  70  Boston-street,  on  16th  October,  two  sons  of  a  shoe¬ 
maker,  aged  respectively  2  and  4  years,  “choleraic  diarrhoea  (3  days),  and  “cholera  (10  hours).” 
Mr.  Ditchman,  the  Registrar,  says  : — “  I  examined  the  premises,  and  found  the  drainage  very  clear ; 
but  there  was  a  large  heap  of  dung,  which  has  since  been  removed,  and  this  was  the  only  fault  I 
could  find.” 

Bethnal-green;  Hackney-road. — At  25  Yincent-street,  on  18th  October,  the  daughter  of  a 
hawker,  aged  3  years,  “  cholera  (15  hours).”  “A  flat  and  undrained  street,  close  and  over-crowded; 
the  habits  of  the  people  very  irregular.” 

Betiinal-green  ;  Church. — At  17  Sebright-street,  on  15th  October,  a  weaver,  aged  78  years, 
“choleraic  diarrhoea  (14  days),  typhus  fever  (4  days).” 

In  the  same  sub-district,  at  4  Trafalgar- place,  on  17  th  October,  a  general  dealer,  aged  52  years, 
“  cholera  (15  days).”  Mr.  Briggs,  the  Registrar,  remarks  : — “  A  narrow  densely  populated  street,  the 
houses  in  a  very  filthy  state,  without  ventilation  ;  the  street  badly  cleansed,  a  very  offensive  stench 
arising  therefrom,  the  mud  and  filth  remaining  above  a  week  at  one  time  after  sweeping.  There  is 
a  ehild  now  lying  dead  in  the  same  street  waiting  an  inquest ;  cause  of  death  unknown.  I  have 
some  time  back  reported  the  unhealthy  state  of  this  neighbourhood.  ” 

Whitechapel;  Artillery. — At  19  Gun-street,  Old  Artillery-ground,  on  18th  October,  a  city 
missionary,  aged  4G  years,  “  cholera.”  “  This  case  was  certified  by  Dr.  Batchelour,  of  Finsbury  Pave¬ 
ment,  who  simply  states,  Died  of  cholera.  On  inquiry,  I  learnt  that  he  had  been  ill  some  days  with 
cholera,  was  getting  better,  had  a  relapse,  and  died  suddenly  next  day.” 

Whitechapel;  Whitechapel  Church. — At  London  Hospital,  from  St.  George,  on  17th  October, 
the  son  of  a  saddler,  aged  3  years,  “  malignant  cholera  (36  hours),  no  premonitory  symptoms.” 

In  the  same  sub-district,  at  20  Charlotte-court,  on  18th  October,  a  basket  maker,  aged  63  years, 
“  Asiatic  cholera  (37  hours) ;  collapse  (5  hours).”  Mr.  Hems,  the  Registrar,  writes  : — “This  is  the 
second  death  from  cholera  that  has  occurred  in  this  house,  the  first  having  taken  place  on  the  12th. 
I'pon  inquiry,  I  find  that  the  house  is  well  drained,  the  court  is  also  well  paved,  and  there  appears 
nothing  whatever  objectionable,  or  anything  that  might  produce  disease.” 

Whitechapel  ;  Mile  End  New  Town. — At  10  Dunk-street,  on  19th  October,  a  dog  fancier,  aged 
57  years,  “ Natural  death;  cholera.”  Inquest. 

In  the  same  sub-district,  at  58  Church-street,  on  20th  October,  the  wife  of  a  shoemaker,  aged  35 
years,  “diarrhoea  (12  hours),  cholera  (11  hours).”  “The  inmates  have  all  removed  out  of  the 
house,  and  the  house  is  being  thoroughly  cleansed,  previously  to  its  being  again  occupied.” 

In  the  same  sub-district,  at  37  Dunk-street,  on  21st  October,  the  daughter  of  a  labourer,  aged  2  years, 
“  diarrhoea  (6  hours),  cholera  (2  hours).”

In  the  same  sub-district,  at  the  Workhouse,  on  22d  October,  a  servant  from  45  Queen  Ann-street, 
aged  30  years,  “  cholera  (34  hours).”  The  medical  certificate  states  that  “  the  deceased  herself  said 
she  had  profuse  diarrhoea  the  day  previous  to  the  20th,  when  first  seen.”

of  the  guardians  having  been  drawn  thereto  they  promptly  caused  the  inmates  to  be  removed,  and 
the  court  is  being  paved  and  the  houses  purified.” 

Stepney;  Shadwell. — At  13  Albert-street,  Shadwell,  on  18th  October,  the  son  of  a  rigger,  aged 
13  months,  “diarrhcea  (24  hours),  cholera  (12  hours).”  The  medical  attendant,  Air.  Alack,  states  on 
his  certificate : — “  When  first  seen  at  8h  a.m.,  one  hour  before  death,  the  child  was  in  articulo 
mortis.” 

In  the  same  sub-district,  at  8  Church-court,  Wapping,  on  21st  October,  a  millwright,  aged  37  years 
and  5  months,  “diarrhoea  (7  hours),  cholera  (43  hours).”

In  the  same  sub-district,  at  1  Red-lion-court,  on  20th  October,  the  wife  of  a  butler,  aged  57  years, 
“English  cholera  (6  days).”  “The  husband  complains  of  the  dirt  and  filth  that  accumulates  in  the 
court  where  he  resides.” 

Bermondsey;  St.  James. — At  10  Alfred-place,  on  1 6th  October,  the  wife  of  a  cooper,  aged  48 
years,  “  Asiatic  cholera  (24  hours).”  The  medical  man  who  attended  the  case  states: — "There 
existed  neglected  diarrhoea,  she  having  been  subject  thereto,  and  a  drain  passes  under  the  house 
which  smells  very  offensively.” 

In  the  same  sub-district,  at  18  Gedling-street,  on  16th  October,  the  daughter  of  a  shoemaker, 
aged  2  years,  “  Asiatic  cholera  (24  hours).”  The  father  of  this  child  states  that  “she  had  no  pre¬ 
monitory  diarrhoea,  having  been  placed  in  bed  at  10  p.m.  perfectly  well,  and  found  before  12  in 
collapse.”

At  Sydenham,  in  Wells- road,  on  14th  October,  the  wife  of  a  plasterer,  aged  38  years,  died  of 
“typhus,  effusion  in  the  pericardium.”  Mr.  Morris,  the  medical  attendant  of  this  case,  writes  : — 
“  The  house  in  which  this  person  resided  is  damp  and  not  waterproof,  and  is  surrounded  by  open 
ditches  of  the  most  disgusting  nature  ;  at  the  back  of  the  house  is  a  privy  which  ejects  all  the  soil 
into  the  open  air,  and  is  enough  to  cause  cholera,  fevers,  and  diseases  of  the  worst  description.  Li  the 
same  house  lies  a  child  now  ill  with  fever,  and  the  woman  who  looked  after  the  deceased,  began  to 
suffer  from  fever  caught  while  residing  in  the  house;  and  two  other  children  have  been  also 
attacked.  The  house  is  situated  at  the  top  of  Wells-road.” 

In  the  sub-district  of  Plumstead,  in  Victoria-road,  Charlton,  on  14th  and  17th  October,  the  son 
and  daughter  of  an  engineer,  aged  respectively  2  and  4  years,  died  of  “  scarlatina.”  “  Scarlatina  ”  (says 
Mr.  Burnett,  Registrar,)  “  is  now  more  prevalent  and  fatal  in  the  Charlton  portion  of  my  district  than 
it  has  been  at  any  period  since  the  autumn  of  1848.  Scarcely  a  case  has  been  registered  in  which 
there  has  not  been  evidence  of  want  of  drainage,  want  of  cleanliness,  or  some  nuisance  in  the 
immediate  neighbourhood.” 

In  Haggerstone  East,  at  1  Union-street,  on  18th  October,  the  son  of  a  gas-labourer,  aged  6  years, 
died  of  “  typhus  (6  months),  tuberculosis  (4  months).”  Mr.  Ditchman  states  that  “  the  pipe  sewer  on 
these  premises  ran  through  the  yard,  the  drains  all  untrapped,  and  often  emitting  a  bad  smell.” 

In  Spitalfields,  at  8  Vine-yard,  on  14th  October,  a  labourer,  aged  65  years,  died  of  “constipation 
of  bowels  (5  days).”  Mr.  Deboos,  the  Registrar,  remarks  : — “  A  very  offensive  effluvium  arises  from 
a  privy  next  door  to  this  house,  and  the  drainage  is  very  imperfect.” 

In  Collier-street,  St.  Nicholas,  Deptford,  the  son  of  a  chimney-sweep,  aged  5  years,  died  of  “  scar¬ 
latina.”  Mr.  Paine,  the  Registrar,  says  : — “Informant  complained  of  her  house  being  very  damp 
and  without  drainage,  and  stated  if  her  husband  had  not  dug  a  trench  and  a  hole  in  the  next  yard 
that  the  heavy  rains  we  have  had  would  have  run  into  their  sitting-room.” 

Last  week  the  births  of  743  boys  and  720  girls,  in  all  1463  children,  were  registered  in  London. 
The  average  number  in  eight  corresponding  weeks  of  the  years  1845-52  was  1400. 

At  the  Royal  Observatory,  Greenwich,  the  mean  height  of  the  barometer  in  the  week  was 
29 ‘357  in.  The  mean  temperature  was  48 '6°,  which  is  slightly  below  the  average  of  the  same  week 
in  38  years.  The  mean  temperature  rose  from  47  •  6°  on  Thursday  to  57  •  6°  on  Saturday  ;  the 
latter  is  8  •  9°  above  the  average.  It  was  below  the  average  on  the  first  five  days  of  the  week.  The 
mean  difference  between  the  dew-point  temperature  and  air  temperature  was  2  •  8°.  The  wind 
was  generally  in  the  south-west.

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HEALTH  OF  LONDON  DURING  THE  WEEK. 

Tiie  number  of  deaths  from  all  causes  registered  in  the  week  that  ended  on  Saturday  was  1 144, 
exhibiting  an  increase  of  about  an  hundred  on  the  first  three  weeks  of  October.  In  ten  correspond¬ 
ing  weeks  of  the  years  1843-52  the  average  number  was  974,  which,  if  raised  in  proportion  to 
increase  of  population,  becomes  1071.  There  is  therefore  an  excess  of  73  in  the  present  return  on 
the  corrected  average,  arising  chiefly  from  the  epidemic,  whose  progress  has  been  recorded  during 
the  last  two  months,  and  which  has  now  attacked  many  parts  of  the  metropolis,  widely  distant, 
between  Hammersmith  and  Whitechapel. 

The  deaths  from  cholera,  which  were  about  1G  weekly  in  the  beginning  of  September,  rose  last 
week  to  96.  Fifty-four  males  and  42  females  sunk  under  the  disease;  .32  died  under  15 
years  of  age,  49  between  15  and  60  years,  and  15  at  60  years  and  upwards.  The  96  deaths  occurred 
in  the  five  metropolitan  divisions  as  follows  : — In  the  West  Districts  16,  in  the  North  3,  in  the 
Central  1,  in  the  East  24,  on  the  South  side  of  the  Thames  52.  They  are  contained  in  the 
following  list : — 

West  Districts.  Population  376427.  Deaths  from  cholera  16. 

Kensington;  Kensington  Town.— At  14  Princes-place,  on  23d  October,  the  son  of  a  servant, 
aged  4  months,  “  cholera  infantum  (7  days).”  The  medical  attendant  states  that  “  the  rooms  of 
this  house  are  dirty,  with  offensive  smell,  and  the  inmates  complain  of  defective  drainage  and 
imperfect  ventilation.  The  houses  have  no  back  windows.” 

In  the  same  sub-district,  at  20  .1  ames-street,  on  26th  October,  the  son  of  a  servant,  aged 
7  years,  “  cholera.”  The  medical  attendant  states  that  “  this  child  was  brought  from  Knights- 
bridge  (where  its  sister  died  of  cholera)  to  all  appearance  well,  and  was  seized  with  cholera  without 
auy  premonitory  diarrhoea.” 

Kensington  ;  St.  Paul,  Hammersmith. — At  2  Brook-green-place,  on  24th  October,  the  daughter 
of  a  tailor,  aged  48  years,  “  Asiatic  cholera  (22  hours).  Neglected  premonitory  diarrhoea.” 

In  the  same  sub-district,  at  24  Brook-green-plaee,  on  27th  October,  a  labourer,  aged  34  years, 
“  cholera  (8  hours),  premonitory  diarrhoea  (one  day).” 

In  the  same  sub-district,  at  Lower-mall,  on  23d  October,  the  daughter  of  a  hawker,  aged 
7  years,  “  Asiatic  cholera  (3  days),  typhus  fever  (2  days).” 

In  the  same  sub-district,  at  24  Brook-green-plaee,  on  29th  October,  a  labourer,  aged  23  years, 
“  cholera  (18  hours),  premonitory  diarrhoea.”  Mr.  lloy,  the  Registrar,  writes  as  follows  : — “Since 
the  24th  instant  7  cases  of  cholera  have  occurred  in  Brook-green-plaee,  5  of  which  have  terminated 
fatally  (one  not  yet  registered)  ;  2  were  removed  immediately  to  the  workhouse,  and  are  now 
convalescent.  Another  removed  there  died  shortly  after  admission,  the  entry  of  which  will  be 
found  in  the  return  from  Fulham.  This  is  a  narrow  street,  consisting  of  about  60  small  houses, 
very  confined,  without  or  almost  without  drainage.  The  supply  of  water  is  deficient.  The  inhabi¬ 
tants  consist  of  the  lowest  class  of  Irish,  extremely  dirty  and  filthy  in  their  habits.  Each  house  has 
a  small  back  yard  always  wet  and  dirty,  and  in  several  pigs  are  kept.  Each  room  is  occupied  by 
a  separate  family,  several  of  them  by  more.  The  roadway  in  front  of  these  houses  is  always  wet 
and  filthy  from  the  refuse  thrown  upon  it ;  in  short,  at  all  times  the  locality  is  a  public  nuisance, 
and  is  never  free  from  disease,  generated  by  dirt  both  in  the  houses  and  outside.  The  medical 
officer  of  the  district  immediately  on  the  issuing  of  the  recent  Orders  in  Council  made  a  minute 
inspection  of  the  place,  found  many  nuisances  existing,  and  caused  their  removal  forthwith.  Yet 
cholera  has  shown  itself  with  great  virulence,  and  I  understand  this  was  the  case  in  1 832.  I  had 
the  medical  charge  of  it  in  1849,  and  not  one  single  case  occurred,  and  but  very  little  diarrhoea,  and 
on  inspection  of  it  I  find  that  although  many  nuisances  still  exist,  yet  it  is  certainly  now  in  a  better 
condition  than  at  the  period  of  the  last  visitation  of  this  epidemic.  A  very  prominent  cause  of  the 
present  outbreak  would  seem  to  be  the  exceedingly  over-crowded  state,  together  with  the  dim  and

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filthy  condition  of  the  interior  of  many  of  the  houses,  and  I  think  it  would  be  found  on  inquiry 
that  the  provisions  of  the  Lodging  House  Act  are  evaded.  A  careful  house  to  house  visitation  has 
discovered  numerous  cases  of  diarrhoea  which  are  now  under  treatment.  The  Guardians  have  pro¬ 
vided  a  house  to  which  the  inhabitants  can  be  removed,  but  although  the  dangers  that  surround 
them  have  been  repeatedly  pointed  out,  yet  none  of  them  have  as  yet  availed  themselves  of 
the  offer.” 

Kensington  ;  Fulha  m.— At  the  Hospital,  Fulham  Union,  removed  from  1 6  Brook-green  -place, 
Hammersmith,  on  2.5th  October,  a  domestic  servant,  aged  about  22  years,  “  Asiatic  cholera  (9  hours), 
diarrhoea  (14  days).”  Mr.  Knight,  the  Registrar,  says: — “lam  credibly  informed  that  deceased 
had  attended  at  a  wake  on  the  night  preceding  her  death ;  also  that  the  apartments  where  she  resided 
are  overcrowded  to  an  improper  excess.” 

St.  George,  IIanover-square  ;  Belgrave. — At  13  SpriDg-gardens,  on  2 Gth  October,  the  twin- 
daughter  of  a  cabdriver,  aged  one  year,  “choleraic  diarrhoea  (6  days),  convulsions  (24  hours).” 

Westminster  ;  St.  John  the  Evangelist. —  At  Millbank  prison,  on  21st  September,  a  prisoner, 
formerly  a  labourer,  aged  33  years,  “  Asiatic  cholera  (about  22  hours).”  Post  mart.  Inquest.  Also 
in  same  prison,  on  1 5th  October,  a  prisoner,  formerly  a  labourer,  aged  about  24  years,  “  Asiatic 
cholera  (about  11  days).”  Inquest.  Also  in  same  prison,  on  12th  October,  a  prisoner,  formerly  a 
labourer,  aged  34  years,  “  Asiatic  cholera  (7  days).”  Inquest.  Also  in  same  prison,  on  15th  October, 
a  prisoner,  formerly  a  servant,  aged  63  years,  “Asiatic  cholera  (about  14  hours).”  Inquest.  Also  in 
same  prison,  on  22d  October,  a  female  prisoner,  occupation  unknown,  aged  46  years,  “  Asiatic  cholera 
(4  days).”  Post  mort.  Inquest. 

Westminster  ;  St.  Margaret. — At  12  Dartmouth-street,  on  25th  October,  the  daughter  of  a 
builder,  aged  16  years,  “malignant  cholera  (24  hours).” 

■  In  the  same  sub-district,  at  2  Trevor-place,  on  25th  October,  the  daughter  of  an  out-pensioner, 
aged  3  years,  “  Asiatic  cholera  (8  hours).” 

St.  James,  Westminster  ;  Golden-square.— At  the  workhouse,  Foland-street,  on  26th  October, 
a  bootmaker,  aged  72  years,  “  cholera  (30  hours).” 

North  Districts.  Population  490396.  Deaths  from  cholera  3. 

Martlebone;  St.John. — At  13  Ilardington-street,  on  20th  October,  a  nurse,  aged  68  years, 
41  cholera  (6  days).” 

St.  I’ancras  ;  Grafs  Inn-lane. — At  the  Royal  Free  Hospital,  from  22  Clarendon-place,  Somers- 
town  (an  unwholesome  dwelling),  on  27th  October,  the  son  of  an  attorney’s  clerk,  aged  13  years, 
“diarrhoea  (3  days),  cholera  (one  day).”  Mr.  Worrell,  the  Registrar,  says : — -“I  am  informed  that 
no  medical  attendant  was  called  in  until  the  case  had  assumed  the  appearance  of  confirmed  cholera, 
although  the  child  had  been  suffering  from  diarrhoea  3  days  previously.”

Mr.  Fortescue  says  ; — “  This  was 
the  woman  referred  to  in  my  last  weekly  return  that  was  removed  to  the  hospital  ;  she  was  then 
progressing  favourably,  but  latterly  refused  nourishment,  and  sank  from  exhaustion.” 

East  Districts.  Population  485522.  Deaths  from  cholera  24. 

Shoreditch;  St.  Leonard. — At  13  Phipp-street,  on  26th  October,  the  daughter  of  a  carman,  aged 
8  years,  “Asiatic  cholera  (17  hours).” 

**  Shoreditch;  Hoxlon  New  Town. — At  St.  Luke’s  Workhouse,  on  21st  October,  a  widow,  aged 
56  years,  “  Asiatic  cholera  (40  hours).”  The  medical  officer  states  that  “this  is  the  second  case  of 
cholera  that  has  occurred  at  20  Twisters-alley,  Golden-lane,  where  this  woman  v  as  brought  fr  >m , 
and  the  whole  neighbourhood  is  in  a  very  ill-drained  and  defective  state,  and  proceedings  have  been 
commenced  by  the  parish  authorities.” 

In  the  same  sub-district,  at  9  Cross-street,  City  Saw  Mills,  on  26th  October,  a  carpenter,  aged

Whitechapel  ;  Spitalfields. — At  1  Queen’s -court,  on  23d  October,  the  son  of  a  labourer,  aged 
7  years,  “  cholera  (2  days),  fever  (4  hours).” 

Whitechapel;  Mile  End  New  Town _ At  12  Dunk-street,  on  27th  October,  the  wife  of  a  weaver, 

aged  41  years,  “Asiatic  cholera  (29  hours).” 
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In  the  same  sub-district,  at  3G  Dunk-street,  on  27th  October,  a  female  orphan,  aged  1  years, 
“  cholera  (24  hours),  consecutive  fever  (5  days).”

St.  George-in-the-East;  St.  raid.-— At  3  Bath-terrace,  on  22d  October,  the  widow  of  a  sawyer  , 
aged  54  years,  “  Asiatic  cholera,  premonitory  symptoms  (8  hours),  collapse  (36  hours).”  Also  at  same 
house,  on  23d  October,  the  widow  of  a  ropemaker,  aged  68  years,  “  Asiatic  cholera,  premonitory 
diarrhoea  (18  hours),  collapse  (G  hours).  Also  at  same  house,  on  2Gth  October,  a  labourer,  aged  32 
years,  “Asiatic  cholera  (48  hours),  typhus  fever  (3  days).’’  Mr.  Chatwood,  the  Registrar,  says: — - 
“  These  3  deaths  occurred  at  the  house  taken  by  the  Guardians  as  a  cholera  hospital;  they  were  all 
removed  from  No.  33  Upper  Chapman-street.

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In  the  same  sub-district,  at  1  Henry-place,  Ilen-and-chicken-lane,  on  26th  October,  an  engine- 
driver,  aged  GO  years,  “  neglected  diarrhoea  (24  hours),  cholera  (48  hours).”  “  This  man  was  of 
temperate  habits.  The  occupants  of  the  house  complain  of  very  bad  smells  from  an  open  ditch  not 
many  yards  off.”  • 

w  In  the  same  sub-district,  at  30  George-street,  on  26th  October,  a  journeyman  lithographic  printer, 
aged  23  years,  “  cholera  (20  hours).” 

In  the  same  sub-district,  at  the  Workhouse,  on  18th  October,  a  labourer,  aged  40  years,  “choleraic 
diarrhoea  (7  days).” 

In  the  same  sub-district,  at  2  Clandon-street,  on  28th  October,  a  single  woman,  aged  60  years, 
“  choleraic  diarrhoea  (6  days).”

In  the  same  sub-district,  at  11  Wallington-place,  Wands  worth-road,  on  27th  October,  a  gentleman, 
aged  55  years,  “  diarrhoea  (10  days),  cholera  (4  days).”

Air.  Stevens,  the  Registrar,  says  “  It  is  a  narrow  densely  populated  terrace  ;  the  houses  in  a  very 
filthy  state,  without  ventilation,  and  having  a  ditch  in  front.” 

Rothhrhithe  ;  Bother  hi  the. — At  7  St.  Helena-place,  on  24th  October,  a  mercantile  clerk,  aged 
34  years,  “  premonitory  diarrhoea  (15  hours),  cholera  (6  days),  consecutive  fever  (3  days).” 

In  the  same  sub-district,  at  15  Ilanover-street,  on  26th  October,  the  wife  of  a  labourer,  aged  50 
years,  “  Asiatic  cholera  (17  hours).” 

Greenwich  ;  Greenwich  East.— At  Alozes  rents,  on  23d  October,  the  daughter  of  a  labourer, 
aged  2  years,  “  choleraic  diarrhoea  (2  days).” 

In  the  same  sub-district,  at  5  Vane’s-court,  East-street,  on  28th  October,  the  wife  of  a  labourer, 
aged  42  years,  “  Asiatic  cholera  (15  hours).” 

In  the  same  sub-district,  at  1  Vane’s-court,  on  26th  October,  a  labourer,  aged  15  years,  “Asiatic 
cholera  (about  15  hours).”  Air.  Waller,  the  Registrar,  says  : — “  Vane’s-court,  East-street,  is  a 
most  filthy  place,  just  likely  to  originate  this  fatal  disease.  It  ought  to  be  inspected  without  delay'. 
5  deaths  have  occurred  in  this  place  in  a  fortnight.” 


In  Alile-cnd,  Old  Town  Lower,  at  12  Washington-street,  on  25th  October,  the  daughter  of  a 
labourer,  aged  5  years,  died  of  “  diarrhoea  (30  hours).”  Air.  Castleden  states  that  “  a  death  from 
cholera  occurred  in  the  same  bouse  on  22d  October  to  a  brother  of  the  deceased ;  no  less  than  19 
persons  were  living  in  this  house,  containing  4  small  rooms.” 

In  Waterloo -road  sub-district  (1st  part),  at  22  Brad-street,  on  22d  October,  a  mason,  aged  31 
years,  died  of  “  malignant  typhus  (9  days).”  The  medical  attendant.  Air.  Yeldham,  appends  this 
note  to  his  certificate  : — “  This  street  is  in  a  disgraceful  condition,  standing  many  inches  deep  in 
black  mud,  the  product  of  all  sorts  of  refuse,  being  neither  scraped  in  wet  weather  nor  swept  in  dry.” 

In  Ludbroke-mews,  Kensington,  on  28th  October,  the  daughter  of  a  joiner,  aged  one  year, 
“  abscess  of  inguinal  glands  ;  ulceration  of  the  same  (about  a  month),  mortification  (2  days).”  This 
(says  the  medical  attendant)  is  the  second  death  in  this  house  within  a  week ;  the  family  living  over 
a  stable,  the  air  is  unhealthy  and  vitiated. 

In  Camberwell,  at.  5  Albany-place,  Albany-road,  on  23d  October,  the  daughter  of  a  merchant's 
clerk,  aged  6  years,  died  of  “  typhus  (19  days).”  Air.  Stevens,  the  Registrar,  remarks  : — “  'Three 
more  children  in  this  family  are  suffering  from  the  same  disease.  At  the  rear  of  the  house  is  an 
open  ditch  or  sewer,  extending  the  whole  length  of  the  Albany-road,  and  forming  the  boundary  of 
the  parishes  of  Camberwell  and  Newington.  It  is  complained  of  by  the  inhabitants  as  being  very 
offensive.”

Last  week  the  births  of  817  boys  and  800  girls,  in  all  1617  children,  were  registered  in  London. 
The  average  number  in  eight  corresponding  weeks  of  the  years  1S45-52  was  1400. 

At  the  Royal  Observatory,  Greenwich,  the  mean  height  of  the  barometer  in  the  week  was 
29 -690  in.  The  mean  temperature  was  55 '5°,  which  is  7  ■  7°  above  the  average  of  the  same  week 
in  38  years.  The  mean  daily  temperature  was  from  8°  to  10°  above  the  average  on  every  day  of  * 
the  week  except  Saturday,  when  the  excess  was  only  1  •  5°.  The  greatest  difference  between  the 
dew-point  temperature  and  air  temperature  occurred  on  Wednesday,  when  it  amounted  to  1 1  •  2°  ;  the 
mean  difference  of  the  week  was  3"  9°.  The  amount  of  rain  in  the  week  was  1-46  in.,  of  which 
1  •  05  in.  fell  on  Thursday.  The  wind  blew  from  the  south-west  and  south.

Meteorological  Observations. 
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HEALTH  OF  LONDON  DURING  THE  WEEK. 

Tiie  Number  of  deaths  from  all  causes  registered  in  London  in  the  week  that  ended  on 
Saturday  was  1112;  in  the  previous  week  it  was  11 -14.  In  the  ten  weeks  corresponding  to  last 
week  of  the  years  1843-52  the  average  number  was  1001,  which,  with  a  correction  for  increase 
of  population,  becomes  1101.  Hence  it  appears  that  the  mortality  of  last  week  slightly  exceeded 
the  estimated  amount. 

Cholera  continues  to  make  progress,  though  its  rate  of  increase  is  not  rapid.  The  deaths  referred  to  it 
last  week  were  102.  In  the  last  four  weeks  the  numbers  rose  as  follows:  45,  83,  99,  and  102;  in 
the  same  periods  diarrhoea  and  dysentery  were  fatal  in  55,  48,  43,  and  42  cases,  showing  a  constant 
decrease.  Of  the  102  deaths  by  cholera,  1 1  occurred  in  the  West  Districts,  9  in  the  North,  2  in  the 
Central,  21  in  the  East,  and  59  in  the  South  districts. 

London  is  situated  in  a  basin,  through  the  bottom  of  which  the  Thames  flows  ;  and  it  was 
discovered  during  the  epidemic  of  1848-9  that  the  rate  of  mortality  by  that  disease  was  nearly  in 
the  inverse  proportion  of  the  elevation  of  the  ground  on  which  the  dwellings  of  the  inhabitants 
stood.  The  same  relation  between  the  rates  of  mortality  at  different  elevations,  though  the  deaths 
have  been  comparatively  few,  has  hitherto  been  observed  in  the  present  epidemic. 

The  mortality  from  cholera  in  the  districts  at  an  average  elevation  of  less  than  20  feet  above  Trinity 
high  water-mark  has  been  31  in  100,000  inhabitants  ;  in  the  districts  of  an  average  elevation  of  20 
and  below  40  feet  (20 — 40  feet)  the  mortality  has  been  1G  in  100,000  ;  at  an  elevation  of  40 — GO  feet 
the  mortality  has  been  11  in  100,000  ;  at  GO — 80  it  has  been  only  4  ;  at  80 — 100  only  3.  Maryle- 
bone  at  an  average  elevation  of  100  feet  is  the  only  exception  to  the  law ;  the  mortality  has  been  there 
13  in  100,000.  At  Hampstead,  where  the  elevation  may  be  put  at  350  feet,  there  has  hitherto 
been  no  death  from  cholera.  Exceptional  circumstances  disturb  the  average  in  particular  districts  ; 
but  it  is  a  general  rule  that  the  danger  of  dying  of  cholera,  and  of  all  plagues,  diminishes  within  cer¬ 
tain  limits  in  proportion  as  the  dwellings  of  the  population  are  raised  above  the  level  of  the  sea.

Kensington;  St.  Mary,  Paddington — At  50  Brindley-street,  on  31st  October,  the  wife  of  a 
watchman,  aged  25  years,  “cholera,  asphyxia  (14  hours).” 

Kensington  ;  Kensington  Town. — -At  the  Workhouse,  on  3d  November,  a  labourer,  aged  28  years, 
“  choleraic  diarrhcea  (24  hours),  cholera  (55  hours).”  Mr.  Gorham,  the  Registrar,  states,  that 
*  ‘  this  man  had  been  working  in  a  sewer  at  Chelsea  the  day  previously,  where  he  was  seized  with 
diarrhoea,  cramps,  &c.  ;  he  was  taken  to  his  lodging  in  Park-lane,  and  was  removed  from  there  to 
the  workhouse  the  next  day,  where  he  died.” 

Kensington  ;  St.  Paul  Hammer  smith. — At  16  Brook- grcen-place,  on  29th  October,  the  widow 
of  a  labourer,  aged  50  years,  “  cholera  (8  hours).” 

Kensington  ;  Fulham. — At  8  Portland-street,  on  30th  October,  the  son  of  a  labourer,  aged  one 
year  and  9  months,  “  cholera  (6  hours),  diarrhoea  (7  hours  previous  to  attack).” 

Westminster  ;  St  John. — At  141  Regent-street,  on  23th  October,  the  son  of  a  compositor,  aged 
15  years,  “  Asiatic  cholera  (14  hours).”  The  medical  attendant  states  : — “  This  house  is  several 
feet  below  the  level  of  the  street,  and  the  water-closet  within  empties  itself  into  the  sewer  without 
a  trap,  and  from  which  exhales  such  a  fetid  and  deadly  odour  that  a  friend  as  well  as  myself 
felt  quite  sick  and  ill  for  some  time  after  we  had  examined  the  same.” 

Westminster;  St.  Margaret. —  At  29  New  Tothill-street,  on  29th  October,  the  widow  of  a 
sergeant  major,  aged  74  years,  “cholera  (3  weeks),  debility  (3  weeks).” 

St.  Janies,  Westminster  ;  Golden-square. — At  3  Marlborough-eourt,  on  31st  October,  a  boy, 
aged  8  years,  “  cholera  (27  hours).” 

In  the  same  sub-district,  at  40  Great  Marlborough -street,  on  3d  November,  a  girl,  aged  5  years, 
“  cholera  (40  hours).” 

In  the  same  sub-district,  at  the  Workhouse,  Poland-street  on  31st  October,  a  girl,  aged  6  years, 
“  cholera  (21  hours).” 

In  the  same  sub-district,  at  the  Workhouse,  Poland-street,  on  1st  November,  a  charwoman,  aged 
45  years,  “  cholera  (45  hours).”

The  medical  attendant  says :  —  “  Deceased  was  attacked  by  the  acute  symptoms  on  Monday, 
31st  October,  having  had  premonitory  indications  for  2  days  previously,  to  which  he  did  not 
sufficiently  attend.  I  attribute  his  death  in  a  great  measure  to  the  horrible  effluvium  which  for 
some  3  or  4  weeks  has  pervaded  the  neighbourhood  in  which  he  lived,  the  whole  of  the 
sewerage  having  been  opened  there,  no  doubt  for  necessary  and  ultimately  beneficial  purposes.”

Marylebone  ;  Christ  Church. — At  1  Southampton-row,  New  Road,  on  31st  October,  a  publican, 
aged  52  years,  “  Asiatic  cholera  (12  hours).” 

In  the  same  sub-district,  at  31  Stephen-street,  Lisson-grove,  on  1st  November,  the  son  of  a 
labourer,  aged  2  years,  “  choleraic  diarrhoea.” 

In  the  same  sub-district,  at  35  Earl-street,  Lisson-grove,  on  4th  November,  the  wife  of  a  coachman, 
aged  34  years,  “  choleraic  diarrhcea.” 

Marylebone  ;  St.John. — At  47  Salisbury-street,  on  4th  November,  a  stonemason,  aged  58  years,

In  the  same  sub-district,  at  2  Brand-street,  Holloway,  on  31st  October,  the  daughter  of  a  ground 
labourer,  aged  3  years,  “English  cholera  (3  days)” ;  also  at  the  same  house,  on  1st  November, 
another  daughter  of  the  same  person,  aged  5  years,  “  English  cholera  (15  hours).”  The  Registrar 
adds: — “A  dilapidated  two-roomed  house,  the  upper  one  unoccupied,  not  being  weather-tight;  a  drain 
in  close  connexion  with  the  lower  one.  Low  vitality  from  want.  Brand-street  suffered  severely  on 
former  occasions.  The  houses  require  thorough  examination  with  a  view  to  whitewashing,  cleaning, 
and  better  drainage.  Something  must  be  done  to  provide  better  lodgings  for  the  poorer  classes.”

Mr.  Sinclair,  the  Registrar,  says  : — “  The  informant  in  this  case  tells 
me  that  the  drains  and  water-closets  are  in  a  bad  state.  Habitations  over-crowded  and  dirty.” 

— At  the  Workhouse,  Bishopsgate,  on  29th  October,  the  widow  of  a 
tailor,  aged  45  years,  “  vomiting,  followed  by  diarrhoea  (20  hours),  collapse  of  cholera,  witli  cramps

was  soon  followed  by  diarrhoea.  She  was  admitted  to  the  workhouse  at  half  past  eight  with  rice 
water  discharges  from  the  bowels,  and  passing  rapidly  into  collapse.  She  was  brought  from  the 
labour  yard  belonging  to  the  Union  in  Edward-street,  Kingsland-road.  It  is  supposed  she  had  been 
wandering  about  the  whole  of  the  night  previous,  as  when  she  came  to  the  house  her  feet  were  com¬ 
pletely  soaked,  so  that  there  was  much  difficulty  in  getting  off  her  boots.  She  was  known  to  several 
of  the  inmates,  who  speak  of  her  as  of  very  intemperate  habits.”

Shoreditch  ;  Holywell. — At  8  Crown-court,  on  2d  November,  the  daughter  of  a  parasol-maker’ 
aged  11  years,  “  Asiatic  cholera  (10  hours).”  Mr.  Alabaster,  the  Registrar,  says: — “I  was  assured 
by  informant  that  the  house  was  free  from  bad  smells,  and  that  the  family  had  plenty  of  pure  water. 
It  is  the  first  death  I  have  registered  from  cholera.” 

Bethnal-green;  Hackney-road. — At  61  Old  Castle-street,  on  30th  October,  the  daughter  of  a 
cabinet-carver,  aged  2  years,  “  diarrhoea  (2  days),  cholera  Asiatica  (12  hours).”  Mr.  Murray,  the 
Registrar,  says  : — “  Informant  complained  of  nauseous  smells  from  a  gully-hole  opposite  the  house.” 

In  the  same  sub-district,  at  6  Newcastle-street,  on  31st  October,  the  daughter  of  a  roasting-jack- 
maker,  aged  3  years,  “  cholera  (28  hours).”  The  Registrar  adds  : — “A  close  and  crowded  cul  de  sac. 
Cesspool  drainage.”

In  the  same  sub-district,  at  13  Dunk-street,  on  29th  October,  a  labourer,  aged  26  years,  “natural 
death,  cholera  and  inflammation.”  {Inquest.') 

In  the  same  sub-district,  at  6  Princes-street,  on  1st  November,  the  son  of  a  labourer,  aged  2  years, 
“  cholera  (36  hours).” 

In  the  same  sub-district,  at  6  Princes-street,  on  3d  November,  the  son  of  a  labourer,  aged  8  months, 
“cholera  (36  hours).”  Mr.  Rich,  the  Registrar,  says: — “This  is  the  second  child  of  the  same 
family  I  have  registered  this  week.  The  father  was  attacked  with  cholera,  but  is  getting  better.” 

Whitechapel  ;  Whitechapel  North.  —  At  the  Workhouse,  on  4th  November,  a  female  servant 
from  13  Dunk-street,  aged  28  years,  “  cholera  Asiatica.” 

Whitechapel  ;  Aldgate. — At  7  Blue-anchor-yard,  on  31st  October,  a  journeyman  tailor,  aged  45 
years,  “Asiatic  cholera  (35  hours).”  Mr.  Harris,  the  Registrar,  says  : — “  Opposite  is  a  place  where 
some  houses  formerly  stood, — a  receptacle  for  filth,  stinking  fish,  and  everything  bad,  without  boarding 
round  it.” 

In  the  same  sub-district,  at  2  Parsons-court,  Blue-anchor-yard,  on  26th  October,  a  dock  labourer, 
aged  40  years,  “Asiatic  cholera  (25  hours).”

The  house  is  in  the  hollow  of  a  private  street,  badly  paved  and  ill-drained,  and  there  is 
a  very  offensive  drain  and  open  grating  at  the  back ;  posts  are  placed  across  the  street  to  prevent  its 
being  used  as  a  thoroughfare  ;  the  local  authorities  are  desirous  to  pave  and  drain  this  and  other 
similar  streets  contiguous  thereto,  but  the  owners  of  the  property  will  not  consent  to  the  removal  of 
the  posts  and  allow  the  street  to  be  used  as  a  public  thoroughfare.” 

St.  George-in-tiie-East  ;  St.  Paul. — At  the  cholera  hospital,  3  Bath-terrace,  on  31st  October, 
the  wife  of  a  carpenter,  aged  44  years,  “  Asiatic  cholera  (3  days),  consecutive  typhoid  fever  ( 7  days).” 
“  Removed  from  33  Upper  Chapman-street,  being  the  fourth  death  from  the  same  house  in  9  davs.” 

In  the  same  sub-district,  in  the  same  hospital,  on  31st  October,  a  hawker,  aged  55  years,  “cholera, 
(29  hours).”  “Prom  13  Upper  Grove-street,  a  low,  dirty  house,  with  an  offensive  drain  running 
under  the  floor.” 
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In  the  same  sub-district,  in  the  same  hospital,  on  4th  November,  an  umbrella  frame  maker,  aged 
19  years,  “Asiatic  cholera  (94  hours).”  “From  Lower  Chapman-street.  The  deceased  was  of 
very  irregular  and  dissipated  habits.” 

Sr.  George-in-the-East  ;  St.  John.- — At  the  Workhouse,  from  22  Upper  Grove-street,  on  4th 
November,  the  daughter  of  a  rat-catcher,  aged  10  years,  “cholera.”  Mr.  Yerrall,  the  Registrar, 
says  : — “  I  take  the  following  remarks  from  the  certificate  of  Air.  Wilson,  the  medical  officer  :  ‘  date 
of  attack,  November  1st.  The  parents  of  this  child  were  attacked  with  cholera  on  Sunday,  the 
30th  ultimo,  and  were  removed  to  the  cholera  hospital  on  the  31st,  on  which  day  the  father  died. 
The  child  was  brought  to  the  workhouse  on  the  31st  ultimo,  and  appeared  quite  well.  Early,  how¬ 
ever,  the  following  morning  she  was  attacked  with  vomiting,  subsequently,  purging,  and  in  a  few 
hours  fell  into  collapse.  On  the  2d  she  rallied,  and  gave  hopes  of  recovery  ;  on  the  3d  she  became 
delirious ;  on  the  4th  was  comatose,  and  died  at  6h.  p.m.  The  father  was  a  dog-fancier  and  rat¬ 
catcher,  and  kept  dogs,  rats,  and  birds  in  the  room  in  which  the  family  lived.  It  was  a  dirty  room, 
with  a  very  low  pitch.’  I  am  informed  that  the  mother  is  now  dead.”

— At  1  Streeter’s-row,  Southampton-street,  on  1st  November,  the  son 
of  a  bricklayer,  aged  one  year,  “  choleraic  diarrhoea  (4  days),  developed  cholera  (4  hours).” 

Rotheriiithe  ;  Rotlicrhitlie. — At  3  Adam-street,  on  3d  November,  a  journeyman  baker,  aged  42 
years,  “  Asiatic  cholera  (17  hours).” 

In  the  same  sub-district,  at  2  Palace-place,  Lower-road,  on  4th  November,  the  widow  of  a  master 
mariner,  aged  62  years,  “  cholera  (58  hours).”  The  patient  had  diarrhoea  for  several  days  before  she 
arrived  in  Loudon  from  Yarmouth  on  Saturday  last. 

Greenwich;  East. — At  4  Vane’s-court,  on  30th  October,  the  daughter  of  a  linen-weaver,  aged  14 
years,  “  Asiatic  cholera  (19  hours) only  attended  for  13  hours.  “The  sixth  death  in  this  court 
during  the  last  3  weeks.” 

In  the  same  sub-district,  at  7  TTaldridgc-street,  on  4th  November,  the  daughter  of  a  labourer,  aged 
19  months,  “  choleraic  diarrhoea.” 

Lewisham;  Plumstcacl. — At  Charlton  ballast-wharf,  on  29th  October,  the  master  of  a  smack,  aged 
30  years,  “cholera  (15  hours).”  The  medical  attendant,  Mr.  Simpson,  says: — “  It  appears  that  the 
deceased  was  taken  ill  at  9  o’clock  p.m.,  28th  October,  with  severe  purging,  not  accompanied  with 
pain.  Brandy  and  pepper  were  administered  to  him  without  any  good  effect,  and  at  2  o’clock  a.m., 
29th  October,  medicine  was  obtained  for  him  from  the  town,  which  gave  temporary  relief.  At 
4  o’clock  a.m.  severe  cramps  came  on  in  the  legs,  hands,  and  bowels,  and  at  10  o’clock  a.m.  I  was 
sent  for,  and  attended  immediately,  when  I  found  him  in  the  last  stage  of  collapse.  I  Ie  had  been 
unconscious  for  2  hours.  Urgent  means  were  promptly  applied,  but  without  any  expectation  of 
benefit,  and  he  died  at  \  to  12  o’clock  a.m.  The  deceased  was  a  very  "steady  man.”  It  is  added:  — 
“  Within  a  few  yards  of  the  vessel  a  barge  containing  black  manure  in  a  highly  decomposed  state 
was  being  unloaded,  and  the  wind  lying  in  the  direction  of  the  vessel,  the  stench  was  insufferable,  and 
1  cannot  but  consider  this  as  the  cause  of  the  disease.  The  stench  was  much  complained  of  by  men 
working  several  hundred  yards  away.” 


In  St.  Paul,  Deptford,  at  1  Caroline-place,  on  31st  October,  the  son  of  a  blacksmith,  aged  16 
years,  died  of  “  scarlatina  maligna  (2  days).”  Dr.  Cregeen,  who  attended  the  patient,  adds  : — “  No 
drainage  here  ;  the  filth  lies  stagnating  before  the  doors.  My  surprise  is,  not  that  cholera  and  other 
fatal  diseases  should  decimate  the  inhabitants,  but  that  life  exists  in  such  places  at  all.” 

Last  week  the  births  of  847  boys  and  811  girls,  in  all  1658  children,  were  registered  in  London. 
The  average  number  in  eight  corresponding  weeks  of  the  years  1845-52  was  1428. 

At  the  Royal  Observatory,  Greenwich,  the  mean  height  of  the  barometer  in  the  week  was 
29  •  833  in.  The  mean  temperature  of  the  week  was  48 '9°,  which  is  2-8°  above  the  average  of  the 
same  week  in  38  years.  The  mean  daily  temperature  rose  above  52°  on  Tuesday  and  Vednesda v, 
which  is  about  6°  above  the  average.  The  wind  blew  from  the  south-east.

HEALTH  OF  LONDON  DURING  THE  WEEK. 

Tiie  Deaths  registered  in  the  metropolis  in  the  week  that  ended  on  Saturday  rose  to  1192, 
having  heeu  in  the  previous  week  1112.  In  the  ten  weeks  corresponding  to  last  week  of  the  years 
1843-52  the  average  number  was  1028,  which,  if  raised  in  proportion  to  increase  of  population, 
becomes  1131.  Hence  it  appears  that  the  actual  mortality  of  last  week  was  in  excess  of  the 
calculated  amount  by  61. 

The  deaths  in  the  present  Return  show  an  increase  on  the  weekly  numbers  of  October,  arising 
apparently  from  greater  coldness  of  the  weather,  and  also  in  part  from  cholera.  Bronchitis  grows 
more  fatal.  The  rate  of  mortality  from  cholera  has  been  nearly  stationary  during  the  last  three  weeks  ; 
the  number  of  fatal  cases  last  week  was  98.  Of  these  16  occurred  in  the  West  Districts,  15  in  the 
North,  22  in  the  East,  and  45  on  the  South  side  of  the  River.  None  occurred  in  the  Central 
districts. 

Cholera  continues  to  be  most  fatal  in  the  lower  parts  of  the  London  basin.  In  conformity  with 
the  law  which,  it  was  found,  regulated  the  mortality  of  cholera  in  1848-49,  the  mortality  in  the 
present  epidemic,  although  the  numbers  are  few,  is  nearly  in  the  inverse  ratio  of  the  elevation  of 
the  ground  on  which  the  dwellings  of  the  inhabitants  stand. 

The  mortality  from  cholera  in  the  districts  at  an  average  elevation  of  less  than  20  feet  above  Trinity 
high-water  mark  has  been  38  in  100,000  inhabitants  ;  in  the  districts  of  an  average  elevation  of  20 
and  below  40  feet  (20 — 40  feet)  the  mortality  has  been  20  in  100,000  ;  at  an  elevation  of  40 — 60  feet 
the  mortality  has  been  13  in  100,000  ;  at  60  feet  of  elevation  and  under  120  the  mortality  has  been 
8  in  100,000.  At  Hampstead,  where  the  elevation  may  be  put  at  350  feet,  there  has  hitherto 
been  no  death  from  cholera.

Kensington;  Kensington  Town. — At  Madeley-house,  on  2d  November,  a  gentleman,  aged 
23  years,  “spasmodic  cholera  (13  hours).”

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In  the  same  6ub-district,  at  48  Norland-square,  on  6th  November,  a  gentleman,  aged  60  years, 

“  diarrhoea  (6  days),  English  cholera.” 

In  the  same  sub-district,  at  15  Lansdowne-crescent,  on  9th  October,  the  wife  of  a  captain 
in  the  army,  aged  57  years,  “  cholera  (14  hours).” 

Kensington;  St.  Paul,  Hammersmith. — At  King-street,  on  6tli  November,  a  butcher,  aged 
51  years,  “cholera  (8  hours).”  'I he  following  note  is  appended  to  the  medical  certificate: — 
“  When  first  seen  collapse  had  supervened.  The  deceased  fell  into  an  open  sewer  2  days  previously, 
and  came  home  smothered  in  filth  from  head  to  foot.  He  did  not  complain  of  any  illness  till  a  short 
time  before  I  saw  him,  but  he  had  latterly  been  very  intemperate  in  his  habits.” 

In  the  same  sub-district,  at  10  Brook-green-place,  on  12th  November,  the  wife  of  a  labourer,  aged 
30  years,  “  cholera  (17  hours),  neglected  diarrhoea  several  days.”  Mr. lloy,  the  Registrar,  says  : — “In 
Brook-green -place  there  have  been  during  the  week  3  cases  of  cholera  ;  2  were  removed  to  the  Work- 
house.  These  deaths  will  be  found  registered  in  the  Fulham  district.  In  reference  to  this  case  at  No.  10, 
the  medical  officer  writes,  that  when  he  first  saw  the  patient  she  was  in  a  state  of  collapse  after 
neglected  diarrhoea.  In  a  room  of  about  9  feet  square  there  were  3  adult  males,  3  adult  females, 
and  2  children.  The  inmates  have  since  been  removed  to  the  Workhouse.  Over-crowding  in  this 
street  is  an  evil,  which  neither  remonstrance  nor  persuasion  will  remedy,  and  it  is  only  by  nightly 
visitation  that  the  numbers  occupying  these  small  apartments  can  be  correctly  ascertained,  unless 
some  such  awful  visitation  as  the  above  developes  the  fact.  The  attention  of  the  police  authorities 
has  been  called  to  this  matter.” 

Kensington  ;  Fulham. — At  Fulham  Union  Workhouse,  removed  from  Brook-green-place,  Ham¬ 
mersmith,  on  4th  November,  the  daughter  of  a  labourer,  aged  5  years,  “  typhus  fever  after 
cholera.” 

In  the  same  sub-district,  at  Hospital,  Fulham  Union,  removed  from  Brook-green-place,  Hammer¬ 
smith,  on  7  th  November,  the  wife  of  a  labourer,  aged  45  years,  “  cholera.” 

In  the  same  sub-district,  at  Hospital,  Fulham  Union,  removed  from  Brook-green-place,  Ham¬ 
mersmith,  on  8th  November,  a  labourer,  aged  40  years,  “  cholera  (4S  hours).” 

In  the  same  sub-district,  at  Hospital,  Fulham  Union,  removed  from  Brewliouse-yard,  Hammer¬ 
smith,  on  9th  November,  the  daughter  of  a  laundress,  aged  4  months,  “  cholera  (12  hours), 
premonitory  diarrhoea  (36  hours).” 

In  the  same  sub-district,  at  Hospital,  Fulham  Union,  removed  from  Brewhouse-yard,  Hammer¬ 
smith,  on  10th  November,  a  laundress,  aged  30  years,  “  cholera  (24  hours).”  The  5  persons  last 
mentioned  were  Irish. 

In  the  same  sub-district,  at  Hammersmith-gate,  on  9th  November,  a  cow. keeper,  aged  67  years, 
“  cholera  Asiatic:!,  neglected  diarrhoea  (4  days).” 

Chelsea;  North-west. — At  the  Workhouse,  Chelsea,  on  9th  November,  a  male,  aged  15  years, 
“  cholera  (3  days),  previous  diarrluBa  (8  hours).”  Mr.  Larner,  the  Registrar,  states  that  “  this  lad 
was  admitted  on  Saturday  evening,  the  5th  instant,  for  the  night,  but  in  the  morning,  it  being  found 
that  he  was  labouring  under  diarrhcea,  he  was  prevented  from  leaving  the  house.  The  medical  man 
of  the  house  prescribed  for  him,  but  vomiting  commenced  on  Sunday  evening,  and  continued  until 
he  died.” 

St.  George,  IIanovt.r-sqdare  ;  Belgrave. — At  2  Flask-row,  on  5th  November,  the  son  of  a 
cab-driver,  aged  4  years,  “English  cholera  (32  hours).” 

St.  Martin-jn-the-Fields  ;  Long  Acre _ At  6  Shelton-court,  Bedfordbury,  on  6th  November, 

the  daughter  of  a  charwoman,  aged  3  years,  “  cholera  (374  hours),  purging  (4  hours),  collapse, 
no  reaction  (S34  hours).” 

St.  James,  Westminster  ;  Golden-square.— At  the  Workhouse,  Poland-street,  on  6th  November, 
a  labourer,  aged  50  years,  “  cholera  (43  hours).” 

North  Districts.  Population  490396.  Deaths  from  cholera  15. 

Marylebone  ;  All  Souls—  At  22  Cirencester-place,  on  4th  November,  the  wife  of  a  servant, 
aged  55  years,  “  diarrlima  (14  days),  cholera  spasmodica  (2  days).”  The  medical  attendant  adds  : — 
“This  patient  had  lor  years  been  in  the  habit  of  taking  daily  from  10  to  12  grains  of  opium.  No 
cause  can  be  assigned  for  the  attack.  No  remedies,  however  powerful,  had  any  effect.  The  nervous 
system  was  quite  undermined.” 

In  the  same  sub-district,  at  the  Middlesex  Hospital,  from  2  Upper  Bathbone-place,  on  9th  No¬ 
vember,  the  daughter  of  a  composition-maker,  aged  9  years,  “  cholera  maligna  (14  hours).”

The  person  was 
removed  to  the  workhouse  in  the  hope  of  preventing  the  spread  of  the  disease  to  the  rest  of  her 
family,  one  child  having  died  on  the  1st  instant.  I  am  informed  the  husband  visited  her  on  the  Gth, 
and  died  of  the  same  disease  on  the  following  day.”

The  house  is  stated  by  the  medical  attendant  to  be  overcrowded,  badly  drained, 
and  ill  ventilated.”

The  medical  attendant 
remarks  that  “  the  deceased  was  in  collapse  when  first  seen  by  him  ;  stimulants,  sinapisms,  nitrous 
acid,  laudanum,  were  tried.  The  locality  is  a  dirty  one.” 


The  Metropolitan  Commissioners  of  Sewers  have  called  the  attention  of  the  Registrar  General  to 
the  Return  for  the  week  ending  1st  October,  in  which  it  was  stated  that  a  death  from  cholera  had 
occurred  at  7  Wells-place,  AVhitechapel,  and  that  in  this  place  there  were  no  drains.  The  following 
is  the  report  of  Mr.  lloe,  the  Engineer  of  the  district  ; — - 
“  1  have  to  state,  that  Wells-place  is  situate  at  the  south  end  of  Gowrrs-walk,  and  contains  3-roomed  houses. 
On  the  east  side  of  the  same  is  a  sewer  2  feet  ti  inches  in  diameter,  which  passes  beneath  the  privies  and  also 
receives  the  house  drainage ;  on  the  west  side  there  are  shallow  receivers  beneath  the  privies,  also  a  12-inch 
drain  which  conveys  water  daily  through  them,  thus  preventing  accumulations  of  deposit  therein  ;  from  thence 
the  flow  of  water  passes  by  a  9-inch  pipe  and  connects  with  the  above-mentioned  sewer.  From  a  house  to  house 
inquiry  no  complaints  were  made  of  the  want  of  proper  drainage.” 

It  is  due  to  Mr.  Ilodson,  the  owner,  to  add  that  he  had  expended  a  consi’erable  sum  in  draining 
and  paving  his  property,  and  had  taken  much  pains  to  put  it  in  proper  condition,  He  had  permitted 
the  owners  of  several  houses  to  open  drainage  through  his  property  ;  be  complains  of  much  nuisance 
arising  from  this  cause,  and  of  the  r.egleet  of  contractors  to  remove  dust  and  other  accumulations. 

The  following  entry  refers  to  a  death  that  occurred  in  this  place  last  week  : — On  Gth  November,  at 
20  W  ells-plaee.  Whitechapel,  the  daughter  of  a  gunmaker,  aged  2  years,  died  of  “  measles,  diarrhoea 
(10  days).”  Mr.  .lenkins,  the  medical  attendant,  states  that  “  the  lower  part  of  this  house  has  been 
overflowed  from  the  common  sewer  for  six.  weeks,  and  death  has  been  accelerated  by  this  cause.” 
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In  the  sub-district  of  Islington  West,  at  18  Stephenson-terrace,  on.  8th  and  9th  November  respec¬ 
tively,  the  daughter  and  son  of  a  dairyman,  aged  2  and  3  years,  died  of  “  rubeola  maligna  (3  days).” 
Mr.  Sillifant,  the  medical  attendant,  ■writes  that  on  12th  November  there  were  “  three  other  children 
in  the  family  also  suffering  from  measles,  and  in  a  very  doubtful  state.  Up  to  a  few  hours  before  the 
two  children  died,  they  had  been  prescribed  for  by  a  chemist,  and  had  not,  been  seen  by  a  medical 
man.  It  too  frequently  happens  in  this  locality  that  the  qualified  practitioner  is  not  called  in  till  too 
late  to  be  of  service.” 

Last  week  the  births  of  866  boys  and  748  girls,  in  all  1614  children,  were  registered  in  London. 
The  average  number  in  eight  corresponding  weeks  of  the  years  1845-52  was  1376. 

At  the  Eoyal  Observatory,  Greenwich,  the  mean  height  of  the  barometer  in  the  week  was 
30' 155  in.  The  mean  temperature  of  the  week  was  45  •  7°,  which  is  1  •  2°  above  the  average  of  the 
same  week  in  38  years.  The  mean  daily  temperature  was  considerably  above  the  average  at  the 
beginning  of  the  week,  and  below  it  on  the  last  four  days,  when  the  temperature  of  night  approached 
the  freezing  point.  The  mean  difference  between  the  dew-point  temperature  and  air  temperature 
was  2-4° ;  the  greatest  difference  occurred  on  Wednesday,  and  was  10-5°.  The  temperature  of  the 
Thames  was  considerably  higher  than  the  dew-point,  and  the  vapour  fell  in  mists  and  fogs  over 
London.

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HEALTH  OF  LONDON  DURING  THE  WEEK. 

Tub  Mortality  for  last  week  shows  but  a  small  reduction  on  the  previous  return,  which  was 
ither  high.  In  the  week  that  ended  on  Saturday  the  number  of  deaths  registered  in  London 
'as  1162.  In  the  ten  corresponding  weeks  of  the  years  1843-52  the  average  number  was  1023, 
rhieh,  if  raised  in  proportion  to  increase  of  population,  becomes  1125.  Therefore  the  actual 
nortality  somewhat  exceeded  the  estimated  amount. 

It  is  satisfactory  to  perceive  that  the  mortality  from  cholera  was  not  so  great  as  in  the  four 
>revious  weeks,  the  number  of  deaths  having  fallen  to  72,  while  that  from  diarrhoea  was  only  36. 
n  the  three  weeks  of  November  cholera  carried  off  102,  98,  and  72  persons.  The  mean  weekly 
emperature,  which  rose  so  high  as  55 '5°  in  the  last  week  of  October,  declined  in  the  two  subsequent 
veeks  to  48  •  9°  and  45 '7°,  and  last  week  fell  so  low  as  33  •  5°.  Of  last  week’s  deaths  from  cholera, 
>  occurred  in  the  West  Districts,  11  in  the  North,  3  in  the  Central,  20  in  the  East,  and  33  in  the 
listricts  on  the  South  side  of  the  lliver.  The  cases  are  here  given  in  detail  : — 

West  Districts.  Population  376427.  Deaths  from  cholera  5. 

Kensington;  St.John ,  Paddington. — At  13  Elms-lane,  on  20tli  September,  the  son  of  a  tailor, 
lged  one  year,  “  exhaustion  consequent  upon  an  attack  of  cholera.” 

Kensington;  Kensington  Town. — At  Elm-cottages,  on  13th  November,  the  wife  of  a  gardener, 
iged  29  years,  cholera  maligna  (50  hours),  after  instrumental  delivery.  Labour  supervened  on  the  attack. 
Mr.  Clark,  the  medical  attendant,  concludes  a  minute  and  interesting  account  (which  is  however  of  a 
nedical  character),  of  this  case  and  that  of  the  husband,  who  recovered,  as  follows  : — “  The  cottage  in 
which  these  poor  people  dwelt  is  one  of  4,  containing  2  rooms  each,  which  look  as  if  they  had  for- 
anerly  been  built  out  in  the  fields,  when  Notting-hill  was  only  the  country,  and  not  as  now  a  part  of 
London.  They  are  situated  to  the  North  of  the  High-street,  and  overshadowed  in  front  by  a 
high  wall ;  they  are  damp ;  there  is  no  thorough  ventilation ;  2  dirty  water  butts,  uncovered  and 
exposed  to  the  air  and  dust,  supply  the  water  to  the  4  cottages ;  and  although  the  inmates  number 
above  20  souls,  men,  women,  and  children,  only  one  privy  affords  them  all  accommodation.  On 
visiting  them  again  since  these  remarks  were  penned,  and  in  consequence  of  what  has  occurred, 
I  find  that  the  proprietors  are  now’  bestirring  themselves,  the  privy  and  cesspool  having  been  re¬ 
moved,  and  one  watercloset  laid  on  ;  but  as  this  empties  its  contents  into  an  open  drain,  running 
northwards  towards  the  surrounding  neighbourhood,  it  is  only  expelling  the  poison  from  one  spot 
to  diffuse  it  more  widely.  I  have  only  in  conclusion  to  say,  that  in  order  to  prevent  the  poor  fellow 
from  being  too  suddenly  made  acquainted  with  his  w  ife’s  death,  and  to  promote  his  recovery,  both 
himself  and  his  4  children  have  been  removed  to  the  Kensington  Workhouse.” 

In  the  same  sub-district,  at  Cooper’s-gardens,  on  17th  November,  the  daughter  of  a  labourer, 
aged  4  months,  “  cholera  infantum  (3  days).” 

Kensington  ;  St.  Peter  Hammersmith. — At  9  South-street,  on  13th  November,  a  shoemaker, 
aged  28  years,  “  cholera,  exhaustion  (6  days).” 

Kensington;  St.  Paul  Hammersmith — At  9  Key’s-terrace,  Church-lane,  on  15th  November, 
the  daughter  of  a  labourer,  aged  25  years,  “diarrhoea  (15  hours),  cholera  Asiatica  (16  hours).” 

North  Districts.  Population  490396.  Deaths  from  cliolera  1 1 . 

Marylerone  ;  All  Sonls. — At  SO  Charlotte-street,  on  12th  November,  the  widow  of  a  carpenter, 
aged  50  years,  “  cholera  maligna,  secondary  fever.” 

Majkylebone  ;  The  Rectonj. — At  10  Paradise  street,  on  11th  November,  the  wife  of  a  bricklayer, 
aged  44  years,  “  English  cholera  (7  days).” 

In  the  same  sub-district,  at  24  Spring-street,  on  Nth  November,  the  son  of  a  sweeper,  aged 
one  year,  “  cholera  (50  hours).” 
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In  the  same  sub-district,  at  6  Wards-buildings,  on  13th  November,  the  widow  of  a  servant,  aged 
59  years,  “diarrhoea  (14  days),  cholera  (5  days).” 

In  the  same  sub-district,  at  the  Workhouse,  from  31  Stephen-street,  on  11th  November,  a 
labourer,  aged  22  years,  “  diarrhoea  (4  days),  cholera  (3  days).” 

In  the  same  sub-district,  at  the  Workhouse,  from  1  Conway-court,  on  15th  November,  a  labourer 
aged  42  years,  “  cholera  (2  days),  pneumonia  (3  days).” 

Marylebone;  St.  Mary. — At  37  Crawford-street,  on  12th  November,  a  spinster,  aged  70  years 
“  cholera  Asiatica  (7  days).”  Mr.  Grant,  medical  attendant,  says  : — “  This  woman  neglected  severe 
diarrhoea  from  Tuesday  until  Saturday  night.  When  first  seen  she  was  in  collapse.” 

St.  Pancras  ;  Regent's  Park. — At  21  Caroline-street,  Camden-town,  on  18th  November,  the 
daughter  of  a  plasterer,  aged  6  weeks,  “  cholera  infantum  (24  days).” 

St.  Pancras  ;  Tottenham. — At  3  Cumberland- court,  on  17th  November,  the  daughter  of  a 
musician,  aged  2  years,  “  cholera  infantum  (2  days).”  Mr.  Wells,  the  Registrar,  says  : — “  The 
house  where  the  deceased  died  contains  only  3  rooms,  which  are  occupied  by  17  persons.  There 
are  noxious  smells  in  the  house  arising  from  the  common  sewer.” 

Islington;  Islington  West. — At  4  Thornhill-street,  on  17th  November,  the  son  of  a  tailor,  aged 
3  months,  “  cholera  infantum  (3  days).” 

Hackney;  Hackney. — At  Bridge-street,  Homerton,  on  17th  November,  the  son  of  a  carpenter, 
aged  2  years,  “  cholera  infantum  (14  hours).” 

Central  Districts.  Population  393256.  Deaths  from  cholera  3. 

Ceerkexwell  ;  Pentonville. — At  9  White-lion-street,  on  12th  November,  the  son  of  a  jeweller, 
aged  3  years,  “  choleraic  diarrhoea  (19  hours).”  The  medical  attendant  says  “  The  effluvium  from 
the  privy  and  house  drains  is  exceedingly  offensive.” 

East  London  ;  St.  Botolph. — At  9  Montague- court,  Bishopsgate,  on  16th  November,  the  son  of  a 
wheelwright,  aged  2  years  and  9  months,  “  choleraic  diarrhoea  (3  weeks),  fever  (18  days),  pneumonia 
(3  days).” 

City  of  London  ;  South  East. — At  2  Plough-yard,  Seething-lane,  on  14th  November,  the  wife 
of  a  journeyman  painter,  aged  38  years,  “  spasmodic  cholera  (9  hours).”  Mr.  Cranch,  the  Registrar, 
observes  : — “  The  residence  of  the  deceased  was  over  a  stable,  which  appears  very  clean,  and  the 
police  station  is  at  the  corner  of  the  court.  The  deceased’s  child  died  on  the  Sunday,  and  on  that 
night  the  deceased  had  pork  for  supper,  but  she  appeared  quite  well  when  her  husband  left  for  work 
on  Monday.” 

East  Districts.  Population  485522.  Deaths  from  cholera  20. 

Shoreditch;  Hoxton  Old  Town. — At  54  Hoxton-square,  on  13th  November,  the  wife  of  a  dyer, 
aged  29  years,  “  cholera  (24  hours).”  Mr.  Pearce,  the  Registrar,  adds  : — “  This  house  is  badly  ven¬ 
tilated,  and  very  frequently  offensive  smells  occur  therein,  arising  from  a  large  cesspool  which 
receives  the  contents  of  several  closets  from  a  court  adjoining,  and  very  few  feet  distant  from  the 
living  and  sleeping  apartments  of  the  deceased  ;  it  is,  I  believe,  prejudicial  to  the  health  of  the 
inhabitants  near  this  locality.  I  had  occasion,  some  time  since,  to  remark  upon  the  unhealthy  state  of 
this  house  when  registering  2  deaths  from  fever.  Since  then  I  believe  some  improvement  has  been 
made  by  the  owner  in  the  drainage,  but  it  is  still  defective  and  unhealthy.” 

Bethnal-green;  Hackney-road. — At  2  Hope-street,  on  10th  November,  a  gentleman,  aged  62 
years,  “  diarrhoea  (48  hours),  cholera  spasmodic  (24  hours).”  Mr.  Byles,  the  medical  attendant,  says  : 
— “  The  drainage  of  this  street  is  very  imperfect.  No  sewer.” 

Bethnal-green  ;  The  Green. — At  the  Workhouse,  on  12th  November,  the  wife  of  a  compositor, 
aged  40  years,  “  Asiatic  cholera  (83  hours),  collapse  (79  hours).”  “  Removed  from  No.  12,  Digley- 
street.  A  large  dustyard  in  this  street.” 

Whitechapel  ;  Artillery. — At  7,  Artillery  street,  Old  Artillery  Ground,  on  14th  November,  the 
daughter  of  a  cigar -maker,  aged  2  years,  “malignant  cholera  (12  hours.)” 

Whitechapel;  Mile  End  New  Town. — At  the  Workhouse,  on  15th  November,  the  daughter  of 
a  labourer,  aged  10  months,  “  cholera  (40  hours).”  “  This  child  was  admitted  into  the  Workhouse 
on  3d  November,  from  7  Blue-anchor-yard,  Whitechapel,  where  the  father  and  mother  both  died 
of  cholera.” 

Whitechapel  ;  Whitechapel  North. — At  the  Workhouse,  from  1  Parson’s-court,  on  14th  Novem¬ 
ber,  a  mariner,  aged  26  years,  “cholera,  febris  (2  days),  suppression  of  urine  (4  days).” 

In  the  same  Workhouse,  from  3  Johnson’s-change,  on  15th  November,  a  labourer,  aged  3S  years, 
“  cholera.” 

Whitechapel  ;  Whitechapel  Church. — At  London  Hospital,  from  Spitalfields,  on  12th  November, 
a  labourer,  aged  27  years,  “cholera  (3  days),  premonitory  symptoms  (12  hours).”  Mr.  Hems,  the 
Registrar,  adds  : — “  In  this  case  it  appears  that  the  attack  was  not  of  such  an  aggravated  character 
but  that  hopes  might  have  been  fairly  entertained  of  recovery,  were  it  not  that  the  ease  was  com¬ 
plicated  with  severe  injuries  to  the  head  and  other  parts  of  the  body,  owing  to  a  fall  from  a  cart.  ’ 

Whitechapel;  Goodman's  Fields. — At  10  Leman-row,  on  17th  November,  the  daughter  of  a 
tailor,  aged  1  year  and  6  months,  “  English  cholera  (2  days),  consecutive  fever  (2  days).” 

In  the  same  sub-district,  at  7  Abel’s-buildings,  on  17th  November,  the  son  of  a  cabman,  aged 
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3  years  and  6  months.  “  English  cholera.”  Mr.  Taylor,  the  Registrar,  adds  : — “  I  registered  another 
death  of  a  child  in  the  same  family  on  the  20th  instant  from  cholera.” 

Whitechapel  ;  Aldyate. — At  3  Slaters-court,  Blue-anchor-yard,  on  17th  November,  2  sons  of  a 
labourer,  aged  respectively  4  years  and  2  years,  “  Asiatic  cholera  (37  hours),”  and  “  diarrhoea  and 
vomiting,  Asiatic  cholera  (3  days).”  Mr.  Harris,  the  Registrar,  states  that  “the  court  has  in  it 
10  houses  with  plenty  of  water,  and  the  court  is  washed  down  every  day.  The  landlord  had  them 
all  cleansed  4  months  ago,  and  is  doing  the  same  again  this  week.” 

St.  George-in-the-East  ;  St.  Paul. — At  the  cholera  hospital,  3  Bath-terrace,  on  6th  November, 
the  widow  of  a  hawker,  aged  42  years,  “  cholera  (36  hours),  typhoid  fever  (5  days).”  “  Removed 
from  13  Grove-street.  Her  husband’s  death  was  previously  reported  from  same  cause.” 

Stepney  ;  liatcliff. — At  1  Stone-stairs,  on  13th  November,  the  son  of  a  waterman,  aged  4  years 
and  7  months,  “choleraic  disease  (21  hours).”  Mr.  Wells,  the  Registrar,  describes  this  as  “a  dirty 
court  leading  to  the  Thames,  and  generally  badly  tenanted  and  in  bad  repair.” 

Stepney;  Mile  End,  Old  Town  Lower. — -At  Mile  End  Workhouse,  on  18th  November,  a  semp¬ 
stress,  aged  24  years,  “cholera  (20  hours).”  Mr.  Castleden,  the  Registrar,  adds: — “From  12  James- 
street;  in  the  House  5  hours.” 

In  the  same  sub-district,  at  Mile  End  Workhouse,  on  18th  November,  a  widow,  aged  42  years, 
“cholera  (4  days).”  The  medical  officer  adds: — “This  patient  came  from  Little  Harris-court, 
Ratcliff,  which  is  in  a  most  disgraceful  state  of  dirt,  &e.,  and  I  believe  many  of  the  houses  to  be  unfit 
for  human  habitation.” 

In  the  same  sub-district,  at  25  Ann’s-road,  on  17th  November,  the  widow  of  a  publican,  aged 
64  years,  “epidemic  cholera  (36  hours).”  The  Registrar  says: — “Deceased  had  several  slighter 
attacks  during  the  previous  3  months.  Medical  aid  was  procured  instantly  and  in  constant  attendance. 
This  road  is  parallel  to  the  one  (Thomas's)  reported  last  week,  and  the  same  complaint  exists  as  to 
standing  water  arising  from  total  want  of  sewerage.” 

Poplar;  Bow. — At  Smith’s  ink  factory,  Bow,  and  16  Mary-street,  Bow,  on  15th  November,  the 
wife  and  son  of  an  ink-maker,  aged  respectively  30  years  and  6  years,  “  bad  food;  neglected  diarrhoea 
(4  days);  Asiatic  cholera;”  and  “  neglected  diarrhoea  (3  days),  Asiatic  cholera.”  Mr.  Dunstan,  the 
Registrar,  writes : — “  The  mother  and  son  resided  together  in  one  of  several  small  houses  in  a  low 
neighbourhood  on  swampy  soil,  with  bad  drainage,  dirty  and  confined  back  yards,  and  privies 
emitting  the  most  disgusting  stench.  The  parties  were  very  poor,  and  whilst  the  diarrhoea  was 
dominant,  they  ate  some  fresh  herrings  and  vinegar.  The  boy  died  in  the  morning,  and  she  went  to 
see  her  mother,  who  resided  at  a  short  distance,  and  was  there  seized  with  the  cramp,  so  that  she  could 
not  return,  and  died  in  a  few  hours.  The  same  remarks  (with  but  little  exception)  are  applicable  to 
the  case  which  follows.” 

In  the  same  sub-district,  at  20  Mary-street,  Bow,  on  17th  November,  the  son  of  a  labourer,  aged 
5  years  “  Asiatic  cholera  (3  days).” 

South  Districts.  Population  616635.  Deaths  from  cholera  33. 

Sr.  Saviour  ;  St.  Saviour. — -At  10  Skin -market-place,  on  16th  November,  a  labourer,  aged  60 
years,  “  cholera  Asiatic  (30  hours),  exhaustion  (24  hours).” 

In  the  same  sub-district,  at  24  Dyer’s-buildings,  on  13th  November,  the  son  of  a  tanner,  aged 
7  years,  “  cholera  (16  horn  s).” 

In  the  same  sub-district,  at  Guy’s  Hospital,  from  Brighton  railway,  on  lltli  November,  a  railway 
porter,  aged  21  years,  “cholera  Asiatic.” 

In  the  same  sub  district,  at  2  Red-lion-court,  on  18th  November,  the  son  of  a  labourer,  aged  12 
years,  “  Asiatic  cholera  (2  days).” 

St.  Olave  ;  St.Olave. — At  St.  Thomas’s  Hospital,  on  14th  November,  a  railway  station-gate¬ 
keeper,  aged  35  years,  “  Asiatic  cholera  (5  days).”  Erom  Erith  Railway  station. 

St.Olave;  St.John.— At  32  Vine-yard,  on  13th  November,  the  daughter  of  a  labourer,  aged 

4  years,  “  Asiatic  cholera  (1  week).” 

Bermondsey;  St.  James. — At  126  Grange-road,  on  14th  November,  the  son  of  a  general 
shopkeeper,  aged  2  years,  “  cholera  (13  hours),  premonitory  symptoms  not  treated  (10  days).” 

In  the  same  sub-district,  at  29  Salisbury-street,  on  17th  November,  the  son  of  a  butcher,  deceased, 
aged  8  years,  “Asiatic  cholera  (10  hours).”  In  articulo  mortis  when  first  seen.  No  premonitory 
symptoms.  This  is  stated  by  the  medical  attendant. 

In  the  same  sub-district,  in  same  house,  on  15tli  November,  the  wife  of  a  labourer,  aged 
34  years,  “  Asiatic  cholera  (60  hours).”  Mr.  Martin  says  : — “  1  attended  this  poor  woman  5  weeks 
ago  with  choleraic  diarrhoea;  collapse  had  just  set  in  when  I  was  called  to  her.  The  corpse 
remains  unburied,  the  customary  waking  of  the  corpse  being  persevered  in.  This  day  I  have  been 
called  to  attend  two  children  in  the  same  house  with  cholera,  one  of  which  is  very  dangerously  ill. 
These  two  children  were  playing  with  the  child  now  dead  when  it  was  taken  ill.  The  landlady  is 
also  suffering  from  diarrhoea.  1  understand  there  are  six  families,  consisting  of  23  persons  in  the 
house,  and  in  a  dirty  room  a  boy’s  school  is  held.  On  my  looking  into  it  I  perceived  this  room 
full,  and  the  stench  from  so  many  dirty  urchins  was  very  offensive :  this  is  in  addition  to  the 
23  inhabitants.” 

Bermondsey;  St.  Mary  Magdalen. — At  the  Workhouse,  on  19  th  November,  the  daughter  and 
son  of  a  labourer,  aged  respectively  14  years  and  8  years,  “Asiatic  cholera  (15  hours  after  admis¬ 
sion),  and  “  Asiatic  cholera  (30  hours  after  admission).”  Mr.  Hellier,  the  registrar,  says  : — 
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“  These  children  were  both  admitted  into  the  Workhouse,  on  the  18th  instant,  from  No.  17  Suffolk- 
place  in  the  Leather  Market  District.  A  young  man  died  of  cholera  in  this  house  on  Sunday  last, 
and  his  widow  died  in  the  same  house  on  the  19th  instant.  I  visited  this  house  as  relieving  officer  ; 
it  contains  two  small  rooms  and  a  washhouse  ;  the  privy  and  drain  are  in  the  washhouse,  which  is 
covered  ;  no  hack  yard  to  the  house.  The  privy  was  full,  and  the  drain  foul  and  offensive. 
There  were  no  less  than  16  persons  living  in  these  two  rooms,  all  lying  on  the  floors,  which  were 
in  a  filthy  state.  On  Monday  and  Tuesday  last  I  entreated  the  widow  to  come  into  the  Work- 
house  with  her  infant  child.  At  this  time  she  was  quite  well,  hut  she  refused,  not  liking  to 
break  up  what  she  called  her  ‘  little  home.’  The  father  of  these  two  .children  is  a  widower  with 
five  children,  the  eldest  16,  the  youngest  8,  who  occupied  the  up-stair  room.  They  had  lately 
returned  from  hopping.  I  urged  the  man  to  come  into  the  Workhouse  with  the  whole  of  his 
family,  hut  he  refused  to  do  so,  only  consenting  for  the  youngest  child,  the  one  then  ill.  Suffolk- 
place  is  a  very  unhealthy  narrow  confined  place,  occupied  chiefly  by  the  low  Irish  and  other  dissipated 
characters.  The  drainage  is  bad.  The  attention  of  the  Local  Board  of  Health  has  been  called  to 
this  place  (which  board  also  form  a  part  of  Bermondsey  Improvement  Commission),  and  they  have 
been  in  correspondence  with  the  owners  of  the  property,  with  a  view  of  effecting  a  better  drainage 
and  an  entire  repair  of  the  pavements,  which  they  hope  to  accomplish  with  the  proprietors. 
They  have  also  directed  the  place  to  be  swept  and  cleansed  daily,  and  have  caused  the  house  in 
question  to  be  purified  with  chloride  of  lime.  The  privies  have  all  been  emptied  since  the  Board  of 
Health  was  appointed  in  September  last,  but  having  only  cesspool  accommodation  they  are  con¬ 
tinually  foul.  Nearly  all  the  inmates  have  left  the  house  since  the  death  of  the  poor  woman,  and 
the  infant  orphan  is  now  in  our  Workhouse.” 

Bermondsey;  Leather  Market. — At  17  Suffolk-place,  on  13th  November,  a  labourer,  aged  24 
years,  “cholera  spasmodic  (15  hours),  had  slight  diarrhoea  for  a  few  days.” 

In  the  same  sub-district,  at  36  Weston-terrace,  on  12th  November,  the  wife  of  a  potato  salesman, 
aged  22  years,  “  febris  remittens,  renal  disease  and  coma,  with  choleraic  diarrhoea  between  3  and  4 
weeks.”  [This  case  has  been  referred  in  the  classification  to  remittent  fever. ] 

St.  George,  Southwark  ;  Kent-road. — At  16  Westcott-street,  on  14th  November,  the  wife  of  a 
labourer,  aged  38  years,  “  Asiatic  cholera  (6  days).” 

In  the  same  sub-district,  at  14  Walker-street,  on  12th  November,  the  son  of  a  shoemaker,  aged 
10  weeks,  “choleraic  diarrhoea.” 

St.  George,  Southwark  ;  Borough-road. — At  the  Workhouse,  from  Wall’s  lodging-house, 
Mint-street,  on  13th  November,  the  wife  of  a  labourer,  aged  35  years,  “  cholera  Asiatica.” 

St.  George,  Southwark  ;  London-road. — At  18  Great  Union-street,  on  8th  November,  the 
daughter  of  a  commercial  traveller,  aged  3  years,  “epidemic  cholera  (19  hours),  previous  diarrhoea 
not  actively  treated.” 

In  the  same  sub-district,  at  14  Gray-street,  on  8th  November,  the  wife  of  a  stoker,  aged  41  years, 
“  cholera  Asiatica  (16  hours).” 

Newington  ;  Trinity. — At  1  Chatham-place,  Loeksfields,  on  14th  November,  the  son  of  a  hawker, 
aged  6  years,  “  cholera  (5  days),  congestive  fever  (3  days).” 

Newington  ;  St.  Peter ,  Wahvorth. — At  2  Little  Pleasant- row,  on  14th  November,  a  single  woman, 
aged  75  years,  “  Asiatic  cholera  (3  days).” 

In  the  same  sub-district,  at  22  New-street,  on  1 5th  November,  a  labourer,  aged  48  years,  “  diarrhoea 
(30  hours),  cholera  (3  days  and  20  hours),  paralysis  (68  hours).” 

Newington;  St.  Mary. — At  12  Prospect-place  on  14th  November,  the  daughter  of  a  clock 
maker,  aged  30  years,  “  cholera  (4  days).” 

Lambeth;  Lambeth  Church  ( Second  Part). — At  the  Workhouse,  from  8  Francis-street,  Barrett- 
square,  on  4th  November,  the  daughter  of  a  basket-maker,  deceased,  aged  one  year,  “  cholera 
maligna  (64  hours).” 

In  the  same  sub-district,  at  the  Workhouse,  from  White-horse-street,  on  11th  November,  a  labourer, 
aged  16  years,  “malignant  cholera  (4  days).”  Mr.  Wheatley,  the  Registrar,  states  : — “  This  lad  was 
brought  into  the  house  suffering  from  cholera.” 

Lambeth  ;  Kennington  ( First  Part). — At  9  Cavendish-road,  South  Lambeth,  on  14th  November, 
the  daughter  of  a  policeman,  aged  5  years,  “  malignant  cholera  (4  days).” 

In  the  same  sub-district,  at  Lansdowne-grove,  Stockwell,  on  15th  November,  a  gentleman, 
aged  49  years,  “  cholera  Asiatica  (22  hours),  diarrhoea  (8  hours).” 

j  Wandsworth;  Clapham _ At  31  Bath-place,  Larkhall  lane,  on  13th  November,  the  wife  of  a 

gardener,  aged  54  years,  “  diarrhoea  (7  hours),  cholera  (15  hours).” 

In  the  same  sub -district,  at  Wright’s-cottages,  Park-road,  on  15th  and  17th  November,  the  wife 
and  son  of  a  workman  at  a  Brewery,  aged  respectively  38  years  and  4  years,  “  miscarriage  and 
htemorrhage,  cholera  (24  hours),”  and  “  cholera  (12  hours).”  Mr.  Frost,  the  Registrar,  observes  : — 
“  This  woman  had  premonitory  diarrhoea  3  or  4  days  without  having  medical  advice.  Drains  very 
defective.” 

Camberwell  ;  Camberwell. — At  2  Gloster-cottage,  George-street,  on  16th  November,  a  spinster, 
gentlewoman,  aged  68  years,  “  diarrhoea  (3  days),  cholera  (48  hours).” 

Rotiierhithe  ;  Potherhithe. — At  Brunswick-terrace,  on  18th  November,  a  coal-tar  manufacturer, 
aged  36  years,  “Asiatic  cholera  (6  days).” 

Greenwich  ;  St.  Paul's,  Deptford. — At  8  Creek-street,  on  14th  November,  the  widow  of  a  vendor 
of  stay-laces,  aged  62  years,  “  cholera  (36  hours).” 


Health  of  London,  fyc. 
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In  the  same  sab-district,  at  4  Agutter’s-buildings,  Mill-lane,  on  13th  November,  the  daughter  of 
an  agricultural  labourer,  aged  18  months,  “  diarrhoea  (5  days),  cholera  (24  hours).” 

Greenwich;  West. — At  6  Roan-street,  on  10th  November,  a  painter,  aged  52  years,  “cholera 
(3  days).” 


In  Peutonville  sub-district  at  1  Suffolk-street,  on  2d  November,  the  daughter  of  a  newsman,  aged 
10  months,  died  of  “  scarlatina  maligna  (36  hours).”  The  medical  attendant  mentions  that  “  there  is 
no  sewer  in  this  district,  and  in  the  house  No.  1  Suffolk-street  diarrhoea  almost  always  prevails.  The 
drainage  of  the  house  itself  is  very  bad.” 

In  the  sub-district  of  Camden  Town,  at  15  Ashby-street,  a  female  housekeeper,  aged  60  years,  died 
on  27th  October,  from  what  cause  not  certainly  known.  Mr.  Lance,  Deputy  Registrar,  states  that 
“the  deceased  was  supposed  to  have  died  of  cholera.  The  Coroner  summoned  a  Jury,  but  the  body 
was  buried  before  the  Jury  assembled.  Three  deaths  from  fever  have  occurred  in  this  house  ;  other 
houses  adjoining  have  equally  suffered.  Cesspools  have  been  cleared,  and  houses  cleansed  by  order 
of  the  Sanitary  Committee.  These  are  but  partial  remedies.  A  perfect  drainage  of  the  whole 
neighbourhood,  including  some  of  the  most  filthy  courts  in  the  parish,  is  required.” 

Last  week  the  births  of  814  boys  and  747  girls,  in  all  1561  children,  were  registered  in  London. 
The  average  number  in  eight  corresponding  weeks  of  the  years  1845-52  was  1356. 

At  the  Royal  Observatory,  Greenwich,  the  mean  height  of  the  barometer  in  the  week  was 
29 '723  in.  The  mean  temperature  was  38 '5°,  which  is  4  •  3°  below  the  average  of  the  same  week  in 
38  years.  The  mean  daily  temperature  was  below  the  average  on  ever}'  day  of  the  week,  and  this 
depression  extended  to  8  •  5°  and  6  •  S°  on  Thursday  and  Friday.  The  dew-point  temperature  was 

36-2°. 


Mr.  Pearce,  the  Registrar  of  the  sub-district  of  St.  John,  Westminster,  writes  as  follows  : — 

“  The  causes  of  death  are  not  specified  in  three  of  the  18  entries,  in  consequence  of  the  parties 
having  been  attended  by  a  person  without  qualification,  who  resides  in  Grey  coat-place,  Rochester- 
row.  He  has  been  a  night  porter  at  Westminster  Hospital,  and  is  an  army  pensioner  ;  he  styles 
himself  a  medical  reformer,  a  physician  of  nature,  a  surgeon,  &c.,  with  numerous  other  titles  by 
which  he  dupes  the  poorer  classes  of  my  district,  who  call  his  house  John  Hull’s  Cabin.  Suspicious 
cases  have  occasionally  been  referred  to  the  Coroner,  who  has  not  considered  inquests  necessary. 
My  weekly  reports  of  the  causes  of  death  have  been  often  incomplete  from  this  circumstance.”

CHOLERA  AND  THE  LONDON  WATER  SUPPLY. 

In  1849  cholera  destroyed  14,137  persons  in  London  out  of  a  population  of  nearly 
2,300,000,  who  lived,  in  some  parts  thickly  planted,  in  others  widely  diffused,  on 
an  area  of  122  square  miles.  The  rate  of  mortality  was  not  uniform  over  this 
surface ;  it  differed  widely,  and  with  only  a  few  exceptions  was  not  in  any  two 
registration  districts  alike  ;  in  other  words,  taking  an  equal  number  of  inhabitants, 
say  10,000,  the  epidemic  was  fatal  to  more  persons  in  some  places  than  in  others, 
the  numbers  varying  from  205  at  Rotherhithe  to  8  in  the  regions  of  Hanover- 
square,  May  Fair,  and  Paddington.  This  difference  between  two  extreme  rates  of 
mortality  is  great,  but  is  not  more  remarkable  than  the  disparity,  that  imme¬ 
diately  strikes  the  mind,  in  the  whole  life  and  condition  of  the  two  classes  of 
population  ;  the  former  swarming  on  the  water’s  edge,  enveloped  in  smoke  and 
dirt,  the  latter  occupying  a  more  elevated  site,  breathing  a  purer  atmosphere, 
commanding  better  water,  better  drainage,  and  all  appliances  by  which  dwellings 
are  made  wholesome  and  comfortable.  It  must  be  an  object  to  trace  the  shifting 
rate  of  mortality  throughout  its  entire  range,  and  to  ascertain  to  what  extent  its 
diversity  of  effect  is  produced  by  appreciable  causes, — by  elements  which  unite  in 
proportions,  always  changing  with  locality,  to  form  physical  condition.  It  was 
shown  in  the  Registrar-General’s  Report  on  cholera,  that  elevation  of  soil  was  the 
most  constant  and  striking  in  its  results ;  and  that  the  influence  of  water  supply, 
density  of  population,  and  wealth  could  also  be  detected  in  the  progress  of  the 
epidemic.  But  it  is  evident  that  to  estimate  exactly  the  value  of  any  of  these 
forces,  it  is  necessary  to  obtain  similar  conditions  as  regards  the  rest ;  for  example, 
to  Pleasure  the  effect  of  good  or  bad  water  supply,  it  is  requisite  to  find  two 
classes  of  inhabitants  living  on  the  same  level,  moving  in  equal  space,  enjoying 
an  equal  share  of  the  means  of  subsistence,  engaged  in  the  same  pursuits,  but 
differing  in  this  respect, — that  one  drinks  water  from  Battersea,  the  other  from  Kew. 
If  such  a  district  as  that  of  Russell  and  Tavistock  squares,  or  such  a  rookery  as 
that  of  St.  Giles  was  in  1849,  had  extended  from  the  river  to  Hampstead,  the 
effect  of  elevation  would  have  been  less  marked,  though  still  considerable ;  whom 
happiness  or  misery  has  equalled,  place  would  less  exalt  above  its  equals.  But 
of  such  experimenta  crucis  the  circumstances  of  London  do  not  admit  ;  for  it  will 
be  found  generally  that  the  poorest  and  lowest,  if  not  densest  districts,  use  the 
worst  -water.  When  men  have  made  their  fortunes  on  wharves  and  other  active 
scenes  of  commerce,  they  retire  upwards  to  comfortable  mansions,  carry  with  them 
wealth  and  intelligence,  purchase  the  greatest  amount  of  engineering  skill,  pump 
the  best  water  into  their  kitchens  and  lavatories,  make  wide  streets,  plant  gardens 
in  their  squares,  or  breathe  the  freer  atmosphere  of  the  parks.  Hence  it  follows 
that  the  above-mentioned  elements  of  condition  are  masked  more  or  less  by  one 
another.  But  the  effects  of  elevation  are  sufficiently  distinct,  and  it  has  been 
shown  in  former  weekly  returns,  that  they  agree,  as  ascertained  in  1849,  with  the 
facts,  still  comparatively  few,  of  the  present  epidemic.  And  if  impure  substances, 
which  have  been  previously  extruded  from  our  habitations  as  unfit  to  be  retained 
among  living  beings,  are  thrown  back  amongst  us,  mixed  with  the  water  intended 
for  domestic  uses,  it  is  certain  that  such  mismanagement  will  not  be  favourable  to 
health.  In  this  case  also  the  effects  will  be  localized,  and  will  be  read,  it  may  be 
expected,  in  the  register  books  of  the  district.  The  results  of  investigation  on 
this  point  in  1849  are  summed  up  as  follows : — The  mortality  from  cholera  was 
lowest  in  districts  which  have  their  water  chiefly  from  the  Thames,  so  high  as 
Hammersmith  and  Kew.  The  mortality  was  greatest  in  districts  which  derive 
their  water  from  the  Thames  so  low  as  Battersea  and  Hungerford  Bridge.  The 
districts  of  the  New  River  occupy  an  intermediate  station.  In  6  districts  supplied 
from  Kew  and  Hammersmith  15  in  10,000  inhabitants  died,  and  the  mortality 
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ranged  from  8  to  33.  In  20  districts  supplied  from  the  Amwell,  the  Lee,  the 
Ravensbourne,  48  in  10,000  inhabitants  died  of  cholera,  and  the  mortality  ranged 
from  19  to  96.  In  the  12  districts  supplied  from  the  most  impure  part  of  the 
River  between  Battersea  and  Waterloo  Bridge  123  in  10,000  died,  and  the  mortality 
ranged  from  28  to  205.  Elevation  or  depression  of  site  co-operated  with  the 
quality  of  water  to  produce  these  relative  results  ;  the  mortality  of  the  third  group 
of  districts  was  three  times  as  great  as  in  the  second,  though  the  density  of 
population  in  the  third  (73  persons  to  an  acre)  was  little  more  than  half  of  what 
it  was  in  the  second. 

Since  1849  public  attention  has  been  much  drawn  to  the  importance  of  obtaining 
a  better  supply  of  water  to  the  metropolis,  and  in  1851  and  1852  Select  Committees 
of  the  House  of  Commons  were  appointed  to  inquire  into  the  subject,  over  the 
former  of  which  Sir  James  Graham  presided,  over  the  latter  Mr.  Beckett.  A  large 
mass  of  evidence  was  obtained  from  parties  favourable  to  the  existing  state  of 
things,  and  from  others  who  advocated  an  entire  change,  by  which  the  numerous 
independent  companies  would  have  been  superseded,  and  the  Metropolis  subjected 
to  a  uniform  system  of  water  supply.  As  the  result  of  inquiry,  an  Act  (15  &  16 
Yict.  cap.  84.)  was  obtained  by  Government  in  1852  “to  make  better  provision 
respecting  the  supply  of  water  to  the  Metropolis.”  It  enacts  that  after  31st  August 
1855,  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  company  to  supply  London  with  water  from 
any  part  of  the  Thames  below  Teddington  Lock,  or  from  any  part  of  its  tributary 
streams  below  the  highest  tidal  point.  An  extension  of  the  period  for  one  year  is 
granted  to  the  Chelsea  Company.  All  reservoirs  for  storing  water  for  domestic 
purposes,  within  a  distance  of  5  miles  from  St.  Paul’s,  must  be  covered,  except 
those  containing  water  which,  after  it  is  discharged,  will  be  subjected  to  proper 
filtration.  All  water  for  domestic  use  must  be  conducted  through  pipes  or  covered 
aqueducts  ;  and  unless  it  has  been  pumped  from  wells  into  covered  reservoirs  or 
aqueducts,  it  must  be  subjected  to  effectual  filtration  before  it  is  passed  into  the 
pipes  for  distribution.  When  the  sources  of  supply  are  changed,  the  same  must  be 
approved  by  the  Board  of  Trade ;  and  if  20  householders  taking  in  the  water  of 
any  company  address  a  memorial  to  this  Board,  complaining  of  the  quantity  or 
quality  of  the  water,  the  Board  will  cause  an  inquiry  to  be  made  into  the  grounds 
of  complaint.  The  overseers  of  the  poor  in  any  parish,  with  consent  of  the  vestry, 
may  require  owners  or  occupiers  of  houses  to  procure  a  supply  of  water  at  a  rate 
not  exceeding  3d.  per  week  for  each  house,  recoverable  from  the  owner,  after  a 
deduction  allowed  by  the  company  of  20  per  cent. 

Vested  interests  remain  undisturbed ;  but  the  question  of  public  health  is  para¬ 
mount  ;  companies  are  on  their  trial,  and  the  retention  of  their  powers  will  depend 
on  the  goodwill  and  ability  with  which  they  discharge  a  public  trust.  The  plague 
which  has  swept  Europe  for  the  third  time  has  revisited  our  shores,  and  threatens 
the  country  at  many  points  from  London  to  Arbroath,  and  if  it  find  auxiliaries 
within  the  lines  may  conquer  a  permanent  settlement  for  itself.  In  consideration 
of  the  importance  of  good  water  in  a  sanatory  view,  the  Registrar-General 
addressed  a  letter*  to  the  several  companies  to  ascertain  how  far  in  this  respect

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ie  position  of  the  metropolis  to  meet  an  emergency  has  been  improved.  He  has 
een  favoured  promptly  and  courteously  with  answers  by  the  directors  of  eight  of 
ie  companies,  and  the  substance  of  the  information  obtained  is  presented  in  the 
fllowing  abstract  :  — 

The  Hampstead  Water  Company  supply  with  water  part  of  St.  Pancras. 

The  sources  of  supply  are — (1)  springs  at  Hampstead  and  Kenwood  ;  (2)  two  arte- 
ian  wells  ;  (3)  temporarily  the  New  River. 

The  sources  of  supply  are  the  same  as  in  1849. 

The  area  of  supply  is  the  same  as  in  that  year. 

The  methods  of  filtration  and  purification  are  the  same  as  in  1849. 

The  Company  are  now  boring  through  the  chalk  stratum  of  the  London  basin, 
a  the  expectation  of  finding  an  abundant  supply  of  pure  water  in  the  green  sand 
brmation,  and  are  making  arrangements  for  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  the  Act 
f  1852  for  improving  the  supply  of  water  to  the  metropolis. 

The  New  River  Company  supply  with  water  “all  or  parts”  of  the  City  of 
jondon  and  Westminster,  and  of  the  following  parishes  and  places  : — St.  Martin- 
n-tlie-Fields,  St.  Paul  Covent  Garden,  St.  Mary-le-Strand,  St.  Clement  Dane, 
iavoy  Precinct,  St.  John-the-Baptist  Savoy  Strand,  St.  James  Westminster, 
it.  Anne  Soho,  Rolls  Liberty,  St.  Andrew  Holborn  above  the  Bars  and  St.  George 
he  Martyr,  Saffron  Hill,  Hatton  Garden,  Ely  Rents,  Ely  Place,  St.  Sepulchre 
Without  Middlesex,  St.  Giles-in-the-Fields  and  St.  George  Bloomsbury,  St.  James 
ind  St.  John  Clerkenwell,  St.  Luke  Middlesex,  St.  Mary  Islington,  St.  Pancras, 
Toly  Trinity  Minories,  St.  Katherine  Precinct  (Docks),  St.  Mary  Whitechapel, 
Christchurch  Spitalfields,  Norton  Folgate,  St.  Leonard  Shoreditch,  St.  John 
Hackney,  St.  Mary  Hornsey,  St.  Mary  Stoke  Newington,  Highgate  Hamlet, 
St.  John  Hampstead,  St.  Botolph  Aldgate  Without,  Inner  Temple,  Middle  Temple, 
Ihavies  Inn,  Staple  Inn,  Barnard’s  Inn,  Lincoln’s  Inn,  and  Gray’s  Inn. 

The  sources  of  supply  are — (1)  Chadwell  Spring,  near  Ware  in  Hertfordshire  ; 
(2)  River  Lee,  between  Hertford  and  Ware,  and  at  Tottenham  ;  (3)  Water  Shed  of 
Northall  District  ;  (4)  yield  of  four  deep  wells  sunk  into  the  chalk  in  Middlesex 
and  Herts  (two  of  the  wells  in  the  parish  of  Great  Amwell). 

The  sources  of  supply  are  the  same  as  in  1849. 

The  amount  of  supply  has  been  increased  since  1849,  by  water  taken  from  the 
Lee  at  Tottenham  Mills.  The  area  of  supply  has  been  extended  since  1849  to 
Hampstead,  Highgate,  and  part  of  Finchley. 

An  Act  was  obtained  in  1852  to  enable  the  Company  to  improve  their  supply, 
to  construct  additional  reservoirs  for  filtering  and  storing  water,  and  other  works. 
Under  this  Act  the  Company  are  completing  a  treaty  for  land  on  which  to  form 
their  filtering  reservoirs,  and  other  alterations  of  an  extensive  character  are  in 
progress. 

The  new  works  must  be  completed  within  five  years  after  the  passing  of  the 
Act,  i.e.  by  30th  June  1857. 

The  Grand  Junction  Water  Company  chiefly  supply  the  sub-districts  of 
Paddington,  Hanover-square,  and  May  Fair,  and  the  greater  part  of  the  district 
of  St.  James  Westminster. 

The  source  of  supply  is  the  Thames,  360  yards  above  Kcw  Bridge. 

It  is  the  same  as  it  was  in  1849. 

The  methods  of  filtration  and  purification  are  the  same. 

The  area  of  supply  has  been  considerably  extended  northward  and  westward  in 
the  parishes  of  Paddington,  Kensington,  Hammersmith,  and  Chiswick,  and  is  in 
course  of  extension  to  the  parishes  of  Ealing,  New  Brentford,  Isleworth,  and 
Heston. 

The  Company  obtained  an  Act  in  1852,  empowering  them  to  change  their  source 
of  supply  from  near  Kew  Bridge  to  a  spot  in  the  Thames  between  Hampton  and 
Sunbury  about  six  miles  above  Teddington  Lock,  and  a  mile  and  a  half  above 
Moulsey  Lock.  The  water  will  be  pumped  from  depositing  reservoirs  at  Hampton 
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through  a  33-inch  main  to  the  Kew  Bridge  Works,  where  additional  depositing  am 
filtering  reservoirs  to  the  extent  of  more  than  six  acres  are  being  formed.  Tin 
area  of  depositing  reservoirs  will  be  thereby  increased  from  1^  acre  to  rather  mori 
than  5  acres,  and  that  of  filtering  reservoirs  from  2\  acres  to  rather  more  thai 
5  acres.  The  new  works  are  now  in  process  of  construction,  and  though  the  Act 
allows  the  Company  till  August  1855  for  their  completion,  it  is  expected  that  thej 
will  be  prepared  to  commence  operations  in  September  1854. 

The  Chelsea  Water  Company  supply  the  Belgrave  sub-district  of  St.  George 
Hanover-square  and  the  districts  of  Chelsea  and  Westminster. 

The  source  of  supply  is  the  Thames,  near  the  Red  House,  Battersea;  the  watei 
is  taken  near  mid-stream,  between  half-ebb  tide  and  low  water. 

The  source  of  supply  is  the  same  as  it  was  in  1849. 

The  method  of  filtration  is  the  same  as  in  that  year,  but  the  system  has  been  ex¬ 
tended  and  improved. 

The  supply  has  been  extended,  since  1849,  to  new  buildings  erected  within  the 
limits  of  the  Company’s  Act. 

An  Act  was  obtained  last  Session,  authorizing  new  works,  which  are  now  in 
progress.  It  provides  for  the  completion  of  the  works  within  four  years.  The 
supply  will  be  drawn  from  the  Thames  at  Seething  Wells  above  Kingston.  The 
water  will  be  filtered,  and  the  reservoirs  covered. 

The  West  Middlesex  Water  Company  supply  Marylebonc  and  a  small  part 
of  Hampstead. 

The  source  of  supply  is  the  Thames  at  Barnes,  about  a  mile  and  a  quarter  above 
Hammersmith  Bridge. 

The  source  is  the  same  as  in  1849  ;  but  the  water  of  this  part  of  the  river  has 
necessarily  become  impurer  by  the  increase  of  sewage. 

The  method  of  purification  is  the  same  as  in  1849  ;  viz.,  by  subsidence  in  two 
large  reservoirs  at  Barnes.  The  Company  have  two  other  reservoirs,  one  at 
Kensington  and  one  at  Barrow  Hill.  The  water  is  not  filtered. 

The  area  of  supply  has  been  extended  northward  and  westward,  to  include 
houses  newly  built. 

An  Act  was  obtained  in  1852,  and  under  it  and  the  Metropolis  Water  Supply 
Act  of  the  same  year  changes  are  now  being  effected  with  as  much  speed  as  possible, 
both  as  regards  the  source  and  the  mode  of  purification.  After  31st  August  1855 
the  water  will  be  derived  from  the  Thames  at  Hampton.  Filter  beds  at  Barnes 
are  nearly  completed,  and  will  be  immediately  used  for  the  water  as  now  obtained. 
A  new  main  from  Hampton  to  Barnes  is  being  laid,  and  the  reservoirs  at  Ken¬ 
sington  and  Barrow  Hill  will  be  covered. 

The  East  London  Water  Company’s  Works  comprise,  within  the  limits  of 
supply,  the  following  parishes,  townships,  &c. : — Stratford-le-Bow,  St.  John  Hackney, 
St.  Mary  Islington,  St.  Matthew  Bethnal-green,  St.  Mary  Whitechapel,  St.  George’s- 
in-the-East,  St.  John  Wapping,  St.  Paul  Shad  well,  St.  Dunstan  Stepney,  St.  Ann 
Limehouse,  Christchurch  Spitalfields,  St.  Botolph  Aldgate,  Bishopgate  Within, 
Bishopgatc  Without,  St.  Luke  Old -street,  St.  Leonard’s  Shoreditch,  Newington, 
Tottenham,  Ratcliffe,  Mile  End  Old  Town,  Mile  End  New  Town,  Poplar,  Old 
Ford,  Ilomerton,  Upper  Clapton,  Lower  Clapton,  Stamford  Hill,  Dalston,  Ivings- 
land,  Shacklewell,  Holloway,  West  Ham,  Bow,  Bromley,  Mile  End,  Stepney,  and 
places  near  thereto;  and  Waltham  Abbey,  Waltham  Holy  Cross,  Chingford, 
Walthamstow,  Woodford,  Leyton,  Low  Leyton,  Leytonstone,  Wansted,  East  Ham, 
Barking,  Great  Ilford,  Little  Ilford,  Romford,  Chigwell,  Loughton,  Dagenham,  and 
so  much  of  the  parish  of  Woolwich  as  is  situate  north  of  the  Thames. 

The  source  of  supply  is  the  River  Lee  at  Lee  Bridge. 

It  is  the  same  as  in  1849. 

The  area  of  supply  is  the  same.  The  company’s  mains  are  constantly  being 
extended  to  supply  new  houses. 
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Tho  means  of  filtration  and  purification  are  the  same  as  in  1849. 

Acts  were  obtained  in  1852  and  1853  for  enabling  the  company  to  execute 
dditional  works  to  improve  their  supply,  and  for  other  purposes.  These  works 
re  in  active  progress,  and  by  a  provision  of  the  latter  Act,  must  be  completed  by 

kugust  1856. 

The  Lambeth  Water  Company  supply  parts  of  Lambeth,  of  St.  Saviour, 
it.  George,  Southwark,  Newington,  and  of  Camberwell. 

They  obtain  their  water  from  the  Thames  at  Thames  Ditton,  about  a  mile  and  a 
lalf  above  Kingston,  and  three  miles  beyond  the  influence  of  the  tide. 

The  company  discontinued  the  use  of  the  works  at  Lambeth  in  January  1852, 
ind  since  that  time  their  supply  of  water  has  been  obtained  wholly  from  Thames 
Ditton. 

The  company  have  now  large  filtering  beds  at  Thames  Ditton,  through  which 
he  entire  supply  passes  into  the  engine  wells  before  it  is  pumped  to  the  districts. 

The  district  has  been  considerably  increased  under  the  company’s  Act  obtained 
in  1848,  and  the  supplies  of  water  have  been  extended  to  the  principal  places  named 
in  the  lltli  section  of  that  Act. 

The  Southwark  and  Yauxhall  Water  Company  supply  with  water  the  districts 
of  Wandsworth,  St.  Olave,  and  Bermondsey. 

The  source  of  supply  is  the  Thames  at  Battersea,  near  the  Red  House. 

It  is  the  same  as  in  1849. 

The  methods  of  filtration  and  purification  arc  the  same  as  in  1849. 

The  area  of  supply  has  been  considerably  increased  since  1849  ;  mains  and  pipes 
have  been  laid  in  the  parishes  of  Wandsworth,  Putney,  and  other  outlying  districts. 

A  complete  change  of  the  source  of  supply,  and  great  additions  to  the  means  of 
purification  by  extended  and  improved  processes  of  deposit  and  filtration,  are 
contemplated. 

By  an  Act  passed  in  1852  (15  &  16  Yict.  Cap.  158.)  the  company  obtained  the 
necessary  powers  to  enable  them  to  change  their  source  of  supply  from  Battersea  to 
Hampton.  In  pursuance  of  the  provisions  of  that  Act  the  company  have  made 
considerable  progress  in  the  formation  of  large  works  between  Hampton  and  Sun- 
bury,  at  a  point  on  the  stream  of  the  Thames  six  miles  above  Teddington  Lock, 
and  one  and  a  half  miles  above  Moulsey  Lock.  The  water  having  been  first 
deposited  in  reservoirs  at  Hampton  will  be  brought  to  the  company’s  works  at 
Battersea,  where  the  area  of  the  filtering  reservoirs  has  been  almost  doubled  with 
the  view  of  affording  a  slower  and  more  perfect  filtration. 

The  Act  allowed  three  years  from  August  1852  for  the  execution  of  the  new 
works,  but  the  contracts  for  the  whole  having  been  made  immediately  after  the 
passing  of  the  Act,  and  being  now  in  a  rapid  course  of  fulfilment,  the  works  will 
be  completed  and  in  operation  one  year  within  the  time  it  prescribes. 

Returns  have  not  yet  been  received  from  the  Kent,  and  Southwark  and  Kent 
Companies. 

From  the  above  reports  it  appears  that  cholera  finds  London,  as  regards  water,  in 
the  situation  in  which  it  left  it.  This  holds  true  with  reference  to  all  except  the 
Lambeth  Waterworks  Company,  who  changed  their  source  of  supply  nearly  two 
years  ago  from  Lambeth  to  Thames  Ditton  ;  and  from  a  Table  subjoined  it  will  be 
seen  that  the  results  of  the  present  epidemic  in  the  districts  supplied  by  that  com¬ 
pany,  as  compared  with  some  others,  are  rather  more  satisfactory  than  they  were  in 
1849,  an  improvement  which,  it  is  hoped,  in  the  further  course  of  events  will  be  main¬ 
tained.  But  new  works  undertaken  by  other  companies  in  accordance  with  recent 
legislation  are  in  progress.  The  return  of  cholera  at  an  earlier  period  than  was 
anticipated  furnishes  a  motive  for  increased  activity  in  their  operations.  With 
capital,  public  spirit,  and  natural  advantages  of  locality,  London  may  enjoy  a  pure 
and  copious  supply  of  this  first  necessary  of  life,  as  well  as  country  towns  and 
villages,  and  more  than  some  towns  with  municipal  institutions,  where  the  burgesses

are  too  idle,  or  to  busy,  or  too  poor  to  bring  it  from  surrounding  springs  to  theii 
doors.  Manchester  has  set  a  good  example,  and  it  is  only  necessary  that  the 
national  intelligence  should  be  generally  awakened  to  the  question,  for  this  great 
end  —  a  good  water  supply — to  be  accomplished  both  in  town  and  country.

It  is  believed  that  through  nearly  the  whole  of  this  Table  the  impurity  of  the 
waters  witli  which  the  inhabitants  of  the  several  districts  are  supplied  is  in  nearly  a 
direct  proportion  to  the  mortality  from  cholera. 

The  water  at  St.  Thomas’s  Hospital  is  thus  described  by  the  Professor  of 
Chemistry : — 

The  water  as  delivered  at  the  pipe  in  the  Laboratory  of  St.  Thomas’s  Hospital  on 
the  1 1  tli  November  was  quite  turbid,  as  it  usually  is,  and  contained  diffused  through 
it  1  *  16  grains  of  vegetable  matter,  dried  at  a  steam  heat,  consisting  principally  of 
silica,  the  chief  constituent  of  the  shields  of  the  lower  class  of  plants.  But  as  in  its 
moist  state  it  contained  at  least  two-thirds  of  its  weight  of  water,  we  cannot  esti¬ 
mate  the  filth  in  the  water,  which  could  be  removed  by  filtration,  at  less  than  3| 
grains  per  gallon. 
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HEALTH  OF  LONDON  DURING  THE  WEEK. 

The  Mortality  of  the  metropolitan  districts  has  risen  considerably  during  the  -week.  In  the 
preceding  week  the  deaths  registered  were  1162  ;  in  the  week  that  ended  on  Saturday  last  they 
were  1339.  The  mean  weekly  temperature  has  suffered  a  great  fall.  In  the  last  week  of  October 
it  was  55-5°,  in  the  4  weeks  that  followed  it  was  48-9°,  45-7°,  38 '5°,  and  (last  week)  36-7°. 

In  the  ten  corresponding  weeks  of  the  years  1843-52  the  average  number  of  deaths  was  1093, 
which,  raised  in  proportion  to  increase  of  population,  becomes  1202.  There  is  an  excess  in  last 
week’s  return,  amounting  to  137. 

Diseases  of  the  respiratory  organs  have  suddenly  become  more  fatal;  they  rose  from  180  in  the 
preceding  to  297  in  the  last  week  ;  in  this  class  bronchitis  rose  from  68  to  134,  pneumonia  from 
92  to  124.  Phthisis  was  fatal  in  the  two  weeks  respectively  in  133  and  166  cases.  Cholera,  it  is 
gratifying  to  observe,  subsides,  and  last  week  was  fatal  to  only  46  persons.  In  the  first  14  weeks  of 
the  epidemic  of  1848-49  (reckoning  from  1st  October),  it  destroyed  529  persons  ;  in  the  same 
number  of  weeks  of  the  present  attack,  commencing  2 1  st  August,  it  has  carried  off  7 44,  or  215  persons 
more  than  in  the  former.  Eut  the  epidemic  beginning  at  an  earlier  season  in  1853,  the  mean 
temperature  has  been  on  an  average  5°  higher,  and  making  allowance  for  this  circumstance,  there 
does  not  appear  any  sufficient  ground  to  conclude  that  the  distemper  now  prevailing  is  of  a  more 
virulent  character  than  that  of  1848.

The 
Registrar  observes  in  this  case  : — “This  child  came  from  12  James-street,  Stepney.  3  persons  in 
the  same  family  have  died;  2  from  cholera,  and  one  from  diarrhoea.” 

In  the  same  sub-district,  at  12  James-street,  on  24th  November,  a  sawyer,  aged  58  years,  father  of 
the  last-mentioned  and  of  two  others  who  have  died,  “  choleraic  disease  (5  days).”  Nothing  apparent 
about  house  or  premises  injurious  to  health.

(7  days).”  Mr.  Frost,  the  Registrar,  adds  : — “  The  drains  were  very  bad,  and  the  house  very  damp. 
I  have  written  to  the  landlord,  by  order  of  the  Local  Board  of  Health,  and  he  has  commenced  making 
the  necessary  alterations.” 

Wandsworth  ;  Wandsworth. — At  Ram-square,  on  22d  and  25tli  November,  a  female  servant 
and  her  mother,  aged  respectively  39  years  and  78  years,  “cholera  (30  hours),”  and  “cholera  (4 
days).”  In  reference  to  the  daughter,  her  brother,  with  whom  she  lived,  says  that  “  she  had  been 
crying  for  the  last  three  weeks,  and  had  refused  her  food,  she  being  of  unsound  mind.”  Mr.  Bright, 
the  Registrar,  adds  : — “  The  mother  and  daughter  slept  together,  and  were  both  taken  ill  at  the  same 
time.” 

Camberwell  ;  St.  George. — At  11  Thomas-street,  Wyndham-road,  on  20th  and  22d  November, 
two  sons  of  a  mercantile  clerk,  aged  respectively,  3  years  and  5  years,  “  cholera  malignant  (24 
hours),”  and  “  malignant  cholera  (36  hours).” 

Greenwich  ;  Greenwich  West. — In  Dreadnought  Hospital  Ship,  on  18th  November,  a  carpenter, 
aged  39  years,  “  cholera  (24  hours).” 


In  Iloxton  New  Town,  at  93  Shaftesbury -street,  on  20th  November,  the  daughter  of  a  carpenter, 
aged  6  weeks,  died  of  hooping-cough.  The  death  of  her  sister  was  registered  in  the  previous  week. 
Dr.  Key,  who  attended  her,  says  : — “  The  drain  is  very  offensive.”  In  Ilaggerstone  West,  at 
2  Queen-street,  Dunston-road,  on  24th  November,  a  boy,  aged  3  years,  “  scarlatina  maligna  (3  days).” 
There  are  two  other  cases  of  scarlatina  maligna  in  the  same  room.  At  20  King-street,  Bethnal- 
green,  on  16th  November,  the  son  of  a  cordwainer,  aged  5  years,  “scarlatina  (3  weeks),  dropsy 
(3  weeks).”  This  is  the  third  child  in  the  house  that  has  died  within  1 6  days  of  the  same  disorder.” 

Last  week  the  births  of  777  boys  and  665  girls,  in  all  1442  children,  were  registered  in  London. 
The  average  number  in  eight  corresponding  weeks  of  the  years  1845-52  was  1387. 

At  the  Royal  Observatory,  Greenwich,  the  mean  height  of  the  barometer  in  the  week  was 
29 '998  in.  The  mean  temperature  of  the  week  was  36-7°,  which  is  5-1°  below  the  average  of  the 
same  week  in  38  years.  The  mean  daily  temperature  was  below  the  average  on  every  day  of  the 
week,  and  the  depression  on  Tuesday  was  nearly  8°,  and  on  Wednesday  nearly  12°.  The  mean  dew¬ 
point  temperature  was  35  •  8°.

Meteorological  Observations. 
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HEALTH  OF  LONDON  DUHING  THE  WEEK. 

The  rate  of  Mortalitt  in  the  metropolis  continues  to  advance,  and  in  the  week  that  ended 
>n  Saturday  the  number  of  deaths  rose  to  1414.  In  five  weeks  that  have  elapsed  since  29th  October 
'he  numbers  have  been  1112,  1192,  1 162,  1339,  and  1414.  Concurrent  with  these  weekly  numbers 
there  has  been  an  almost  constant  fall  in  the  mean  temperature,  which  has  been  as  follows  :  48  •  9°, 
45'7°,  38'5°,  36-7°,  and  40 -0C. 

In  the  ten  weeks  corresponding  to  last  week  of  the  years  1843-52  the  average  number  of  deaths 
was  1200,  which,  if  raised  in  proportion  to  increase  of  population,  becomes  1320.  The  excess 
a  the  present  return  above  the  calculated  amount  is  near  100. 

Last  week  620  children  died  under  15  years  of  age,  481  men  and  women  between  15  and  60 
years,  and  306  at  60  years  and  upwards.  From  phthisis  (or  consumption)  there  died  175  persons, 
from  bronchitis  178,  from  pneumonia  (inflammation  of  the  lungs)  143.  Fatal  cases  of  these 
liseases  have  become  more  numerous,  and  the  two  former  exhibit  a  mortality  considerably  above  the 
iverage.  Old  persons,  and  those  particularly  who  are  subject  to  pulmonary  complaints,  suffer  from 
:he  coldness  of  the  weather ;  and  the  high  price  of  fuel  at  this  time  renders  the  poor  less  able  to 
contend  with  it,  besides  abridging  their  means  of  obtaining  bread,  which  is  also  dear,  as  well  as 
he  other  necessaries  of  life.  Cholera  is  very  much  diminished,  and  will  probably,  as  in  the  previous 
?pidemic,  nearly  disappear  for  a  time.  Only  28  deaths  from  cholera  were  registered  last  week,  7  of 
which  occurred  in  the  West  Districts,  4  in  the  North,  5  in  the  East,  and  12  in  the  South  Districts.

The  privies  are  also  in  a  bad  state,  and  the  soil  forces 
its  way  into  some  of  the  gardens.  The  wife  and  all  the  family  were  removed  into  the  workhouse 
immediately,  and  the  neighbours  were  in  a  considerable  state  of  alarm.  Immediate  attention  ought 
to  be  paid  to  this  place.” 

Greenwich  ;  Greenwich  West. — At  Dreadnought  Hospital  Ship,  cn  27th  November,  a  seaman, 
aged  25  years,  “  cholera  Asiatica  (5  days).” 


In  Hoxton  New  Town,  at  93  Shaftesbury-street,  on  30th  November,  the  daughter  of  a  sawyer, 
aged  21  months,  died  of  “  inflammation  of  lungs  and  teething.”  Mr.  Ansell,  the  Registrar,  writes : — 
“  This  is  the  third  death  in  less  than  3  weeks  in  this  house.  I  had  occasion  to  notice  this  house  in 
my  last  return,  with  Dr.  Key’s  remarks.  Another  medical  man,  Mr.  Atkyns,  says  :  ‘  There  is  another 
child  very  ill  in  the  same  house,  and  there  are  still  unpleasant  smells  on  the  premises 

In  St  George-in-the-East,  at  3  Bath-terrace,  on  20th  November,  a  mariner,  aged  57  years,  died 
of  “  chronic  bronchitis  ;  starvation.”  “  This  man  (a  foreigner)  was  found  in  the  street  in  a  deplorable 
state,  and  was  taken  to  the  Cholera  Hospital,  and  died  5  days  after.” 
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Births  and  Deaths  registered  last  Week. 

Last  week  the  births  of  840  boys  and  837  girls,  in  all  1677  children,  were  registered  in  London. 
The  average  number  in  eight  corresponding  weeks  of  the  years  1845-52  was  1426. 

At  the  Royal  Observatory,  Greenwich,  the  mean  height  of  the  barometer  in  the  week  was 
29 •  954  in.  The  mean  temperature  was  40-0°,  which  is  1-7°  below  the  average  of  the  same  week  in 
38  years.  The  mean  daily  temperature  was  below  the  average  of  the  same  day  on  every  day  of  the 
iveek  except  Wednesday,  when  it  rose  6-8°  above  it.  The  mean  dew-point  temperature  was  38  •7°. 
The  highest  temperature  of  the  air  was  51  *9°  on  Wednesday,  and  the  lowest  29-4°  on  Saturday.

It  is  a  well  known  fact  that  the  sewers,  which  receive  the  overflowings  of  the 
waterclosets,  cesspools,  and  other  sinks  of  impurity  in  London,  flow  at  present  into 
the  River  Thames  and  the  River  Lee,  where,  after  dilution  in  the  tidal  waters, 
they  arc  in  various  proportions  variously  mixed,  and  in  some  cases  filtered,  taken 
up  by  the  pipes  of  the  water  companies,  and  pumped  into  the  houses  of  the 
inhabitants  of  the  metropolis  for  domestic  use. 

It  is  also  a  fact,  well  established  by  observation,  that  the  cause  of  cholera  in 
an  epidemic  acts  more  or  less  on  the  Avhole  of  the  population,  but  that  its 
fatality  bears  a  certain  relation  to  the  impurity  of  the  soil,  the  water,  and 
the  air. 

The  dirty  water  and  dirty  air  sink  towards  the  bottom  of  the  London  basin, 
from  which  they  also  incessantly  send  up  dank  vapours;  and  it  has  been  shown,  that, 
when  large  numbers  are  taken,  so  as  to  render  other  circumstances  nearly  equal, 
the  mortality  decreases  progressively  in  the  dwellings  at  different  elevations. 

After  correcting  the  above  Table  and  the  tables  of  cholera  1848—49,  for  the 
effects  of  elevation,  it  is  found  that  a  large  residual  mortality  remains,  which  is 
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fairly  referable  to  the  impurity  of  the  water  ;  for  it  is  least  where  the  water 
is  known  to  be  sweetest,  greatest  where  the  water  is  known  to  be  the  most 
impure. 

After  the  great  loss  of  life  in  1849,  and  the  patient  investigations  of  two  able 
committees  of  the  House  of  Commons,  the  present  water  companies  were  left  in 
the  undisturbed  possession  of  the  monopoly,  which  they  enjoy,  of  selling  the  people 
of  London  water.  In  the  present  state  of  engineering  and  sanatory  science,  purer 
waters  from  gathering  grounds,  or  from  springs,  could  probably  be  procured,  and 
be  supplied  at  cheaper  rates  by  new  companies,  or  by  the  incorporated  rate-payers. 
But  this  would  disturb  the  values  of  large  masses  of  invested  capital.  To  avoid 
such  a  result,  always  undesirable,  the  supply  is  left  in  the  hands  of  the  existing 
companies  ;  but  by  Act  of  Parliament  they  are  prohibited  from  obtaining  supplies 
from  the  tidal  waters  of  the  Thames  and  Lee,  after  certain  fixed  dates. 

It  is  enacted,  that  it  shall  not  be  lawful  “  after  those  dates  ”  to  distribute  the 
pernicious  Avaters  over  London.  It  unfortunately  happens  that  in  the  invasion  of 
cholera,  Avith  which  we  are  threatened  next  year,  every  parish,  except  those  Avhich 
the  Lambeth  Company  supplies,  may  receive  waters  as  bad  as  those  of  1849 
Avithout  a  direct  Ariolation  of  the  Act  of  Parliament. 

But  the  Water  Companies  Avill  do  well  to  bear  in  mind  that  the  dates  in  the  Act 
are  the  extreme  limits  of  time  beyond  which  they  can  supply  London  AA'ith  impure 
Avater  Avithout  a  direct  violation  of  the  laAV.  They  may  complete  the  works  in 
half  the  time.  They  can  accelerate  their  progress.  And  the  returns  which  they 
have  furnished  Avill  enable  us  to  appreciate  their  zeal  and  spirit  in  the  public 
service  under  an  extraordinary  emergency. 

Instead  of  the  distant  dates  of  31st  August  1855,  1856,  and  1857,  which  Avere 
fixed  when  the  return  of  cholera  Avas  not  contemplated,  the  companies  should  aim 
at  supplying  London  with  the  Avater  which  they  are  then  bound  to  furnish,  at  a 
date  not  later  than  the  first  of  July  1854.  This  would  probably  be  the  means  of 
saving  thousands  of  lives,  and  entitle  the  directors  to  the  public  gratitude. 


Dates  after  which  it  Avill  not  be  “  lawful  ”  for  the  Water  Companies  to  supply 
waters  from  the  same  sources,  or  of  the  same  quality,  as  at  present,  to  the  inha¬ 
bitants  of  London  :  — 

New  Iliver  -  -  -  30th  June  1857. 

Grand  Junction  -  -  -  31st  August  1855. 

Chelsea  -  -  -  -  31st  August  1856. 

West  Middlesex  -  -  31st  August  1855. 

East  London  ...  August  1856. 

Southwark  -  -  -  31st  August  1855. 

The  Grand  Junction  and  the  Southwark  Companies  state  that  they  propose  to 
complete  their  Avorks  in  1854,  a  year  before  the  limit  prescribed  by  the  legislature. 


The  folloAving  return  has  been  received  from  the  Kent  Water  Company  : — 

1.  What  is  the  source  from  Avhicli  the  Kent  Water  Company  obtains  the  Water 
for  the  supply  of  the  London  districts  ? — The  Kavensbourne,  below  the  Lewisham 
Mills. 

2.  Is  it  the  same  as  it  was  in  1849  ? — Yes. 

3.  Are  the  methods  of  filtration  and  purification  the  same  as  those  in  use  in 
1849  ? — The  same. 

4.  Is  the  area  of  supply  the  same  ? — It  is  increased  largely  in  the  direction  of 
Lewisham,  Lee,  Charlton,  and  Plumstead.  The  water  supplied  is  double  in  quantity 
as  compared  with  that  of  1849. 

5.  If  any  changes  have  been  made  in  either  of  the  above  particulars,  what  are 
the  date,  and  the  nature  of  those  changes  ? — No  change  ;  but  large  additions  to 
steam  power,  filter  beds,  and  depositing  reservoirs. 
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6.  If  any  change  is  contemplated  in  the  existing  arrangements,  what  is  its  nature, 
and  when  is  it  likely  to  come  into  operation  ? — No  change,  but  additions  are  still 
in  progress. 

The  following  is  an  extract  from  a  letter  accompanying  the  above  return,  and 
addressed  to  the  Registrar-General,  by  Mr.  Morris,  the  Engineer  of  the  Kent 
Waterworks. 

“  The  Kent  Company’s  district  is  mentioned  as  having  an  elevation  of  1 8  feet  above  high-water 
mark  ;  in  reality  it  various  from  a  few  feet  below  to  200  teet  above  high  water,  averaging  100  feet. 

“  Blackheath,  Woolwich,  and  Plumstead  Commons,  Charlton,  and  the  upper  parts  of  Lee  and 
Lewisham,  are  among  the  most  healthy  localities  near  London,  and  are  supplied,  in  common  with  the 
lowest  levels  of  Greenwich,  Deptford,  and  Woolwich,  with  pure  water,  from  the  same  filters  and 
mains  of  the  Kent  Company. 

“I  submit  for  your  consideration  whether  any  connexion  can  exist  between  the  27  deaths  from 
cholera,  reported  in  your  Table  as  having  occurred  in  the  localities  supplied  by  this  company,  and 
the  water  from  these  works,  and  whether  the  rate  of  mortality  may  not  be  more  fairly  attributed  to 
lower  levels  and  want  of  drainage. 

“  The  only  part  of  Itothcrhithe  we  supply  lies  between  the  Surrey  Dock  entrance  and  the  com¬ 
mercial  Docks,  and  is  in  fact  a  narrow  island  formed  by  the  Thames  on  one  side  and  the  docks  on 
the  other ;  and  I  should  particularly  instance  this  locality  in  opposition  to  the  inferences  in  your 
Report ;  lying  low,  without  drainage,  it  is  precisely  the  spot  where  cholera  should  make  the  greatest 
progress,  and  we  find  at  the  last  visitation  the  number  of  deaths  here  was  fearful.  At  that  time,  at 
the  earnest  solicitation  of  the  inhabitants,  pipes  had  been  laid  in  part,  and  as  yet  but  few  houses  were 
in  supply.  At  this  time  the  whole  of  the  streets  and  courts  have  pipes,  and  the  use  of  the  company’s 
water  is  general.  I  have  carefully  examined  the  weekly  returns,  but  cannot  find  a  single  death 
throughout  any  part  of  our  Rotherhithe  district.” 

In  reference  to  the  observations  of  Mr.  Morris,  it  is  only  necessary  to  remark 
that  the  water  supplied  from  the  Ravensbourne,  by  the  Kent  Company,  although 
it  is  open  to  considerable  contamination,  may  be  tolerably  good  and  the  mode  of 
supply  not  very  objectionable.  The  Registrar-General  is  not  in  possession  of  any 
facts,  and  has  not  published  any  results  at  variance  with  this  view.  A  mortality  of 
23  in  100,000  inhabitants  in  the  district  supplied  by  this  company  is  a  favourable 
result  as  compared  with  others  in  the  same  Table,  which  run  up  to  60  and  100, 
and,  so  far  as  it  is  less  favourable  than  some,  the  effect  may  be  due  to  causes 
(among  which  well-water  may  be  one)  over  which  the  company  have  no  control. 
The  statement  with  regard  to  that  part  of  Rotherhithe  supplied  by  the  Kent  Com¬ 
pany  is  the  subject  of  inquiry,  and  though  the  part  referred  to  is  not  large,  the 
fact,  if  established,  will,  so  far  as  it  goes,  speak  favourably  for  the  company’s 
water. 

The  general  conclusion  drawn  from  the  Table  in  No.  47  of  the  Weekly  Return, 
though,  as  there  stated,  it  may  not  be  supported  in  every  instance,  is  still  correct; 
viz.,  “  the  impurity  of  the  water  with  which  the  inhabitants  of  London  in  the 
several  districts  are  supplied  is  in  nearly  a  direct  proprotion  to  the  mortality  from 
cholera.” 

Mr.  Lewis,  the  Registrar  of  Islewortli,  has  favoured  the  Registrar-General  with 
a  statement  relating  to  the  injurious  tendency  of  impure  water  used  for  domestic 
purposes,  of  which  the  following  are  the  main  facts  : — “  On  Thursday,  24th  ultimo, 
4  deaths  from  malignant  cholera,  proving  fatal  in  a  very  short  time  after  the  first 
attack,  were  registered,  which  had  occurred  in  3  new  houses  at  North  Hyde.  In  a 
block  of  3  houses  situated  on  the  canal,  where  3  of  these  fatal  cases  occurred,  there 
are  well-paved  yards,  dustbins,  &c.,  and  the  dwellings  are  kept  perfectly  clean.  In 
another  block  of  8  cottages  there  arc  large  gardens  instead  of  paved  yards,  all 
apparently  very  clean.  The  persons  attacked  had  been  fed  and  clothed  sufficiently ; 
the  only  thing  complained  of  was  the  want  of  water.  There  is  but  one  pump  to 
11  cottages,  and  the  water  obtained  from  it  is  so  bad  that  the  mother  of  the 
2  children  who  had  died  could  not  use  it.  Lately  she  procured  some  for  washing 
her  house,  but  the  stench  was  so  intolerable  that  she  threw  it  away.  As  a  sub¬ 
stitute  she  used  the  water  from  the  muddy  canal  both  for  house-work  and  drinking. 
A  pailful  of  this  water  looked  as  if  a  handful  of  flour  had  been  thrown  into  it. 
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Dead  dogs  and  cats,  with  other  impurities,  are  frequently  seen  floating  in  the 
canal,  and  the  water  is  hourly  disturbed  by  numerous  barges  passing  up  and  down. 
About  a  quarter  of  a  mile  distant  stands  another  block  of  6  cottages  on  the  same 
side  of  the  canal,  and  opposite  a  vitriol  factory,  where  there  is  not  a  single  pump  ; 
and  the  shocking  state  of  the  canal  from  which  the  cottages  must  take  their  water 
is  bitterly  complained  of.” 


Deaths  from  Cholera  in  the  first  Fifteen  Weeks  of  Two  Epidemics. 
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HEALTH  OF  LONDON  DURING  THE  WEEK. 

The  present  return  discovers  a  decrease  of  mortality  in  London  on  the  two 
previous  weeks,  but  it  still  indicates  a  not  very  favourable  state  of  the  public 
health.  The  deaths  registered  in  the  last  four  weeks  were  1162,  1339,  1414,  and 
(in  the  week  that  ended  last  Saturday)  1308.  In  the  ten  weeks  corresponding  to 
last  week  of  the  years  1843-52,  the  average  number  was  1215,  which  if  raised  in 
proportion  to  increase  of  population,  becomes  1337.  The  actual  number  of  deaths 
being  1308,  it  differs  but  to  a  small  extent  from  the  estimated  amount. 

The  increase  in  the  deaths  caused  by  diseases  of  the  respiratory  organs  has 
been  the  principal  feature  of  late  returns.  The  numbers  referred  to  this  class 
have  been  in  the  last  four  weeks  :  180,  297,  379,  and  343.  From  phthisis  in  the 
tubercular  class,  they  were  in  the  same  periods  133,  166,  175,  and  157.  Last 
week  bronchitis  was  fatal  in  159  cases,  while  the  corrected  average  of  ten 
corresponding  weeks  (in  1843-52)  was  113  ;  pneumonia  was  fatal  in  142,  while  the 
same  average  was  134.  Typhus  and  hooping-cough  predominate  at  present 
amongst  epidemic  diseases,  the  former  numbering  64  fatal  cases,  the  latter  56. 
Typhus  shows  an  increased  tendency  to  prevail.  Cholera  rapidly  declines ;  it 
reached  its  maximum  in  the  first  week  of  November,  when  the  deaths  were  102  ; 
in  the  five  subsequent  weeks  they  have  been  98,  72,  46,  28  and  (last  week)  13. 
The  following  is  a  list  of  last  week’s  deaths  from  cholera : —

Central  Districts.  Population  393256.  Deaths  from  cholera  none. 

East  Districts.  Population  485522.  Deaths  from  cholera  6. 

Whiteciiapei.  ;  Goodmatis  Fields. — At  6  Johnson’s-front-change,  Whitechapel,  on  2d  December, 
the  wife  of  a  french  polisher,  aged  21  years,  “typhus  (6  days),  choleraic  diarrhoea  (3  days).” 
Mr.  Taylor,  the  Registrar,  adds  : — “  I  registered  the  daughter  of  this  woman,  one  year  old,  of 
cholera,  on  26th  November  last.” 

In  the  same  house,  on  4th  December,  a  needlewoman,  aged  69  years,  “  Asiatic  cholera  (5  days), 
consecutive  fever.” 

Whitechapel  ;  Aldgate. — At  8  Slater's-court,  Blue-anchor-yard,  Whitechapel,  on  6th  December, 
a  labourer,  aged  30  years,  “  Asiatic  cholera  ( 1 6  hours).” 

In  the  same  sub-district,  at  1  Kittleby-court,  Blue-anchor-yard,  Whitechapel,  on  7th  December,  the 
daughter  of  a  journeyman  tailor,  aged  1 1  years,  “  Asiatic  cholera  ( 5 i  hours).” 

Stepney ;  Shadwell. — At  11  Three-cup-nlley,  Shadwell,  on  2d  December,  a  baker,  aged  66  years, 
“  diarrhoea  (2  months),  cholera  (12  hours).” 

Stepney;  Mile  F.nd,  Old  Town  Lower. — At  Mile-end  Workhouse,  on  7th  December,  a  female, 
aged  10  years,  “  choleraic  disease.”  Mr.  Castleden,  the  Registrar,  adds  : — “  My  note  of  last  week 
respecting  the  sister  of  deceased  equallv  applies  to  this  case.”

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South  Districts.  Population  616635.  Deaths  from  cholera  6. 

St.  Saviour  ;  St.  Saviour. — At  31  Zaar-street,  on  5th  December,  a  labourer,  aged  40  years, 
“  Asiatic  cholera  (24  hours).” 

St.  George,  Southwark  ;  Kent-road. — At  18  Clarendon-street,  on  3d  December,  the  daughter 
of  a  cigar-maker,  aged  7  j  years,  “  cholera  (12  hours).” 

St.  George,  Southwark  ;  Borough-road. — At  29  Mint-street,  on  8th  December,  a  gardener,  aged 
18  years,  “  bronchitis  (3  days),  choleraic  diarrhoea  (4  days).” 

Lambeth  ;  Waterloo  ( First  Part.) — At  6  Sidwell  place,  on  7th  December,  the  daughter  of  a 
labourer,  aged  3  years,  “  Asiatic  cholera  (37  hours).” 

Lambeth  ;  Lambeth  Church  ( First  Part). — At  4  Vauxhall-walk,  on  5th  December,  a  labourer, 
aged  30  years  “  cholera  (ill  about  a  week),  feverish.” 

Rotherhithe  ;  Rotherhithe. — On  board  the  ship  “Venerable  ”  from  Barnouth,  in  the  river  Thames, 
on  5th  December,  a  seaman,  aged  20  years,  “  Asiatic  cholera  (11  hours),  premonitory  diarrhcEa 
(2  days).” 


In  the  sub-district  of  Camden  Town,  at  23  Pancras-place,  on  the  3d,  4th,  and 
6th  December  respectively,  two  daughters  and  a  sou  of  an  engineer,  aged  one,  3, 
and  5  years,  died  of  scarlatina  maligna,  after  5,  6,  and  8  days’  illness.  Mr.  Lance, 
the  Deputy  Registrar,  says : — “  These  3  children  were  attacked  with  illness  at  the 
same  time.  The  house  is  clean,  situated  in  an  open  road,  with  every  appear¬ 
ance  of  comfort.  The  drainage  is  bad,  like  that  of  the  whole  neighbourhood, 
several  cesspools  communicating  with  each  other.” 

In  the  Green-sub-district  of  Bethnal-green,  in  Chester-street,  on  7th  November, 
the  son  of  a  mariner,  aged  3  years,  died  from  “  diarrhoea  caused  by  a  nuisance.” 
Inquest. 

In  the  sub-district  of  Charing-cross,  at  5  Charles-court,  on  8th  December,  a 
mason,  aged  44  years,  died  of  typhus.  Mr.  Leonard,  the  Registrar,  adds  : — “  This 
death  occurred  in  the  second-floor  front  ;  wife  and  three  children  now  ill ;  body 
removed.  The  room  in  bad  condition  from  the  long  illness  of  the  wife.” 

In  the  North-west  sub-district  of  the  City  of  London,  at  25  Warwick-lane,  on 
4th  December,  the  son  of  a  porter,  aged  9  months,  died  of  “  inflammation  of  the 
lungs.”  The  medical  attendant  remarks: — “A  death  occurred  from  fever  in  the 
same  house  a  fortnight  ago.  I  consider  the  stench  of  the  slaughter-houses  in 
Warwick-lane  very  injurious  to  persons  lying  ill.” 

At  6  Wcllington-place,  Lambeth,  the  widow  of  a  sawyer,  died  on  6th  December, 
of  hemiplegia,  at  the  great  age  of  103  years.” 

Last  week  the  births  of  838  boys  and  790  girls,  in  all  1628  children,  were  regis¬ 
tered  in  London.  In  the  eight  corresponding  weeks  of  the  years  1845-52  the 
average  number  was  1397. 

At  the  Royal  Observatory,  Greenwich,  the  mean  height  of  the  barometer  in  the 
week  was  30 '001  in.  The  mean  temperature  of  the  week  was  39 '8°,  which  is 
rather  below  the  average  of  the  same  week  in  38  years.  The  mean  dew  point 
emperature  was  38  ‘  0°. 


The  closing  of  the  Burial  Grounds  in  the  Metropolis. 

Besides  the  drainage  of  the  soil,  the  removal  of  dirt,  and  the  adequate  supply 
of  pure  waters — of  living  waters,  as  they  have  been  well  called — the  entire  cessation 
of  the  burial  of  the  dead  in  churches  and  churchyards  in  towns  is  an  indispensable 
sanatory  measure.  The  execution  of  this  delicate  and  important  measure  has  been 
entrusted  by  the  Secretary  of  State  to  Dr.  Sutherland ;  and  the  following  state¬ 
ment  shows  that  it  has  been  prosecuted  with  no  ordinary  activity  and  success  in  the 
metropolis.  The  parochial  authorities,  in  the  absence  of  municipal  institutions, 
will,  we  may  hope,  be  equally  alert  in  providing  quiet  and  cheap  burial  grounds, 
easily  accessible  by  the  railways,  for  all  classes  of  the  community.  The  heavy 
tribute  of  death  is  gathered  every  week,  and  its  pressure  upon  the  poor  will  be 
much  lightened  by  judicious  arrangements. 

1st.  Nearly  every  vault  under  churches  and  chapels  has  been  or  is  under  order 
for  closing. 
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2d.  Burials  have  been  prohibited  within  every  church  and  chapel  where  they 
are  known  to  have  taken  place. 

3d.  181  burial  grounds,  parochial  or  private,  have  been  closed,  or  are  under 
order  for  closing  immediately . 

4th.  61  parochial  or  private  burial  grounds  are  under  notice  or  order  for 
closing  within  a  limited  period,  almost  all  within  a  few  months. 

5th.  16  burial  grounds  are  partially  closed,  all  the  interments,  except  those  in 
private  vaults  and  graves  being  prohibited. 

6th.  13  burial  grounds  are  closed  under  conditions  for  the  protection  of  the 
public  health. 

Lastly,  Nearly  all  the  remaining  grounds  within  the  metropolitan  districts  are 
uow  under  inquiry. 

London  Water  Supply. 

The  following  is  an  extract  from  a  letter  which  the  Registrar  General  has 
received  from  Mr.  Pitt,  the  Registrar  of  Rotherhithe  : — 

“  I  consider  Mr.  Morris’s  description  of  the  part  of  the  parish  through  which  the  pipes  of  the 
Kent  Water  Company  were  laid  in  1849  is  in  the  main  correct.  For  though  the  Company  had 
entered  the  parish  the  water  was  but  partially  taken  by  the  inhabitants  up  to  the  time  of  the  fearful 
visitation  in  the  above  year. 

“  With  respect  to  the  deaths  in  1849  they  were  certainly  more  numerous  in  the  district  now 
generally  supplied  by  the  Kent  Company  than  in  any  other  part  of  the  parish.  I  only  need  men¬ 
tion  Charlotte-row,  Ram-alley,  and  Silver-street,  places  where  the  scourge  fell  with  tremendous 
severity. 

“  Among  the  recent  cases  of  cholera  not  one  has  occurred  in  the  district  supplied  by  the  Kent 
Water  Company. 

“  The  parish  of  Rotherhithe  has  been  badly  supplied  with  water  for  many  ages  past.  The  people 
drank  from  old  wells,  old  pumps ,  open  ditches,  and  the  muddy  stream  of  the  Thames .” 

In  1 848-9  the  mortality  from  cholera  in  Rotherhithe  was  higher  than  it  was  in  any 
other  district  of  London.  This  is  quite  in  conformity  with  the  general  rule,  that 
when  cholera  prevails  it  is  most  fatal' where  the  waters  are  most  impure.

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Meteorological  Observations. 
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HEALTH  OF  LONDON  DURING  THE  WEEK. 

In  the  week  that  ended  on  Saturday  the  total  number  of  deaths  registered  in 
London  was  1358.  Increased  coldness  of  the  weather  has  acted  unfavourably  on 
the  public  health  during  recent  weeks,  and  the  present  Return  shows  that  its 
effect,  an  advanced  rate  of  mortality,  has  not  abated. 

In  the  ten  weeks  corresponding  to  last  week  of  the  years  1843-52,  the  average 
number  of  deaths  was  1210,  which  if  raised  in  proportion  to  increase  of  population, 
becomes  1331.  The  1358  deaths  of  last  week  show  an  excess  of  27  on  the 
calculated  amount. 

Zymotic  diseases  are  in  the  aggregate  scarcely  more  fatal  than  usual,  but  the 
mortality  of  hooping-cough  is  high,  64  children  having  died  from  it.  Small-pox 
was  fatal  in  only  3  cases,  measles  in  39,  scarlatina  in  33,  croup  in  10,  typhus  in 
56,  diarrhoea  in  27.  The  number  of  deaths  from  cholera  was  11. 

Fatal  cases  arising  from  diseases  of  the  respiratory  organs  amount  to  319,  whilst 
the  corrected  average  of  ten  corresponding  weeks  is  299.  In  this  class  bronchitis 
was  most  fatal,  numbering  163  ;  pneumonia  carried  off  121  persons,  nearly  all 
children,  asthma  20,  laryngitis  4.  The  deaths  from  phthisis  were  144.

St.  George,  Hanover  Square  ;  Hanover-square. — At  1  Pollen-street,  on  9th  December,  the 
the  daughter  of  a  coffee-house  keeper,  aged  4  weeks,  “  English  cholera.” 

Westminster;  St.  Margaret. — At  the  Westminster  Hospital,  ou  12tli  December,  a  labourer, 
aged  53  years,  “  bronchitis,  choleric  diarrhoea  (4  days).” 


Nortii  Districts.  Population  490396.  Deaths  from  cholera  1 . 

Islington;  West. — At  London  Fever  Hospital,  on  12th  December,  a  married  woman,  an  ironer, 
aged  35  years,  “  cholera,  primary  symptoms  (6  days),  collapse  (about  12  hours).”  In  hospital  10 
hours.  Mr.  Watts,  the  Registrar,  states  : — “  She  was  admitted  as  a  tramp  into  Islington  Workhouse 
on  the  previous  evening,  suffering  from  diarrhoea ;  the  resident  medical  officer  prescribed,  when  on 
the  following  morning  extremities  became  blue  and  cold,  tongue  blue,  eye's  sunk,  pulse  almost  imper¬ 
ceptible  ;  stimulants  were  administered ;  at  about  1  p.m.  collapse  occurred.  She  was  immediately 
conveyed  to  London  Fever  Hospital,  which  has  appropriated  some  wards  for  cholera  cases ;  she  was 
then  blue  and  pulseless  ;  on  means  being  used  pulse  returned  for  a  short  period,  but  patient  speedily 
relapsed,  from  which  she  never  recovered,  and  expired  at  12  the  same  night.”

— On  board  the  American  Barque  “  Brunette,”  lying  in  the  West  India  Dock, 
on  12th  December,  a  mariner,  aged  30  years,  “diarrhoea  (6  hours),  cholera  (8  hours).”

Bermondsey*  ;  St.  James. — At  3  Nutkin’s-corner,  on  9th  December,  the  widow  of  a  painter,  aged 
85  years,  “cholera  (12  hours  from  commencement).” 

Greenwich;  St.  Paul,  Deptford. — At  20  Stanhope-street,  on  15th  December,  the  widow  of  a 
shoemaker,  aged  00  years,  “  cholera  (3  days),  diarrhoea  (a  month).” 


The  following  cases  are  selected  from  the  Returns  : — At  the  London  Hospital,  on 
10th  December,  a  male  pauper,  aged  15  years,  from  Spitalfields,  died  of  “  gangrene 
of  the  feet  from  exposure,  tetanus  (30  hours).”  At  Kennington,  a  boy,  aged  7 
months,  died  from  a  piece  of  bone  becoming  lodged  in  the  windpipe.  Tracheotomy 
was  performed.  At  3  Ravensbourne-terracc,  Lewisham,  on  12th  December,  an 
engineer,  aged  23  years,  died  of  “  dotliinenteria  (18  days),  rupture  of  intestine, 
peritonitis  (3  days).”  In  the  sub-district  of  St.  John,  Marylebone,  at  28  North 
Bank,  on  16tli  December,  a  retired  cheesemonger,  died  of  “  old  age,”  haY*ing 
attained  his  hundredth  year  on  the  day  previous  to  his  death.  Mr.  Ancell,  the 
medical  attendant,  writes  as  follows  : — *■  Mr.  Rose,  the  deceased,  was  born  in  the 
county  town  of  Nairn,  N.  Britain  ;  had  general  good  health  ;  came  from  Scotland 
at  22  or  23  years  of  age  ;  and  made  his  own  way  in  the  world.  He  was  a  trades¬ 
man  in  the  Strand  about  54  years,  and  had  retired  from  business  17^  years,  during 
the  last  16  of  which  he  resided  in  North  Bank,  Regent’s  Park.  "When  in  business 
he  very  rarely  took  any  recreation,  beyond  a  walk  in  the  country  on  a  Sunday 
aft  :rnoon.  His  faculties  w*ere  wandering  only  for  a  day  or  two  before  his  death. 
G  adually  increasing  feebleness  of  circulation,  with  failure  of  the  digestive 
functions,  preceded  the  final  break  up.  He  was  always  a  sober  man,  an  early  riser, 
and  lived  very  plainly.” 

Last  week  the  births  of  771  boys  and  786  girls,  in  all  1557  children,  Yvere 
registered  in  London.  In  the  eight  corresponding  weeks  of  the  years  1845-52  the 
average  number  was  1413. 

At  the  Royal  Observatory,  Greenwich,  the  mean  height  of  the  barometer  in  the 
week  was  29 '51 2  in.  The  mean  temperature  of  the  Yveek  was  32 ‘7°,  which  is 
7 '3°  below  the  average  of  the  same  Yveek  in  38  years.  On  Friday,  “a  painfully 
cold  day,”  the  mean  daily  temperature  fell  13°  below  the  average  of  the  same  day  ; 
and  on  four  other  days  it  was  8°  or  9°  below  it.  The  mean  dew-point  temperature 
was  29 ’4°.  The  Yvind  blew  for  the  most  part  from  the  north-east.

HEALTH  OF  LONDON  DURING  THE  WEEK. 

In  the  week  that  ended  on  Saturday  1 399  deaths  were  registered  in  the  metro¬ 
politan  districts.  The  increase  arises  from  two  causes  :  the  rate  of  mortality  lias 
been  raised  by  the  coldness  of  the  weather ;  and  .more  than  a  due  proportion  of 
inquests  are  included  in  the  Return,  such  cases  having  accumulated  during  the 
quarter  without  the  Coroner’s  signature,  which  is  necessary  to  complete  the 
registration. 

In  the  ten  corresponding  weeks  of  the  years  1843-52,  the  average  number  of 
deaths  was  1124,  which  if  raised  in  proportion  to  increase  of  population,  becomes 
1236.  The  Return  of  last  week,  therefore,  exhibits  an  excess  on  the  estimated 
amount. 

In  the  Table  of  Fatal  Causes,  the  deaths  arc  spread  over  the  various  diseases 
in  proportions  not  varying  much  from  those  of  the  preceding  week  in  which  1358 
deaths  were  registered.  Last  week  316  were  produced  by  diseases  of  the  respi¬ 
ratory  organs ;  158  were  from  bronchitis,  110  from  pneumonia.  In  the  zymotic 
class,  hooping-cough  which  continues  rather  fatal  numbers  63  cases.  Small-pox 
has  so  far  disappeared  from  London  that  no  deaths  from  it  were  registered  last 
week.  Cholera  was  fatal  in  10  cases,  of  which  the  following  are  the  particulars  : — 

West  Districts.  Population  376427.  Deaths  from  cholera  none. 

North  Districts.  Population  490396.  Deaths  from  cholera  none. 

Central  Districts.  Population  393256.  Deaths  from  cholera  none. 

East  Districts.  Population  485522.  Deaths  from  cholera  7. 

BETnNAL  Green  ;  Hackney  Road. — At  16  Sweet-apple-square,  on  26th  November,  the  wife  of  a 
shoemaker,  aged  23  years,  “  sudden  death  from  cholera.”  (Inquest). 

W iiiteciiapel  ;  Spitaifields. — At  2  Goodwin’s-buildings,  on  18th  December,  the  wife  of  a 
labourer,  aged  30  years,  “  malignant  cholera  ( 1 5  hours).”  The  medical  attendant  remarks  that 
“  in  a  very  small  room  7  persons  sleep  every  night.” 

In  the  same  sub-district,  at  2  Goodwin’s-buildings,  on  20th  December,  a  labourer,  aged  50  years, 
“  malignant  cholera  (12  hours).”  No  premonitory  symptoms.  I\Ir.  Deboos,  the  Registrar  says: — 
“  This  is  the  second  death  from  cholera  within  three  days  in  the  same  house,  which  is  over -crowded 
and  far  from  cleanly.” 

Whitechapel  ;  Mile  End  New  Town.. — At  2  Chicksand-street,  on  19th  December,  the  daughter 
of  a  brass  finisher,  aged  3  months,  “  cholera  (15  hours).” 

St.  George  in  the  East  ;  St.  Paid. — At  13  Ilungerford-street,  on  19th  December,  the  daughter 
of  a  cigar  maker,  aged  one  year,  “  English  cholera  (one  week).” 

Stepney;  Shadwell. — At  9  Seading-street,  Shadwell,  on  17th  December,  the  daughter  of  a  coal- 
whipper,  aged  one  year  and  3  months,  “  diarrhoea  (2  days),  cholera  and  consecutive  fever  (9  days).” 

Stepney;  Mile  End,  Old  Town  Lower. — At  Mile-end  Workhouse,  from  Harris’s  Court,  Ratcliff, 
on  17th  December,  a  coal  labourer,  aged  22  years,  “choleraic  disease.”

South  Districts.  Population  616635.  Deaths  from  cholera  3. 

Newington  ;  Trinity. — At  1  Cole-street  North,  on  9th  October,  the  son  of  a  tailor,  aged  2  years 
and  1 1  months,  “  natural  Asiatic  cholera  maligna.”  Post  Mort.  Inquest 

In  same  sub-district,  at  the  county  gaol,  on  8th  November,  a  single  woman,  aged  about  30  years, 
“  natural  malignant  cholera.”  Inquest. 

Greenwich  ;  Greenwich  West. — -At  the  Dreadnought  Hospital  Ship,  on  17th  December,  a  ship- 
boy,  aged  12  years,  “  cholera,  2  days.” 


At  2  Cottage-place,  South  Lambeth,  on  19th  December,  the  daughter  of  a  school¬ 
master,  aged  3  years,  died  of  “  pertussis  (9  days),  pneumonia  both  lungs  (2  days).” 
The  medical  attendant  describes  the  house  drainage  as  bad. 

In  the  sub-district  of  Charing-cross,  a  boy,  aged  5  months,  died  on  17th  Decem¬ 
ber  of  “  atrophy  from  birth,  convulsions.”  Mr.  Leonard  says  : — “  This  is  one  of  a 
large  class  of  cases,  a  chance  child,  deprived  of  its  natural  nourishment  soon  after 
birth,  that  its  mother  may  go  to  work,  and  given  to  a  nurse,  who  kills  it  with 
improper  food.” 

In  the  sub-district  of  Clapham,  at  1 1  Northumberland-place,  Syham-road,  on  20th 
December,  a  gardener,  aged  55  years,  died  of  “  typhus  produced  by  malaria,  arising 
from  the  neglected  state  of  the  road  there,  which  is  in  Lambeth  parish.  Inquest. 
Mr.  Frost,  the  Registrar,  says  : — “I  send  herewith  a  copy  of  the  evidence  of  the 
medical  officer  given  on  oath  before  the  jury.  I  may  also  state  that  several  repre¬ 
sentations  as  to  the  bad  state  of  this  road  have  been  lately  made  to  the  Lambeth 
authorities  tlu'ough  me,  as  Inspector  of  Nuisances,  but  nothing  has  been  done.  Mr. 
M'Donogh,  surgeon,  deposed  : — “  I  attended  Matthew  Judd,  aged  13  years,  (son 
of  the  deceased  John  Judd,)  about  7  weeks  ago;  he  had  typhus  fever  ;  I  never 
experienced  a  worse  case  of  typhus  fever  ;  it  was  most  severe  ;  it  was  like  an  attack 
of  plague.  He  is  recovering.  Another  boy  was  also  attacked.  The  deceased 
John  Judd,  the  father,  was  taken  ill  of  the  same  disease  I  attended  him  ;  he 
went  on  in  the  usual  way,  until  about  6  days  ago,  when  he  became  worse.  Last 
Sunday  he  lost  a  great  deal  of  blood  by  vomiting,  which  reduced  his  powers  of 
life  to  the  lowest  ebb.  He  died  on  the  20th  instant,  exhausted  from  putrid  typhus 
fever.  It  is  my  opinion  that  he  has  been  positively  poisoned  by  the  state  of  the 
neighbourhood,  the  same  being  injurious  to  the  health  of  the  inhabitants.  The 
bad  state  of  the  road  cannot  be  paralleled  on  this  side  of  London.  The  house  in 
which  the  deceased  died  requires  lime-washing  to  make  it  fit  for  human  habitation. 
I  have  long  made  it  known  to  the  parochial  authorities  of  Lambeth  and  Clapham 
that  I  fully  expected  these  results.  The  road  there  is  in  Lambeth  parish  ;  the  foot¬ 
path  is  in  Clapham.  The  Clapham  side  has  been  attended  to ;  the  Lambeth  portion 
of  the  road  has  been  neglected,  and  has  been  in  its  present  state  for  twenty  years 
to  my  knowledge.  The  road  is  now  in  such  a  neglected  state  as  to  have  pro¬ 
duced  the  death  of  John  Judd.  There  is  a  great  accumulation  of  tilth,  animal  and 
vegetable,  in  the  road,  so  as  to  endanger  the  lives  of  the  inhabitants.  Disease  is 
generated,  which  may  eventually  extend  to  other  neighbourhoods.” 

Last  week  the  births  of  800  boys  and  745  girls,  in  all  1545  children,  were  regis¬ 
tered  in  London.  In  the  eight  corresponding  weeks  of  the  years  1845-52  the 
average  number  was  1267. 

At  the  Royal  Observatory,  Greenwich,  the  mean  height  of  the  barometer  in  the 
v"ek  was  29 '748  in.  The  mean  temperature  of  the  week  was  33' 1°,  which  is 
5 '6°  below  the  average  of  the  same  week  in  38  years.  The  mean  daily  tempe¬ 
rature  was  below  the  average  on  every  day  of  the  week,  and  on  Sunday  and 
M  nday  the  decrease  was  9°.  The  highest  temperature  was  41 '0°,  on  Friday;  the 
est  was  27.0°  on  Monday.  The  highest  and  lowest  on  Saturday  were  36 '3°  and 
7°.  The  mean  dew-point  temperature  was  30 '6°.  The  wind  blew  generally 

in  the  north-east.

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HEALTH  OF  LONDON  DURING  THE  WEEK. 

The  deaths  in  London  registered  in  the  week  that  ended  last  Saturday,  amounted 
to  1656.  Coroners’  cases,  that  have  been  accumulating  for  some  time,  and  are  now 
registered  at  the  end  of  the  quarter  in  unusual  number,  have  partly  contributed 
to  produce  the  excess.  The  mortality  has  been  raised  principally  by  the  severity 
of  the  weather. 

In  the  ten  corresponding  weeks  of  the  years  1843-52,  the  average  number  of 
deaths  was  1160,  which  if  raised  in  proportion  to  increase  of  population,  becomes 
1276.  There  is  an  excess  in  the  number  actually  returned  above  the  calculated 
amount  of  380. 

The  deaths  arising  from  diseases  of  the  respiratory  organs  rose  last  week  to 
347,  while  the  corrected  average  for  corresponding  weeks  is  259  ;  to  bronchitis 
171  are  attributed;  to  pneumonia  118  ;  to  hooping-cough  65.  Ten  deaths  from 
cholera  were  registered  in  the  week,  of  which  the  following  are  the  particulars  : —

Clerkenwell  ;  Pentonville. — At  1  Claremont-place,  on  21st  December,  the  widow  of  a  corn 
merchant,  aged  54  years,  “cholera  (30  hours),  collapse  (10  hours).”  Mr.  Morgan,  the  medical 
man  says  : — “  On  Monday  morning  she  had  spasmodic  pain  and  sickness  which  left  her  at  noon,  but 
the  bowels  were  constipated,  and  to  obtain  relief  she  took  4  oz.  of  castor  oil  without  effect,  and  the 
same  night  a  blue  pill,  the  next  morning  a  black  draught.  Tuesday  at  5  p.m.  the  bowels  began  to 
operate,  and  continued  to  do  so  violently  imtil  2  p.m.  On  Wednesday,  on  which  day  I  first  saw  her 
at  9  a.m.,  and  found  her  pulseless  at  the  wrist,  hands  and  face  livid,  bowels  acting  involuntarily  ;  no 
vomiting  or  cramps.  She  died  at  9  p.m.  in  spite  of  vigorous  stimulating  and  counter-irritant  treat¬ 
ment.  The  house  in  which  she  has  lived  for  a  year  is  large,  airy,  well-drained,  and  stands  on 
high  ground.  Her  spirits  were  depressed  from  altered  circumstances,  and  she  took  but  little 
animal  food.” 

City  of  London  ;  South. — At  2  Old-fish-street-hill,  on  28th  December,  the  wife  of  a  carman,  aged 
49  years,  “  cholera  (16  hours).”

“  malignant  cholera  (24  hours).”

— At  122  Went  worth-street,  on  26th  December,  a  publican, 
aged  45  years,  “  cholera  (15  hours).” 

— At  2  Sun-court,  Aldgate,  on  23d  December,  a  bricklayer's  labourer, 
aged  40  years,  “  cholera ;  diarrhoea  (3  days).” 

Stepney  ;  Shadwell. — At  8  Olaremont-square,  on  27th  December,  the  wife  of  a  labourer,  aged 
60  years,  “diarrhoea  (one  day),  cholera  (18  hours).” 

Stepney-  ;  Limehouse. — At  40  Ropemakers-fields,  on  1st  November,  a  bricklayer,  aged  54  years, 
“  natural  death,  sudden,  from  cholera.” 

In  the  same  sub-district,  at  Regents-canal-basin,  on  28th  November,  the  mate  of  a  ship,  aged 
33  years,  “found  dead,  cholera  (12  hours).” 

Poplar  ;  Bow. — At  Old  Ford  Lane,  on  7th  October,  the  daughter  of  a  labourer,  aged  13  years, 
“  cholera.”  Inquest. 

South  Districts.  Population  616635.  Deaths  from  cholera  1. 

Greenwich  ;  Greenwich  East. — At  the  Union  Workhouse,  on  31st  October,  a  labourer,  aged  28 
years,  “cholera  (18  hours).”  Inquest. 


T wo  centenarians  paid  the  debt  of  nature,  and  were  registered  in  the  week  : — 
On  28th  December,  at  17  Shcrborne-street,  Blandford-square,  the  Yvidow  of  a 
servant,  died  at  the  age  [as  stated]  of  100  years  ;  and  on  23d  December,  at  45 
London-street,  Ratcliffe,  the  widow  of  a  mariner  died,  reported  to  have  arrived  at 
the  extreme  age  of  106.  Mr.  Wells,  the  Registrar,  writes  as  follows  : — “  This  per¬ 
son,  although  at  so  great  an  age,  was  able  to  walk  about  and  come  down  stairs 
alone  until  two  days  before  her  death  ;  she  had  never  suffered  from  any  disease, 
and  never  had  any  medical  attendant  or  taken  any  medicine,  and  retained  all  her 
faculties  to  the  last,  with  the  exception  of  her  sight.  She  was  a  native  of  Scotland, 
but  had  lived  in  London-street  for  the  last  7  years.  Her  youngest  child  now  alive 
is  72,  and  has  children  who  have  also  families.” 

At  10  James-strcet,  Ratcliffe,  on  28tli  December,  the  son  of  a  labourer,  aged  2 
years,  died  of  “  scarlatina,  (3  iveeks),  anasarca  (14  days),  convulsions.”  Mr.  Wells 
states,  that  “  this  is  the  fourth  child  that  has  died  of  the  same  disease  in  the  same 
house  Yvithin  3  weeks.” 

At  86  Brunswick-street,  Haggerstone,  on  25th  December,  an  engine-driver,  aged 
40  years,  was  “  poisoned  by  the  fumes  of  lead,  over-exertion  producing  typhoid 
fever  (7  days).” 

At  2  Margaret-street,  Stamford  Ilill,  on  23d  December,  the  wife  of  a  baker,  aged 
28  years,  died  of  “  childbirth  (20  days),  peritonitis,  (8  days),  diarrhoea  (12  days).” 
The  medical  attendant,  Mr.  Kenny,  states,  that  “  this  ivoman’s  death  was  caused 
more  by  the  stench  of  the  house  Yvhere  she  was  confined  (Abney  Gardens,  West 
Hackney)  than  by  the  peritonitis  resulting  from  her  confinement.  A  most  in¬ 
tolerable  stench  rises  from  a  drain  or  cesspool  under  the  floor,  into  which  run  the 
sweepings  of  a  butcher’s  slaughter-house.  The  house  is  unfit  for  human  habitation. 
The  deceased  was  only  removed  a  feiv  minutes  to  Stamford  Hill,  when  she 
expired.” 

La-  week  the  births  of  791  boys  and  775  girls,  in  all  1566  children,  Yvere 
regi-  red  in  London.  In  the  eight  corresponding  YY-eeks  of  the  years  1845-52  the 
average  number  Yvas  1299. 

At  the  Royal  Observatory,  Greemvich,  the  mean  height  of  the  barometer  in  the 
week  Yvas  29 ’835  in.  The  mean  temperature  of  the  week  was  29°,  which  is  8 ’4° 
beloYv  the  average  of  the  same  week  in  38  years.  On  Thursday  the  air  Yvas  coldest ; 
and  on  that  day  the  highest  temperature  Yvas  only  31*5°,  the  lowest  18°,  and  the 
mean  24 ■  1°,  Yvliich  is  13 ‘2°  below  the  average.  On  Monday  the  mean  was  10"  1° 
beloYv  the  average,  and  on  five  other  days  it  was  from  4°  to  8°  beloYv  it.  The  mean 
dew-point  temperature  was  24 "7°.

This  Return  comprises  the  Births  and  Deaths  registered  by  2190  Registrars  in 
all  the  districts  of  England  during  the  Winter  quarter  ending  March  31st,  1853; 
and  the  Marriages  in  more  than  12000  churches  or  chapels,  about  3373  registered 
places  of  worship  unconnected  with  the  Established  Church,  and  624  Superinten¬ 
dent  Registrars’  offices,  in  the  quarter  that  ended  December  31st,  1832. 

The  Return  of  Marriages  is  not  complete  ;  but  the  defects  are  inconsiderable,  and 
approximative  numbers  have  been  supplied  from  the  records  of  previous  years. 

The  marriages  in  the  last  quarter,  and  in  the  whole  of  the  year  1832,  have 
greatly  exceeded  in  number  those  of  any  previous  return  ;  and  this  increase  of 
families,  confirming  other  accounts,  implies  that  the  condition  of  the  great  body  of 
the  people  is  prosperous.  But  the  prosperity  of  a  nation  is  sometimes  overpowered 
by  death,  and  it  lias  happened  that  the  mortality  at  the  close  of  the  year  1832,  as 
well  as  in  the  winter  of  the  present  year,  has,  notwithstanding  the  activity  of  trade, 
been  unusually  high,  through  the  inclemency  of  the  season,  the  prevalence  of 
epidemics,  and  perhaps  the  partial  destruction  of  the  potato  crop.

MARRIAGES. 

94416  persons  were  married  in  the  last  quarter  of  the  year  1852,  the  three  months 
after  harvest,  the  Christmas  quarter,  in  which,  according  to  the  customs  of  England, 
the  greatest  number  of  weddings  are  celebrated.  This  number,  however,  exceeds 
the  numbers  in  the  corresponding  quarter  of  any  previous  year  ;  and  if  the  whole 
year  is  taken,  it  shows  a  proportional  excess.  There  were  158439  marriages  in  the 
year  1852,  153740  in  1851,  and,  only  ten  years  ago,  118825  in  the  year  1842.  The 
marriages  in  the  five  years  1838-42  were  605219,  in  the  five  years  1848-52  they 
were  745030.  The  marriages  in  England  from  1843  to  1852  were  at  such  a  rate 
that  1  in  60  people  married  annually  ;  the  proportion  in  1852  was  1  in  57  ;  while 
in  the  last  quarter  of  the  year  1852  it  was  1  in  48.  The  increase  is  greatest  in 
London,  where  7101  marriages  took  place  in  the  last  quarter  of  1852.  The  increase 
in  the  other  divisions  is  less  remarkable ;  and  in  the  South  Midland,  as  well  as  the 
Eastern  Counties,  the  rate  of  marriages  was  below  the  average. 

BIRTHS. 

161598  births  were  registered  in  the  quarter  ending  March  31st,  1853.  The 
number  is  slightly  less  than  the  number  registered  in  the  corresponding  quarter  of 
the  year  1852,  but  in  excess  of  the  number  registered  in  the  winters  of  any 
previous  years.  The  greatest  number  of  births  is  registered  generally  in  the 
spring,  but  in  1852  it  happened  exceptionally  that  the  births  in  the  winter 
exceeded  the  births  in  the  spring  quarter.  The  annual  proportion  of  births  since 
1843  has  been  1  in  30 ;  in  the  winter  quarter  the  average  rate  is  1  in  29  ;  in  the 
winter  quarter  of  the  present  year  it  has  been  1  in  28. 

INCREASE  OF  POPULATION. 

As  the  births  registered  in  the  winter  quarter  were  161598,  and  the  deaths 
118241,  the  natural  increase  of  which  we  have  an  account  is  43357.  The  natural

of  England  there  were  798  marriages,  3249  births,  2307  deaths  registered — The  annual  rates  of  marriage  in  each  of  the 
4  quarters  were  *661,  '805,  *755,  and  *961  per  cent. ;  the  rates  of  death  2‘794,  2*313,  2*005,  and  2*108  per  cent.  In  reading 
the  population  on  the  first  line  add  3  ciphers  (000).

The  tide  of  emigration 
still  rolls  on,  and  in  the  winter  57729  persons  left  the  ports  of  the  United  Kingdom 
at  which  there  are  Government  Emigration  Agents.*  43493  emigrants  sailed  from 
Liverpool,  7249  from  London,  and  2129  from  Plymouth  ;  but  it  must  be  borne  in 
mind  that  a  large  number  of  the  emigrants  from  Liverpool  are  Irish,  who  resort 
to  that  port  for  the  convenience  of  embarkation. 


The  price  of  provisions  has  still  further  advanced  ;  wheat,  which  in  the  winter 
quarter  of  1852  was  40s.  10 d.,  is  in  the  present  season  45s.  7 d.  ;  beef,  by  the 
carcase,  at  Leadenhall  and  Newgate  markets  has  risen  from  4 \d.  to  4-^rf.  a  pound  ; 
mutton,  from  4|<Z.  to  5|c?.  a  pound ;  and  potatoes  (York  regents),  which  were  70s. 
in  the  winter  of  1852,  are  127s.  6d.  a  ton  in  the  winter  of  1853  ;  a  price  which,  it  is 
to  be  feared,  places  this  esculent  beyond  the  reach  of  many  poor  families.  It  may  be 
here  stated,  that  the  potato  cannot  be  replaced  by  bread,  beans,  or  pease  alone, 
and  that  in  its  absence  an  extra  allowance  of  fruit,  green  vegetables,  or  herbs  is 
required.  Scurvy,  in  consequence  of  the  neglect  of  this  precaution,  prevailed 
extensively  in  the  spring  of  the  year  1847,  after  the  first  great  destruction  of  the 
potato  crop.

STATE  OF  THE  PUBLIC  HEALTH. 

118241  deaths  have  been  registered  in  the  first  three  months  of  the  present  year, 
a  number  exceeding  by  11559  the  deaths  in  the  winter  quarter  of  1852,  and  by

still  more  the  deaths  in  any  previous  winter,  except  the  winters  of  1847  and  1848, 
when  influenza  and  cholera  prevailed.  The  annual  mortality  in  England  has, 
within  the  last  10  years,  been  at  the  rate  of  2*252  per  cent.  ;  on  an  average  of  the 
10  winter  quarters  the  rate  has  been  2*467  per  cent. ;  in  the  winter  of  the  present 
year  2*620  per  cent.  The  annual  rate  of  mortality  was  raised  in  both  the  town 
and  the  country  ;  in  117  districts,  comprising  the  chief  towns,  from  2  *759  to  2*888 
per  cent. ;  in  507  country  and  small  town  districts,  from  2*246  to  2*397  Per  cent- 
The  ratio  is  increased  by  the  season  more  in  the  country  than  it  is  in  the  towns  ; 
which,  however,  still  maintained  their  fatal  pre-eminence,  destroying  by  their  dirt 
and  imperfect  sanatory  arrangements,  out  of  the  same  population,  5  lives  to  every 
4  who  die  in  the  open  country. 

Small-pox,  scarlatina,  typhus,  influenza,  or  bronchitis  have  prevailed  in  many 
places,  and  are  the  proximate  causes  of  the  excessive  mortality. 

The  excess  of  mortality  has  been  general,  but  it  has  been  greatest  in  the 
South-western  Division  (V.),  in  the  Division  (VI.)  on  the  Severn,  in  Wales,  and  in 
Lancashire  :  on  the  whole,  the  western  side  of  the  island  appears  to  have  sustained 
the  heaviest  losses. 

Loxdox  lias  latterly  been  unusually  unhealthy,  but  the  excess  of  deaths  is  chiefly 
referable  to  the  depression  of  the  temperature  in  February  and  March  ;  and  in  the 
13  weeks  the  deaths,  allowing  for  increase  of  population,  have  not  exceeded  the 
numbers  in  the  winter  quarters  of  1849  and  1851.  Of  the  zymotic  class  of  diseases, 
scarlatina  (574),  hooping-cough  (702),  and  typhus  (66 2),  were  the  most  fatal. 
Consumption  has  been  unusually  fatal,  and  the  deaths  were  1872  to  1630  in  the 
winter  quarters  of  1849.  Bronchitis  was  fatal  to  a  greater  number  of  persons 
(1880)  than  consumption,  or  to  600  more  than  died  of  that  disease  in  the  winter 
quarter  of  1849,  1850.  Carbuncle  has  been  unusually  fatal;  the  deaths  in  the  last 
five  winter  quarters  have  been  1,  2,  3,  17,  20.  There  is  no  decline  in  the  deaths 
from  delirium  tremens,  or  intemperance,  or  poison.  The  deaths  by  fractures  and 
contusions  exhibited  a  remarkable  increase  ;  they  have  been  in  the  five  last  winter 
quarters  114,  139,  163,  161,  and  18 1. 

In  the  South  Eastern  Division  (II.)  the  most  remarkable  feature  is  the  high 
mortality  in  Croydon.  The  deaths  in  this  district  from  all  causes  in  the  winter 
quarter  were  275  ;  while  in  the  four  previous  winter  quarters  they  were  194,  155, 
139,  and  144.  The  Registrar  in  his  note  simply  states,  that  fever  caused  the 
increase  of  deaths,  and  that  it  has  now  happily  subsided.  No  further  notice  is

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here  necessary,  as  the  disease  has  been  the  subject  of  investigation  by  able  sanatory 
inquirers  appointed  by  Her  Majesty’s  Government.  Fever  has  also  prevailed  at 
Brenchley  in  the  Tunbridge  District,  and  at  Fawley  in  the  New  Forest. 

In  the  South  Midland  Division,  Hatfield,  Chesham,  Wendover,  Waddesdon, 
Leckhampstead,  Henley,  Towcester,  Bedford,  Wisbeach,  and  Ely,  have  experienced 
a  higher  mortality  than  the  average,  chiefly  from  fever  or  bronchitis  ;  at  the 
present  time  there  are  several  bad  cases  of  fever  in  Daventry.  Romsey,  in  Hun¬ 
tingdon,  has  suffered  from  intermittent  and  other  fevers,  from  erysipelas,  and  from 
boils.  The  registrar  of  Luton,  the  seat  of  the  straw-plait  works,  says,  the  population 
has  increased  by  2000  persons  since  1851. 

In  the  Eastern  Division  influenza  has  prevailed  in  a  part  of  the  Maldon 
district;  mumps  in  Coggesliall  ;  typhus  in  Dunmow;  fever  in  parishes  of  Stow; 
small-pox  in  several  districts  of  Norfolk.  I11  Rougham  typhus  lias  prevailed;  it 
is  in  a  low  damp  district,  and  “  the  dwellings  are  little  better  than  pigsties  or 
“  hovels.” 

In  the  South  Western  Division  a  fever  nearly  as  fatal  as  the  Croydon  fever 
broke  out  at  Longbridge  Deverill  (Warminster),  where  the  deaths  in  three  months, 
without  including  those  in  other  parts  of  the  sub-district,  were  27.  The  ravages  of 
the  fever,  it  is  said,  were  confined  to  the  space  of  too  yards  square.  Small-pox 
has  prevailed  in  Exeter  and  the  surrounding  districts,  where,  by  the  cruel  negli¬ 
gence  and  ignorance  of  their  parents,  the  lives  of  many  children  are  sacrificed. 
The  increased,  mining  operations  and  the  increase  of  population  in  Cornwall  are 
referred  to  by  the  registrars.  Cornwall  as  well  as  Somersetshire  has  suffered  from 
scarlatina  and  small-pox. 

The  deaths  in  the  West  Midland  Division  (VI.)  were  14832,  a  number  con¬ 
siderably  exceeding  the  average.  Small-pox  was  fatal  to  many  children  in  Bristol. 
Typhus  was  fatal  in  Albrigliton,  in  Shropshire,  and  in  Wem,  where  the  disease  was 
in  one  case  communicated  to  the  family  by  a  child  returning  from  service  after  an 
attack  of  fever,  which  resulted  in  the  death  of  the  father  and  2  children. 

The  Registrar  of  St.  Mary,  Shrewsbury,  where  the  deaths  exceeded  the  births 
registered,  states,  that  there  has  been  much  sickness  during  the  quarter,  partly 
from  damp  and  floods  and  partly  from  the  want  of  better  sanatory  regulations. 
“  The  nuisance  (he  says)  in  this  district  by  the  dye-waste  water  running  from  the 
“  thread  manufactory  into  the  Shrewsbury  Canal,  a  stagnant  water,  causing  an 
“  offensive  and  abominable  stench,  is  very  injurious  to  the  health  of  a  dense  and 
“  complaining  population.  It  is,  however,  gratifying  to  add,  that  the  authorities 
“  are  taking  up  this  and  other  nuisances  in  order  to  their  removal.” 

Fever  and  scarlatina  and  bronchitis  have  been  fatal  in  several  districts  of  Staf¬ 
fordshire,  Worcestershire,  and  Warwickshire.  The  Registrar  of  Holy  Trinity, 
Coventry,  has  the  following  remarks  on  the  inefficiency  of  the  medical  attendance 
on  the  poor  :  “Although  out  of  the  106  deaths  78  are  entered  as  ‘certified,’  there 
“  is  reason  to  believe  that  comparatively  very  few  of  these  received  any  systematic 
“  medical  treatment,  but  that  the  certificates  were  obtained  from  professional  men 
“  whose  attention  had  been  called  to  the  cases  almost  at  the  last  moment,  when 
“  death  appeared  to  be  inevitable.  During  this  quarter  I  have  registered  the  births 
“of  11  illegitimate  children,  and  10  deaths  of  the  same  class.” 

In  the  North  Midland  Division  (VII.)  the  mortality  has  been  considerably  above 
the  average  in  Ashby,  Lincoln,  Spilsby,  Basford,  Nottingham,  Southwell,  Belper,  and 
Bakewell,  and  chiefly  from  scarlatina,  fever,  and  small-pox.  Fever  has  been  very 
prevalent  in  several  villages  round  Lincoln,  and  in  Lincoln  would,  probably,  have 
been  more  fatal  had  it  not  been  for  the  improved  condition  of  the  labouring  classes 
and  the  effective  drainage  of  the  country. 

In  the  North-Western  Division  (VIII.)  the  mortality  of  Liverpool  was  high, 
but  not  so  high  as  in  previous  years  ;  the  mortality  of  Manchester  was  above  its 
average,  so  was  that  of  Bolton,  Blackburn,  and  Preston. 
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The  Registrar  of  St.  George,  Liverpool,  says :  “  There  has  been  a  continued  current 
“  of  emigration  flowing  through  the  town  from  various  parts  to  distant  shores, 
“  hut  the  numbers  of  births  and  deaths  have  not  been  much  affected  thereby.” 

The  Registrar  of  Hulme,  Chorlton,  near  Manchester,  adverting  to  the  rapid 
growth  of  the  population,  says  :  “  Former  years,  however,  hear  little  comparison  with 
“ .  the  last,  during  which  many  new  entire  streets  have  been  formed,  acres  covered, 
“  and  almost  every  vacant  space  built  upon ;  still  the  houses  are  occupied  almost 
“  before  finished  or  fit  for  habitation.  This  indicates  a  very  prosperous  condition 
“  of  the  working  classes,  by  whom  these  tenements  are  chiefly  occupied.” 

In  the  York  Division  (IX.)  the  mortality  was  above  the  average  in  Sheffield, 
Selby,  Howden,  Sculcoates,  York  ;  scarlatina,  small-pox,  and  fever  have  been 
prevalent  diseases.  “  Sheffield,”  the  registrar  of  the  south  sub-district  says,  “  is 
“  full  of  strangers,  and  they  are  temporarily  at  least  more  healthy  than  the 
“  indigenous  inhabitants.  The  immigrants  come  from  Lincoln,  Notts,  Northamp- 
“  ton,  Norfolk,  principally,  with  some  from  the  East  Riding  of  York.  Certainly 
“  there  has  been  a  great  improvement  in  diet  within  the  last  few  years.”  The 
Common  Lodging  House  Act  is  said  to  operate  beneficially  in  Sheffield  (West). 

The  health  of  the  Northern  Division  (X.)  was  somewhat  below  the  average. 
The  mortality  in  Hexham,  Morpeth,  Glendale,  Penrith,  and  Cockermouth  exceeded 
the  average  of  those  districts.  The  cold  weather  has  been  severely  felt  ;  scarlatina, 
small-pox,  and  fever  have  prevailed.  In  Southwick  and  Monkwearmouth  offensive 
nuisances  abound. 

Wales  has  experienced  a  high  rate  of  mortality ;  the  deaths  in  the  last  winter 
quarter  (7,853)  exceeded  the  deaths  (6,737)  in  the  winter  quarter  of  1852  by  1,116. 
Small-pox,  scarlatina,  measles,  hooping-cough,  and  fever  have  prevailed  ;  and  the 
cold  weather  has  been  fatal.  Typhus  in  Hope,  Wrexham,  is  ascribed  to  the  neglect 
of  sanatory  measures. 

The  Registrars  of  several  districts  call  attention  to  the  neglect  of  vaccination, 
and  to  the  consequent  mortality  from  small-pox,  although  many  instances  such 
as  the  following  occur,  everywhere  confirming  the  confidence  of  the  medical  pro¬ 
fession  in  the  protection  which  is  furnished  by  efficient  vaccination  : — “  In  several 
“  families,”  says  the  Registrar  of  Basford,  Nottingham,  “  where  the  children  are 
“  numerous,  one  unvaccinated,  a  child,  has  taken  small-pox  and  died  ;  the  other 
“  children,  all  of  whom  had  been  vaccinated,  entirely  escaped  the  disease.  This 
“  I  have  clearly  ascertained  by  repeated  visits  since  the  occurrence  of  the  deaths 
“  in  these  families.” 

The  outbreaks  of  cholera  in  Russia  demand  the  attention  of  the  people  of 
England  ;  and  should  accelerate  all  the  arrangements  for  the  supply  of  pure  water, 
the  drainage  of  towns,  and  the  removal  of  nuisances. 

Some  valuable  observations  by  Mr.  Leigh,  on  the  sanatory  state  of  Manchester, 
will  be  found,  page  45. 

The  disturbed  meteorology  of  the  quarter,  the  high  temperature  of  January,  the 
low  temperature  of  February  and  March,  the  extreme  transitions  of  heat  and  cold, 
the  unusual  falls  of  snow,  the  hail,  the  fogs,  the  thunderstorms,  the  lightning,  the 
zodiacal  lights,  auroras,  solar  halos,  and  lunar  halos  in  England,  the  South  of  Scot¬ 
land,  and  parts  of  Ireland,  are  described  by  Mr.  Glaisher  (page  30)  from  continuous 
observations  made  at  fifty  stations  by  the  enterprise  of  private  observers  (chiefly) 
under  his  assiduous  superintendence.  It  is  difficult  to  overrate  the  value  which 
these  observations  possess  and  will  acquire,  as  the  diseases  of  men,  the  crops  of  the 
agriculturists,  as  well  as  the  health  of  their  herds,  and  many  manufacturing  pro¬ 
cesses,  depend  on  the  state  of  the  weather  to  an  extent  which  has  not  yet  been 
determined.

On  the  Meteorology  of  England,  the  South  of  Scotland,  and  parts  of  Ireland,  during  the  Quarter  ending 
March  31  st,  1853.  By  James  Glaisher,  Esq.,  F.R.S.,  Sec.  of  the  British  Meteorological 
Society. 

The  very  high  temperature  of  the  last  two  months  of  the  preceding  year  continued  till  the  end  of 
January ;  the  daily  temperature  during  this  month  was  frequently  8°  and  90  in  excess,  and  not 
seldom  amounted  to  120,  130,  or  14°.  The  mean  temperature  of  the  month  was  42°- 4,  exceeding 
the  average  of  80  years  by  6°-  7.  The  mean  temperature  of  the  3  months  ending  January  was  46°  •  3, 
being  of  higher  value  than  that  of  any  corresponding  3  months  on  record.  The  nearest  approach 
to  this  value  was  in  1806  and  1807,  when  the  mean  temperature  of  the  same  three  months  was  43°-  6. 
On  February  1st  a  period  of  weather  of  the  opposite  character  suddenly  set  in,  the  daily  temperature 
being  in  defect  on  every  day  till  March  4th  occasionally  to  the  amount  of  1  o°  or  1 2° ;  during  this 
interval  of  time  the  temperature  was  occasionally  very  low,  the  weather  was  exceedingly  severe, 
and  snow  more  or  less  fell  on  every  day.  The  average  defect  of  daily  temperature  for  the  period 
was  5°'4.  From  March  5th  to  March  14th  the  weather  was  mild,  the  average  excess  of  daily 
temperature  was  40 • 2.  On  March  15th  the  weather  again  set  in  with  severity,  snow  fell  on  every 
day  till  the  27th  to  a  considerable  depth  in  some  places,  and  the  defect  of  daily  temperature  to  the 
end  of  the  quarter  amounted  to  6°"  5. 

The  quarter  has  been  remarkable  for  the  extremes  of  heat  and  cold  for  the  season,  and  for  an 
unusual  number  of  days  on  which  snow  has  fallen  in  the  montht  of  FcWiorj  «mi  Moitli. 

The  mean  temperature  of  the  air  at  Greenwich  for  the  quarter  ending  February,  constituting  the 
3  winter  months,  was  41°'  1,  being  3°'  5  above  the  average  of  80  years. 
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Note.— In  reading  this  table  it  will  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  sign  (— )  minus  signifies  below  the  average,  and  that  the  sign 

(+)  plus  signifies  above  the  average.

33.  Typhoid  fever  has  been  epidemic,  which  accounts 
for  the  unusual  number  of  deaths. 

232;  1.  Aylsham  ;  Eynsford. — Births  80  ;  Deaths 
53.  Measles,  from  which  3  deaths  have  occurred, 
has  been  very  prevalent,  but  not  fatal.  2  deaths  from 
typhus. 

233;  1.  St.  Faitii  ;  St.  Faith. — Births  60  ;  Deaths 
35.  Deaths  above  the  average.  Only  5  cases  of 
typhus  were  fatal ;  it  has  considerably  abated. 

234;  4.  Norwich;  Mancroft. — Births  91;  Deaths 
94.  I  have  registered  but  3  fatal  cases  of  small-pox. 
In  some  parts  of  the  city  it  has  manifested  a  tendency 
to  become  epidemic,  particularly  in  the  hamlets  of 
Heigham  and  St.  Stephen.

In  Horningsham,  2 2d  Feb.,  Martha  Adlam,  aged 
24  years,  typhus  5  weeks;  25th  Feb.,  Fred.  Wilkins, 
aged  18  years,  delirium  tremens  from  excitement  in 
militia  training.  Malignant  typhus,  which  was  confined 
to  a  space  not  exceeding  100  yards,  was  very  distress¬ 
ing,  even  to  those  who  only  witnessed  the  sad  effects 
of  it.  A  vestry  meeting  was  called  of  the  inhabitants, 
and  a  fever  house  taken  ;  iron-bedsteads,  bedding,  and 

uuroca  Trcrc  provided,  and  a  patient  was  removed  there 

and  died.  But  the  disease  subsided  at  the  beginning 
of  March,  and  no  fresh  case  has  been  reported  since. 
At  one  period  5  persons  were  ill  at  the  same  time  in 
one  house.

Small-pox  is  and  has  been  verj 
prevalent.  V aceination  is  refused ;  a  few  may  bi 
coaxed  into  the  safety  of  cow-pox,  but  not  many.

Deaths  considerably  above  the  average  0 
corresponding  quarters.  Small-pox  has  been  ven 
prevalent ;  4  deaths  have  been  registered  from  tha 
disease,  without  previous  vaccination.

127.  Deaths  above  the  average.  Small-pox  continue 
to  prevail ;  1 1  deaths  are  due  to  this  disease.

1 13.  The  deaths  are  greatly  in  excess  of  the  average 
3 1  persons  were  the  victims  of  small-pox.  The  neg 
leet  of  or  aversion  to  vaccination  shown  by  the  lowe 
classes  is  truly  deplorable.

46.  We  have  the  small-pox  here,  and  many  death 
have  occurred.

70.  There  has  been  an  increase  in  the  number  0 
births,  owing  to  a  great  many  families  connected  wit) 
the  mining  interest  having  come  into  this  district  ti 
reside. 

304;  3.  Bodmin;  Bodmin. — Births  60  ;  Deaths 64 
The  deaths  are  above  the  average,  1 4  children  havin' 
died  of  small-pox. 

306;  2.  St.  Austell;  St.  Austell. — Births  137 
Deaths  1 1 6.  Scarlatina  and  small-pox  have  prevailed 
and  proved  fatal  in  many  cases,  especially  in  the  parisl 
of  St.  Austell.

49.  Typhus  has  prevailed. 

319;  4.  Yeovil;  Yeovil _ Births  80;  Deaths  72. 

The  deaths  have  been  above  the  average,  8  of  which 
have  arisen  from  fever,  and  several  others  from  the 
severe  state  of  the  weather,  which  has  particularly 
affected  old  and  infirm  persons. 

323;  2.  Wells;  Glastonbury. — Births  84;  Deaths 
66.  The  deaths  are  above  the  average,  on  account  of 
the  prevailing  epidemic  of  scarlatina.  A  few  cases  of 
typhus,  with  2  of  small-pox.

Hooping-cough  has  been  most  prevalent,  and  has 
proved  Altai  in  numerous  cases  to  very  young  children  ; 
and  diseases  of  the  pulmonary  organs  have  been 
especially  fatal  to  persons  of  advanced  age.

quarter  of  1852  by  27.  The  excess  was  caused  by 
diseases  of  the  respiratory  organs.

Deaths  107.  Taking  the  average  of  the  March  quar¬ 
ters  for  the  5  years  from  1848  to  1852,  both  inclusive, 
the  deaths  are  about  16  above  the  average.  The  pre¬ 
valence  of  small  pox  during  January  and  February 
and  the  early  part  of  March  will  fully  explain  the  ex¬ 
cess  of  mortality,  the  deaths  from  that  disease  having 
numbered  18.

1 1  o.  Deaths  above  the  average,  probably  from  the 
very  cold  weather,  which  caused  a  great  mortality 
amongst  the  aged.  Hooping-cough  and  small-pox 
have  also  been  prevalent.

282;  Deaths  18 1.  Small-pox  very  prevalent. 

24.  Shropshire. 

337;  1.  Shiffnal;  Albrighton. — Births  29  ;  Deaths 
36.  The  deaths  are  much  above  the  average ;  typhus 
has  prevailed  very  much  in  Albrighton  parish. 

360;  1.  Shrewsbury  ;  St.  Mary. — Births  83  ; 
Deaths  102.  Births  below  and  deaths  above  the 
average.  Although  epidemic  or  contagious  diseases 
do  not  prevail,  still  there  has  been  a  vast  amount  of 
sickness  amongst  the  lower  classes  during  the  whole  of 
this  quarter,  partly  from  damps  and  floods,  and  partly 
for  the  want  of  better  sanatory  regulations.  It  cannot 
too  strongly  be  reported  that  the  nuisance  prevailing 
in  this  district  by  the  dye-waste  water  running  from 
the  thread  manufactory  into  the  Shrewsbury  Canal, 
a  stagnant  water,  causing  an  offensive  and  abominable 
stench,  is  very  injurious  to  the  health  of  a  dense  and 
complaining  population.

The  deaths  have  been  above  the  average,  which  pro¬ 
bably  arises  from  the  prevalence  of  severe  weather. 
I  have  registered  2  deaths  from  fever.  3  deaths  have 
occurred  in  the  same  house  within  5  weeks  from  that 
disease.  The  disease  was,  I  am  informed,  first  com¬ 
municated  to  the  family  by  a  child  who  had  been  living 
in  service  returning  home  after  having  had  an  attack 
of  fever,  which  has  resulted  in  the  death  of  the  father 
and  2  children.  The  deaths  occurred  in  a  very  healthy 
parish.

Deaths  139.  Scarlatina  has  prevailed  during  the 
quarter.

The  deaths  have  been  above 
the  average.  Scarlatina  has  prevailed  in  the  sub-dis¬ 
trict. 

371;  3.  Stoke-ufon-Trent  ;  Longton. — Births 
176;  Deaths  139.  The  mortality  during  the  last 
month  of  the  quarter  has  been  considerably  above  the 
average,  arising  chiefly  from  an  epidemic  fever  of  an 
influenza  character  prevailing  amongst  children,  in 
which  the  lungs  and  brain  have  been  severely  affected, 
convulsions  having  in  many  instances  supervened,  and 
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proved  fatal.  Bronchitis  has  also  prevailed  amongst 
elderly  people.  The  low  temperature  of  the  season 
may  probably  have  produced  the  increased  sickness, 
although  the  sanatory  arrangements  of  the  town  are 
far  from  being  satisfactory.

Scarlatina  was  very  prevalent  at  the  com¬ 
mencement  of  the  quarter,  but  during  the  late  frost  it 
considerably  abated. 

508;  1.  Sheffield;  West. — Births  156;  Deaths 
126.  Both  the  births  and  deaths  are  below  the 
average.  I  attribute  this  to  the  operation  of  the 
Common  Lodging  House  Act,  a  great  number  of  such 
houses  being  in  my  district.  Previously  to  that  Act  the 
number  of  lodgers  admitted  nightly  was  unlimited. 
The  houses  are  now  licensed  to  admit  only  a  certain 
number,  and  in  most  instances  not  more  than  half  the 
number  before  accommodated ;  in  many  only  a  third. 

508;  3.  Sheffield;  South. — Births  190;  Deaths 

104.  The  number  of  deaths  is  small.  The  respiratory 
organs  have  been,  as  is  usual,  subject  to  much  ik-flam- 
matory  disease.  Measles  and  scarlatina  have  been 
prevalent,  though  not  unusually  fatal.  There  have  also 
been  a  few  cases  of  small-pox,  but  no  death  from  that 
cause.  Sheffield  is  full  of  strangers ;  they  cause  the 
great  increase  of  the  town,  and  are  (temporarily  at 
least)  more  healthy  than  the  indigenous  inhabitants. 

I  expect  that,  when  a  sufficient  number  of  houses  has 
been  prepared  for  them,  the  mortality  of  this  district 
will  be  diminished.  The  immigrants  come  from  Lin¬ 
colnshire,  Notts,  Northamptonshire,  and  Norfolk  prin¬ 
cipally,  with  some  from  the  East  Hiding.  It  is  a 
curious  question  whether  the  marked  increase  of 
urinary  disease  in  Sheffield,  to  which  I  think  the 
medical  gentlemen  will  testify,  is  the  result  of  this 
infusion  of  East  Anglian  blood.  Certainly  there  has 
also  been  a  great  improvement  in  diet  during  the  last 
few  years. 

508;  4.  Sheffield;  Park.— Births  180;  Deaths 

105.  Eight  fatal  cases  of  small-pox. 

509;  2.  Rotherham;  Rotherham. — Births  71; 
Deaths  84.  The  deaths  are  considerably  above  the 
average ;  the  principal  increase  being  from  typhus, 
typhoid  and  low  fever,  which  I  attribute  in  a  great 
measure  to  the  very  defective  state  of  drainage  in 
Rotherham  (all  the  cases  but  one  being  there).  The 
Local  Board  of  Health  are  taking  active  steps  now  to 
have  an  efficient  drainage.  At  the  present  there  is 
not  a  sufficient  fall,  and  the  late  continued  wet  weather 
has  caused  an  accumulation. 

36.  East  Riding. 

517  ;  3.  IIowden  ;  Howden. — Births  81  ;  Deaths  66. 
For  the  excess  in  deaths,  I  may  mention  that  scarlatina 
has  been  prevalent  so  much  that  in  one  township  of 
about  490  inhabitants  1 4  deaths  from  it  have  occurred

522;  3.  Skirlaugii;  Aldbrougli.  —  Births  16; 
Deaths  11.  More  than  one  third  of  the  deaths  are 
from  scarlatina  in  the  small  village  of  West  Newton, 
while  all  the  other  parts  of  the  district  remained  free 
from  the  epidemic. 

524;  2.  Bridlington;  Bridlington. — Births  69; 
Deaths  59.  Scarlatina  has  prevailed. 

37.  North  Riding. 

525  ;  2.  Scarborough  ;  Scarborough. — Births  128  ; 
Deaths  115.  On  those  of  the  corresponding  quarter 
for  1852  there  is  an  increase  of  33  deaths.  There 
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have  been  9  fatal  cases  of  scarlatina,  all  in  children  ; 
22  of  smallpox,  of  these  3  amongst  adults;  2  of 
typhus.  Small-pox,  I  believe,  is  very  much  sub¬ 
siding.  Of  the  22  fatal  cases  I  believe  not  one  of  them 
occurred  to  persons  vaccinated. 

526;  3.  Malton  ;  Mahon. — Births  97;  Deaths  44. 
No  particular  diseases  have  prevailed.  It  is  hoped 
that  the  introduction  and  propagation  of  diseases  will 
be  much  restricted  by  the  common  lodging  houses 
being  subjected  to  the  examination  of  a  medical 
inspector. 

526  ;  5.  Malton;  B aimer. — Births  28  ;  Deaths  27. 
The  deaths  have  been  above  the  average  from  malig¬ 
nant  typhus  in  the  town  of  Sheriff  Hutton  which  has 
proved  fatal  to  9  males  and  6  females. 

527-,  2.  Easing woi.d ;  Easingwold. — Births  44; 
Deaths  42.  Fever  and  influenza  very  general.  In 
some  parts  of  the  district  small-pox  has  prevailed. 
Fatal  cases  of  fever  6,  of  small-pox  2.  The  deaths  are 
above  the  average  of  corresponding  quarters  of  the  last 
5  years. 

534  ;  2.  Northallerton  ;  Northallerton. — Births 
69  ;  Deaths  46.  There  is  a  decrease  of  13  deaths  as 
compared  with  those  of  the  corresponding  quarter  of 
i8q2.  We  have  had  much  sickness  in  this  district ; 
typhus  has  prevailed  more  or  less  during  the  whole 
quarter ;  the  disease  appears  to  be  abating.  The  season 
has  been  fatal  to  the  aged.  Of  the  births,  1 1  are  ille¬ 
gitimate.

Deaths  115.  The  deaths  exceed  the  average,  from 
scarlatina,  bronchitis,  and  consumption.

Typhus  still  prevails,  chiefly  at  Middlesborough,  and 
6  deaths  ensued  from  the  disease. 

545  ;  3.  Durham  ;  St.  Oswald.— Births  123  ;  Deaths 
100.  ‘  Deaths  considerably  above  the  average.  There 
has  been  a  great  deal  of  sickness  during  the  quarter, 
especially  in  the  colliery  population,  which  is  gradually 
increasing,  in  the  township  of  Willington.  There  have 
been  5  fatal  cases  of  small-pox  in  the  above  township 
and  one  in  another  township,  without  previous  vacci¬ 
nation.  Fever,  pneumonia,  bronchitis,  and  hooping- 
cou°h  have  also  been  prevalent  throughout  the  district. 

•  1  E  vsington  ;  Easington. — Births  234 ;  Deaths 
106.  There  have  been  many  ratal  cases  ot  scarlatina 
and  pneumonia  amongst  children,  but  the  district  is  at 
this  present  time  generally  healthy. 

-47  •  2  Houghton-le-String  ;  Hetton-le-Hole — 
Births  ’106  ;  Deaths  58.  There  have  been  5  deaths  from 
fever ;  and  one  from  small-pox,  the  case  of  a  man  23 
years  of  age,  who  had  not  been  vaccinated. 

J  549  ;  5.  Sunderland  ;  Monkwearmouth. — Births 
216;  Deaths  117.  Deaths  17  above  the  average. 
From  fever  13,  measles  3,  small-pox  (not  vaccinated) 
one,  cholera  one,  diarrhoea  2,  croup  2.  The  weather 
has  been  very  severe  ;  cold,  wet,  and  stormy,  with 
much  snow.  "The  houses  of  the  poor  and  the  back 
lanes  are  in  a  very  bad  state.  Indeed  in  many  cases  it 
is  sickening  to  go  into  them,  particularly  in  Southwick 
and  Monkwearmouth  Shore.  Many  of  the  midden- 
steads  and  ash-pits  are  overflowing.

The  deaths  are  considerably  above  the  average.  Co 
tinued  fever  approaching  to  typhus,  and  scarlatin 
have  prevailed  very  much,  and  appear  to  be  the  caus 
of  the  increase.

Tb 
great  increase  has,  to  a  considerable  extent,  doubtle 
resulted  from  the  low  and  wet  temperature  of  tl 
atmosphere  during  the  autumnal  and  winter  seaso 
The  number  of  men  employed  on  the  works  of  tl 
Newport,  Abergavenny,  and  Hereford  Railway  throu' 
this  district  has  tended  to  increase  the  average,  b 
certainly  not  to  anything  like  the  extent  of  the  abo' 
increase.  Typhus  has  done  its  deadly  work  here,  1 
cases  having  been  registered  in  the  quarter,  namel 
those  of  6  adults  and  4  children.  The  births  are  ; 
above  the  average  of  the  last  10  March  quarters,  bi 
this  is  chiefly  attributed  to  the  temporary  increase  : 
population  consequent  on  the  making  of  the  railway. 

578;  5.  Abergavenny;  Aberystruth. — Births  14; 
Deaths  129.  The  deaths  exceed  the  average  by  5 
per  cent.,  chiefly  among  children.  Small-pox  ar 
scarlatina  have  been  very  prevalent. 

579  ;  1.  Pontyfool  ;  Pontypool.  —  Births  197 
Deaths  192.  The  deaths  are  considerably  above  tb 
average,  owing  to  the  prevalence  of  hooping  cong 
and  bronchitis,  from  which  71  deaths  have  occurred. 

580;  2.  Newport;  Newport. — Births  188;  Dead 
148.  Affections  of  the  throat  and  lungs  have  bet 
prevalent,  and  fatal  in  many  cases.  Small-pox  has  coi 
tinued  its  ravages  among  those  who  had  not  availe 
themselves  of  vaccination. 

43.  South  Wales. 

582;  2.  Merthyr  Tydfil;  Lower. — Births  276 
Deaths  241.  Measles  was  fatal  in  21  cases;  froi 
which  partly  the  deaths  show  an  increase. 

584;  1.  Neatii;  Margam. — Births  151;  Dead 
102.  The  return  of  deaths  is  above  the  averag 
Measles  has  been  and  is  prevalent  in  this  district,  bi 
I  have  only  registered  1 1  deaths  in  which  measles  h; 
been  the  primary  disease. 

584  ;  2.  Neath  ;  Neath. — Births  84  ;  Deaths  7, 
The  deaths  are  not  much  on  the  decrease.  Among 
tbem  are  1 1  cases  of  small-pox  ;  none  in  persons  va< 
cinated. 

44.  North  Wales. 

606  ;  2.  Machynlleth  ;  Pennal.  —  Births  29 
Deaths  23.  Measles  and  hooping  cough  have  prt 
vailed  in  the  parish  of  Towyn. 

611  ;  1.  Wrexham;  Hope _ Births  80  ;  Deaths;; 

5  persons  died  of  fever,  and  one  of  small-pox.  Typhu 
prevails  to  a  great  extent  in  this  district,  and  I  shoub 
say  a  great  deal  of  it  is  owing  to  the  neglect  of  prope 
sanatory  arrangements. 

61 1  ;  4.  Wrexham;  Wrexham.  —  Births  129 
Deaths  1 1 7.  Small-pox  is  prevailing  in  the  district 
it  was  fatal  in  3  cases. 

618;  3.  Festiniog  ;  Tremadoc.  — Births  54 
Deaths  45.  Angina  maligna  prevailed  amongst  chil 
dren,  and  caused  an  increase  in  the  deaths. 
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eansgate  Sub-district ;  Manchester.  The  follow¬ 
ing  interesting  Report  on  this  sub-district  by  John 
Leigh,  Esq.,  Registrar,  M.R.C.S.,  was  written  at 
the  end  of  the  September  quarter  185?,  but  was 
omitted  at  the  time  from  want  of  space. 

The  mortality  is  considerably  above  the  average, 
his  has  arisen  from  the  great  extent  to  which  diar- 
oea  has  prevailed,  129  deaths,  or  more  than  a  third  of 
e  whole,  having  taken  place  from  this  disease  alone, 
deed,  I  have  never  known  it  so  rife,  except  during 
e  cholera  years.  I  have  heard  it  described  as 
ideraic  diarrhoea,  but,  with  very  few  exceptions,  I 
ive  seen  nothing  of  that  character  about  it.  The 
arrhoea  that  has  prevailed  in  this  district  has  been 
true  dysentery,  attended  with  copious  discharges  of 
ood  and  muco-purulent  matter,  with  most  distressing 
nesmus,  carrying  off  the  very  young  with  great 
pidity,  and  followed,  in  those  more  advanced  in 
tars,  by  low  fever,  the  patients  having  a  dry  brown 
ngue  and  muttering  delirium.  Not  only  have  the 
ises  been  very  numerous  but  they  were  characterized 
f  a  severity  and  obstinate  resistance  to  treatment 
hick  I  have  seldom  before  seen,  except  when  taken 
irlj-,  -rrlicn  thoy  very  readily  yielded  to  the  ordinary 
eatment. 

The  greatest  difficulty  in  the  management  of  these 
tses  has  arisen  from  the  extreme  ignorance  of  the 
lends  of  the  patients  as  to  what  constitute  proper 
■tides  of  diet,  continued  relapses  taking  place  from 
le  administration  of  improper  substances  as  food,  and 
lis  in  spite  of  the  most  earnest  exhortations  on  the 
art  of  the  medical  attendants.  The  amount  of  this 
jnorance  would  seem  incredible  to  those  unaccustomed 
)  go  amongst  the  sick  poor.  I  will  adduce  an  instance 
liich  only  occurred  a  few  days  ago : — A  woman 
ad  at  intervals  brought  to  me  her  sick  child  suffering 
■om  diarrhoea.  When  the  disease  was  abated  I  eau- 
oned  her  respecting  its  diet,  and  informed  her  what 
ind  of  food  she  should  administer.  In  a  short  time 
le  returned  with  her  child,  which  was  again  the 
abject  of  severe  dysentery.  On  inquiry  I  found  that 
fter  she  had  last  left  me  she  bought  for  the  child  half 
pint  of  porter  and  a  pennyworth  of  pickled  cucumber, 
nd  these  the  child,  which  was  only  3  years  old,  had 
iken. 

Then,  again,  the  absence  of  habits  of  cleanliness 
nd  of  a  due  sense  of  decency,  which  becomes  dis- 
greeably  apparent  during  the  prevalence  of  a  disease 
ke  dysentery,  is  in  the  highest  degree  inimical  to  the 
ealth  of  the  poor.  I  have  found,  as  a  rule,  that  the 
Evacuations,  instead  of  being  at  once  removed  from 
,ie  apartments  of  the  sufferers,  are  placed  under  the 
eds  under  the  very  noses  of  the  patients,  ana  remain 
here  for  hours  till  the  rooms  reek  with  the  nauseous 
ffluvia  ;  and  so  utterly  unconscious  do  the  people  seem 
0  be  of  the  injurious  effect  of  such  negligence,  or  of 
jts  disgusting  nature,  that  no  attempt  is  made  to  re- 
nove  the  noxious  matters  even  on  the  expected  visit 
if  the  medical  attendant.  In  the  majority  of  the 
louses  the  rooms  have  no  thoroughfare  ;  the  door  and 
vindow  are  on  the  same  plane,  and  the  fire-place  in 
lie  adjoining  wall  at  a  right  angle  to  this ;  there  is  no 
ither  opening  in  the  upper  rooms,  and  in  the  lower 
■ooms  the  staircase  is  close  to  the  door,  so  that  there 
s  no  possibility  of  a  current  of  air  sweeping  through 
he  upper  or  the  lower  rooms ;  and  as  the  windows 
ire  seldom  opened  the  air  is  never  very  sweet.  When 
t  is  added  to  this,  that  the  houses  are  badly  drained, 
,'ery  imperfect  communication  being  made  with  the 
arge  street  sewers,  with  which  the  town  is  admirably 


provided,  and  that  the  stench  of  the  retained  matters 
is  almost  at  all  times  perceptible,  it  may  well  be  sup* 
posed  that  the  course  of  sanatory  improvement  must 
not  stop  short  at  the  paving,  sewering,  and  sweeping 
of  streets. 

It  is  within  the  dwellings  of  the  poor,  with  the 
circumstances  that  surround  their  own  persons,  that 
we  shall  soon  have  most  to  do.  Well  paved,  sewered, 
and  swept  streets  are  good,  nay,  necesary  things ; 
intramural  burial  grounds  are  to  be  deprecated,  and 
their  removal  is  earnestly  to  be  desired ;  but  I  have 
found  that  unhealthy  districts  are  not  always  in  the 
vicinity  of  churchyards,  or  crossed  by  ill-paved,  ill- 
drained  streets. 

Air,  water,  food,  and  clothing  are  the  essentials  of 
life,  and  these  must  be  provided  pure  in  order  that 
health  may  subsist.  Bad  water  and  bad  food  being 
taken  into  the  system  by  the  stomach  produce  disease ; 
foul  air  received  into  the  system  by  the  lungs  produces 
disease ;  foul  bodies  and  foul  clothing  vitiate  the 
air,  load  it  with  morbific  matter,  and  render  it  unfit 
for  respiration.  Means  are  now  afforded  in  this  town 
for  the  speedy  removal  of  all  foul  and  effete  matters, 
by  the  construction  of  excellent  street  drains,  and  the 
systematic  removal  of  the  contents  of  ashpits  and 
cesspools ;  an  abundant  supply  of  excellent  and  pure 
water  is  laid  on  throughout  the  town  ;  and  the  great 
requisites  are — efficient  house  drainage,  arrangements 
for  efficient  ventilation,  the  construction  of  water- 
closets  apart  from  the  houses  and  in  connexion  with 
the  street  drains,  and  the  instruction  of  the  people 
themselves  on  the  essential  connexion  between  clean¬ 
liness  and  health. 

Much  has  been  said  and  written,  yet  not  too  much, 
on  the  injurious  effects  of  decomposing  dead  animal 
and  vegetable  matter.  There  is  a  world  of  disease  in 
black  mud,  no  doubt.  Among  the  powers  of  mischief 
none  is  more  active ;  but  at  the  same  time  attention 
has  been  too  little  drawn  to  the  injurious  effects  of  the 
emanations  of  living  bodies.  Some  of  the  most  virulent 
poisons  with  which  we  are  acquainted  are  the  pro¬ 
ducts  of  vital  actions — are  produced  within  the  living 
body ;  such  are  the  poisons  of  small-pox,  scarlatina, 
measles,  plague,  typhus,  and,  there  is  much  reason 
to  think,  of  cholera  also ;  and,  amongst  the  more 
remarkable,  of  influenza  and  hooping-cough. 

The  ultimate  products  of  the  decomposition  of  dead 
matter  are  not  those  which  produce  disease. 

The  carbonic  acid,  carburetted,  sulphuretted,  and 
phospliuretted  hydrogen,  ammonia,  and  other  products 
of  this  decomposition,  are  not  the  agents.  We  do  not 
know  what  the  active  agents  are,  but  we  believe  that 

iney  arc  UfiUiei'S  1U  a  oltuc  ui  tuin^c,  maucto  iu  vac 
act  of  decomposition,  and  capable  of  setting  up  similar 
changes  in  other  bodies  to  those  which  they  are  them¬ 
selves  undergoing,  and  which,  taking  place  in  a  living 
body,  are  inconsistent  with  the  healthy  exercise  of  its 
functions.  From  the  lungs  and  skin  we  give  off 
something  more  than  water  and  carbonic  acid ;  we 
eliminate  matters  the  products  of  vital  actions,  which 
have  themselves  an  organization,  which  are  effete 
bodies  thrown  from  the  system,  like  the  secretion 
of  the  kidneys,  and  other  secretions  or  excretions 
of  effete  matters,  whose  retention  would  be  inju¬ 
rious,  and  the  re-introduction  of  which,  by  the  lungs, 
or  in  any  other  way,  would  be  poisonous.  No  one 
who  has  entered  the  close  and  stifling  bed-rooms, 
crowded  and  ill  ventilated,  of  the  poorer  classes,  but 
must  be  conscious  of  the  presence  of  these  horribly 
offensive  emanations  of  living  bodies.  Once  in  the 
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atmosphere  their  decomposition  begins,  and  it  may  be 
that  in  this  state  it  is  that  they  become  so  offensive. 

If  any  one  should  doubt  the  existence  of  these  mat  • 
ters,  let  him  send  his  own  breath  through  a  quantity 
of  Nordhausen  sulphuric  acid,  or  through  an-hydrous 
sulphuric  acid,  and  he  will  have  a  speedy  evidence,  in 
the  altered  colour  and  character  of  the  acid,  that  he  is 
sending  forth  something  more  than  carbonic  acid  and 
water ;  or  let  the  condensed  vapour  on  the  windows  of 
a  crowded  apartment  be  treated  with  strong  sulphuric 
acid,  and  he  will  have  the  same  evidence  that  organic 
matter  is  present.  The  whole  subject,  it  is  true,  re¬ 
quires  investigating,  hut  we  know  enough  to  be  assured 
of  the  necessity  of  rapidly  removing  such  matters  by 
free  ventilation,  of  preventing  their  accumulation  in 
filthy  clothing,  and  of  frequent  personal  ablution.  But 
it  is  necessary  that  the  people  should  be  educated  to  a 
knowledge  of  these  things,  for,  so  instructed,  they  can 
accomplish  infinitely  more  for  themselves  in  the  way 
of  sanatory  improvement,  than  can  ever  be  effected  for 
them  by  the  most  laudable  efforts  of  governments  or 
corporations.  A  movement  is  now  on  foot  in  Man¬ 
chester  to  accomplish  this.  A  society  for  the  improve¬ 
ment  of  our  sanatory  condition  is  established ;  it 
originated  with  a  very  benevolent  and  indefatigable 
gentleman  connected  with  the  cathedral,  a  clergyman, 
whose  large  heart  and  active  mind  find  exercise  for 
their  instincts  in  the  condition  of  the  poorer  classes  of 
this  great  hive  of  industry.  It  is  proposed  to  visit  the 
dwellings  of  the  poor  throughout  the  town,  to  enter 
into  easy  and  friendly  discourse  with  them,  and  point 
out  to  them  the  requisite  means  by  which  to  render 
their  dwellings  healthy  and  comfortable  ;  to  assist  them, 
if  necessary,  with  means  to  accomplish  this ;  to  give 
familiar  lectures  in  Sunday  Schools  and  other  places 
on  sanatory  matters,  to  be  properly  and  fully  illus¬ 
trated,  so  that  the  reasons  assigned  may  he  understood 
and  the  facts  demonstrated  ;  to  distribute  tracts  written 
in  a  plain  and  intelligible  style,  and  to  suggest  to  the 
corporation  any  improvements  which  it  is  fitting  and 
competent  for  that  body  to  carry  out.  The  bishop  of 
the  diocese  and  the  mayor  of  the  town  are  actively  in 
co-operation,  and  when  the  merchants  of  Manchester 
are  once  convinced  of  the  necessity  of  a  thing,  the 
means  are  not  long  wanting. 

The  establishment  of  the  free  library  will,  I  believe, 
have  an  excellent  influence  in  elevating  the  tastes  and 
feelings  of  the  working  classes.  The  library  of  re¬ 
ference  is  placed  in  the  handsomest  room  in  Manchester, 
and  this  is  the  reading  room.  It  is  indeed  a  noble 
apartment,  and  the  readers  are  surrounded  with  every 
comfort  that  they  can  require  ;  before  entering,  how- 

u  u  —  — -  —  — »-  >>— *-  uua  raves, 

should  this  he  necessary,  and  an  abundant  supply  of 
hot  and  cold  water  is  furnished  for  this  purpose,  and 
every  possible  convenience  for  their  use. 

It  may  well  be  supposed  that  when  men  have  become 
habituated  to  the  comforts  and  cleanliness  of  such  a 
place,  they  will  no  longer  tolerate  a  filthy  and  noisome 
dwelling.  The  number  of  persons,  nearly  all  of  the 
working  class,  visiting  the  library,  is  not  less  than 
2000  per  diem.  I  believe  that  the  moral  effect  of  the 
library  in  this  respect  will  be  not  less  beneficial  than 
that  of  the  intellectual  culture  afforded.  From  the  ioth 
to  the  23d  September  32,000  persons  visited  the  library. 

The  same  benevolent  gentleman  to  whose  labours' I 
have  already  alluded,  impressed  with  the  facts  that 
have  at  various  times  been  published  respecting  the 
high  rate  of  infant  mortality  in  Manchester,  and  be¬ 
lieving,  what  there  can  be  no  doubt  of,  that  to  a  very- 


large  extent  the  causes  producing  this  were  remi 
diable,  carried  out  sometime  ago  a  scheme  for  tl 
establishment  of  public  day  nurseries.  It  met  wit 
extensive  support  and  sympathy ;  an  excellent  buildin 
was  hired,  having  lofty  and  commodious  rooms  ;  the; 
latter  were  thoroughly  ventilated,  the  floors  covere 
with  oil  cloth,  matting,  or  carpet,  and  furnished  wit 
neat  and  clean  cradles  and  bedding.  A  supply  of  mil 
was  provided  also.  The  institution  had  an  adequat 
staff  of  competent  nurses,  governed  by  a  matron  an 
a  medical  officer.  Nothing  could  exceed  in  comfo: 
the  arrangements  made  for  the  poor  children  who; 
welfare  was  contemplated.  It  was  not  intended  b 
this  scheme  to  pauperize  the  people,  or  to  allow  thei 
to  suppose  that  they  were  in  any  way  the  recipients  ( 
a  charity.  A  weekly'  charge  was  therefore  mad 
exactly  equivalent  in  amount  to  that  at  present  paid  t 
the  intemperate  old  women  and  incompetent  girls  wh 
undertake  the  duty  of  nursing  and  dosing  the  childre 
with  laudanum.  For  the  same  cost  the  children  woul 
have  been  well  treated  and  well  cared  for,  and  thou 
sands  of  lives  have  been  saved.  Alas  1  it  was  a  dea 
failure  ;  nothing  could  induce  the  people  to  send  thei 
children.  There  were  some  unconquerable  prejudice 
and  ignorances  to  be  got  rid  of  before  they  woul 
believe  that  it  was  a  scheme  for  their  own  benefit,  an 
that  of  their  offspring,  rather  than  a  means  of  obtain 
ing  over  them  some  undue  influence ;  and  thus  tb 
poor  little  children  go  on  perishing  by  thousand; 
Their  parents  have  yet  to  learn  that  foul  air,  dam 
dwellings,  exposure  to  cold  and  rain,  bad  and  in 
congruous  food,  and  incessant  administration  of  opiate 
are  inconsistent  with  the  health  of  their  offspring 
There  was  only  one  mistake  made  in  the  establish 
ment  of  the  day  nurseries, — we  were  putting  the  cat 
before  the  horse.  We  should  first  have  instructed  th 
people  as  to  the  necessity'  of  the  thing,  and  obtaine 
their  co-operation.  The  great  necessity  of  the  time  i 
education.  It  is  useless  to  offer  people  the  means  c  , 
improving  their  condition  till  they  are  taught  to  se 
and  feel  the  necessity  for  the  improvement.  The  lesso 
has  not  been  thrown  away'  upon  us  ;  and  I  trust  th; 
the  measures  we  are  taking  will  not  be  thrown  awa 
on  those  for  whose  benefit  they'  are  intended. 

The  mortality  from  the  zymotic  class  of  disease 
within  the  quarter  (ending  September  1832)  comprc 
hends  15  deaths  from  scarlatina,  14  from  continue! 
fever,  9  from  measles,  and  one  from  small-pox. 
have  found  that  the  extension  of  these  diseases  is  ver 
much  increased  by  the  exercise  of  a  mistaken  and  ill 
judging  humanity.  The  people  have  a  feeling  that  i 
is  their  duty'  to  visit  their  sick  neighbours,  no  matte 
,v liat  iiic  disease  under  which  they  may  be  labouring 
in  order  to  comfort  and  console  and  to  render  then 
little  services,  and,  generally,  they  take  their  childrei 
with  them  ;  the  latter  of  course  contract  scarlatina 
measles,  &c.,  with  the  poison  of  which  the  atmospheri 
of  the  apartment  is  charged.  When  these  disease 
once  get  into  a  court  or  small  street,  almost  every  chile 
therein  becomes  affected.  There  is  no  want  of  kindly 
feeling  towards  each  other  amongst  the  poor,  but  a  sal 
lack  of  discriminating  knowledge. 

Of  the  356  deaths,  243,  or  rather  more  than  two 
thirds,  were  of  children  under  5  years  of  age;  1140: 
these  were  from  diarrhoea,  84  were  cases  uncertified 
having  had  no  medical  attendance,  and  it  must  not  be 
supposed,  for  the  reasons  mentioned  in  my  last  Re 
port,  that  the  remainder,  though  certified,  fared  muct 
better.

This  Return  comprises  the  Births  and  Deaths  registered  by  2190  Registrars  in 
all  the  districts  of  England  during  the  spring  quarter  ending  June  30th,  1853  ; 
and  the  Marriages  in  12025  churches  or  chapels,  about  3396  registered  places  of 
worship  unconnected  with  tiie  Established  Church,  and  625  Superintendent  Regis¬ 
trars’  offices,  in  the  quarter  that  ended  March  31st,  1853. 

The  Return  of  Marriages  is  not  complete  ;  but  the  defects  are  inconsiderable,  and 
approximative  numbers  have  been  supplied  from  the  records  of  previous  years. 

The  increase  of  marriages  proceeded  at  an  accelerated  rate  through  the  first 
three  months  of  the  year  ;  in  April,  May,  and  June  the  births  of  children  exceeded 
the  average  numbers  of  preceding  spring  quarters,  but  fell  a  few  hundreds  short  of 
the  births  in  the  spring  quarters  of  the  two  previous  years. 

The  spring  in  town  and  country  was  unhealthy  ;  and  the  mortality,  chiefly  owing 
to  the  cold  weather  and  the  scarcity  of  potatoes,  was  considerably  above  the  average.

MARRIAGES. 

35014  marriages  were  celebrated  in  the  first  quarter  of  the  year,  or  2081  more 
than  were  celebrated  in  the  corresponding  quarter  of  1852.  The  unexampled  in¬ 
crease  of  marriages  is  shown  in  the  annexed  Table,  where  it  will  be  observed  that  in 
the  winter  quarters  48894  persons  married  in  1841,  54960  in  1847,  70028  in  1853. 

The  increase  in  the  marriages  is  most  conspicuous  in  London,  in  the  seaports, 
and  in  the  manufacturing  towns ;  in  Northamptonshire,  Devonshire,  Cornwall, 
Gloucestershire,  Shropshire,  Staffordshire,  Worcestershire,  Leicestershire,  Notting¬ 
hamshire,  Cheshire,  Lancashire,  the  West  Riding  of  Yorkshire,  Westmorland,  and 
Monmouthshire  ;  in  Portsmouth,  Plymouth,  Southampton,  Bristol ;  in  Northampton. 
Bath,  Stroud,  Wolverhampton,  Dudley,  Birmingham,  Nottingham,  Chester,  Man¬ 
chester,  Leeds,  Sheffield,  Merthyr  Tydfil.  In  all  the  most  prosperous  districts  of 
the  country  the  marriages  increased.  In  Dover,  in  Brighton,  in  St.  George 
Hanover  Square,  in  several  other  districts,  and  in  the  eastern  counties  the  marriages 
declined. 

BIRTHS. 

The  births  fluctuate  less  than  either  the  marriages  or  the  deaths,  and  in  the  three 
quarters  ending  June  1851-52-53  the  numbers  were  159138,  159136,  and  158718, 
or  nearly  the  same  in  amount,  but  considerably  above  the  average  of  preceding 
years.  The  births,  on  an  average  of  10  spring  quarters,  were  at  the  rate  of 
3 ’428  per  cent.  ;  in  the  last  quarter  ending  June  30th  the  rate  was  3 '507  on  the 
population. 

INCREASE  OP  POPULATION. 

As  the  births  of  158,718  children  and  the  deaths  of  107,861  persons  of  all  ages 
were  registered  in  the  quarter,  a  balance  of  50857  remains  in  favour  of  the  popu-

United  Kingdom  at  which  there  are  Government  Emigration  Agents  ;  78205  to 
the  United  States,  20107  to  British  North  America,  1 7 1 5 2  to  the  Australian 
Colonies,  and  495  to  other  places.  7884  of  the  emigrants  sailed  from  Glasgow 
and  Greenock,  16993  from  Irish  ports,  74646,  including  many  Irish,  from  Liverpool, 
2095  from  Plymouth,  3722  from  Southampton,  and  10619  from  London.*  The 
emigration  from  the  United  Kingdom  has  been  at  the  rate  of  8920  a  week,  equal 
to  the  number  of  inhabitants  in  a  majority  of  the  368  municipal  boroughs  of  Great 
Britain.  In  Scotland  and  Ireland  the  births  and  deaths  of  the  population  are  left 
unregistered,  so  that  it  is  impossible  to  determine  the  rate  of  natural  increase  in 
the  United  Kingdom  ;  but  at  the  rate  prevailing  in  England,  which  it  cannot 
exceed,  the  excess  of  births  over  deaths  would  be  79820,  or  less  by  36139  than 
the  1 15959  emigrants. 


The  price  of  provisions  during  the  quarter  was  considerably  higher  than  the 
ruling  prices  in  the  corresponding  months  of  the  year  1852  ;  wheat  was  sold  on  an 
average  at  44s.  6d.,  a  quarter  ;  beef,  by  the  carcase,  in  London  at  4 j<7.  per  pound  ;

The  price  of 
wheat  was  10  per  cent.,  beef  22  per  cent.,  mutton  31  per  cent.,  potatoes  31  per  cent, 
higher  in  April,  May,  June  1853  than  in  the  corresponding  months  of  1852.  It 
is  evident  that  the  price  of  wheat  bears  no  longer  any  constant  relation  to  the 
price  of  the  other  chief  articles  of  food  consumed  by  the  rich  or  the  poor  ;  and  it 
must  be  considered  a  fortunate  circumstance  that  the  price  of  bread  is  not  now 
likely  to  fluctuate  so  largely  as  the  prices  of  the  more  perishable  articles  with  which 
the  markets  of  England  are  supplied  from  a  comparatively  limited  area. 

STATE  O?  THE  PUBI.IC  HEALTH. 

107,861  deaths  were  registered  in  the  3  months  of  April,  May,  and  June.  This 
number  is  the  highest  that  has  ever  been  registered  before  in  the  corresponding 
season,  and  exceeds  by  7048  the  deaths  in  the  spring  quarter  of  1832.  The  rate  of 
mortality  in  England  is  highest  in  the  winter  (2 '467  percent.),  lowest  in  the 
summer  quarter  (2 ‘129  per  cent.),  while  the  mortality  of  the  spring  quarter 
(2-223)  holds  an  intermediate  rank,  near  the  average  of  the  year.  This  average 
is  exceeded  by  the  present  return,  which  shows  a  mortality  at  the  rate  of  2-383 
per  cent,  per  annum  ;  higher  than  the  rate  in  the  corresponding  quarter  of  every 
year  1843-32,  except  the  spring  quarter  of  1847,  when  the  population  was  infested 
by  scurvy  and  its  attendant  diseases  after  the  great  failure  of  the  potato  crop 
in  1846.  The  rate  of  mortality  was  then  2-306;  in  the  autumn  influenza  broke 
out,  and  cholera  followed  on  its  footsteps  in  1848  and  1849. 

The  mortality  of  the  quarter  was  .above  the  average  both  in  the  town  and  in  the 
country  districts  ;  the  annual  rate  of  mortality  was  2-606  in  1 1 7  districts,  com¬ 
prising  the  chief  towns,  and  2  - 196  per  cent,  in  308  districts,  extending  over  the 
rest  of  the  kingdom. 

The  population  of  England  is,  there  is  reason  to  believe,  collectively  healthier 
than  any  equal  amount  of  population  in  any  other  kingdom;  but  the  rapid  increase 
in  the  proportion  of  the  town  population, — in  which  the  mortality  is  27  per  cent, 
higher  than  it  is  in  the  country,  and  the  sickness,  the  suffering,  the  debility,  the 
physical  degeneracy  of  race  are  in  an  equal  excess, — makes  this  question  of  the  health 
of  towns  and  the  fertilization  of  the  surrounding  fields  one  of  the  great  questions 
of  the  day  demanding  immediate  solution.  It  is  difficult  for  the  imagination  to 
conceive  all  the  beneficent  effects  that  would  flow  from  the  possible  diminution  of

In  London  the  mortality  has  considerably  exceeded  the  average,  and  it  is  chiefly 
due  to  diseases  of  the  respiratory  organs,  typhus,  hooping-cough,  diarrhoea,  and 
violence  of  various  kinds.  12  deaths  were  referred  to  privation,  26  to  poison,  88  to 
burns  and  scalds,  86  to  hanging  and  suffocation,  81  to  drowning,  17 1  to  mechanical 
injuries  of  various  kinds,  33  to  wounds  ;  and  in  nearly  all  these  cases  the  numbers 
exceed  those  returned  in  previous  years.  The  violent  deaths,  including  a  few  from 
intemperance,  want  of  breast-milk,  and  privation,  in  London,  increased  from  1296 
in  1840  to  2140  in  1832  ;  and  in  the  last  quarter  the  excess  in  deaths  from  violence 
alone  over  the  deaths  of  1832  was  13 1.  The  increase  of  steam  vessels,  railways, 
omnibuses,  and  new  mechanical  forces  of  every  kind,  as  well  as  the  obstructions  of 
the  streets,  may  partly  account  for  this  loss  of  life,  as  well  as  for  the  numerous 
injuries  and  mutilations  not  fatal — in  the  battle  of  every  day. 

The  mortality  in  the  South  Eastern  Counties  has  been  above  the  average,  and 
the  greatest  excess  has  occurred  in  Gcdstone,  Croydon,  Bromley,  Dover,  Eastbourne, 
Lewes,  the  Isle  of  Wight,  Alverstoke.  Woking  has  been  unusually  healthy. 
Scarlatina  has  been  rife  in  Sevenoaks,  Maidstone,  and  other  districts. 

In  the  South  Midland  Counties  Wisbeach  continues  to  experience  a  high  rate 
of  mortality;  the  deaths  in  three  months,  out  of  a  population  of  36213,  were 
274.  In  Cambridge,  on  the  other  hand,  the  deaths  out  of  a  population  of  27813 
were  only  no.  Hooping-cough  and  bronchitis  prevailed  at  Wisbeach  ;  while  in 
Cambridge  the  Registrar  reports,  that  “  great  improvements  have  been  made  by 
“  the  local  authorities  in  the  sanatory  arrangements  ;  they  have  been  assisted  very 
“  materially  by  the  reports  and  suggestions  of  the  medical  profession.” 

Romford,  Tendring,  Colchester,  Witliam,  and  Saffron  Walden  in  Essex  ;  Sudbury, 
Thingoe,  and  Stow  in  Suffolk,  experienced  a  high  rate  of  mortality.  Typhus 
has  been  fatal  to  many  persons  in  High  Easter,  Dunmow  ;  in  Downham,  Norfolk, 
ague  and  fever  have  prevailed  ;  in  Norwich  the  mortality  has  not  exceeded,  and 
in  the  whole  county  has  been  below  the  average. 

In  the  South  Western  Counties  the  general  mortality  has  slightly  exceeded 
the  average.  The  typhus  in  Longbridge  Deverill  broke  out  a  second  time  ;  and 
the  deaths  in  the  sub-district  equal  the  births.  In  one  house  the  man,  wife, 
and  6  children  were  all  attacked,  and  one  child,  nine  years  of  age,  died.  At 
Exmoutli  fever  has  prevailed.  In  Whipton,  Heavitree,  small-pox  is  raging  ;  several 
children  are  suffering,  and  2  have  died ;  “  still  the  people  refuse  cow-pox.”  In 
Barnstaple  typhus  and  small-pox  have  prevailed  ;  the  deaths  have  exceeded  the 
births.  The  emigration  from  Redruth  has  been  extensive,  and  the  births  have 
consequently  decreased  ;  in  another  district  of  Cornwall,  Lerrin,  the  Registrar 
says  :  “  The  births  and  deaths  are  much  below  the  average.  Numbers  are  yearly 
“  leaving  this  district  for  other  parts  of  this  country,  or  for  America  and  Australia, 
“  which  is  the  only  explanation  I  can  give  of  the  decrease.” 
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Measles  has  been  very  fatal  iii  Truro.  In  Frome  the  deaths  from  pulmonary 
diseases  are  much  above  the  average ;  the  same  diseases  have  prevailed  in  Bath. 

In  the  West  Midland  Counties  the  mortality  is  somewhat  above  the  average; 
small-pox  prevails  in  Gloucestershire  ;  Bristol,  Gloucester,  and  Stroud  have 
neglected  vaccination  ;  carbuncles,  boils,  and  purulent  eruptions  have  been  very 
prevalent  in  Stow-on-the-Wold  as  well  as  in  London.  This  extensive  epidemic 
has  not  yet  obtained  all  the  attention  which  it  deserves  from  the  medical  profession. 
A  bad  form  of  scarlatina  has  prevailed  in  Staffordshire,  “the  cause  of  which,” 
the  Registrar  of  Bilston  conceives,  “is  insufficient  drainage,  cesspools  stagnating, 
“  and  filth  of  the  most  offensive  character  accumulated  in  the  yards  and  folds 
“  of  the  poor,  who  have  been  the  victims  of  the  fever.”  The  excess  of  births  in 
West  Bromwich  and  Westbury-on-Severn  is  ascribed  to  the  increase  of  population 
caused  by  employment  on  railways.  The  prosperous  state  of  trade  and  the 
improved  circumstances  of  the  people  are  also  mentioned  in  connexion  with  a  low 
rate  of  mortality. 

The  deaths  in  Lincolnshire  have  been  below,  in  Nottinghamshire  and  Derby¬ 
shire  above  the  average.  The  Registrar  of  Leake  in  Leicestershire  says : — “  Several 
“  deaths  have  occurred  during  the  quarter  from  scarlatina  and  from  small-pox. 
“  The  latter  disease  has  been  very  prevalent  in  a  village  belonging  to  my  district. 
“  The  ignorance  and  wilful  stupidity  which  exist  amongst  a  certain  class  of  people 
“  are  astonishing ;  neither  threats  nor  entreaties  can  induce  them  to  have  their 
“  children  vaccinated.  A  young  woman,  near  her  confinement,  and  the  mother  of 
“  two  other  children,  who  refused  to  be  vaccinated  herself  or  have  her  children 
“  vaccinated,  was  seized  with  small-pox.  On  June  12th  I  attended  her;  the 
“  disease  was  confluent ;  she  became  a  most  loathsome  object,  and  in  this  state 
“  gave  birth  to  a  girl  on  the  15th,  and  died  on  the  18th.  The  infant  took  the 
“  disease,  and  has  since  died.  I  have  vaccinated  a  large  number  of  children  and 
“  a  few  adults,  but  the  same  prejudice  still  exists  with  others,  and  this  frightful 
“  disease  is  yet  progressing.  Iam  firmly  convinced  that  if  every  child  was  properly 
“  vaccinated  under  the  age  of  12  months  there  would  be  no  cases  of  small-pox,  or 
“  it  would  be  so  modified  as  to  require  little  notice.  I  am  of  opinion  that  the 
“  disease  would  in  the  end  be  extirpated.” 

Cheshire  and  Lancashire  have  not  been  more  than  usually  unhealthy.  2759 
deaths  were  registered  out  of  a  population  of  411,515  in  Liverpool  and  West 
Derby;  2365  in  Manchester  and  Salford  out  of  315,956.  The  mortality  in  these 
districts  was  below  the  average  to  which  they  are  subject.  This  district,  says  the 
Registrar  of  Ilulme,  Chorlton,  “  never  was  in  a  more  healthy  state.  No  kind  of 
epidemic  prevails.  “  The  operative  classes  are  all  well  employed,  and  although 
“  the  prices  of  various  kinds  of  provisions  are  on  the  advance,  there  appears  a 
“  general  disposition  to  increase  wages  in  proportion.” 

In  Y  orkshire  i  1442  deaths  were  registered.  The  mortality  exceeded  the 
average,  and  most  notably  in  Skipton,  Keighley,  Huddersfield,  Halifax,  Bradford, 
Sheffield,  Rotherham,  Doncaster,  Thorne,  and  Driffield.  I11  Leeds  and  Hull  the 
mortality  declined.  One  death  from  cholera  was  registered  in  the  workhouse,  Horton, 
Bradford.  Influenza  prevailed  in  Leyburn  ;  scarlatina  in  Reeth. 

In  the  Northern  Counties  5621  deaths  were  registered.  Ague,  typhus,  and 
hooping-cough  have  prevailed  in  many  of  the  Durham  colliery  districts  ;  23  per¬ 
sons  died  of  measles  in  Yarm,  Stockton. 

The  deaths  in  the  Welch  Division  (7288)  exceed  the  average ;  hooping-cough 
prevailed  in  Newport,  Swansea,  and  Haverfordwest  ;  small-pox  and  bronchitis  in 
Cardiff  and  Carmarthen.  The  excess  of  births  and  deaths  in  Rlieidol,  Aberystwith, 
is  referred  to  the  great  increase  of  the  mining  population.  Small-pox,  scarlatina, 
and  typhus  still  prevail  in  the  Wrexham  District.  “  The  Board  of  Guardians  are 
“  causing  proceedings  to  be  taken  against  the  owners  and  occupiers  of  houses,  as 
“  directed  by  the  Nuisances  Removal  and  Diseases  Prevention  Act,  and  in  all  cases 
“  where  they  have  summoned  have  succeeded  in  getting  convictions.”

Till  April  x  7th  the  daily  temperature  of  the  air  was  alternately  in  excess  and  defect  to  the  amount 
of  several  degrees,  and  was  x°- 7  in  excess  in  the  period.  On  April  20th  a  period  of  very  cold 
•weather  set  in,  and  continued  till  May  1  5th  ;  on  some  days  the  defect  amounted  to  8°,  90,  xo°,  and 
on  two  days  to  the  very  large  amounts  of  130  and  140  ;  the  average  defect  for  the  period  was  4°  -g. 
From  May  16th  to  May  27th  the  weather  was  fine,  and  the  excess  of  daily  temperature  was  4°  -  2  ; 
from  May  28th  to  the  end  of  the  quarter,  with  very  few  exceptions,  the  weather  was  cold  and 
unseasonable,  and  the  average  daily  defect  of  temperature  was  i°-  7.  The  weather  during  the  whole 
quarter  has  been  unsettled ;  rain  has  fallen  frequently,  there  has  been  an  unusual  prevalence  of  N.E. 
and  N.W.  winds,  and  the  temperature  has  been  very  variable. 

The  mean  temperature  of  the  air  at  Greenwich  for  the  quarter  ending  May,  constituting  the 
3  spring  months,  was  45°-  2,  being  i°- 2  below  the  average  of  80  years.

The  mean  of  the  numbers  in  the  first  column  is  29*500  inches,  and  it  represents  that  portion  of  the  reading  of  the  barometer  due  to 
the  pressure  of  air  ;  the  remaining  portion,  or  that  due  to  the  pressure  of  water,  is  0*310  inch  ;  the  sum  of  these  two  numbers  is 
29*900  inches,  and  it  represents  the  mean  reading  of  the  barometer  for  the  quarter  at  the  level  of  the  sea. 

The  highest  readings  of  the  thermometer  in  air  were  84°*0  at  Bicester,  82°*0  at  Lewisham  and  Nottingham,  81°V  at  Eoyston, 
and  81°*5  at  Cardington. 

The  lowest  readings  were  28°*0  at  York,  28°‘G  at  Nottingham,  28°* 7  at  Stonyhurst,  28°*8  at  Manchester,  and  28°*9at  'Warrington. 
The  least  daily  ranges  of  temperature  took  place  at  Guernsey,  North  Shields,  Ventnor,  and  Worthing;  and  the  greatest  at  Aylesbury, 
Nottingham,  and  Bicester. 

Bain  fell  on  the  least  number  of  days  at  York,  Guernsey,  Dunino,  Jersey,  and  Arbroath;  and  on  the  greatest  number  at 
Royston,  North  Shields,  Stone,  and  Nottingham.  The  least  falls  took  place  at  Dunino,  Arbroath,  Newcastle,  York,  and  Holkham ; 
and  the  mean  amount  at  these  places  is  4*4  inches.  The  Largest  lulls  occurred  at  Clifton,  Linsladc,  Stonyhurst,  Bose  Hill,  and 
Aylesbury,  and  their  mean  is  8*9  inches.

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On  1 2th  June  I  attended  her  ;  the  disease  became  con¬ 
fluent  ;  she  became  a  most  loathsome  object,  and  in 
this  state  gave  birth  to  a  girl  on  the  15  th,  and  died  on 
the  1 8th.  The  infant  partook  of  the  disease,  and  has 
since  died.  I  have  vaccinated  a  large  number  of  chil¬ 
dren  and  a  few  adults ;  but  the  same  prejudice  still 
exists  with  others,  and  this  frightful  disease  is  yet 
progressing.  I  am  firmly  convinced  if  every  child 
was  properly  vaccinated  under  1 2  months,  there  would 
be  no  cases  of  small-pox,  or  if  so  it  would  be  so  modi¬ 
fied  as  to  require  little  notice.

Scarlatina  has  been 
fatal  in  9  cases,  measles  23,  hooping-cough  11.  small¬ 
pox  without  previous  vaccination  to  2  children. 

475;  1.  Oldham;  Oldham-below-Town. — Births339; 
Deaths  240.  Deaths  are  a  little  below  the  average.

The  district  is  at  present 
in  a  very  healthy  state.

There  are  2  power- 
loom  sheds  building  in  the  district,  which,  when 
finished,  will  give  some  employment.

Tins  Return  comprises  the  Births  and  Deaths  registered  by  2191  Registrars  in 
all  the  districts  of  England  during  the  summer  quarter  ending  September  30th,  1833  ; 
and  the  Marriages  in  12039  churches  or  chapels,  about  3424  registered  places  of 
worship  unconnected  with  the  Established  Church,  and  625  Superintendent  Regis¬ 
trars’  offices,  in  the  quarter  that  ended  June  30th,  1853. 

The  Return  of  Marriages  is  not  complete  ;  but  the  defects  are  inconsiderable,  and 
approximative  numbers  have  been  supplied  from  the  records  of  previous  years. 

The  marriages  exceeded  the  average  in  the  quarter  ending  in  June.  For  the 
quarter  that  ended  in  September  30th  the  births  have  also  been  above  the  average 
number,  while  the  deaths  have  been  fewer  than  is  usual  in  proportion  to  the 
population.  The  mortality  of  the  town  population  has  experienced  a  marked 
diminution  during  the  summer  ;  but  one  town  has  suffered  severely,  and  others 
are  threatened  by  Asiatic  cholera. 

MARRIAGES. 

40333  marriages  were  celebrated  in  the  quarter  that  ended  in  June  1833;  a 
number  exceeding  by  328  the  marriages  in  the  corresponding  quarter  of  the 

Marriages,  Births,  and  Deaths,  returned  in  the  Years  1841-53  and  in  the  Quarters  of  those 

Years.

The  marriages  in  the  spring  quarter  have  thus  gradually  risen 
from  30048  in  1842  to  40335  in  1853.  The  increase  of  marriages  within  the  last 
five  years  is  particularly  conspicuous  in  London,  Cornwall,  Staffordshire,  Cheshire, 
Monmouthshire,  and  South  Wales. 

BIRTHS. 

147581  births  were  registered  in  the  quarter  ending  September  30th.  This  is 
above  the  average  number  ;  but  it  is  less  by  3612  than  the  numbers  (15 1193)  which 
were  registered  in  the  corresponding  quarter  of  1852.  The  decrease  is,  singularly 
enough,  observable  in  every  county  except  Middlesex,  Surrey,  Cornwall,  Stafford¬ 
shire,  Rutlandshire,  Cheshire,  Lancashire,  Cumberland,  and  Monmouthshire. 

INCREASS  OF  POPULATION. 

As  147581  births  and  only  92332  deaths  were  registered,  a  balance  of  55249 
remains  in  the  population.  The  births  and  deaths  are  not  registered  in  Scotland 
and  Ireland,  as  they  are  in  nearly  all  other  civilized  countries,  so  that  the  increase  of 
the  population  of  the  United  Kingdom  cannot  be  ascertained ;  but  if  the  excess  of 
births  in  those  divisions  of  the  United  Kingdom  bears  the  same  proportion  to  the 
imputation  as  it  does  in  England  and  Wales,  the  increase  by  natural  causes  must  be 
about  83000.  But  87467  emigrants  sailed  from  the  ports  of  the  United  Kingdom  at 
which  there  are  Government  Emigration  Agents  in  the  quarter  ending  September  30th, 
1853 ;  so  that  allowing  on  one  hand  for  births  unregistered,  on  the  other  for  emigrants 
unreturned,  it  is  probable  that  the  population  of  the  United  Kingdom  has  declined 
rather  than  increased  during  the  summer.  13623  of  the  emigrants  sailed  from 
London,  Plymouth,  and  Southampton  ;  63600  from  Liverpool ;  2807  from  Glasgow 
and  Greenock;  7437  from  Irish  ports.*  As  a  large  proportion  of  the  emigrants

is  slowly  increasing,  while  the  contributions  of  both  countries  within  the  last  three 
years  to  the  colonial  plantations  are  without  example. 


Prices  of  Provisions. 

It  will  be  seen  in  the  annexed  Table  that  the  prices  of  the  chief  articles  of  food 
are  much  higher  than  they  were  in  the  corresponding  quarter  of  the  last  year  ;  the 
rise  in  the  price  of  wheat  is  26,  mutton  23,  beef  24,  potatoes  31  per  cent. 

The  rate  of  wages  has  been  raised  in  several  trades  ;  and  at  the  same  time  the 
labourers  and  artizans  have  been  more  fully  employed.

STATE  OF  THE  PUBLIC  HEALTH. 

92332  deaths  have  been  registered  during  the  quarter;  a  number  less  by  8165 
than  the  number  of  persons  (100497)  whose  deaths  were  recorded  in  the  summer 
quarter  of  1852.  The  depression  of  the  mortality  extended  over  nearly  every 
county  except  Durham  and  Northumberland  ;  and  indeed  over  all  except  a  few 
districts  of  those  counties. 

A  similar  depression  of  the  mortality  was  observed  in  the  summer  quarter  of 
1848,  immediately  before  the  outbreak  of  the  epidemic  cholera.

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Health  of  the  Country. 

The  mortality  during  the  quarter  of  the  districts  comprising  the  chief  towns 
and  a  population  of  7795882  was  at  the  rate  of  2^4  per  cent,  per  annum  nearly  ; 
the  mortality  of  the  districts  of  small  towns  and  country  parishes  was  at  the  rate 
of  1  ’7  per  cent.  The  average  rates  are  higher  ;  or  2  -  6  and  1  -9  per  cent. 

The  number  of  deaths  in  London  was  12918,  which  is  below  the  average.  The 
deaths  by  zymotic  disease  were  3456,  including  1232  by  diarrhoea,  and  137  by 
cholera.  The  deaths  by  diarrhoea  were  200  less  than  in  either  of  the  summer 
quarters  of  the  preceding  years  ;  and  the  deaths  from  cholera  did  not  exceed  the 
average  of  the  3  preceding  summer  quarters.  585  deaths  were  referred  to  typhus  ; 
and  over  the  country  scarlatina  prevailed  with  great  severity  in  several  districts. 
The  local  epidemics  are  indicated  in  the  Registrars’  reports. 

The  appearance  of  the  Asiatic  cholera  in  London,  and  the  terrific  mortality 
which  it  has  occasioned  within  a  few  weeks  in  the  north  of  England,  are  of  such 
importance  as  to  demand  the  whole  of  our  attention. 

As  a  means  of  guidance  and  a  basis  of  reasoning  it  may  be  useful  to  present 
here  a  brief  summary  of  the  facts  which  regulated  the  course  of  the  epidemic  that 
broke  out  5  years  ago. 

The  Cholera. 

Evident  cases  of  the  epidemic  of  1848-49  were  registered  in  London  and  in 
Sunderland  during  the  first  week  of  October.  The  deaths  from  cholera  in  all 
England  were  1105  during  the  last  three  months  of  the  year.  The  epidemic 
declined,  and  in  April  1849  the  deaths  were  only  107  ;  in  May  327.  The  great 
epidemic  eruption  began;  and  in  June  2046  persons  died  of  it,  July  7570,  August 
15872,  September  20379,  October  4654,  November  844,  December  163.  The 
thirty-sixth  and  thirty-seventh  weeks  of  the  year  1849  were  the  most  fatal ;  the 
deaths  from  cholera  in  those  two  weeks  were  12592.  On  the  most  fatal  day, 
September  6th,  the  deaths  by  the  disease  were  1121. 

The  total  deaths  from  cholera  in  1849  were  53293.  12152  of  the  number 

were  of  persons  under  10  years  of  age.  The  mortality  by  the  disease  was  at  the 
rate  of  30  in  10000  of  the  inhabitants.  Diarrhoea  of  a  severe  form  was  fatal  in 
the  same  year  to  18887  persons,  chiefly  children  ;  or  to  11  in  10000  of  the 
inhabitants. 

The  danger  of  dying  by  the  epidemic  was  greatest  at  advanced  ages  ;  the  rate 
of  mortality  was  13  in  10000  at  the  age  of  12  ;  64  in  10000  at  the  age  of  70  ;  the 
danger  advancing  progressively  with  age. 

The  duration  of  the  fatal  attacks  of  cholera  is  recorded  in  39468  cases  ;  and  it 
was  found  to  bo  50  hours  on  an  average.  More  than  half  of  the  cases  (20684) 
terminated  within  24  hours. 

In  85  of  the  623  districts  of  England  no  death  from  cholera  was  recorded.

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Only  one  death  was  referred  to  cholera  in  Herefordshire,  and  one  in  Westmoreland. 

The  centres  of  the  attacks  of  the  great  epidemic  were  London,  Portsmouth, 
Plymouth,  Bristol,  Merthyr  Tydfil,  Wolverhampton,  Liverpool,  Hull,  and  Tynemouth. 

In  the  following  districts  the  rate  of  mortality  by  cholera  exceeded  ioo  to 
ioooo  inhabitants: — It  was  in  Hull  241,  Merthyr  Tydfil  234,  Stoke  Damerel 
193,  Salisbury  185,  Neath  169,  Liverpool  167,  Plymouth  167,  Sculcoates  152, 
East  Stonehouse  148,  Leeds  145,  St.  Germans  143,  Wolverhampton  137,  Tyne¬ 
mouth  129,  Gravesend  119,  Newcastle-under-Lyme  117,  Hunslet  (near  Leeds)  102. 
The  districts  which  in  London  were  most  fatal  were  Rotherhithe  205,  St.  Olave 
181,  St.  George  Southwark  164,  Bermondsey  161,  St.  Saviour  133,  Newington  144, 
Lambeth  120.  It  was  in  Wandsworth  100. 

The  mortality  was  at  the  rate  of  30  in  ioooo  on  the  coasts  ;  17  in  ioooo  over 
the  inland  districts.  It  was  at  the  rate  of  123  in  ioooo  in  the  districts  including 
the  large  ports  ;  47  in  the  districts  of  the  secondary  ports  ;  13  in  the  other  coast 
districts. 

Of  the  inhabitants  of  low  river  and  seaside  districts,  83  in  ioooo  died  by  cholera  ; 
in  London  the  loss  was  62  ;  in  inland  towns  38  ;  in  small  towns  and  the  country 
around  the  river  sources  only  12  in  ioooo  perished.  Of  the  inland  towns,  Wol¬ 
verhampton,  Merthyr  Tydfil,  Manchester,  and  Leeds  experienced  the  greater  part 
of  the  mortality  ;  in  the  33  other  large  inland  towns  the  mortality  was  at  the  low 
rate  of  11  in  ioooo. 

In  London  the  water  supply  had  considerable  influence  on  the  mortality.  The 
density  of  population  and  the  poverty  of  the  inhabitants  were  not  without  effect, 
but  the  effect  of  elevation  of  the  soil  transcended  all  other  influences.  On  an 
average  the  mortality  by  cholera  was  in  the  several  London  districts  at  elevations 
of  less  than  20  feet  above  Trinity  high-water  mark,  102  in  ioooo  ;  in  the  districts 
at  an  elevation  of  20-40  feet,  63  in  ioooo  ;  of  40-60  feet,  34  ;  of  60-80  feet,  27  5 
of  80-100  feet,  22  ;  of  100  feet,  17  ;  of  330  feet,  8  in  ioooo  inhabitants. 

The  present  epidemic  has  appeared  first,  like  all  that  have  preceded  it,  in  the 
seaports.  The  first  well-defined  cases  in  London  were  registered  in  August,  and 
the  epidemic  may  be  dated  from  August  20th  ;  up  to  October  1st  the  registered 
deaths,  including  some  by  English  cholera,  have  amounted  to  133.  The  origin  of 
the  last  epidemic  may  be  dated  from  October  1st,  1848;  and  that  of  1831— 32 
also  began  in  the  month  of  October  1831.  The  present  epidemic  has  attacked  us 
earlier  in  the  year,  but  it  has  not  yet  in  the  aggregate  been  more  fatal  in  London 
than  it  was  during  the  same  number  of  weeks  in  1848. 

In  Newcastle-upon-Tyne,  with  a  population  of  89136  in  1831,  the  mortality  from 
cholera  has  raised  the  deaths  by  all  causes  from  638  to  2083  ;  in  Gateshead  from 
374  to  771  in  three  months.*  The  epidemic  poison  was  no  sooner  introduced  into 
the  region  than  it,  as  it  were,  exploded,  and  destroyed  nearly  2000  lives. 

In  neither  of  the  previous  epidemics  was  any  such  sudden  destruction  of  life 
observed.  Is  the  present  epidemic — so  quickly  following  the  epidemic  of  1848-9 — 
of  a  different  and  more  fatal  character  ?  or  are  there  local  circumstances,  inde¬ 
pendently  of  the  nature  of  the  epidemic,  that  account  for  the  desolation  that  now 
surrounds  Newcastle-upon-Tyne  ?  These  important  questions  can,  it  is  evident.

only  be  definitively  answered  by  careful  inquiry  into  all  the  circumstances  ;  but 
enough  has  been  elicited  to  justify  us  in  refusing  to  admit  at  present  that  the 
.  epidemic  is  in  its  nature  more  destructive  than  its  predecessors ;  while  it  yields  an 
awful  sanction  to  the  hygienic  law,  which  prohibits  the  use  of  impure  water. 

The  Superintendent  Registrars  of  Newcastle  and  Gateshead,  in  reply  to  inquiries 
which  the  Registrar  General  has  made,  state,  and  have  forwarded  documents 
showing,  that  from  the  5th  of  July  last  the  town,  which  had  been  supplied  before 
with  salubrious  water,  was  supplied  largely  “  from  the  impure  source  of  the  Tyne, 
in  the  vicinity  of  the  sewerage  of  the  town.”  * 

The  fact  cannot  be  questioned  that  the  water  with  which  Newcastle  upon-Tyne 
was  supplied  in  1848-9  was  comparatively  pure;  and  that  in  1853,  when  the 
calamitous  loss  of  life  was  recorded  on  the  registers,  the  city  was  supplied  with 
water  containing  a  strong  solution  of  the  contents  of  the  sewers.  The  same  effect 
was  the  result  of  the  same  cause  in  Hull  in  1849.  And  other  examples  may  be 
cited  in  which  the  converse  happened,  as  at  Exeter,  where  the  inhabitants,  after 
having  suffered  severely  from  cholera  in  1832,  obtained  pure  water,  and  escaped 
its  ravages  in  1848-9. 

In  the  East  and  in  Europe  observation  lias  shown  that  the  cholera  poison,  be  it 
what  it  may,  is  conveyed  by  water  as  well  as  air  ;  hence  the  following  precaution 
was  cited  in  the  Cholera  Report  : 

“  The  precautions  to  take  against  cholera,  in  regard  to  water ,  are  well  stated  by 
“  Dr.  Snow ;  and  they  are  of  so  simple  a  nature  that,  considering  all  the  facts,  no 
“  person  can  prudently  neglect  them. 

“  Water  into  which  setters  flow ,  or  which  is  navigated  by  persons  living  in 
“  boats,  or  which  is  in  any  other  way  contaminated  by  the  contents  of  drains  or 
“  cesspools,  should  be  entirely  disused 

No  person,  to  test  the  value  of  such  a  rule,  would  ever  have  proposed  that  a 
large  town  which  was  supplied  with  good  water,  and  escaped  with  no  considerable 
loss  in  a  previous  epidemic,  should  on  the  eve  of  another  epidemic  do  all  that  is  here 
forbidden.  What  no  sceptical  philosopher  would  have  dared  to  propose  as  an 
experiment,  what  no  haughty  conqueror  ever  condemned  the  inhabitants  of  a 
subjugated  city  to  endure, — this  fine  English  town  on  the  Tyne — the  centre  of  the 
coal  trade — of  intelligence  of  every  kind — and  of  engineering  knowledge — has 
done  and  suffered.  All  the  excreta,  which  are  thrown  into  the  streets  or  water- 
closets,  are  washed  down  the  acclivities  of  the  street  sinto  the  river  ;  the  ferment¬ 
ing  mass  is  driven  up  and  down  by  the  tides,  and  has  thence  since  July  been 
pumped  by  the  engine  at  Elswick  all  over  the  town  through  the  water  pipes  for 
domestic  uses  :  it  has  been  used  for  ablution,  it  has  been  washed  over  the  floors, 
it  has  been  drunk  as  a  beverage  by  many  of  the  children  and  the  wives,  as  well 
as  large  numbers  of  the  higher  and  middle  as  well  as  the  working  men  of  the  town. 
This  sad  fact  in  the  history  of  Newcastle  will  be  remembered  when  the  loss  of 
1300  lives,  by  which  it  was  followed,  is  forgotten. 

No  water  was  drawn  from  the  Tyne  after  September  15th,  the  cholera  then  raged 
with  less  intensity,  and  the  epidemic  speedily  subsided. 

The  intensity  of  the  epidemic  at  Newcastle-upon-Tjme  is,  under  the  circum¬ 
stances,  no  decisive  proof  that  in  its  essential  form  cholera  is  now  more  fatal 
than  it  was  before  ;  but  it  is  unquestionably  a  Warning  to  those  towns  which  derive 
their  water  from  polluted  tidal  rivers  to  abandon  such  sources,  and  to  accelerate 
their  works  for  supplying  the  population  with  pure  water  before  June  next, 
otherwise  the  death  registers  may,  it  is  to  be  feared,  be  filled  with  the  names 
of  innumerable  victims  of  a  practice,  which  is  as  degrading  as  it  is  destructive 
to  the  English  nation. 

*  The  Newcastle  water  taken  from  the  River  Tyne  has  been  analysed  by  Dr.  Robert  Dundas 
Thomson.  He  found  it  to  contain  a  quantity  of  organized  matter  mechanically  diffused  through  it 
(loaded  with  living  vibrios)  to  the  amount  of  4-  502  grs.  per  gallon.  Of  this  o  •  545  grs.  was 
destructible  matter  ;  the  remaining  3  -95  7  grs.  consisted  of  siliceous  forms  resembling  the  shields  of 
infusorial  animals  or  diatomaceous  plants.  Dissolved  or  finely  diffused  in  the  water,  he  further 
found  2-68  grs.  per  gallon  of  organic  matter.  The  water  likewise  contained  1  •  18  gr.  per  gallon  of 
chalk  and  7-3  grs.  of  muriate  and  sulphate  of  soda  and  sulphate  of  magnesia.  The  total  solid 
contents  were  15 ‘662  grs.  per  gallon.  This  water  was,  it  is  said,  filtered,  but  the  process  is  not 
described  by  the  Water  Company.

On  the  Meteorology  of  England  and  Scotland,  during  the  Quarter  ending  September  30 th,  1853.  By 
James  Glaishee,  Esq.,  F.R.S.,  Sec.  of  the  British  Meteorological  Society. 

The  daily  temperatures  have  been  below  their  averages  throughout  the  quarter,  with  few  and 
trifling  exceptions.  The  month  of  July  was  wet ;  the  fall  of  rain  exceeded  the  double  of  the  average 
fall  for  this  month.  The  sky  was  cloudy.  The  first  half  of  August  was  fine  and  dry,  and  was  the 
only  fine  weather  in  the  quarter.  From  the  middle  of  August  to  the  end  of  September  the  sky  was 
mostly  cloudy,  the  air  damp,  with  a  thick  and  hazy  atmosphere.  The  motion  of  the  air  was  less 
than  its  average.  During  parts  of  the  month  of  September  different  places  in  England  and  Scotland 
were  visited  by  numerous  swarms  of  a  black  fly  (Aphis  Fabce)  ;  their  appearance  in  a  locality  was 
sudden,  and  they  continued  till  a  brisk  wind  arose  and  carried  them  suddenly  away.  The  numbers 
of  these  insects  was  extraordinary,  and  they  were  very  annoying  by  settling  in  great  numbers  upon 
the  face  and  hands. 

The  mean  temperature  of  the  air  at  Greenwich  for  the  quarter  ending  August,  constituting  the 
3  summer  months,  was  59°’ 5,  being  o°‘4  below  the  average  of  80  years.

The  mean  of  the  numbers  in  the  first  column  is  29'547  inches,  and  it  represents  that  portion  of  the  reading  of  the  barometer  due  to 
the  pressure  of  air ;  the  remaining  portion,  or  that  due  to  the  pressure  of  water,  is  0*390  inch  ;  the  sum  of  these  two  numbers  is 
29*946  inches,  and  it  represents  the  mean  reading  of  the  barometer  for  the  quarter  at  the  level  of  the  sea. 

The  highest  readings  of  the  thermometer  in  air  were  84°*0  r.t  Ryde  and  Aylesbury,  83°*0  at  Bicester  and  Hartwell  House, 
62°*8  at  Lewisham  and  82°*3  at  Bedford.  The  lowest  were  33°*5  at  Nottingham,  34°*5  at  Aylesbury  and  Wakefield,  35°*0  at  Derby, 
and  35°*5  at  Cardington. 

The  least  daily  ranges  of  temperature  took  place  at  Durham,  Guernsey,  Yentnor,  Liverpool,  and  Worthing;  and  the  greatest  at 
Aylesbury,  Bicester,  Linslade,  St.  John’s  Wood,  and  Hartwell  House. 

Bain  fell  on  the  least  number  of  days  at  Southampton,  Bicester,  Newcastle,  Guernsey,  Dunino,’  and  Liverpool ;  and  on  the 
greatest  number  at  Warrington,  Wakefield,  Hawarden,  North  Shields,  Falmouth,  Clifton,  Oxtord.  Stone,  and  Hartwell  Rettery. 

The  least  falls  took  place  at  York,  Southampton,  Bicester,  Bedford,  Cardington,  Roys  ton,  Wakefield,  Durham,  and  Arbroath; 
and  the  mean  amount  at  these  places  is  6*4  inches.  The  largest  falls  occurred  at  Stony  hurst,  Clifton,  Hawarden,  North  Shields, 
Lewisham,  and  Greenwich,  and  their  mean  is  11*7  inches.

43.  1.  Dorking ;  Capel. — Births  40;  Deaths  16. 
The  only  remarkable  feature  of  the  return  is  the 
increase  in  births,  while  the  average  of  corresponding 
quarters  in  the  last  3  years  has  been  23.  The  num¬ 
ber  for  the  present  quarter  is  40.  I  am  unable  to 
account  for  this  in  any  other  manner  than  by  attri¬ 
buting  it  to  the  increase  of  marriages.  No  case  of 
small-pox  has  been  known  in  this  district  within  the 
last  6  years,  and  although  bowel  complaints  have  been 
prevalent  within  the  last  quarter,  they  have  not  pre¬ 
sented  the  choleraic  character,  but  have  been  more  of 
the  dysenteric  kind,  and  affecting  more  particularly 
the  mucous  membrane  of  the  bowels  ;  only  one  case 
that  of  an  infant,  has  been  registered. 

2.  Kent.

ticit  it  may  be  ;  but  in  many  of  our  rural  villages 
in  bamlets,  otherwise  possessed  of  all  the  requisites 
lonealthiness,  there  is  a  complete  absence  of  all 
lr  lage.  This  is  a  point  to  which  landed  proprietors 
in  guardians  should  be  specially  directed.  A  striking 
n  nee  of  the  good  effects  of  an  alteration  in  the 
ilr  tage  of  a  village  in  this  district  has  come  under 
th  writer’s  notice.  This  place  had  for  many  years 
be  notorious  as  the  favourite  haunt  of  typhus  and 
chera;  a  wide,  open,  and  offensive  ditch  ran  down 
r>;  :he  side  of  one  long  lane  in  the  village  ;  the 
;it  ition  of  the  Duke  of  Bedford  was  directed  to 
th  3  facts  ;  the  ditch  was  filled  up,  and  the  ground 
acid  to  the  cottager’s  gardens,  and  a  new  water- 
erse  was  made  through  the  fields  at  a  considerable 
di  ince  from  the  cottages,  for  carrying  off  the  water 
1'ru  the  neighbouring  hills.

parish  of  Boningale.  In  one  wretched  hut,  not  10 
feet,  which  a  family  of  six  or  seven  occupied,  2  deaths 
have  taken  place.  Scarlatina  too  has  been  in  this 
parish  ;  one  person  lost  2  children  from  it  in  a  week. 

339  ;  2.  Atcham  ;  Pontesbury. — Births  35  ;  Deaths 
20.  Measles  carried  off  a  considerable  number  of 
young  children;  I  have  registered  10  children  who 
died  of  it  under  4  years  of  age. 

360  ;  1.  Shrewsbury  ;  St.  Mary. — Births  95  ; 
Deaths  84.  In  September  there  was  decided  improve¬ 
ment  in  health,  but  the  still  crowded  dwellings  of  the 
Irish  and  other  poor  are  yet  a  source  of  danger  and 
complaint. 

365;  3.  Wellington;  Wombridge. — Births  41; 
Deaths  33.  There  have  been  7  deaths  from  scarlatina, 
and  it  is  very  prevalent  in  the  district  at  the  present 
time. 

25.  Staffordshire. 

367;  3.  Stafford;  Colwich. — Births  17;  Deaths 
14.  The  births  are  below  the  average,  there  having 
been  an  unusual  number  of  still-born  children.  The 
deaths  are  below  the  average  although  fever  of  a 
typhoid  character  has  prevailed  in  the  district.  It  was 
fatal  in  only  one  case. 

371 ;  3.  Stoke-upon -Trent;  Longton. — Births  129; 
Deaths  91.  There  has  been  one  fatal  case  of  English 
cholera  in  my  district  during  the  quarter.  It  occurred 
in  a  delicate  female,  who  sank  in  about  30  hours  with¬ 
out  any  reaction  taking  place  ;  medical  assistance  was 
not  called  in  till  within  a  few  hours  of  her  death,  the 
friends  not  considering  there  was  any  danger.  The  mor¬ 
tality  during  the  quarter  has  been  below  the  average. 

374  ;  1.  Uttoxeter  ;  Uttoxeter. — Births  37  ;  Deaths 
43.  The  deaths  are  again  in  excess  and  the  births  an 
average.  During  the  last  nine  months  we  have 
suffered  in  an  unusual  degree  from  the  malignant  form 
of  any  epidemic  that  has  come  amongst  us,  and  disease 
of  a  sporadic  kind  has  been  more  than  ordinarily  fatal. 
A  very  culpable  practice  exists  among  the  butchers  of 
the  place  of  boiling  down  offal,  blood,  and  other  refuse 
animal  remains,  keeping  the  mass  in  a  corrupted  and 
putrid  state  in  stock,  and  feeding  pigs  on  it  in  the 
midst  of  the  town,  amongst  a  population  of  near  4,000, 
though  most  of  the  butchers  have  barns  and  outbuild¬ 
ings  a  quarter  or  half  a  mile  distant  where  the  thing 
might  be  done,  if  necessary.  The  operation  is  carried 
on  near  my  own  door,  and  is  to  myself  a  constant 
source  of  annoyance  and  injury.  When  the  material 
is  poured  from  one  vessel  to  another,  and  during  the 
time  of  its  consumption  by  the  pigs,  the  stench  in  all 
seasons  is  bad  ;  in  the  summer  months  it  is  sickening 
and  disgusting,  producing,  when  the  wind  is  favour¬ 
able  to  its  passing  across  my  premises,  sickness,  tremor, 
and  headache,  which  last  for  six  or  eight  hours,  and 
filling  my  house  with  effluvium,  should  the  doors  and 
windows  be  allowed  to  remain  open.  I  have  laid  the 
subject  before  the  magistrates  in  petty  sessions,  and 
the  person  has  been  reprimanded  and  cautioned,  but 
the  practice  still  exists.  The  worst  attack  of  cholera 
I  ever  saw,  except  one,  was  in  the  yard  in  which  these 
pigs  are  kept,  and  that  in  a  temperate  and  respectable 
person  ;  and  there  is  now  a  bad  case  of  diarrhoea  there, 
though  that  disease  is  not  at  present  rife  with  us. 
I  should  be  obliged  if  informed  what  course  I  am  to 
pursue. 

379  !  5-  Wolverhampton  ;  Eastern. — Births  398  ; 
Deaths  274.  My  district  has  been  in  a  tolerably 
healthy  state,  except  that  scarlatina  has  prevailed 
among  children,  but  it  has  not  been  very  fatal 
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Diarrhoea  lias  been  less  prevalent  than  usual  at  this 
season. 

379  ;  6.  Wolverhampton  ;  WillenhaU. — Births  214; 
Deaths  94.  16  children  died  of  typhus  and  scarlatina, 
all  under  four  years  of  age.  There  -were  6  deaths 
from  diarrhoea.  My  district  is  in  a  healthy  state  not¬ 
withstanding  the  vast  number  of  nuisances  arising 
from  want  of  drainage.

Deaths  180.  The  deaths  are  not  more  than  the  average. 
Scarlatina  is  the  only  disease  prevailing  ;  we  have  not 
been  free  from  it  for  the  last  1 2  months.

36.  The  deaths  are  below  the  average,  though  scar¬ 
latina,  hooping-cough,  and  bowel  complaint  have  been 
prevalent. 

381;  3.  West  Bromwich  ;  Wednesbury. — Births 
148  ;  Deaths  97.  Measles  and  scarlatina  have  been 
prevalent,  but  the  deaths  are  not  above  the  average. 

382  ;  2.  Dudley  ;  Tipton. — Births  282  ;  Deaths 
1 69.  Deaths  rather  above  the  average.  43  from  fever. 
1 3  from  diarrhoea. 

382;  3.  Dudley;  Sedgley. — Births  355;  Deaths 
283.  Deaths  are  93  above  the  average,  and  123  more 
than  in  the  corresponding  quarter  of  1852,  which  con- 
siderablv  exceeds  also  the  number  in  any  similar 
quarter  for  the  last  10  years.  Scarlatina  of  a  very 
malignant  kind  has  prevailed  in  this  district  during 
the  quarter,  and  it  has  not  been  confined  to  the  poor 
or  unhealthy  parts  of  the  district.  Deaths  from  scar¬ 
latina  alone  107,  and  from  secondary  disease  after 
scarlatina  11,  typhus  6,  diarrhoea  14,  and  English 
cholera  3.

5S.  Scarlatina  still  prevails  ;  7  deaths  were  regis¬ 
tered  from  the  disease  this  quarter. 

187;  3.  Worcester;  South. — Births  86 ;  Deaths 
3 1 .  The  mortality  would  have  been  below  the  average 
but  for  the  prevalence  of  scarlatina,  which  caused  14 
deaths.  I  attribute  the  great  mortality  from  this 
epidemic  to  the  bad  sanatory  condition  of  the  district. 

391  ;  3.  Droitwich  ;  Droiturich. — Births  29  ; 
Deaths  29.  The  births  are  23  below  the  average  of 
the  last  4  years,  but  the  decrease  I  cannot  in  any  way 
account  for,  trade  throughout  my  district  being  good 
and  labour  plentiful.

Deaths  177.  The  deaths  are  not  above  the  average. 
The  prevailing  causes  have  been  diarrhoea  and  scar¬ 
latina  ;  of  the  former  27  cases,  of  the  latter  17  cases 
were  registered,  all  among  children,  besides  one  case 
of  English  cholera. 

394;  4.  Birmingham;  St.  Peter. — Births  138; 
Deaths  105.  The  deaths  arising  from  diarrhoea  were 
27,  from  scarlatina  20. 

394;  8.  Birmingham;  St.  George. — Births  410; 
Deaths  221.  From  scarlatina  36  deaths,  diarrhoea  29, 
cholera  3. 

395  ;  1.  Aston;  Dcrilend. — Births  243  ;  Deaths 
128.  There  have  occurred  29  cases  of  various  kinds 


of  fever,  or  the  deaths  would  have  been  much  below 
the  average.  There  were  hut  9  fatal  cases  of  diarrhoea 
and  2  of  cholera,  one  in  an  infant  of  one  year,  the  other 
in  a  man  of  80. 

400;  2.  Coventry;  Holy  Trinity. — Births  149: 
Deaths  104.  Of  the  deaths  within  my  district  during 
the  last  quarter,  38  are  those  of  infants  under  one  year 
old,  about  half  of  whom  have  been  carried  off  by 
diarrhoea  and  “  bowel  complaint,”  and  the  remainder 
by  marasmus,  hooping-cough,  and  convulsions.

Employ¬ 
ment  plentiful,  wages  good.

2.  The  death  of  a  child  occurred  in  the  parish  of 
fhitwell,  which  the  medical  attendant  certifies  as

Deaths  234.  Deaths  in  corresponding  quarter  of  1852, 
346;  and  of  1851,  316.

583  ;  Deaths  305.  Deaths  from  diarrhoea  45,  from 
cholera  Anglica  5,  dysentery  5. 

462  ;  6.  West  Derbt  ;  West  Derby. — Births  330  ; 
Deaths  166.  This  quarter’s  return  of  deaths  is  the 
same  in  number  as  the  last  quarter’s,  but  37  below  the 
average  of  the  corresponding  quarters  of  the  last  four 
years,  notwithstanding  increase  of  population,  which 
may  be  attributed  to  the  absence  of  epidemics,  and  also 
to  greatly  improved  sanatory  arrangements.  There 
have  been  15  deaths  from  diarrhoea,  4  from  typhus, 
5  from  scarlatina,  5  from  hooping-cough,  and  3  from 
measles.

Chil¬ 
dren  who  died  under  5  years  of  age  214;  cases  without 
medical  aid  14.  Diarrhoea,  dysentery,  typhus,  scar¬ 
latina  and  measles  are  very  prevalent. 

468;  1.  Bolton;  Famworth.—  Births  99  ;  Deaths 


62.  Deaths  about  the  average.  The  mortality  of  the 
district  has  been  much  lighter  than  might  have  been 
anticipated,  judging  from  the  unhealthy  state  of  the 
district  during  the  past  quarter.  Typhus,  scarlatina, 
measles,  diarrhoea,  and  dysentery  have  been  prevalent, 
the  two  former  in  a  very  malignant  form,  which  niav 
be  attributed  to  the  filthy  and  unwholesome  state  of 
the  district,  arising  mainly  from  the  want  of  effective 
sewerage,  drainage,  and  other  sanitary  arrangements. 
From  the  immense  quantity  of  property  annually 
erected  the  district  now  assumes  a  town-like  appear¬ 
ance,  and  there  is  a  manifest  evil  experienced  in  the 
want  of  a  local  authority  invested  with  the  power  of 
compelling  owners  of  property  to  form  streets  of 
proper  dimensions,  sewer  and  pave  them,  and  provide 
other  requisite  conveniences.  Such  authority  must  be 
exercised  before  the  health  and  comfort  of  the  inha¬ 
bitants  can  be  properly  secured.  Should  the  district 
be  visited  by  cholera  its  ravages  would  be  severe 
from  the  district  being  so  ill  prepared  against  such 
a  visitation.  There  is  much  credit  due  to  the  Board 
of  Guardians  for  their  promptitude  in  appointing  sana¬ 
tory  committees,  &c.,  and  also  passing  resolutions,  the 
carrying  out  of  which  will  tend  to  remove  some  of 
the  existing  abuses. 

468;  10.  Bolton;  Little  Bolton.  —  Births  238; 
Deaths  159.  The  number  of  deaths  is  above  15  per 
cent,  over  the  average  of  the  corresponding  quarters 
of  the  last  ten  years.  There  have  been  1 7  fatal  cases 
of  diarrhoea,  all  amongst  children  about  and  under 
one  year  old.  3  dysentery,  4  fever,  and  3  small-pox 
“  without  previous  vaccination.”  The  number  of  births 
is  above  30  per  cent,  over  the  average  of  the  corre¬ 
sponding  quarters  of  the  last  ten  years.  This  district 
is  increasing  fast  in  the  erection  of  cottage  houses 
and  other  establishments,  which  causes  a  great  influx 
of  people  to  settle  and  reside  here.  The  increase  of 
births  is  chiefly  attributable  to  this  cause. 

470;  1.  Barton-upon-Irwell  ;  Worsley. — Births 
107;  Deaths  74.  The  deaths  are  rather  more  than 
the  average,  owing  to  scarlatina  amongst  children. 
Scarlatina  16  deaths,  typhus  4.  With  respect  to 
sanatory  arrangements  they  are  very  well  attended  to, 
as  the  property  belongs  chiefly  to  the  Earl  of  Elles¬ 
mere,  who  pays  every  attention  to  this  object. 

471;  3.  Chorlton  ;  Chorlton-upon-Medloch. — 
Births  343  ;  Deaths  204.  The  mortality  has  been 
below  that  of  any  corresponding  quarter  since  1847, 
with  the  exception  of  that  of  1850,  when  the  deaths 
were  201.  The  freedom  from  bowel  disease  has  been 
remarkable.  The  deaths  from  diarrhoea  and  dysentery 
were  in  July,  10  ;  in  August,  13  ;  and  September,  6  ; 
total  29.  Whilst  in  the  corresponding  period  last  year 
they  were  :  July,  30  ;  August,  43  ;  and  September,  26 ; 
total  1  o  1 .  Not  a  case  of  infantile  or  English  cholera 
has  been  recorded.  No  epidemic  has  prevailed.  The 
health  of  the  district  is  highly  satisfactory,  and  at  no 
period  were  the  labouring  classes  better  fed,  clothed, 
and  housed.  The  large  number  of  cottages  built 
readily  find  tenants,  which  does  not  solely  result  from 
an  increase  of  population,  but  from  the  improved  cir¬ 
cumstances  of  the  inhabitants  enabling  them  to  forsake 
what  may  be  termed  the  “  barrack  life.” 

471  ;  4.  Chorlton;  Hulme.— Births  671  ;  Deaths 
407.  The  average  of  deaths  in  the  September  quarter 
of  five  years  (1848-52)  is  461.  Hence  the  decrease 
in  last  quarter  on  the  average  amounts  to  54-  I1  >s 
satisfactory  to  refer  to  this  fact  in  proof  of  the  healthy 
condition  of  this  sub-district.  It  will  appear  the  more 
striking  when  stated,  that  the  population  within  the 
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ast  six  years  has  probably  increased  to  the  extent  of. 
iboat  1 7,000  persons  I  have  not  known  at  any 
period  less  general  sickness,  nor  do  I  remember  when 
here  has  been  so  little  prevalence  of  English  cholera, 
>r  diarrhoea,  at  this  season  of  the  year.  The  steady 
ind  moderate  temperature  of  the  atmosphere  through 
he  summer  months  (so  little  overcharged  with  elec- 
ricity)  may  probably  have  had  the  same  beneficial 
nfluence  on  the  health  of  the  country  generally,  but 
[  am  inclined  to  think  there  are  other  circumstances 
specially  connected  with  this  locality  that  have  in 
some  measure  contributed  to  its  salubrity.  The  opera- 
;ive  classes  of  late  years  have  been  well  employed  and 
well  fed  ;  they  are  also  better  informed  on  the  laws 
which  relate  to  health,  and  are  beginning  to  appreciate 
die  comforts  and  advantages  arising  from  freer  ven¬ 
tilation  and  personal  cleanliness.  The  authorities  also 
ire  showing  greater  interest  and  increased  activity  in 
sanatory  measures.  The  township  of  Hulme  on  the 
whole  is  well  and  effectually  drained  ;  we  have  a 
olerable  supply  of  excellent  water,  which  is  promised 
0  us  in  still  greater  abundance  with  continuous  supply. 
The  scavenging  department  is  well  attended  to,  and 
;ffectually  performed  ;  the  streets  are  well  swept,  and 
die  ashpits  and  other  receptacles  of  refuse  frequently 
emptied  and  cleansed,  preventing  to  some  extent  the 
escape  of  noxious  gases  arising  from  the  decomposition 
af  animal  and  vegetable  substances.  I  am  also  per¬ 
suaded  the  practice  of  drugging  children  with  various 
narcotic  nostrums,  a  system  so  productive  of  disease, 
and  fatal  to  infantile  life,  has  much  abated.  During 
the  quarter  I  have  not  recorded  a  single  death  from 
small-pox,  and  although  occasionally  that  disease  has 
been  imported  into  the  district,  yet,  during  the  eight 
years  that  I  have  been  registrar,  it  has  not  spread  and 
become  epidemic  in  a  dense  population  of,  at  this 
period,  about  70,000.  Vaccination  has  been  carried 
out  with  vigour  and  success.  What  greater  proof  can 
be  presented  to  the  public  of  its  efficacy  in  protecting 
the  human  race  from  that  direful  and  loathsome 
disease?  19  deaths  have  been  registered  from  scar¬ 
latina  ;  the  disease  appears  to  be  extending,  and 
assuming  a  malignant  type. 

472  ;  3.  Salford  ;  Greengate. — Births  420;  Deaths 
283.  One  death  occurred  from  small-pox,  the  daughter 
of  a  labourer,  aged  9  years,  never  vaccinated.  The 
district  is,  on  the  whole,  in  a  healthy  state,  and  there 
is  less  than  the  ordinary  amount  of  diarrhoea  preva¬ 
lent  at  this  season.  The  local  authorities  are  actively 
engaged  in  the  removal  of  nuisances,  and  otherwise 
improving  the  sanatory  condition  of  the  borough. 
There  has  been  an  unusual  number  of  premature 
births  ;  10  children  -who  had  been  born  prematurely, 
died  in  September. 

473;  >•  Manchester;  Ancoats. — Births  591 ;  Deaths 
438.  The  deaths  arc  the  smallest  number  registered 
in  any  corresponding  quarter  sincp  1845.  Diarrhoea 
lias  not  been  so  prevalent  as  usual  in  this  quarter ; 
only  76  deaths  are  attributed  to  it,  against  1 84  last 
year  ;  of  these  63  were  among  infants  under  2  years, 
and  in  many  instances  diarrhoea  was  merely  the  sequel 
to  other  diseases.  In  the  weekly  return  of  mortality 
for  the  metropolis,  dated  20th  August,  it  was  stated 
“  The  tender  age  of  nearly  all  the  sufferers  from 
11  diarrhoea,  97  out  of  126  not  having  completed  their 

first  year,  is  sufficient  to  dispel  the  popular  error 
“  that  the  use  of  fruit  is  the  exciting  cause.”  This 
extract  seems  to  convey  the  notion  that,  as  the  chil¬ 
dren  were  not  able  to  eat  fruit,  therefore  fruit  could 
not  be  the  cause  of  the  diarrhoea.  But  if  mothers  eat 
fruit  the  children  will  feel  the  effects,  and  it  is  well 
known  that  amongst  the  working  classes  mothers 


generally  are  utterly  regardless  of  the  consequences  to 
their  infants  resulting  from  their  own  errors  in  diet. 

473;  2.  Manchester;  Dcansgate. —  Births  328; 
Deaths  306.  The  total  number  of  deaths  during  the 
quarter,  exclusive  of  coroner’s  cases,  is  280.  Of  these 
9  were  from  small-pox,  14  from  scarlatina,  and  only 
7  from  common  or  typhoid  fever.  There  were  68 
deaths  from  diarrhoea,  but  of  this  number  only  8 
occurred  in  adults,  and  of  this  small  number  some 
were  certified  as  from  chronic  dysentery,  lienee  it 
appears  that  whilst  cholera  is  raging  at  Newcastle 
there  is  nothing  like  a  premonition  of  it  here. 

473;  3.  Manchester;  London  Road _ Births  342; 

Deaths  232.  The  births  have  rather  exceeded  the 
average  of  September  quarters,  and  are  in  excess  of 
deaths  in  this  quarter  upwards  of  100.  The  deaths 
are  considerably  below  the  average  of  the  correspond¬ 
ing  quarter  of  previous  years,  and  118  fewer  than  in 
the  September  quarter  of  last  year. 

473  ;  4.  Manchester;  Market  Street. — Births  245  ; 
Deatlis  352.  These  numbers  correspond  nearly  with 
the  averages  of  previous  returns.  With  regard  to 
sickness,  medical  and  relieving  officers  state  that  less 
is  found  than  usual  at  this  season  of  the  year,  much 
less  of  diarrhoea,  and  of  fever  very  little.  With 
respect  to  that  fearful  scourge  cholera  (now  unhappily 
present  in  this  island)  every  preventive  measure  sug¬ 
gested  by  experience  is  being  carried  into  operation 
by  the  authorities. 

473;  5.  Manchester;  St.  George. — Births  484; 
Deaths  350.  The  deaths  are  about  the  average.  The 
district  is  in  a  healthy  state  at  the  present  time,  and 
there  is  less  diarrhoea  than  is  usual  at  this  time  of 
year.  Two  cases  of  cholera  have  been  registered,  one 
of  a  woman  who  died  of  Asiatic  cholera  of  1 6  hours’ 
duration.  The  informant  stated  that  she  was  a  dissi¬ 
pated  woman,  and  had  been  drinking  before  she  was 
seized  with  the  complaint.  She  lived  in  the  lower  part 
of  the  district,  but  not  in  the  most  densely  inhabited 
part  of  it.  The  other  case  was  that  of  a  man,  a  cur¬ 
rier  by  trade,  who  had  been  suffering  from  diarrhoea 
for  about  2  days.  He  left  his  work  on  the  Saturday 
about  4  o’clock  ;  soon  after  he  got  home  he  was  seized 
with  vomiting  and  cramps,  and  died  in  a  few  hours. 
This  death  took  place  in  the  higher  but  badly  drained 
part  of  the  district. 

473  ;  7.  Manchester  ;  Cheetham. — Births  105  ; 
Deaths  68.  Diarrhoea,  scarlatina,  and  typhus  have 
been  prevalent.  From  the  first  disease  there  were 
7  deaths,  all  occurring  in  children  under  2  years  old, 
from  scarlatina  5,  and  from  typhus  3.  Notwithstand¬ 
ing  the  prevalence  of  these  diseases  the  mortality  is 
not  above  the  average. 

474;  2.  Ashton- under-Lyne;  Asliton. — Births32o; 
Deaths  256.  Deaths  more  than  the  average  of  5  cor¬ 
responding  quarters.  The  prevailing  diseases  have 
been  measles  and  diarrhoea  ;  the  deaths  by  measles  34, 
diarrhoea  43,  scarlatina  8. 

474;  3.  Ashton-ttnder-Lyne;  Audenshaw _ Births 

108;  Deaths  72.  My  district  is  healthy,  but  infantile 
diarrhoea  more  prevalent  and  fatal  within  the  last  12 
days. 

474;  4.  Ashton-ender-Lyne;  Denton. — Births  50; 
Deaths  48.  Deaths  1 6  above  the  average  of  correspond¬ 
ing  quarters  of  the  last  4  years ;  16  from  scarlatina. 

474  ;  8.  Ashton-under-Lyne  ;  Mot  tram. — Births 
70  ;  Deaths  46.  The  present  number  of  deaths  is 
above  the  average.  Scarlatina  is  prevalent,  but  in  a 
milder  form  than  usual. 

475;  2.  Oldham;  Oldham-above- Town. — Births  269; 
Deaths  185.  Amongst  the  deaths  in  this  quarter  there 
have  been  the  following: — 29  from  scarlatina,  2  from 
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small-pox  (one  with  and  the  other  without  previous 
vaccination),  9  from  infantile  diarrhoea,  and  3  from 
typhus. 

47S  !  5-  Oldham  ;  Royton. — Births  85  ;  Deaths  50. 
Deaths  are  above  the  average.  There  have  been  4 
fatal  cases  of  scarlatina,  2  of  cholera,  one  of  small¬ 
pox,  and  one  of  typhus. 

475  ;  6.  Oldham  ;  Crompton. — Births  56;  Deaths  71. 
The  deaths  owing  to  the  prevalence  of  scarlatina  are 
above  the  average  of  corresponding  quarters  by  133 
per  cent. 

478;  1.  Burnley;  Burnley. — Births  327;  Deaths 
192.  Deaths  from  cholera  one,  English  cholera  2, 
cholera  infantum  one. 

479;  2.  Clitheroe  ;  Slaidburn. — Births  12  ;  Deaths 
3.  The  malignant  scarlatina  gradually  assumed  a 
milder  type,  and  this  district  is  now  free  from  disease 
of  that  nature.  Diarrhoea  prevalent  and  in  some  cases 
severe.  Deaths  are  considerably  below  the  average, 
but  the  population  of  this  rural  district  is  fast  de¬ 
creasing.  Plenty  of  work  and  a  much  higher  rate  of 
wages  induce  the  population  to  remove  to  the  manu¬ 
facturing  districts.  Sanitary  regulations  much  needed 
in  some  parts  of  my  district. 

479  ;  4.  Clitheroe  ;  Clitheroe  —  Births  75  ;  Deaths 
49.  Deaths  are  above  the  average  of  corresponding 
quarters  ;  diarrhoea  and  scarlatina  prevail,  and  one 
death  from  cholera  epidemica  has  been  registered. 

482;  2.  Preston  ;  Preston. — Births  720;  Deaths 
492.  The  deaths  are  34  above  the  average.  Bowel 
complaint  and  fever  prevailed  in  September.  Diarrhoea 
caused  73  deaths,  dysentery  19. 

483  ;  3.  Ptlde  ;  Poulton-le-Fylde.  —  Births  94  ; 
Deaths  56.  Diarrhoea,  scarlatina,  and  measles  have 
prevailed,  the  last  extensively,  but  with  no  fatal 
results.  A  man,  aged  38  years,  was  bit  in  the  hand 
by  a  dog  in  a  rabid  state  on  the  1  ith  April,  and  died 
on  the  2d  September  following  of  hydrophobia,  4  days 
after  the  malady  attacked  him. 

486  ;  3.  Ulverstone  ;  Ulverslone.  —  Births  94  ; 
Deaths  62.  The  deaths  exhibit  an  increase  of  1 7  on 
the  corresponding  quarter  of  last  year,  and  of  24  on 
that  of  the  year  1851.  There  have  been  18  fatal 
cases  of  scarlatina  registered  during  the  quarter.  The 
epidemic  now  seems  abating.  The  town  may  be  con¬ 
sidered  in  a  tolerably  healthy  state.  No  case  of 
cholera  has  taken  place  ;  the  town  has  been  kept  in  a 
cleanly  state  by  the  Removal  of  Nuisances  Committee 
of  the  Board  of  Guardians,  and  the  recently  issued 
Orders  in  Council  are  being  rigidly  carried  into 
effect. 

IX.  YORK  DIVISION. 

33.  West  Riding. 

495  ;  1.  Todmorden  ;  Hebden  Bridye. — Births  94; 
Deaths  44.  The  deaths  are  less  thau  iu  any  corre¬ 
sponding  quarter  during  the  last  5  years.  A  move¬ 
ment  of  the  population  from  this  district  to  others, 
where  more  work  and  better  wages  are  to  be  had, 
has  been  taking  place  for  several  years  past.  Hooping- 
cough,  measles,  scarlatina,  bronchitis,  and  fevers  of  a 
typhoid  character  have  prevailed.  One  case  of  death 
from  English  cholera  has  been  registered,  after  an 
illness  of  7  days’  duration. 

495;  2.  Todmorden;  Todmorden.  —  Births  145; 
Deaths  61.  The  deaths  are  less  by  21  than  in  the 
corresponding  quarter  of  last  year.  I  can  only  ac¬ 
count  for  this,  from  the  fact  that  the  working  classes 
are  both  better  housed  and  better  fed  than  they  ever  were 
before.  Though  scarlatina  has  been  epidemic  during 
the  whole  quarter,  2  deaths  only  have  occurred  from  j 


it.  Hooping-cough  has  also  been  epidemic,  and  has 
caused  5  deaths. 

497;  9.  Huddersfield;  Huddersfield. — Births  287; 
Deaths  184.  Diarrhoea  and  cholera  made  their  ap¬ 
pearance  in  September.  9  deaths  were  registered 
from  diarrhoea  principally  among  children.  3  from 
cholera. 

499  ;  7.  Bradford  ;  Horton. — Births  383  ;  Deaths 
282.  There  are  among  the  deaths,  one  from  cholera 
infantum  (on  the  nth  July),  30  diarrhoea,  17 
dysentery,  17  hooping-cough,  14  fever,  11  scarla- 
latina.  Deaths  not  above  the  average  of  the  last 
3  years. 

499  ;  13.  Bradford  ;  Pudsey. — Births  125  ;  Deaths 
62.  The  district  has  been,  during  the  last  3  months, 
and  is  at  present,  in  a  healthy  state.  Trade  has  been 
good,  employment  abundant,  provisions  cheap,  due 
attention  has  been  paid  to  vaccination,  and  we 
have  the  advantage  of  excellent  air  and  water.  Great 
cleanliness  prevails,  with  comparatively  little  intem¬ 
perance. 

501 ;  1.  Leeds  ;  South  East. — Births  298  ;  Deaths 
202.  The  deaths  are  a  little  below  the  average  of  the 
corresponding  quarters  of  1850,  1851,  and  1852. 
Diarrhoea  has  been  prevalent ;  the  number  of  deaths 
registered  from  that  complaint  was  32. 

501  ;  2.  Leeds;  North. — Births  400;  Deaths  290. 
Deaths  below  the  average  of  3  corresponding 
quarters  by  50.  Diarrhoea  has  been  very  pre¬ 
valent  during  September,  and  in  many  cases  proved 
fatal. 

501;  3.  Leeds;  West. — Births  360;  Deaths  248. 
30  deaths  have  been  registered  from  diarrhoea,  and  9 
from  dysentery. 

502  ;  7.  Dewsbury  ;  Soothill. — Births  48  ;  Deaths 
26.  The  deaths  are  about  the  average.  I  registered 
a  death  from  cholera  on  the  26th  of  this  month,  it  was 
that  of  a  child  aged  one  year,  and  was  certified  as  from 
“  diarrhoea  (3  days),  cholera  (48  hours).” 

505;  2.  Barnsley;  Barnsley. — Births  217;  Deaths 
136.  The  deaths  are  the  same  as  in  the  correspond¬ 
ing  quarter  of  1850,  an  increase  of  10  over  the 
same  quarter  of  1851,  and  a  slight  decrease  compared 
with  that  of  1852.  Hooping-cough  and  measles  have 
been  very  severe  and  fatal.  At  a  time  when  cholera 
is  raging  at  Newcastle  and  Gateshead,  and  has  appeared 
in  other  parts  of  the  kingdom,  it  is  gratifying  to 
observe  that  the  deaths  during  the  present  quarter  are 
not  more  than  the  average.  To  say  that  the  town  has 
been  entirely  free  from  cholera  would  be  contrary  to 
the  fact,  as  a  case  occurred  to  a  man  by  trade  a  plas¬ 
terer,  terminating  fatally  on  the  29th  July  last  in  a 
yard  in  Baker-street,  a  low  thickly  populated  part,  after 
an  illness  of  2  days,  arising  from  neglected  diarrhoea. 
I  made  inquiries  of  the  medical  man  who  attended 
the  case,  and  he  informed  me  that  it  was  not  of  an  epide¬ 
mical  character,  but  an  isolated  case,  and  no  fears 
need  be  apprehended  of  its  spreading  further.  With 
this  exception  there  have  been  no  symptoms  of  the 
disease  here,  the  deaths  from  diarrhoea  being  fewer 
in  this  than  the  corresponding  quarter  of  last  year. 

508;  2.  Sheffield;  North. — Births  375  ;  Deaths 
287.  A  man  died  of  “cholera  (24  hours),”  at  the  age 
of  62  years  (Bellefield-plaee).  The  son  of  the  deceased 
states  that  his  father  neglected  premonitory  symptoms. 
The  sanatory  authorities  of  the  town  have  taken 
prompt  measures  against  attacks  of  cholera. 

508;  3.  Sheffield;  South _ Births  174;  Deaths 

107.  Although  the  total  number  of  deaths  is  not 
large,  the  public  health  has  been  bad.  Bowel  com¬ 
plaint  has  caused  28  out  of  the  107  deaths,  and  this 
in  an  urban  population  indicates  much  sickness  of  a 
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low  kind.  Scarlatina  has  been  prevalent,  and  has 
caused  1 1  deaths. 

508;  5.  Sheffield;  Brightside. —  Births  160; 
Deaths,  72.  The  deaths  are  above  the  average, 
and  but  for  the  prevalence  of  diarrhoea  (11  cases), 
■which  has  lately  been  on  the  increase,  my  district 
would  be  considered  healthy.  The  Guardians  of  the 
Poor  of  this  Union,  as  well  as  the  other  local  autho¬ 
rities,  are  using  the  most  prompt  and  judicious  means 
to  prevent  the  spread  of  diarrhoea  and  cholera,  by 
affording  medical  assistance  to  all  who  may  require  it, 
on  the  first  appearance  of  premonitory  symptoms. 
The  births  are  much  above  the  average,  caused  by 
the  great  number  of  houses,  chiefly  cottages  for  the 
labouring  classes,  which  have  been  erected  within  the 
last  1 2  months,  all  of  which  are  immediately  occupied 
as  soon  as,  and  often  before,  they  are  finished. 

36.  East  Riding. 

515;  4.  York;  Walmga te. — Birth s  195;  Deaths 
174.  Scarlatina  has  been  fatal  in  21  cases,  and  has 
prevailed  to  some  extent  in  all  parts  of  the  district. 
Diarrhoea  and  dysentery  have  also  been  fatal  to  a 
large  number  of  children. 

520;  3.  Hull;  Myton. — Births  298  ;  Deaths  218. 
The  births  and  deaths  are  about  the  average,  taking 
into  account  the  increase  of  population.  The  district 
may  be  considered  very  healthy  for  the  season  of  the 
year,  the  deaths  being  1 00  less  than  in  the  corresponding- 
quarter  last  year,  owing  to  the  great  prevalence  then 
of  scarlatina  and  diarrhoea.  Of  diarrhoea,  13  out  of 
the  18  cases  are  of  children  under  the  age  of  15 
months.  Of  the  3  cases  of  cholera,  only  one  is  regis¬ 
tered  as  “  Asiatic,”  and  that  was  an  imported  case 
from  Hamburgh  of  a  German  emigrant  on  her  way 
to  America.  The  other  2  occurred  to  foreign  seamen 
temporarily  in  the  port  with  their  vessels. 

37.  North  Riding.

houses  in  a  colliery  village  being  empty,  the  colliery 
not  having  been  at  full  work  and  the  population  shifted. 
Deaths  about  the  average.  Fever  has  been  prevalent 
most  of  the  quarter  and  caused  10  deaths  ;  cholera  3. 
r  543  ;  4.  Durham  ;  St. Nicholas. — Births  222  ;  Deaths 
in.  Deaths  are  below  the  average.  There  has  been 
only  one  fatal  case  of  cholera,  and  that  was  imported 
from  Newcastle.  Within  the  last  14  days  there  has 
been  a  tendency  to  diarrhoea,  but  no  fatal  cases  have 
occurred.

Births  100;  Deaths  49.  This  district  during  the  past 
quarter  has  been  healthy,  with  the  exception  of  slight 
cases  of  diarrhoea  and  a  few  of  English  cholera.

83.  There  died  from  Asiatic  cholera  2  persons  ;

549  ;  5.  Sunderland  ;  Monkwcarmuuth. — Births 
216;  Deaths  107.  The  deaths  are  an  average.  There 
were  15  from  fever,  6  from  diarrhoea,  7  from  cholera. 
The  main  streets  are  much  cleaner  ;  back  streets  much 
as  usual ;  many  filthy  localities  ;  very  many  rooms 
and  houses  of  the  poor  are  in  a  pitiable  state.

Deaths  137.  The  excess  of  deaths  over  those  of  the 
corresponding  quarter  of  1852  may  be  attributed  to  a 
visitation  of  cholera  to  which  we  are  now  subject,  but 
happily,  up  to  the  present  time,  of  a  slight  character.

78.  Deaths  above  the  average  from  cholera  prevail¬ 
ing  ;  36  deaths  were  registered  from  this  disease  ;

village  on  the  banks  of  the  river  Tyne. 

551;  2.  Gateshead;  Gateshead. — Births  262; 
Deaths  597.  The  deaths  are  about  430  above  the 
average.  I  have  registered  343  from  cholera,  which 
has  been  very  fatal.

Deaths  40.  The  deaths  are  nearly  double  the  usual 
number,  which  is  accounted  for  by  stating  that  there 
have  been  20  fatal  cases  of  cholera,  one  of  diarrhoea, 
and  4  of  scarlatina,  thus  leaving  only  15  for  ordinary 
causes.

Births  104  ;  Deaths  479.  The  number  of  deaths  from 
cholera  and  diarrhoea  is  immense.

30.  On  2 2d  September  an  inhabitant  of  Newcastle- 
upon-Tyne,  a  vender  of  toys,  died  at  Bediington  of 
Asiatic  cholera  after  24  hours’  illness,  medical  aid 
proving  unavailing.  It  appears  from  the  account  of 
his  wife  and  2  sons,  who  arrived  from  Newcastle  ia 
time  to  see  him  expire,  that  he  sometimes  indulged  in 
drinking.  He  was  drunk  the  day  and  night  previous, 
and  was  so  at  the  time  of  attack,  which  occurred' 
while  awaiting  the  starting  of  the  train  for  Newcastle, 
at  the  Bedlington  station.  The  authorities  would  not 
suffer  him  to  proceed,  as  he  was  so  suddenly  rendered 
helpless  by  muscular  contraction  and  other  symptoms 
of  the  epidemic.  His  age  was  5  2  years.  There  have 
been  no  other  deaths  here  from  cholera,  but  a  vast 
deal  of  diarrhoea  prevailed  throughout  the  parish,  both 
prior  and  subsequent  to  the  above,  many  cases  of 
which,  I  have  no  doubt,  would  have  passed  into  cholera 
but  for  the  timely  supply  of  medicine  and  medical  aid 
by  the  Cunimitlec  uf  llic  Muipclli  Board  of  tiuardians 
in  co-operation  with  the  Board  of  Health.  Notices 
were  circulated  of  the  several  medicinal  depots 
throughout  the  parish,  where  medicine  could  be 
obtained  free  in  case  of  any  sudden  attack.  Sanatory 
measures  have  been  going  on  here,  especially  for  the 
last  month,  and  every  precaution  taken  to  meet  the 
pestilence.  The  out  parts  of  my  district  have  been 
healthy.

I  registered  one  case  of  Asiatic  cholera  on  the  16th 
of  September.  The  deceased  resided  in  Alston ;  he 
went  to  Newcastle  on  Monday,  returned  to  Alston  on 
the  following  day,  at  evening.  On  Wednesday  he  was 
well,  on  Thursday  morning  he  was  taken  ill,  and  died 
on  Friday  morning  after  24  hours’  illness.

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This  Return  comprises  the  Births  and  Deaths  registered  by  2191  Registrars  in  all  the  districts  of 
England  during  the  autumn  quarter  ending  December  31st,  1853;  and  the  Marriages  in  12039 
churches  or  chapels,  about  3454  registered  places  of  worship  unconnected  with  the  Established 
Church,  and  625  Superintendent  Registrars’  offices,  in  the  quarter  that  ended  September  30th,  1853. 

The  Return  of  Marriages  is  not  complete ;  but  the  defects  are  inconsiderable,  and  approximative 
numbers  have  been  supplied  from  the  records  of  previous  years. 

The  marriages  in  the  quarter  that  ended  on  September  30th  are  not  only  above  the  average,  but 
the  proportion  to  the  population  exceeds  any  of  the  proportions  previously  recorded.  The  births  in 
the  quarter  that  ended  on  December  31st  are  also  above  the  average.  The  mortality,  particularly  in 
towns  and  cities,  is  high,  and  exceeds  the  mortality  in  every  autumn  quarter  since  1843,  except  in 
1846,  1847,  '"'hen  the  potato  disease  commenced,  and  diarrhoea  and  influenza  became  epidemic. 

The  returns,  therefore,  present  a  mixed  result :  the  marriages  indicate  that  the  circumstances  of 
the  great  body  of  the  people  were  considered  by  them  prosperous.  But  the  public  health  has 
suffered,  and  is  still  over  the  coming  year  threatened  by  Asiatic  cholera.  All  the  measures  of 
improvement  should  therefore  be  accelerated. 

It  will  be  a  happy  circumstance  if  the  germs  of  diseases  which  first  affected  the  potato  and  the 
vine,  and  other  plants,  in  the  year  of  high  temperature  1846,  and  have  led  to  the  loss  of  so  much 
food,  should  be  partially  destroyed  by  the  severe  cold  that  set  in  at  the  close  of  the  year.

MARRIAGES. 

7 95 7 2  persons  -were  married  during  the  quarter  ending  September  30th,  1853, — a  number  con¬ 
siderably  exceeding  that  of  any  corresponding  quarter  since  the  Registration  Act  came  into  operation 
in  1837,  and  2990  more  than  were  married  in  the  same  period  of  1852,  when  the  large  number  of 
76582  persons  were  married. 

The  increase  was  spread  over  each  of  the  eleven  divisions  of  England  and  Wales,  and  the  only 
counties  in  which  a  decrease  is  observable  are  Hampshire,  Berkshire,  Northamptonshire,  Hunting¬ 
donshire,  Bedfordshire,  Dorsetshire,  Devonshire,  Somersetshire,  Leicestershire,  Rutlandshire, 
Derbyshire,  Cheshire,  and  Westmorland.  Marriages  increased  in  most  of  the  important  seats  of 
manufactures  and  commerce,  hut  an  augmented  number  is  more  particularly  apparent  in  the  mining 
districts  of  Cornwall  and  South  Wales,  of  Staffordshire  and  Durham.  In  the  September  quarter  of 
the  last  five  years,  the  number  of  marriages  was,  in  Truro,  76,  90,  80,  91,  and  134;  in  Redruth, 
101,  95,  127,  112,  and  143  ;  in  Wolverhampton,  188,256,  287,  289,  and  313;  Walsall,  57,  87,  97, 
88,  and  107;  West  Bromwich,  157,  191,  158,  179,  and  225;  Dudley,  265,  3x3,  294,  326,  and 
430;  Stockton,  104,  1 15,  107,  126,  and  132;  Sunderland,  161,  193,  191,  197,  and  240;  South 
Shields,  72,  74,  104,  90,  and  109;  and  in  the  districts  of  Cardiff,  Merthyr  Tydfil,  Bridgend,  and 
Neath,  560,  437,  424,  501,  and  580  marriages  were  celebrated  in  the  September  quarter  of  the  past 
five  years.  In  Preston,  the  number  of  marriages  (252)“^  slightly  in  excess  of  the  number  (244) 
recorded  in  the  third  quarter  of  the  previous  year,  although  fewer  than  in  the  corresponding 
periods  of  1850  and  1851,  when  the  numbers  reached  281  and  277  respectively.  On  an  average 
of  the  corresponding  quarters  of  10  years  (1843-1852),  the  number  of  marriages  was  at  the  annual 
rate  of  788  to  every  100000  persons  living ;  the  proportion  for  the  same  period  of  1853  was  867  to 
100000  persons  living. 

BIRTHS. 

144444  births  were  registered  in  the  last  3  months  of  the  year.  This  number,  though  slightly 
above  the  average,  shows  a  considerable  diminution  on  the  numbers  registered  in  the  same  period 
of  the  2  preceding  years  (148912  and  152066  respectively).  This  decrease  is  observable  in  nearly 
the  whole  of  the  country;  the  only  counties  which  exhibit  an  increase  in  the  number  of  births 
being  the  Metropolitan  and  Extra-metropolitan  parts  of  Surrey,  Huntingdon,  Staffordshire,  and 
South  Wales.

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INCREASE  OF  POPULATION. 

The  number  of  births  registered  during  the  last  quarter  being  144444,  and  the  number  of  deaths 
103341,  there  remains  a  balance  of  41 103  as  the  natural  increase  of  the  population  during  that 
period.  Large  numbers  of  persons  are  still  attracted  to  the  Australian  Colonies,  as  well  as  to 
America  and  other  places,  although  a  small  decrease  in  the  emigration  is  perceptible  on  the  numbers 
of  the  corresponding  quarter  of  1852.  From  the  4  English  ports  which  make  returns,  50457  persons 
emigrated  during  the  last  3  months;  namely,  from  London,  6810;  Plymouth,  2851;  Liverpool, 
37732  !  and  Southampton,  3064.  In  addition,  1795  persons  sailed  from  the  ports  of  Glasgow  and 
Greenock,  and  2431  from  Irish  ports,  giving  a  total  of  54683*  for  the  United  Kingdom,  against 
55315  during  the  last  quarter  of  1852.  It  must  be  borne  in  mind,  in  any  estimate  of  the  increase 
of  population,  that  the  births  and  deaths  refer  only  to  England  and  Wales,  and  that  of  the  emigrants 
leaving  English  ports  a  large  though  an  unascertained  number  are  of  Irish  birth. 


Prices  of  Provisions. 


The  chief  articles  of  food  have  greatly  risen  in  price  since  the  three  months  ending  December 
1852  ;  wheat,  which  was  then  40s.  5 d.  per  quarter,  lias  risen  to  69s.  10 cl.,  being  an  increase  of  73  per 
cent. ;  and  at  this  higher  price  an  average  weekly  sale  of  79002  quarters  took  place  in  the  towns  of 
England  and  Wales  which  make  returns,  against  111224  quarters  weekly  when  the  price  was 
40s.  5(7.  Beef  and  mutton  rose  in  price  ;  and  potatoes,  which  were  105s.  per  ton  at  the  waterside 
Market,  Southwark,  in  December  1852,  rose  to  150s.  in  the  December  quarter,  1853,  being  an  aug¬ 
mentation  in  price  equivalent  to  43  per  cent.  The  continued  activity  of  trade  and  the  increased 
rate  of  wages  has  enabled  the  labouring  classes  for  the  most  part  to  cope  with  the  dearness  of  pro¬ 
visions  ;  but,  in  conjunction  with  the  severity  of  the  weather  and  the  exorbitant  price  of  fuel,  it  has 
been  a  season  of  trial;  which  has,  however,  been  borne  with  exemplary  patience  and  fortitude  by 
those  who  were  most  exposed  to  its  rigours.

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Health  of  the  Country. 


The  fall  of  snow,  the  low  temperature,  and  the  other  meteorological  phenomena  of  the  quarter,  are 
fully  and  ably  described  by  Mr.  Glaisher  (see  pp.  30,  31). 

STATE  OF  THE  PUBLIC  HEALTH. 

There  died  last  quarter  iu  England  and  Wales  i  03341  persons.  The  period  was  unhealthy,  and  a 
greater  number  of  lives  was  lost  to  the  population  than  in  any  other  autumnal  quarter  of  the  last  13 
years,  with  only  two  exceptions, — the  fourth  quarter  of  1846,  when  the  deaths  rose  to  108937  ;  and  that 
of  1847,  when  they  were  103479.  The  annual  mortality  has  been  at  the  rate  of  2-252  per  cent,  in 
the  10  years  1843-52;  it  was  2-186  in  the  last  quarters  of  those  years;  and  last  quarter  it  was 
2-272.  Cold  weather  towards  the  close  of  the  year  thinned  the  ranks  both  of  old  and  young,  and 
the  latter  class  have  also  suffered  much  from  fever,  especially  scarlatina,  in  many  parts  of  the 
country. 

London  makes  a  large  contribution  to  this  excess  of  mortality  ;  for  iu  the  metropolitan  division 
the  deaths  in  October,  November,  and  December  rose  to  16390,  which  is  more  by  2709  than  took  place 
in  the  same  quarter  of  the  previous  year.  In  the  last  fourteen  weeks  of  1853,  17390  persons  died 
in  London,  and  more  than  the  usual  proportion  of  these  were  carried  off  by  zymotic  diseases,  (those 
of  epidemic  character),  principally  cholera,  typhus,  scarlatina,  hooping-cough,  and  diarrhoea. 
Cholera  and  typhus  killed  almost  equal  numbers,  viz.  728  and  724  ;  scarlatina  and  hooping-cough 
were  rival  powers  of  destruction,  for  668  and  667  are  claimed  as  their  respective  shares;  565 
deaths  were  caused  by  diarrhoea,  besides  41  by  dysentery.  It  is  to  be  observed  that  these  diseases, 
severally,  not  only  produced  more  than  the  average  number  of  deaths  in  this  quarter,  but  showed  a 
disposition  to  increase  as  the  year  drew  to  a  close.  In  the  summer  months  cholera  was  fatal  in  137 
cases,  it  rose  to  728  in  autumn  ;  typhus  (including  continued  fever,  &c.)  rose  in  the  same  periods 
from  585  to  724;  scarlatina  from  397  to  668  ;  and  hooping-cough  from  426  to  667.  Diarrhoea 
forms  an  exception,  having  declined  from  1  732  in  the  summer  to  565  in  the  autumnal  quarter. 
Croup  nearly  doubled  its  comparatively  small  rate  of  mortality,  and  measles  also  became  more  fatal 
towards  the  end  of  1853. 

Whilst  the  young  suffered  from  their  peculiar  diseases,  the  old  had  their  own  maladies  to  contend 
with.  The  number  of  deaths  at  all  ages  from  diseases  of  the  respiratory  organs  (exclusive  of 
phthisis  and  hooping-cough)  were,  in  the  14  weeks,  3291.  There  died  between  600  and  700  more 
than  is  usual  in  the  same  season.  Bronchitis  was  fatal  in  1460  cases,  pneumonia  in  1389,  phtliisis  in 
1914.  15  persons  in  Loudon  suffered  death  from  cold,  and  the  privation,  from  some  cause,  of  neces¬ 

saries  of  life  ;  2  7  were  the  victims  of  their  own  intemperate  habits.  It  is  probable  that  want  in 
some  cases  and  vicious  indulgence  in  spirits  in  many  others  produced  disease,  or  carried  it  to  a  fatal 
issue,  where  the  register  does  not  reveal  their  operation. 

In  the  last  quarter  large  town  populations  were  unhealthy,  but,  judging  from  the  mortality,  smaller 
towns  and  the  inhabitants  of  the  open  country  appear  to  have  enjoyed  as  much  health  as  usual.  In 
117  districts,  comprising  the  chief  towns,  the  rate  of  mortality  per  annum  was  2-778  to  100  inha¬ 
bitants  ;  the  annual  mortality  in  10  autumn  quarters  (1843-52)  was  2-634.  In  507  districts,  con¬ 
sisting  chiefly  of  small  towns  and  country  parishes,  the  mortality  was  1-911  ;  the  average  was  1  •  965. 
Country  Registrars  refer  in  their  Reports  to  measles  and  other  complaints  prevailing  among  children  ;

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in  some  instances  these  appeared  in  a  mild  form,  and  in  others  not  mentioned  they  were  probably 
much  less  destructive  than  in  towns. 

In  the  SouTri  Eastern'  Division  (II.)  the  deaths  registered  were  7956,  which  scarcely  differs 
from  the  number  recorded  in  the  same  quarter  of  1852,  and  affords  a  not  unfavourable  result.  But 
the  mortality  in  Kent  (one  of  the  counties  in  this  Division)  is  high,  scarlatina  having  been  prevalent 
in  Maidstone  and  Margate.  Fever  had  also  prevailed  at  Folkestone  and  at  Brenchley.  The  Regis¬ 
trar  of  the  latter  place  reports  that  “the  number  of  deaths  (29)  exceeds  the  average  by  one  fifth,  in 
consequence  chiefly  of  a  severe  epidemic  of  fever  (of  typhoid  type),  in  which  the  proportion  of  fatal 
cases  was  about  1  iu  8.  The  disease  originated  among  the  Irish  poor,  imported  for  the  purpose  of 
hop-picking,  and  was  distinctly  propagated  by  personal  contagion.”  In  Hampshire,  both  at  Kingston 
(Portssa  Island)  and  Southampton,  small-pox  had  been  prevalent,  as  well  as  fever  to  a  great  extent 
at  the  former. 

The  deaths  registered  in  the  South  Midland  Division  (III.)  were  6057,  not  so  many  as  in 
most  previous  seasons.  They  were  few  in  the  counties  of  Hertford,  Oxford,  and  Bedford.  Both  Peter¬ 
borough  and  Daventry  in  Northamptonshire  had  suffered,  the  former  from  small-pox  and  scarlatina, 
the  latter  from  typhus.  In  the  sub-district  of  Soham  in  Cambridgeshire,  the  deaths,  which  had  been 
join  the  corresponding  quarter  of  1852,  rose  to  112  last  quarter,  in  consequence  of  cholera  in 
October  and  November,  which  was  fatal  to  61  persons.  In  the  district  of  Ely,  in  the  same  county, 
a  great  deal  of  fever  prevailed  at  Stretham,  and  2  cases  of  cholera  occurred  at  Haddenham,  whilst  in 
the  parish  of  Sutton  diarrhoea  attacked  the  inmates  of  almost  every  house.  The  deaths  were  61  in 
the  sub-district  of  Ely,  against  39  in  the  corresponding  quarter  of  1852,  and  17  of  those  were  caused 
by  cholera. 

Only  5  106  deaths  were  registered  in  the  Eastern  Division  (IV.)  Diarrhoea  was  epidemic  at  West 
Ham  in  Essex,  and  cholera  made  its  appearance,  but  without  being  fatal  in  any  case.  The  district  of 
Norwich  lost  many  lives  from  small-pox.  The  Registrar  of  Coslany,  which  forms  part  of  it,  counts 
10  deaths  from  this  disease,  besides  18  from  fever,  making  nearly  a  third  of  the  whole  number 
registered  ;  and  he  attributes  the  deplorable  facts  to  defect  of  sanatory  arrangements.  In  Conisford, 
another  of  its  sub-districts,  15  deaths  from  small-pox  occurred,  and  in  West  Wymer  (Norwich)  there 
were  no  fewer  than  19.  In  not  one  of  these  19  cases  had  the  sufferers  been  previously  vaccinated. 
The  uneducated,  says  the  Registrar,  have  a  great  dislike  to  such  protection.  Choleraic  diarrhoea 
prevailed  at  Downham  in  Norfolk. 

The  returns  are  on  the  whole  favourable  for  the  South  Western  Division  (V.),  in  which  the 
deaths  of  the  autumn  quarters  fell  to  8498  ;  but  in  parts  of  it,  Chippenham  (where  typhus  and  scar¬ 
latina  prevailed)  and  Exeter  (where  the  Registrar  of  St.  Sidwell  states  that  health  has  suffered  from 
the  severity  of  the  weather  and  the  high  price  of  fuel  and  “  all  sorts  of  provisions’’),  the  mortality  was 
rather  high.  Plymouth  was  attacked  by  cholera,  and  44  persons  died  of  it  in  November  and 
December,  It  visited  Stoke  Damarel  in  the  same  county.  Cornwall,  in  this  division,  has  been 
unhealthy,  and  the  deaths  in  it  rose  to  1899.  Scarlatina  raged  in  Falmouth  district,  and  in  its  sub¬ 
district  Constantine  about  ioo  cases,  16  of  which  were  fatal,  occurred  chiefly  among  the  poor.  The 
cottagers  have  dung-pits  near  their  dwellings,  from  which,  in  the  Registrar's  opinion,  the  disease  is 
fed.  In  the  district  of  Redruth  the  average  of  deaths  in  the  autumns  of  1849-52  was  280,  last 
quarter  they  were  419  ;  scarlatina  has  been  the  largest  contributor  to  so  great  an  increase.  Cholera 
was  fatal  to  32  persons  ;  and  diarrhoea,  measles,  and  hooping-cough  are  also  mentioned  by  the  Registrar 
of  the  sub-district  of  Redruth,  in  which  the  mortality  has  been  greatest. 

The  West  Midland  Division  (VI.)  has  in  some  parts  suffered  severely  ;  the  deaths  were  12612, 
or  more  than  800  above  the  average  of  corresponding  quarters.  Scarlatina,  whose  traces  have  been 
already  seen  iu  so  many  parts,  committed  great  ravages  in  the  counties  of  Stafford  and  Warwick. 
The  Registrar  of  Fenton  (Stoke-upon-Trent)  states,  that  in  the  streets  where  the  disease  has  been 
most  prevalent,  the  houses  are  entirely  without  severe  and  the  cellars  are  flooded  with  stagnant 
water  to  the  depth  of  6  to  12  inches.  Wolverhampton  did  not  escape  ;  but  on  Sedgley  (in  Dudley) 
the  plague  apparently  had  discharged  its  fury.  Iu  this  sub-district  the  deaths  were  316  ;  they  were 
12  3  above  the  average,  and  149,  or  nearly  a  half  of  the  whole  number,  were  from  a  malignant 
description  of  scarlatina  which  prevailed  in  summer,  and  spread  with  renewed  force  during  autumn. 
Birmingham  suffered  a  sharp  attack  ;  it  was  common  in  Worcestershire,  in  Shrewsbury,  and  other 
parts  of  Shropshire.  The  mortality  was  heaviest  in  the  following  places  :  Wolverhampton,  where 
the  deaths  were  860,  or  103  above  the  average  of  corresponding  quarters  (1849-52)  ;  West  Brom¬ 
wich,  where  they  were  540,  or  100  above  the  average;  Dudley,  where  they  were  1032,  or  more  than 
300  above  the  average;  and  Birmingham,  where  they  were  1444,  exceeding  the  average  to  the 
same  extent.  In  Kingswinford  (Stourbridge)  there  were  3  deaths  from  cholera,  and  in  Leigh 
(Martley)  one. 

The  deaths  rose  to  6541  in  the  North  Midland  Division  (VII.).  Three  of  the  five  counties  of 
which  it  consists,  Lincoln,  Nottingham,  Derby,  were  swept  by  scarlatina.  The  districts  of  Boston, 
Grantham,  Lincoln,  Horncastle,  suffered  much;  also  Worksop,  Radford,  Nottingham,  Southwell, 
The  mortality  from  the  disease  was  high  in  Derby,  Askborne,  Chesterfield,  Bakewell,  Chapel-en-le- 
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Frith,  and.  Hayfield.  Speaking  of  the  homes  of  1000  persons  in  Chesterfield  and  its  neighbourhood, 
the  Registrar  says,  “  The  sanatory  condition  of  the  Irish  labourers  is  deplorable.”  Cholera  was  fatal 
to  9  lives  at  Holbeaeh.  Small-pox  prevailed  at  Nottingham  and  Ashborne. 

In  the  North  Western  Division  (VIII.)  the  deaths  rose  to  17851.  It  consists  of  Cheshire  and 
Lancashire,  both  of  which  were  overrun  by  the  epidemic  so  fatal  to  the  young.  Stockport  had  an 
attack  of  the  most  violent  kind,  and  the  Registrar  of  Heaton  Norris,  one  of  its  sub-districts,  states 
that  the  disease  created  almost  as  much  alarm  as  cholera.  Here,  in  consequence  of  the  “  turn-out  ” 
and  dearness  of  food,  families  were  ill  prepared  for  such  a  visit.  Congleton,  Wigan,  Bury,  Chorlton, 
Ashton-under-Lyne,  Oldham,  Rochdale,  and  Ulverstone  suffered.  Half  of  the  total  deaths  in  Ulver- 
stone  sub-district  were  from  scarlatina.  20  deaths  (out  of  116)  from  small-pox  were  registered  in 
the  sub-district  of  Congleton.  163  deaths  from  cholera  are  reported  in  Liverpool ;  a  few  also  in 
West  Derby;  one  at  Wigan.  A  decrease  in  births  at  Wigan  and  Preston  is  attributed  to  strikes 
causing  a  movement  of  families  from  those  places.  The  deaths  were  864  in  the  district  of  Stockport, 
or  342  above  the  average.  They  were  223  in  that  of  Congleton,  or  57  above  the  average.  In  the 
districts  of  Liverpool,  Wigan,  and  Chorlton,  the  deaths  rose  to  2270,  692,  and  1005.  Manchester 
registered  2148,  also  a  high  mortality.  In  Preston  676  were  registered,  73  above  the  average. 

The  York  Division  (IX.)  in  which  10676  deaths  occurred,  furnishes  more  favourable  returns, 
except  for  some  of  the  large  towns,  Bradford,  Sheffield,  York,  &c.,  where  the  mortality  was 

great.  Scarlatina,  aided  by  cold,  wet  and  changeable  weather,  pervaded  these  and  other  parts  in 

all  the  Ridings.  At  Doncaster,  which  suffered  from  it,  the  mortality  was  high.  Leeds  and  Hull 
were  more  fortunate.  A  German  emigrant  died  at  the  latter  place  from  cholera ;  a  woman  died 
of  it  in  Bradford ;  a  tailor  of  the  same  disease  at  Barnsley.  The  linen  trade  was  depressed  at 
Barnsley,  the  coal  trade  in  great  activity.  Fancy  manufacture  had  improved  at  High  Hoyland. 

The  5770  deaths  in  the  Northern  Division  (X.)  are  not  few,  but  they  show  a  decrease  on 

those  of  the  summer  quarter.  Cholera  was  diffused  here  to  a  wide  extent.  Fatal  cases  of  it  in 

the  December  quarter  are  reported  as  follows :  1 3  at  Stockton,  1  o  at  Bishop  Auckland,  6  in  Saint 
Nicholas,  Durham,  3  or  4  at  Easington,  7  at  Hetton-le-Hole,  one  at  Chester-le-Street,  18  in  Sunder¬ 
land,  15  in  Westoe  (South  Shields),  94  at  Gateshead,  124  in  Tynemouth,  one  at  Allendale 
(Hexham),  1 3  at  Bedlington  (Morpeth),  44  in  Cockermouth.  It  continued  to  raise  the  mortality- 
in  Newcastle.  Scarlatina  was  severe  at  Whitehaven  on  the  west  coast,  and  in  Alnwick  on  the 
east.  It  prevailed  along  the  coast  of  the  latter  district,  but  spared  the  parts  remote  from  the 
sea.  It  was  also  fatal  at  Kirkby  Lonsdale  in  Westmoreland. 

In  theWEi.su  Division  (XI.)  the  deaths,  5884,  were  a  little  above  the  average.  Scarlatina 
visited  Cardigan,  Wrexham,  Ruthin,  and  Corwen  with  severity.  At  Cowbridge  40  families  have 
been  attacked  by-  typhus,  which  originated  at  a  ball,  where  the  guests  supped  over  a  stable,  and  on 
premises  which  were  in  a  filthy  state  from  want  of  draiaage. 

Mr.  Leigh,  Registrar  of  Deansgate,  a  sub-district  of  Manchester,  has  made  some  useful  observa¬ 
tions  on  the  public  health  of  that  locality,  and  the  propagation  of  those  diseases  which  have  pro¬ 
duced  so  great  a  mortality,  in  a  letter  addressed  to  the  Registrar-General,  which  will  be  found  at 
page  46.

On  the  Meteorology  of  England  and  Scotland,  during  the  Quarter  ending  December  31st,  1853.  By 
James  Geaisuer,  Esq.,  F.R.S.,  Sec.  of  the  British  Meteorological  Society. 

The  temperature,  till  20th  October,  was  1  -8°  below  its  average,  in  the  period  from  21st  October  to 
8th  November  it  was  5  -3°  above,  and  from  9th  November  to  the  end  of  the  year  it  was  4-8°  below 
the  average.  The  temperature  of  December  was  70  below  the  average  of  the  1 2  preceding  Decembers. 
During  the  period  from  9th  November  there  were  several  instances  of  very  low  temperatures ;  on 
some  days  the  mean  for  the  day  was  io°,  1 1°,  1 20,  and  in  one  case  130  below  the  respective  averages. 
With  the  exception  of  the  interval  between  21st  October  and  8th  November  the  weather  has  been 
cold  throughout  the  quarter. 

The  maximum  cold  for  the  season,  in  the  whole  country,  took  place  during  the  night  common 
to  December  28th  and  29th.  This  cold  extended  from  the  most  southern  to  the  most  northern 
station. 

The  reading  of  the  barometer  was  low  in  October ;  it  was  very  high  in  November.  The  excess 
of  reading  in  November  over  that  in  October  was  nearly  four-tenths  of  an  inch  at  all  places  ;  it 
decreased  by  December  in  England,  but  still  farther  increased  in  Scotland. 

The  fall  of  rain  was  one-third  above  its  average  in  October,  and  fell  short  of  the  average  in 
November  and  December,  except  in  Cornwall  and  Devonshire.  The  general  deficiency  for  the 
quarter  is  about  one  inch. 

Snow  fell  at  a  few  places  north  of  the  parallel  of  53°  on  17th  November  ;  at  places  north  of  510 
on  24th  November ;  and  at  the  Islands  of  Jersey  and  Guernsey  at  the  end  of  the  year.  It  fell 
generally  over  England  after  the  middle  of  December. 

The  direction  of  the  wind  has  generally  been  a  compound  of  the  north  or  east,  except  in  the 
interval  from  21st  October  to  8th  November,  when  it  was  mostly  south-west. 

The  air  has  been  drier  than  usual,  particularly  in  December,  in  which  month  the  difference  of  air 
and  dew-point  temperature,  notwithstanding  the  low  value  of  the  former,  was  greater  than  usual, 
consequently  the  degree  of  humidity  was  low. 

Fog  was  very  prevalent  in  October  and  November,  particularly  between  the  parallels  of  latitude 
of  510  and  52°.  In  November  it  was  more  or  less  prevalent  on  28  days,  and  on  some  days  extended 
all  over  the  country.  At  times  it  was  very  dense  within  a  band  extending  across  the  country  between 
the  above  parallels  of  latitude.  In  December  fog  was  most  prevalent  below  the  parallel  of  530 
and  54°. 

The  mean  temperature  of  the  air  at  Greenwich  for  the  quarter  ending  November,  constituting  the 
3  autumn  months,  was  49°- 4,  being  o°- 1  above  the  average  of  80  years.

On  the  Weather  during  the  Quarter  ending  December  31  st,  1853. 
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Thunderstorms  occurred,  or  thunder  was  beard  and  lightning  seen,  on  the  8th  October  at  Green¬ 
wich,  Paddington,  Stone,  Hartwell  House,  Hartwell  Rectory,  and  Aylesbury  ;  and  on  the  27th  at 
Lewisham,  Greenwich,  Paddington,  and  Thwaite,  Suffolk.  On  the  5th  November  at  Guernsey  ;  and 
on  the  26th  at  Guernsey  and  Truro.  On  the  27th  December  at  Liverpool;  and  on  the  28th  at 
Durham,  Newcastle,  and  North  Shields. 

Thunder  was  heard,  but  lightning  was  not  seen,  on  the  1st  October  at  Warrington;  on  the  8th  at 
Truro,  Lewisham,  and  Stone;  on  the  9th  at  Guernsey;  on  the  12th  at  Ryde  ;  on  the  22d  at 
Arbroath  ;  on  the  25th  at  the  Isle  of  Man  ;  and  on  the  26th  and  27th  at  Stonyhurst.

After  the  15th  December  it  fell  nearly  at  every  station,  and  c  n 
the  27th,  28th,  and  29th,  at  Jersey  and  Guernsey.  The  fall  on  the  15th  December  was  in  many 
places  as  deep  as  6  inches. 

Fog  was  prevalent  on  20  days  in  October,  and  principally  confined  to  the  space  between  the  latitudes 
of  510  and  52°  ;  occasionally  it  extended  to  the  Isle  of  Wight,  and  as  far  north  as  Lancashire.  In 
November  it  was  present  on  every  day,  with  the  exception  of  the  5th  and  29th.  It  was  most 
frequent  and  most  dense  between  the  parallels  of  31°  and  520,  and  at  times  it  was  more  dense  than 
it  has  been  for  many  years.  In  the  returns  from  Jersey,  Guernsey,  and  the  counties  of  Cornwall 
and  Devonshire,  no  mention  of  fog  was  made.  With  these  exceptions  the  fog  was  mentioned  in 
every  place  from  the  Isle  of  Wight  to  Arbroath.  In  December  fog  was  prevalent  on  20  days,  but 
was  most  frequent  between  the  latitudes  of  33°  and  34°  ;  at  some  places  in  the  south  it  was  only 
noticed  on  3  or  4  days. 

Aurora  were  seen  on  the  1 7th  October  at  Durham  ;  on  the  23d  at  Dunino ;  on  the  23th  at 
Nottingham,  Durham,  Dunino,  and  Arbroath  ;  on  the  29th  at  Whitehaven  ;  on  the  30th  at  Dunino  ;

Solar  Halos  were  seen  on  the  13th  October  at  Stone,  and  Hartwell  Rectory  ;  on  the  24th  at  Not¬ 
tingham ;  and  on  the  27th  at  Grantham.  On  the  8th  November  at  Greenwich,  Stone,  Hartwell 
Rectory,  Grantham,  and  Nottingham;  on  the  9th  at  Nottingham;  on  the  10th  at  Stone  and 
Hartwell  Rectory  ;  on  the  1  ith  at  Greenwich  and  Aylesbury  ;  on  the  12th  at  Nottingham  ;  on  the 
14th  at  Dunino ;  on  the  18th  at  Clifton  and  Ilawarden ;  and  on  the  20th  and  27th  at  Clifton.

Stonyhurst.  The  least  falls  took  place  at  Bedford,  Liverpool,  Bicester,  Oxford,  Derby,  Stone,  Hartwell  Rectory,  and  Gainsborough  ; 
and  the  mean  amount  at  these  places  is  5*3  inches.  The  largest  falls  occurred  at  Falmouth,  Truro,  Iielston,  Dimiuo,  Whitehaven, 
Torquay,  Durham,  and  Newport,  and  their  mean  is  11*5  inches.

Deaths  88.  Small-pox  prevails  in  this  district  to  a 
considerable  extent,  not  less  than  19  deaths  having 
occurred  during  this  quarter  from  this  cause  alone, 
and  in  no  instance  has  any  one  of  the  persons  been 
vaccinated.

The  severity  of  the  weather,  together  with 
the  high  price  of  all  sorts  of  provisions  and  fuel,  have 
greatly  augmented  the  deaths  from  diseases  of  the 
respiratory  organs,  particularly  from  bronchitis,  among 
aged  persons.  Apoplexy,  with  or  without  heart  disease, 
contributes  largely.  The  disparity  between  births  and 
deaths  is  very  considerable,  hut  arises  to  some  extent 
from  the  workhouse  and  hospital  returns.  Whether 
it  arises  in  part  from  a  wish  to  avoid  the  notice  re¬ 
quired  by  the  Vaccination  Act  cannot  be  determined 
without  further  experience.

Were  it  not  for  the  great 
activity  in  the  coal  trade  this  depression,  with  the 
high  price  of  provisions,  would  seriously  affect  a  great 
portion  of  the  population  throughout  my  district.  A 
fatal  case  of  cholera  occurred  on  the  1 2th  of  November 
to  a  man,  by  trade  a  tailor,  aged  43  years,  which,  it 
seems  to  me,  arose  from  a  quantity  of  street  refuse 
deposited  in  the  neighbourhood  by  the  Local  Board  of 
Health  ;  but  on  communicating  with  the  medical  gen¬ 
tleman  who  attended  the  case  he  could  not  say  such 
was  the  fact,  the  locality  being  elevated,  spacious,  and 
unconfined  with  buildings.  I,  however,  reported  the 
case  to  the  General  Board  of  Health,  and  the  Poor 
Law  Guardians  caused  the  refuse  to  be  removed 
forthwith.

Mr.  Leigh,  M.R.C.S.,  Registrar  of  Deansgate,  sub-district  of  Manchester,  has  favoured  the  Registrar-General 
with  an  interesting  paper,  from  which  the  following  remarks  are  selected : 


The  mortality  in  my  district  during  the  last  quarter 
has  been  considerably  above  the  average,  the  excess, 
however,  being  found  within  the  last  two  months.  Oc¬ 
tober  was  an  unusually  healthy  month,  the  deaths  in 
a  dense  town  population  of  33,000  having  only  been 
72  ;  in  November  they  sprang  to  92,  and  in  December 
to  134,  making  a  total  in  the  quarter  of  308.  As 
might  be  expected,  the  stroke  of  death  has  fallen 
chiefly  on  infancy  and  old  age,  81  of  the  134  deaths 
in  December  being  of  children  under  5  years,  whilst 
in  the  months  of  November  and  December  41  persons 
died  above  30  years  of  age,  and  in  October  only  4. 

Zymotic  diseases  have  been  rife,  particularly  scar¬ 
latina,  which  has  been  unusually  prevalent  and  fatal, 
33  deaths  having  taken  place  from  this  disease,  1 7 
from  measles,  6  from  small-pox,  and  8  from  fever, 
making  a  total  of  64  from  diseases  propagated  by 
infection,  and,  therefore,  to  a  large  extent  avoidable, 
to  which  may  perhaps  legitimately  be  added  1  o  from 
hooping-cough,  another  disease  propagated  by  matter 
proceeding  from  the  affected  person. 

The  mortality  from  diarrhoea  has  been  unusually 
small  ;  only  14  deaths  have  occurred  during  the 
quarter,  and  these  almost  entirely  in  October,  a  some¬ 
what  remarkable  fact,  considering  that  cholera  was 
busy  in  neighbouring  towns.  The  same  circumstance 
was  noticed,  however,  in  the  year  preceding  the  last 
outbreak  of  cholera  here.  Of  the  great  number  of 
deaths  in  December,  64  were  registered  as  from  inflam¬ 
matory  diseases  of  the  lungs  or  from  natural  decay. 

With  all  our  information  we  have  still  much  to 
learn  respecting  the  causes  that  produce  and  foster 
epidemic  and  endemic  disease,  and  our  knowledge  can 
only  be  extended  by  minute,  long,  and  laborious  ob¬ 
servation.  Registrars  possess  great  opportunities,  and 
it  is  desirable  to  impress  them  with  the  importance  of 
studying  their  districts,  carefully  noting  all  the  circum¬ 
stances  connected  with  them,  as  these  occur,  their  phy¬ 
sical  features,  soil,  drainage,  condition  of  land  or  streets, 
quality  and  condition  of  houses,  and  making  observa¬ 
tions  on  the  inhabitants,  occupations,  habits,  and  general 
condition  ;  temperature,  pressure,  and  moisture  of 
atmosphere,  coincidence  of  increased  or  diminished 
mortality  with  change  of  external  conditions  ;  observa¬ 
tion  of  the  sites  of  greatest  or  least  mortality',  also  of 
age,  sex,  and  causes  of  death  in  each  locality,  with 
many  other  points.  Little  preliminary  knowledge  is 
necessary  for  such  observations,  and  the  habit  once 
begun,  many  circumstances  attract  notice  which  were 
previously  unobserved,  and  a  man  of  ordinary  intelli¬ 
gence  will  thus  rapidly  accumulate  an  amount  of  know¬ 
ledge  of  his  own  neighbourhood  of  the  highest  value 
to  himself  and  those  about  him. 

Knowledge  that  we  have  acquired  of  this  kind  is 
wholly  cumulative,  the  result  of  reiterated  observation. 
All  that  is  necessary  is  that  the  observations  should  be 
precise,  and  not  of  a  loose  and  general  character ;  and 
when  accumulated  the  physicist,  physiologist,  patho¬ 
logist,  and  chemist  will  come  to  the  observer’s  aid, 
and  give  to  his  labours  their  true  significance.  Little 
can  be  effected  by  the  casual  observations  of  an  occa¬ 
sional  visitant,  in  the  shape  of  a  sanatory  commissioner, 
compared  with  what  can  be  accomplished  by  the  intel¬ 
ligent  observations  of  a  constant  resident.  That  much 
may  be  done  in  this  way  by  a  painstaking  and  obser¬ 
vant  man  the  excellent  reports  of  the  Rev.  Mr'.  Clay 
at  Preston  furnish  an  honourable  and  striking  proof. 

The  large  mortality  from  infectious  diseases,  espe¬ 
cially  scarlatina  and  measles,  suggests  the  wish,  that 
on  the  occurrence  of  these  cases  a  more  complete 
isolation  of  them  could  be  effected.  However  unde¬ 


sirable  marine  quarantine  may  be,  about  which  there 
is  a  question,  there  can  be  very  little  doubt  that  the 
avoidance  of  unnecessary  intercourse  with  persons 
affected  with  highly  contagious  or  infectious  diseases 
on  land  is  eminently  desirable.  At  present,  when¬ 
ever  a  child  is  seized  with  illness,  whatever  the  nature 
of  it  may  be,  the  neighbouring  females,  actuated  I 
believe  by  feelings  of  kindness,  are  almost  constant 
visitors,  tendering  their  sympathy  and  good  offices, 
and  very  frequently  are  accompanied  by  their  own 
children,  who  are  thus  exposed  to  the  infection. 
Very  generally  also  an  unobserved  intercourse  takes 
place  between  convalescent  children  and  healthy  ones, 
and  thus  if  a  case  like  scarlatina  occurs,  it  very  soon 
spreads  through  a  whole  district,  and  many  fall 
victims  to  it.  Could  the  people  be  taught  that  all 
intercourse  with  the  sick  in  such  cases,  beyond  what 
is  actually  necessary,  should  carefully  be  avoided, 
much  sickness  from  zymotic  disease  would  be  pre¬ 
vented  and  many  lives  preserved. 

The  observation  that  the  excessive  mortality  of  the 
last  two  months  has  been  almost  entirely  of  young 
childreu  and  aged  persons,  gives  rise  to  many  painful 
reflections,  since  it  has  been  evidently  the  result  of 
exposure  to  the  rigour  of  an  inclement  season,  64  of 
the  deaths  in  December  being  registered  as  from  in¬ 
flammatory  diseases  of  the  lungs.  The  habitual  and 
careless  exposure  to  a  variation  of  temperature 
amounting  to  120  or  140  within  24  hours,  of  young 
children,  fit  only  for  the  atmosphere  of  a  nursery,  is  a 
fertile  source  of  disease  and  death.  The  mortality 
amongst  these  helpless  creatures  is  absolutely'  frightful. 
8r  out  of  134  deaths  in  December  were  of  children  | 
under  the  age  of  5  years.  To  find  a  remedy  in  legis-  c 
lation  for  this,  the  most  serious  of  all  evils  affecting 
the  vitality  of  a  population,  is  a  difficult  problem ; 
but  there  is  a  species  of  child-murder,  which  loudly 
calls  for  magisterial  interference ;  viz.,  the  exposure  of 
very  young  children  to  hunger  and  all  the  inclemencies  • 
of  the  weather,  by  mendicants,  for  the  purpose  of  ex- 1 
citing  compassion.  I  have  seen  the  poor  children  I 
exposed  by  relentless  wretches  from  early  mom  till  j 
very  late  at  night  to  a  drenching  rain,  or  to  sleet  and! 
snow,  as  the  case  may  be,  a  great  portion  of  the  day) 
too,  I  dare  say  without  food.  Indeed,  the  worst  days! 
seem  to  be  generally  selected  for  this  exposure.  The 
police  should  apprehend  the  miscreants  who  expose! 
them,  and  the  children  should  be  taken  care  of,  whilst  I 
their  unnatural  guardians  are  punished. 

Bronchitis,  inflammation  of  the  lungs,  asthma,  and! 
natural  decay,  for  in  the  loose  phraseology  of  medicall 
certificates  they  are  nearly  synonymous,  carried  off  in! 
November  and  December  41  aged  persons,  whilst  only! 
4  died  in  October.  Frequent  exposure  to  wet  andl 
cold  lead  in  early  life  to  pneumonia,  and  solidification* 
of  lung ;  as  age  advances  bronchitis,  and  emphy  semal 
supervene ;  the  heart  meeting  with  resistance  to  the! 
passage  of  the  blood  through  these  organs  dilates,  its! 
valves  damaged  hy  atthritic  deposit  still  farther  im-l 
pede  its  action,  and  the  rigid  tubes  through  which  ita 
current  has  to  pass  lend  it  no  aid.  There  is,  however 
a  balance  established  which  enables  life  to  exist  undei 
favourable  circumstances ;  but  let  the  temperature  bt 
suddenly  reduced  by'  a  few  degrees,  and  the  balance  is 
destroyed.  Congestion  of  the  internal  organs  calls  fot 
an  additional  effort  from  the  heart,  which  it  is  unabk 
to  make ;  the  lung-room,  diminished  by  this  congesi 
tion,  [is  unequal  to  the  exigencies  of  life,  and  th(l 
sufferer  draws  his  last  breath.
